Mr. Vivian to the Marquis of Salisbury.—(Received January 2, 1879.) 

(No. 439. Political.) 

My Lord, Cairo , December 26, 1878. 

I HAVE the honour to inclose a copy of a letter which has been addressed to our 
Doyen by certain creditors of the Egyptian Government who have obtained sentences 
in the Tribunals of the Reform protesting strongly against the recent appropriation of a 
portion of the proceeds of the loan raised upon the Khedive’s ceded estates to the pay¬ 
ment of the interest due to the bondholders, and praying for our intervention and 
assistance to prevent the repetition of an act which they consider to be a flagrant breach 
of faith on the part of the Egyptian Government. 

A meeting of our body was convoked for the 23rd instant to consider what answer 
should be returned to this appeal, and it was unanimously decided, on my proposition, 
supported by my French colleague, to defer the consideration of any proposal for collective 
action on behalf of these creditors until after the payment of the next instalment of the 
Rothschild Loan on the 16th January next. 

My French colleague and I, having previously agreed as to the course we should take, 
succeeded with little difficulty in inducing our colleagues to agree to this decision on the 
ground that the new Administration in Egypt deserved our confidence and support; that 
it would be most unwise to embarrass it prematurely by diplomatic pressure before it 
had time to establish itself firmly ; that it was composed of honourable men who were 
perfectly aware of these debts, and of their obligation to meet them, but who were more 
competent than we could be to judge the financial situation as a whole, and to partition 
the available assets equitably among all classes of creditors. But a strong opinion was 
cpressed by many of our colleagues that the Government ought to quiet the judgment 
creditors, the nature of whose claims entitled them to our special support, by an early 
and satisfactory assurance that they would be paid, and that any proposal to appropriate 
the next instalment of the Rothschild Loan to any other purpose than the payment of 
these creditors ought to be strenuously opposed by us.

A SOMEWHAT serious question is being raised here as to the right of the Egyp¬ 
tian Government to enforce, in case of need, by summary distraint upon their crops 
and cattle, the payment of the arrears of land taxes due by European occupier’s of 
land in h>ypt. 

The - 1 is no doubt that many Europeans have availed themselves of the reasonable 
objection, nat can be advanced to certain of these taxes, as being in the nature cither 
of forced mans or arbitrary exactions, to avoid any payment at all of their land tax ; 
but they are now required to pay up the arrears, I believe, of three years, accruing 
from every kind of land tax to which the uatives are liable, with the exception of the 
“ Moukabalch ” and the “ Subside Militaire.” 

I inclose a copy of a protest that I have received from a British Indian subject 
against the enforcement of certain of these taxes. 

The Egyptian Government rely as the authority for their pretensions upon the 
Turkish law of 1807, by which foreigners were allowed to acquire real property in the 
Turkish dominions, and which, in substance, assimilates all foreigners owners of real 
property, urban or rural, to Ottoman subjects iu everything which concerns such real 
property, and, inter alia, obliges them to pay all charges or contributions, of whatever 
form or denomination, to which real property in town or country is, or shall hereafter, 
be made liable. 

This law was accepted by many of the Powers interested, but a condition was 
imposed by the Erench Government to the effect that “ la loi qui accordo aux stran¬ 
gers le droit de propriStS immobiliere lie porte aucuno atteinte aux immunites 
eonsacrees par les Traitcs, et qui continueront a couvrir la personne et les biens 
meuhles des Strangers devenus propriStaires.” 

The most-favoured-nation clause of our Treaty with Turkey secures to us the 
advantage of this reservation, and therefore it seems to me that the pretension that 
foreigners have contracted themselves in respect of their tenure of real property in 
Egypt out of the benefit of the Treaties and Capitulations cannot be sustained.

Mais au lieu de ces cbifires la Moudirieli de Garbieli, qui du reste ne sait pas au 
juste comment etablir son comptc, me reclame une somme qui varie d’aprds ses diverses 
lettres de p. T. 494,144 a p. T. 498,782. 

La Moudirieb de Beberat reclame dc son c6tc une somme dc p. T. 84,502 20*40. 

La difference ne provient nullement du compte sur l’oucbour ou lc kbaradji. 

Elle tient uniquement a ce que les deux Moudiriebs ont la pretention de me faire 
supporter des taxes suppldmentaires que je ne dois k aucun titre. 

Ces taxes sont la taxe du sixidme (ou souds), le droit d’arrosage, le droit du seraf, 
outre une somme rdclamde a titre de frais divers, et dans eertaines notes une augmen¬ 
tation de 23 pour cent, et probablement, car les dernitres sommes portdes par les 
notes de la Moudirieb sont indiqudcs en bloc et sans distinction, le subside de 
guerre. 

La premidre taxe connuo sous le nom de sixidme a etc constitute par un Decret 
Vice-Royal du 4 Lafer 1285 [26tli May, 1868], No. 73, dtablissant aprds ddcision de la 
Cliambre dcs Delegates, que les terrains oucliourri et kbaradji paieraient pendant 
4 ans du commencement de 1284 [1867] a la fin de 1287 [1870] un sixidme en plus de 
leur kbaradji ou de leur oucliour. 

Cette taxe n’dtait que provisoire ct devait etre inscrite sur un registre a part, ce 
qui otait assez dire quelle etait remboursablc. 

Je l’ai payee sur mes terrains de Garbieli pendant la ptriode indiqute dans le 
Decret, et elle s’elevait a la somme de p. T. 87,987 16*40, car j’avais a cette tpoque-lk 
un plus grand nombre de feddans qu’aujourd’bui. 

Cette somme, comme je lc disais plus liaut, doit m’etre aujourd’bui remboursee. 

Mais s’il pouvait y avoir un doute quelconquc lk-dessus, il serait en tous cas 
incontestable que ectte taxe, edictee pour 4 ans seulement, n’est plus en vigueur 
depuis la fin de 1287 [1870]. 

Or, les Moudiriebs dc Garbicb et de Beherat persistent a me la passer en compte. 

Sur ce point j’aime a le eroire, le scul examen du Decret qui constituait la taxe 
doit suffiro pour faire declarer qu’elle ne peut plus etre ldgalement perdue depuis le 
commencement de 1288 [1871]. 

Quant k la taxe d’arrosage et a celle du seraf, elles constituent reellement, non 
plus une charge foneifsre, mais une rdtribution d’un service public auquel l’impkt 
devrait suffiro. 

Je ne puis done 6tre tenu d’y contribuer, et, d’ailleurs, comment ces prdtendues 
taxes ont-elles etd constitutes, en vertu do quelle loi, de quel Decret, de quelle 
dtliberation de la Cbambre dcs Dtltguts ? C’est co qui n’a jamais et6 dit, et, si 
I’on se rappelle que le Rapport de la Commission d’Enquttc (page 21 et 22) signelait 
l’impossibilitt ou est l’Administi*ation dc justifier du rdgulier dtablissement de bien 
des taxes, on trouvera etrango quo le nouveau Ministdre persiste a rdclamer, sans 
aucune justification, les deux prdtendus droits que nous vonons de signaler. 

Ce raisonnoment s’applique k plus forte raison a la somme rdclamde d’une 
manidre vague sous le titre de “ frais divers,” a l’augmontation du 25 pour cent, et au 
subside de guerre.

3. With regard to M. Waddington’s suggestion in the second paragraph of his letter, 
that the expression “the Commission ” should be substituted for “ a Commission,” your 
Excellency might observe to M. Waddington that the latter expression appears the 
more correct, as referring to a Commission not yet formed, and being, therefore, less 
definite than the term “the Commission.” 

4. There seems to be no objection to the omission of the words, “ In submitting 
Mr. Rowsell’s name,” &c., from the draft, as suggested by M. Waddington in the third 
paragraph of his letter. 

Your Excellency, in communicating with M. Waddington in the above sense, will 
express the hope of Her Majesty’s Government that in adopting, in all essential points, 
his Excellency’s suggestions, it will have facilitated the transmission in similar terms of 
instructions to the French Consul-General in Egypt, and to M. Bouteron, the French 
Commissioner, and of the necessary announcement to the Egyptian Government.

IN your despatch No. 248 of the 27th ultimo you observe that the consent 
of the English and French Governments was only given to the suspension of 
the functions of the Controllers-General of the Egyptian Finances appointed under 
the Decree of November 1876 on the understanding that the Control should be ipso 
facto revived in case either the English or French member of the Egyptian Cabinet 
should be dismissed without the consent of his Government; that your Lordship, 
therefore, thought it desirable that this understanding should be recorded either in the 
Khedive’s Decree, or in some manner equally formal and binding upon the Egyptian 
Government. 

When this despatch was written your Lordship had probably not read the 
Khedive’s Decree of the 12th ultimo, and the accompanying official correspondence 
between Nubar Pasha and the Commissioners of the Public Debt (inclosed in my 
despatch No. 425 of the 17th ultimo), wherein, as it appears to me, this understanding 
is sufficiently formally recorded in Nubar Pasha’s letter of the lltli ultimo to the 
Commissioners, when lie says, speaking of the Control in question :— 

“ Cette institution se trouverait retahlie, ipso facto, au cas oil l’organisation 
Minist6riolle, institu6c par lc Khedive par son Decret du 29 Aout, 1878, viendrait a 
6tre modifi6c dans la Direction dcs Finances ou celle des Travaux Publics.”

y WITH reference to my despatch No. 437, Political, of the 21st ultimo, I have the 
honour to inclose, for your Lordship’s information, a copy of a deciee issued by the 
Khedive by the advice of his Council of Ministers, empowering the Commission of 
Inquiry to prepare a code of fiscal and administrative laws for submission to the Council 
n/ Ministers and if approved by them to the Khedive, and enacting that from a date to 
be hereafter fixed no tax shall be levied nor any general administrative measure applied 
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in Egypt unless sanctioned by a law presented by the Council of Ministers, approved 
by the Khedive, and published in the Official Gazette.” 

This measure is a natural consequence of the Report of the Commission of Inquiry, 
which after pointing out that most of the existing fiscal laws and icgulations have never 
been published, and that new taxes have been imposed, old ones increased, and fiscal 
charges introduced without any forma! authority, recommends that no tax shall in future 
be levied except in virtue of a law which must be officially published. 

But Nubar Pasha, being strongly opposed to the creation of what he terms a Foreign 
Legislative Body in Egypt, has only yielded in this instance very reluctantly to the 
opinions of his European colleagues in favour of confiding the preparation of the code of 
laws to the Commission of Inquiry.

My French colleague qualifies his assent to it by desiring to stipulate that in no 
case can more than three years’ arrears of taxes be claimed (this, I believe, is the view 
of the Egyptian Government); that no European owner or occupier of land can be 
held liable for arrears’ of taxes accruing previously to the term of his occupation 
of the land ; and that we are not to be bound by the Report of the Commission, of 
Inquiry, but that it should rather serve as a basis of negotiation with the Egyptian 
Government.

NUBAR PASHA and Mr. Rivers Wilson have consulted me on the following 
matter:— 

It seems that when the Khedive ceded his lands to the State nothing was stipu-. 
lated as to whether the cession included the cattle and implements necessary for their 
cultivation ; and His Highness now demands to be paid in full for them. 

This claim would amount to a large sum, probably about 300,000/. 

Nubar Pasha tells me that, according to local law, the purchase of land does not 
carry with it the cattle and implements, unless there is a special stipulation to that 
effect, and that the Khedive is so far justified in his demand. Nubar Pasha seems, 
moreover, to have undertaken, at a moment when he was hard pressed to obtain the 
completion of the cession of the lands, to recommend the Khedives claim to liis col¬ 
leagues, although at heart he is opposed to it, and lie now finds himself in a difficult 
position; but he evidently wishes to be able to say that lie has been overruled by 
his colleagues, supported by the English and French Representatives. 

Mr. Rivers Wilson is most strongly opposed to the Khedive’s claim; while 
M. de Blignidrcs, I believe, is rather in favour of compromising it. 

I said that I would only express my personal opinion, which was that such a 
claim, coming from the Khedive at this moment, was both inopportune and highly 

improper. , . . „ ,. 

The Khedive had been held personally responsible for the financial position ot tlie 
countrv. He had been required to make all the reparation in his power, which, at the 
best, was wholly inadequate; and yet, at the moment of Egypt s greatest difficulties, 
when the Treasury-chest is empty, and there is grave doubt whether the creditors can 
be paid in full, he, the author of all this mischief, unblusliingly comes forward to 
claim back a large proportion of what he had surrendered. 

As I had not consulted Her Majesty’s Government I could not express any 
opinion in their name; but, in my own view, it would be not only unwise, but most 
damaging to the Khedive's own interests to press such a claim at the present

MY French colleague, anxious that our instructions should be identic in all 
respects, has suggested to me, confidentially, the expediency of our two Governments 
arriving at an agreement in regard to the treatment of the claims of those creditors 
of the Egyptian Government who have obtained sentences in the International 
Tribunals. 

I understand from him that the French Government consider that these claims 
are privileged and entitled to our special and official support, and that they hold the 
non-execution of the sentences of the Tribunals or their non-payment in full to be a 
violation of the guarantees given by the Egyptian Government when the Courts of 
Reform were established, on the faith of which the European Powers surrendered 
important privileges hitherto enjoyed by their subjects under the Capitulations. 

This has not been my view ; I hold that these claims cannot be dealt with inde¬ 
pendently, but that in view of the almost bankrupt position of the Government they 
must be considered in connection with its other liabilities, aud both I and Mr. Lascelles 
have declined to join in bringing any special pressure to bear upon the Government 
for the payment of these claims until they have had time to ascertain their exact 
financial position, and to partition the available assets equitably among all classes of 
creditors. 

It seems to me that this is the reasonable view to take under existing circum¬ 
stances, for if any preference were to be shown to the holders of sentences, the whole 
ot the unsecured creditors of Egypt, whose claims are acknowledged by the Govern¬ 
ment, would immediately obtain judgments and demand to bo paid in full and at once; 
a catastrophe would thus become imminent, while if the country were declared 
bankrupt each creditor could only fall back upon his special security, and the fact of 
having obtained a sentence would not, I believe, give him any title or claim to 
privileged treatment.

A SERIOUS military riot occurred yesterday, directed against Government, hut 
principally against Nubar Pasha and Mr. Wilson, in consequence of harsh operation 
of the army reductions. 

About 400 armed officers stopped Nubar Pasha’s carriage, and, with very rough 
treatment, forced him and Mr. 'Wilson into the Ministry of Finance, where they shut 
them in and demanded arrears of pay. There were loud cries against Europeans. 

The Khedive soon arrived, and personally ordered the rioters to disperse, hut the 
troops had to act to enforce His Highness’s orders. Four or five persons, including the 
Khedive’s Aide-de-camp, were wounded in the affray. 

Khedive behaved very well. In thanking the Corps Diplomatique for their 
compliments on his conduct, he asked that they would distinctly inform their Govern¬ 
ments that his present position of responsibility without power or authority must be 
changed, or he must decline to answer for the consequences. He informed me that he 
could not retain Nubar Pasha, whom he blamed severely for what had happened, as 
President of the Ministry. He will probably replace him by Cherif Pasha. 

There is certainly an uneasy feeling of discontent and great jealousy of large 
influx of highly-paid Europeans among natives, which has become more apparent since 
strong hand of authority has been withdrawn and no power substituted lor it. 

Yesterday’s incident shows the weakness of the Ministry and the power of the 
Khedive, and I would strongly recommend that his claim to share in the counsels of 
his Ministers be allowed, he being held directly and personally responsible for the 
result, or we may have really serious troubles here.

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M. Wadding ton answered that there was nothing in any instruction he had given at 
all calculated to have such an effect; and he offered to read to me the telegraphic corre¬ 
spondence which he had had with M. Godeaux on the subject. 

Having sent for the record of this correspondence, M. Waddington proceeded to read 
to me the text of three telegrams. 

The first was from his Excellency to M. Godeaux, the French Consul-General in Egypt, 
and bore the date of the 7th of this month, it recited at some length reports respecting 
the intention of the Egyptian Government to reduce the interest, mentioned the unfavour¬ 
able effect that these rumours had had upon the holders of Egyptian securities, and 
pointed out that the holders of these securities had had good reason to expect that no 
reduction of the interest would take place unless a careful examination of the state of the 
finances had been made, and due communications had taken place with the parties con¬ 
cerned. The telegram concluded by recommending to M. Godeaux’s solicitude a matter of 
so much interest to a large number of Frenchmen, and directing him to report upon it. 

The second telegram, which M. Waddington read to me, contained M. Godeaux’s 
answer. It stated, upon the authority of M. dc Biigni&res, that there did in fact appear to 
be a necessity for reducing the interest, and that a plan for the purpose was under the 
consideration of the Egyptian Cabinet. M. Godeaux was, however, informed by M. de 
Bligni&res that it was intended to submit the plan to the Commission of Inquiry, the 
Commission of the Debt, and the French and English Governments before carrying it 
into execution. In this telegram, if I recollect right, M. Godeaux mentioned that the 
Khedive declared that if he himself had a larger share in the administration of the finances 
the whole of the interest would be paid without any deduction. 

M. Waddington pointed out (as was certainly the case) that it appeared, from the 
whole tenour of the telegram, that M. de Blignieres was acting in entire concert with 
Mr. Rivers Wilson and the other Egyptian Ministers. 

In the third telegram, the date of which was the 14th instant, M. Waddington 
informed M. Godeaux that he should send him by the next post a copy of a letter from 
the Credit Foncier, remonstrating, on the part of that establishment, against any reduction 
of interest. The telegram spoke of the promise on the subject which had been made to 
the Crddit Foncier in return for its engaging not to throw on the market the Egyptian 
stock it held. The interests of the general French creditors of Egypt were also mentioned, 
and finally M. Godeaux was instructed to act so far as was possible (“ agir dans la linnte 
du possible”) to prevent injury either to the Credit Foncier or other French creditors. 

Such, if I can trust my memory, was about the substance of the three telegrams 
M. Waddington was so good as to read to me. 

He said that this was the whole correspondence, and he added that he was at a loss 
to understand how it could have given occasion for assertions that there was any difference 
of opinion between the English and French Governments. 

I said, in reply, that what had occurred was at all events an indication of the impor¬ 
tance of previous concert between the two Governments in matters of the kind.

IN consequence of the deplorable events of [? yesterday] Nubar kasha and the 
two European Ministers met me and my French colleague this morning. 

On learning the public declaration which the Khedive had made to the Corps 
Diplomatique yesterday, that he could no longer accept a position of responsibility 
without power, and be answerable for its consequences, the Ministers begged us to 
invite His Highness to formulate his demands precisely. 

We did so, and his answer was, that he required a share and voice in the Councils 
of his Ministers; he wished either to preside over the Council himself, or to appoint a 
President in whom he had confidence. 

He made the retirement of Nubar Pasha, whom he accused of sapping and over¬ 
ruling his authority, a sine qud non condition of guaranteeing the maintenance of public 
order, which had become seriously threatened. 

In communicating His Highness’ reply to the Ministers, my French colleague 
and I stated, that our first consideration being the maintenance of public tranquillity. 
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xve must first knew if Nubar Pasha could guarantee it if matters remained in statu quo. 
His Excellency entirely declined to do so; indeed, lie looked to us to guarantee his own 
safety, and he begged us immediately to tender his resignation to the Khedive, which 
His Highness has accepted. 

We have, therefore, held the Khedive personally responsible for the public safety, 
which has been our first consideration throughout, the events of yesterday having 
proved that the Ministry has lost all authority, and that the Khedive can alone preserve 
order. 

The troops would have refused to act against the riotous officers yesterday if the 
Khedive had not ordered them in person to do so, and, in the centre of an in fl am mable 
Mussulman population, the affair might have taken very serious proportions. My 
French colleague and I have acted cordially together, in this difficult crisis, to the best 
of our ability, with the main object of preventing disorder; but I am disposed to think 
that presence of an English or French man-ol-war at Alexandria would have a good 
effect. 

M. de Blignidres waits to know wishes of his Government before lie decides 
whether or not he will remain in the Ministry. I have begged Mr. Wilson, who is much 
annoyed, to do the same, but he seems inclined to resign at once. 

Meanwhile, Khedive will preside over the Ministry provisionally until French 
and English Governments express their opinion.

I HAVE the honour to transmit, herewith, copies of a Decree and of the Report 
of the Minister of Public Works, upon which it is based, extending to cultivators 
of “ Abadieh ” lands the liability to forced labour for works of public utility, but 
enabling them to purchase exemption from personal service by the payment of a sum of 
money representing the value of the number of days’ labour for which they would be 
liable. 

“Abadiehs” are a class of privileged (Ochouri) land tenements of fifty acres and 
upwards, which were given by former rulers of Egypt to their favourites in an uncul- 










tivated state, and which are only liable to the payment of the tithe. The cultivators 
residing on the property being also exempt from the “ Corv6e.” This privilege naturally 
attracted the fellahs of the neighbouring lands, who, in order to escape the “ Corvee,’* 
squatted in large numbers on the various “Abadiehs,” and it is with the object of checking 
this abuse that the present Decree has been enacted.

J’ai pris, des 4 present, de conceit avee mon collogue de I’lnterieur, les mesures neces- 
saires pour appliquer, autant que le permet l’etat actuel de la legislation, le premier de ces 
principes, en prescrivant de faire participer a la charge des prestations les cultivateurs des 
Abadiehs appartenant, soit a des indigenes, soit 4 des Europeens. Ces cultivateurs ne 
peuvent se prevaloir d’aucune exemption legale; niais, en fait, ils ne contribuent en rien 
aux charges des travaux publics, et ses charges p4sent alors d’un poids d’autant plus lourd 
»ur le reste de la population. 

On peut m£me dire que cette inegnlite tend chaque jour 4 augmenter. C’est ainsi 
que, dans la Province de Beh6ra, les acquisitions de terres par les prot^gds Europeens et 
raccroissement du nombre des cultivateurs des Abadiehs ont eu cette consequence, que les 
travaux indispensables de curage des canaux et d’entretien des digues, constituent aujour- 
d’hui, pour le surplus de la population, une charge hors de proportion avee celles qui 
pesent sur les habitants d’autres Moudirichs. On ne peut admettre, cependant, qu’il suffise 
4 un indigene, pour se soustraire aux charges de la prestation, imposes aux habitants 
des villages (Balad), d’entrer au service d’un proprietaire d’Abadieh (Esbeh et Koufour). 

Sans doute, ces exemptions ne reposaient. sur aucune disposition legale; mais on ne 
peut les supprimer brusquement sans s’exposcr 4 compromettre une organisation de culture 
qu’il est difficile de modifier du jour au lendemain. 

Pour ne pas leser des interets considerables, on pourrait, en attendant la promulgation 
de la loi qui reglementera la matiere, admettre, des maintenant, les cultivateurs des 
Abadiehs a racheter leurs prestations. 

Tel est le but du Decret que j’ai 1’honneur de soumettre 4 la sanction de votre 
Altesse. 

Je lui demande egalement de vouloir bien m’autoriser a fixer par des Arretes, la 
somme a payer pour le rachat des prestations dans chaque province. 

Ces sornmes devront etre exclusivement affectees aux travaux d’inter^t public. Afin 
de donner 4 ce sujet toutes garanties, je proposerais qu’elles fussent versees dans les caisses 
des Moudiriehs a titre de depots.

Lord Lyons to the Marquis of Salisbury.—(Received February 22.)

My Lord, Paris, February 21, 1879. 

THE first thing yesterday morning 1 wrote to M. Waddington to say that I was very 
desirous of being able to communicate his opinion respecting the recent events at Cairo to 
your Lordship without delay; that your Lordship was anxious to know what information 
he had received, and that you had desired me to ask whether, if the Khedive dismissed his 
Ministry, the French Government would be disposed to act with England in insisting that 
the policy agreed upon between the two Governments and Egypt should not be departed 
from. 

M. Waddington answered that the only chance of our being able to talk over 
Egyptian affairs that same day would be that l should come to see him at night. 

Accordingly I waited upon him at 10 o’clock last night. 

We began by comparing notes as to the information received by the two Governments 
from their respective Agents at Cairo. The facts, as stated by M. Godeaux, the French 
Agent, seemed to correspond substantially with the statements of facts contained in the 
two telegrams from Mr. Vivian of the 19th instant, which your Lordship had been so good 
as to repeat to me. 

After some conversation, M. Waddington and I agreed that the most practical way of 
proceeding would be that he should prepare a draft of such a telegram as he would think 
it right to address to the French Agent at Cairo, and that this draft should be submitted to 
your Lordship as speedily as possible, the object being that the instructions from the 
English and French Governments to their respective Agentss hould be as nearly as possible 
identical, and should be dispatched simultaneously. 

M. Waddington accordingly wrote out the draft, the contents of which I forwarded by 
telegraph to your Lordship at half-past 1 o’clock this morning, and of which I do myself 
the honour to inclose a copy herewith. 

M. Waddington begged me to ask your Lordship to communicate to him, as soon as 
possible, through me, your opinion of his draft and any observations which you might 
have to make upon it, as he thought it important that the instructions should be sent off 
as speedily as possible. 

He told me that, in compliance with a request from M. Godeaux, he had requested 
the Minister of Marine, at a Council which had sat in the morning, to send orders by 
telegraph to dispatch a French ship of war to Alexandria. While I was with M. Waddington, 
a telegram arrived from M. Godeaux stating that, as order seemed to be completely 
restored, the presence of a French ship of war at Alexandria might be unnecessary. 
M. Waddino-ton said, however, that he should certainly not recall the order to send the 
ship, as its & presence might, at least, produce a salutary effect upon the mind of the 
Khedive.

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In the course of the conversation, M. Waddington expressed more than once an 
earnest hope that your Lordship would urge Mr. Rivers Wilson very strongly not to resign 
his post in the Egyptian Government.

At the same time, 
I let M. Waddington know that orders had been given that one of Her Majesty’s ships 
should go to Alexandria. 

M. Waddington told me that he had forthwith sent off the instructions, adding only 
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a clause directing the French Agent to enter into communication respecting them with his 
English colleague. 

He said that the latest information he had received from Cairo was the telegram he 
had shown me on the night of the 20th instant, and in which the French Agent stated 
that order seemed to be completely restored. 

I mentioned to him that your Lordship had received information that the Italian 
Government had instructed their Agent at Cairo to inform the Khedive that all their moral 
support should he given to his demand to have a greater share in the deliberations of the 
Council of Ministers, so as to be relieved from his present position, in which he declared 
himself to have responsibility without power. 

M. Waddington observed that probably the Khedive had been encouraged all along in 
his recent proceedings by the Italian Agent. 

I asked M. Waddington if he had considered what course the British and French 
Governments should take to give practical effect to their declaration, that they could not 
lend themselves to any modifications of the political and financial arrangements which had 
been established in accord with them by the Khedive. 

M. Waddington said that he was waiting for the report on the real causes of the 
recent events, which he had directed the French Agent to send him by telegraph.

His 
Excellency denied this having been done. This conversation [is ?] reported in despatch by 
present messenger. 

In consequence of Mr. Vivian’s further Report of the 21st instant, repeated in your 
telegram yesterday, I have again pointed out to M. Depretis the mischievous consequences 
which might result from [leading ?] the Khedive to suppose that he was supported by 
Italy in any course which was opposed to policy of England and France. M. Depretis 
replied that they had certainly expressed sympathy with His Highness | under ?] 
circumstances, and had reminded him that in event of a modification of Egyptian Ministry 
the demands put forward by Italy for the appointment of an Italian member was still 
unsatisfied, but his Excellency added that Italian Government had much more confidence 
in the responsible Government at present existing than in the former one, and would 
therefore not favour a return to the previous system. He will draw up preliminaries for 
Italian Agent, which he promises to show me. 

M. Depretis asked whether, if the Khedive, propro molu, named an Italian, Her 
Majesty’s Government would oppose it; I replied by repeating language on this subject of 
last autumn, but said that 1 was not aware if you had changed your views.

VIEWS of English and French Governments upon the resignation of Nubar Pasha 
having been formally communicated to the Khedive, His Highness has finally submitted 
to us following proposals for reorganization of his Ministry :— 

1. His eldest son to be Minister without portfolio, and President of the Council. 

2. Khedive declares his firm intention to govern in accordance with his rescript of 
the 28th August, and his sincere desire to [?] financial engagements executed. 

3. As the Powers hold His Highness responsible for public tranquillity and for success 
of new regime, he demands as an indispensable condition of assuming this responsibility— 

(1.) That all measures requiring his sanction should be first submitted to him by 
competent Minister and then discussed, and finally decided in Council presided over by 
him. 

(2.) The right to convoke the Council of Ministers for consideration of any measure 
he may deem useful, either for the maintenance ol public order, or for the development of 
resources of the country. 

Khedive acknowledges his obligation under the terms of his rescript to abide by the 
decision of majority of Council, but declares that it is only on condition of being allowed to 
be heard to this extent on all questions of public interest that lie will be responsible for the 
due execution of the decisions of his Cabinet, or that he can undertake that the reformed 
administration will work. 

The European Ministers, to whom we have submitted these proposals, severely criticize 
Kludivc’s expression of a desire to keep hie. financial engagements strictly, as implying a 
promise which he cannot wholly keep. They point out that the Khedive’s demand to preside 
when he thinks proper over the Council of Ministers is a departure from his rescript of 
the 28th August, which purposely created two distinct and separate powers, the equilibrium 
between which would be destroyed, and the Council lose its separate existence, if the 
Khedive is allowed to preside over it when the majority is native. 

The Ministers therefore propose to satisfy Khedive’s demand to be heard upon all 
questions of public interest by consenting— 

1. That each Minister shall submit his measures or projects of laws to the Khedive 
before any decision c .n be taken upon them by the Council. 


2. That if the Khedive should initiate any measure of public interest he may seize 
the Council of it; and 

3. That, in either of the above cases, the Council shall, on the Khedive’s demand, 
meet him to discuss proposed measures without, however, deliberating in his presence. 
The Ministers further claim, with a view to maintaining the solidarity and community of 
views of Cabinet, to have voice in the selection of their native colleagues. 

Khedive, after previous warning from me and my French colleague to keep within the 
terms of his rescript, admits that his proposals do modify it, but insists that refusal to 
admit him to this share in the counsels of his Ministers was the mistake that led to what 
has lately happened, that it is quite incompatible with a proper state of relations between 
him and his Ministers, and with the success of the new order of things, and that if the 
Governments of France and England insist upon his accepting the proposals ot his 
Ministers, they must take the whole responsibility of the consequences, which he predicts 
will be a second breakdown of the scheme. 

His Highness has formally invited me and my French colleague to submit, if possible, 
proposals, with this declaration on his part, to our Governments, and to beg lor an 
immediate answer, as the present crisis cannot be prolonged. 

The discord between European Ministers and Khedive is very unfortunate. My 
French colleague and I fear that if their proposals are forced upon Khedive, as Mr. Wilson 
demands, scheme will again break down, and serious disturbances may arise unless the 
Khedive is previously removed from Egypt; the only other solutions that occur to me are 
either to increase European element in the Cabinet, or to give the two European members 
the right of vetoing any measure of which they disapprove, after due deliberation in 
Council, or to restore Controllers-Gcneral; but whatever decision may be arrived at upon 
this serious crisis, the Governments should insist upon holding the Khedive personally 
responsible, in spite of any disclaimer, for the result, and for public tranquillity. 

There is still considerable uneasiness, and disturbances will probably occur if the 
Khedive is relieved from responsibility.

I have answered that this argument would go far to prove all opposition to the 
Khedive to be impracticable; that the appointment of Nubar Pasha is the essential part of 
your Lordship’s combination; that in a Cabinet without him our English and French 
Ministers would be left without intelligent and sufficient support, and would probably be 
unable to remain; that, in fact, the Khedive would have completely succeeded in setting 
us at nought, and in re-establishing his absolute personal power. 

Minister for Foreign Affairs promises me a definite answer after the Council of 
Ministers to-morrow morning.

As M. Godeaux, with whom 1 have been acting most cordially throughout, has 
entirely declined to lend himself to this demand without special instructions from Paris, I 
have declined to comply with Mr. Wilson’s request.

THE composition of the new Ministry is a very important question. 

To the presidency of Prince Tewfyk there is little objection, and Mr. Wilson, 
admitting his high reputation and character, fears only that he would he too much under 
his father’s influence; there should be no other Prince in the Ministry. 

The Interior, which must not get into the Khedive’s hands, and Public Instruction, 
should remain unchanged, and there should be only one native, for Foreign Affairs and 
Justice, a good man being essential. Khedive would like to appoint Sherif Pasha, whose 
great claims cannot, in his opinion, be ignored, but Mr. Wilson, although he a short time 
ago wished Sherif Pasha to join the Ministry, now looks upon him as the representative of 
the retrograde party, and the rival of Nubar Pasha, and objects to his admission. There 
will, therefore, be great difficulty about a satisfactory choice for this post. My French 
colleague and I fear that to give it to Nubar Pasha while his relations with the Khedive 
are so embittered would only lead to a repetition of what has happened, and to serious 
political difficulties, involving, possibly, the removal of the Khedive.

IN your telegram No. 2 of the 26th instant, you state that the European members 
of the Egyptian Cabinet have had under their consideration certain proposals which 
the Khedive has finally submitted to yourself and French colleague for the reograni- 
zation of the Ministry. 

Among the conditions which His Highness demands as being indispensable, if he 
is to assume the responsibility for the maintenance of public tranquillity, and for the 
success of the new regime, he insists, first, that all measures requiring his sanction 
should be submitted to him in the first instance by the competent Minister, and then 
discussed, and finally decided in the Council, at which His Highness should preside. 
Secondly, that he should have the right to convoke the Council of Ministers for the 
consideration of any measure which he may deem useful, cither for the maintenance 
of public order, or for the development of the resources of the country. 

You further state that both M. de Bligni^res and Mr. Wilson point out that the 
Khedive’s demand to preside when he thinks proper over the Council of Ministers is a 
departure from the Rescript of the 28th August, which purposely created two distinct 
and separate powers, the equilibrium between which would he destroyed, and that the 
Council would lose its separate existence if the Khedive is allowed to preside over it 
when the majority is native. 

You likewise inform me that they propose to satisfy the Khedive’s demand to be 
heard on all questions of public interest, by consenting: First, that each Minister 
shall submit his measures or projects of laws to the Khedive before any decision can 
he taken upon them by the Council. Second, that if tin* Khedive should initiate 
any measure of public interest he may seize the Council of it. Third, that in either 
of the above cases, the Council shall, on the Khedive’s demand, moot him to discuss 
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the proposed measures, without however deliberating in his presence; and, lastly, that 
the Ministers claim, with a view to maintaining the solidity and community of views 
of the Cabinet, to have a voice in the selection of their native colleagues. 

In reply, I have informed you by telegraph that Her Majesty’s Government 
concur in the view of the European members of the Egyptian Cabinet, that the 
Khedive should he excluded from the Council of Ministers. They are also of opinion 
that the position of Mr. Rivers Wilson will he; extremely difficult, if not impossible, to 
maintain, unless Nubar Pasha is re-admitted to the Cabinet in some form or other. 
Further instructions, however, will he sent to you when more is known of the views of 
of the French Government.

SINCE my despatch No. 57 of yesterday’s date was written, Her Majesty’s 
Government have been in communication with M. Waddington, through Lord Lyons, 
respecting the recent Ministerial crisis in Egypt. 

Both Governments consider the difficulties it has produced as very serious. It 
will ho impossible to leave the European Ministers without a capable native colleague, 
and unless measures arc taken to counteract the independent power which the Khedive 
has shown himself to possess, very disastrous effects may he the consequence. 

Her Majesty’s Government think it is highly important that, in some capacity or 
other, Nubar Pasha should he readmitted to the Cabinet. They also consider that the 
President of the Council should he Prince Tewfik and not the Khedive. This last 
arrangement they understand will not be distasteful to Ilis Highness, as be has himself 
suggested that his eldest son should he Minister without a portfolio, and President of 
the Council. 

They look to you to use your utmost exertions to procure the adoption of the 
above arrangements, as being those which seem to them to be the best calculated to 
prevent the late crisis from producing effects which must he fatal to tho projected 
reforms in the Egyptian Administration. 

Instructions in a similar sense have been given by M. Waddington to your French 
colleagues, and were likewise sent to yourself this afternoon by telegraph.

My Lord, Cairo, February 19, 1879. 

IN consequence of the reductions in the army which had recently been made on a 
large scale, and by which about 2,500 officers were put on half-pay without receiving the 
heavy arrears due to them, a serious military riot broke out in Cairo yesterday. It was 
directed against the Government, but more especially against Nubar Pasha and Mr. Rivers 
Wilson. 

These two Ministers, when driving near their offices this morning, were stopped by 
about 400 armed officers, demanding their arrears of pay, and, with very rough treatment, 
were forced into the Ministry of Finance, of which the rioters took complete possession, 
cutting the telegraph wires and refusing admittance to anyone. There were also cries of 
“ Death to the Christians.” 

The Khedive, whom I bad informed of what was going on, soon arrived on the spot 
and personally ordered the rioters to disperse, but on their refusing to do so he ordered 
the troops, who had in the meanwhile come up, to act, the result being that four or five 
persons, including the Khedive’s Aidc-de-camp, were wounded in the affray. 
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The Khedive behaved very well throughout the affair. My colleagues and I held a 
meeting immediately afterwards, and it was unanimously agreed to go in a body to His 
Highness to compliment, him on his conduct. In thanking us for our courtesy, lie said 
that he had only done his duty, but he desired us, at the same time, distinctly to inform 
our Governments that he could no longer retain his present position of responsibility 
without power or authority, which must be changed, or he would not be responsible for 
the consequences. On taking leave of His Highness, he informed me privately that he 
could on no account retain Nubar Pasha, whom he severely blamed for what has occurred, 
as President of the Ministry. He probably wishes to appoint Cherif Pasha in his stead. 

An uneasy feeling of discontent no doubt prevails among the natives, who are jealous 
of the large influx of highly-paid European officials, and this feeling has become more 
apparent since the strong hand of authority has been taken away and nothing substantial 
substituted for it. 

The events of yesterday are a proof of the weakness of the Ministry and the great 
power which the Khedive still possesses, and I would strongly recommend that he should 
be allowed the share he claims in the counsels of his Ministers, in order that we may hold 
him directly and personally responsible for the result; otherwise troubles in Egypt may 
become serious.

AFTER the lamentable event which took place yesterday, Nubar Pasha and his two 
European colleagues came to meet me and my French colleague at my house this morning 
to discuss with us what the Ministry ought to do under the circumstances. On being 
informed of the public declaration which the Khedive had made the day before to the 
Consular Body, that his position must be changed and his proper share of power and 
authority restored to him, or he could not be responsible for public order, the Ministers 
requested me and my French colleague to ask the Khedive to indicate precisely in what 
respects he wished his present position modified. 

We undertook to convey this message to His Highness, who replied that he required 
a fair share in the government of the country, by being allowed either to preside at 
the Council of Ministers himself, or to appoint a President in whom he could have 
confidence. 

He further demanded, as a sine qud non condition for guaranteeing the maintenance 
of public tranquillity, which had become so seriously compromised, that Nubar Pasha, 
whom he accused of sapping and undermining his authority, should immediately resign 
office. 

In conveying His Highness’ reply to the Ministers, my French colleague and l asked 
Nubar Pasha whether, if matters remained in statu quo, he could guarantee the public 
tranquillity, which naturally must be our first consideration. His Excellency entirely 
declined to do so, saying that he looked to us to guarantee his own personal safety, and 
that he must therefore take the only course open to him and beg us to tender his resigna¬ 
tion to the Khedive, who immediately accepted it. 

We therefore warned the Khedive that we now held him personally responsible for 
the maintenance of public tranquillity, which has been our first care throughout, the 
events of yesterday having proved that the Ministry has lost all authority, and that the 
Khedive is’alone able to maintain order. 

The troops would not have acted against the rioters yesterday had not the Khedive 
ordered them in person to do so, and with an inflammable Mussulman population the 
affair might 1 ave become really serious. . 

I must add that my French colleague and 1 have acted cordially together in tins 
difficult crisis to the best of our ability, our chief object having been to secure public 
tranquillity. I think the presence of an English or French ship-ot-war at Alexandria 
would have a reassuring effect. 

M. de Bligni^res is waiting to know the views of his Government before deciding 
whether or not he will retain his post in the Ministry, and l have recommended Mr. Wilson 
to do the same, but he seems inclined to tender his resignation at once. The Khedive 
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proposes, meanwhile, to preside at the Council of Ministers, and to maintain the statu quo 
until he knows the opinions of the English and French Governments.

My Lord, Cairo , February 20, 1879. 

I WILL endeavour to give an accurate and concise account of the important events 
which have been crowded into the last two days, and which have led to the fall of 
Nubar Pasha within five months from his accession to power after a fortunate escape from 
popular insult and violence, and to the resumption by the Khedive under the force of 
circumstances and for the protection of public order of no small portion of the power 
which it was hoped had been wrung from him for ever. 

I had of late received several warnings that serious discontent had been created in the 
army by some of the recent Government measures of economy, and particularly by the 
compulsory letiremcnt on half-pay of about 2,500 officers, who were owed nearly two years’ 
arrears of pay which were not liquidated when they were sent away, the sufferers being 
thus left in gieat distress, and many of them in a state of destitution. 

I was therefore piepavcd for an outbreak, and warned the Government repeatedly, but 
without avail, of its probability, until at length I became so convinced of the imminence of 
the danger that on the 15th instant 1 had an audience of the Khedive, and officially called 
upon him to take immediate measures, if possible, to redress the grievance, and in any case 
to repress disorder, for which I held him responsible as Chief of the State. I know that 
my message was immediately conveyed to Nubar Pasha by the Khedive, with an expression 
of his strong conviction ol the urgency and importance of the matter. 

I believe his Excellency laid the matter before his colleagues, but unfortunately 
nothing was done—at any rate not in time—to satisfy the malcontents. The Ministers 
seem not to have realized the gravity of the position, lor on the 17th instant, the day 
before the outbreak took place, Mr. Wilson, in a long conversation with Major Baring and 
myself upon the position of affairs, refused to admit the probability of any such danger as j 
anticipated, or the existence of any serious discontent, and evidently considered me an 
alarmist, while actually only half an hour before the outbreak occurred the Minister of the 
Interior came to call upon me and ridiculed the idea of its possibility. 

However, on Tuesday, the 18th instant, at about noon, 1 received two messages in quick 
succession that Nubar Pasha and Mr. Rivers Wilson had been mobbed by a crowd of 
officers armed with swords, taken out of their carriage, and dragged off to the Ministry 
of Finance, where they were shut in by the rioters, who had cut the telegraph wires. I 
immediately galloped off to the Palace and informed the Khedive, urging him to repair to 
the spot at once. [If, as has been alleged, the Khedive was privy to the whole plot, he 
must be an admirable actor, for his concern and annoyance seemed thoroughly genuine 
and real.] 

The Khedive drove with me to the Ministry of Finance, which we found besieged by 
a large crowd, who, however, made way respectfully for the Khedive’s carriage and cheered 
him. In a room on the upper floor, surrounded by the rioters, we found Nubav Pasha, 
Mr. Wilson, and Riaz Pasha—none of them really hurt, although the two former had 
received very rough treatment while they were being forced from the street into the 
building. Mr. Rivers Wilson had his beard plucked and was kicked, and Nubar Pasha 
had his fez knocked off and his cravat torn off. 

The Khedive, having assured himself of their safety, turned to the rioters and ordered 
them to leave the building on his promise that their just demands should be satisfied. 
“ If,” he said, “ you are my officers, you are bound by your oaths to obey me; if you 
refuse I will have you swept away.” They obeyed him, although reluctantly and with 
some murmuring, begging him to leave them to settle their accounts in their own way. 
There were also cries of “ Death to the dogs of Christians.” His Highness got them down 
the stairs and into and beyond the courtyard, where they fell back on the larger body who 
were besieging the gates. The Khedive commanded all of them to disperse and go to 
their homes, and on their refusal to do so he ordered up the troops. They fired in the air, 
but about six or seven soldiers were wounded by the mutineers' revolvers, and a few of the 
rioters received bayonet wounds. The Khedive’s Chamberlain was wounded while at His 
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Highness’ side by a sabre cut from one of the mutineers, and the Khedive himself ran con¬ 
siderable risk. The whole affair lasted about half an hour, and the Khedive, after providing 
for the safe escort home of the Ministers, returned to the Palace. 

Mr. Rivers Wilson behaved well throughout the affair, which he might possibly have 
avoided had he not gone to Nubar Pasha’s assistance when he saw him surrounded by the 
mob. 

My colleagues and I held a meeting immediately afterwards, and we unanimously 
decided to go in a body to the Khedive and thank him for his conduct and bearing. In his 
reply he begged us plainly to inform our Governments that he could no longer accept the 
position in which it had been sought to place him of great responsibility without any corre¬ 
sponding power or authority; the present outbreak of which he, the Chief of the State, had 
received no notice or warning whatever except through me, and which could never have 
occurred had he been kept properly informed or been faithfully served, showed how his 
authority had been sapped and undermined. He left us to say from what we had seen 
that morning whether any other sufficient authority had been put in its place ; he referred 
to the serious and growing discontent in Upper Egypt, and to the disorganization of all 
authority throughout the country, and he distinctly warned us that unless his position was 
changed, and his proper share in the Government restored to him, he would not be answer- 
able for the consequences. As 1 was leaving the room he added to me, that he could not 
retain Nubar Pasha in his service after whad had happened. 

Early yesterday morning Nubar Pasha and the two European Ministers met me 
and my French colleague at my house to discuss with us what should be clone under the 
circumstances. Nubar Pasha gave his version of what had happened the day before, and 
asserted that in his opinion the danger was by no means over. I asked his Excellency 
whether it was true, as had been reported to me, that the troops would have refused to act 
against the mutinous officers if the Khedive had not been present. He said it was true, 
and that he believed they would have turned their arms against the Europeans ! 1 believe, 

in fact, that but for the Khedive’s presence, the affair might have taken much more serious 
proportions. 

1 then informed the Ministers of the public declaration made to the Consular body the 
day before by the Khedive, that his position must be changed, and his proper share of 
power and authority restored to him, or he would not be answerable for the consequences, 
or be responsible for the maintenance of public order. The Ministers thereupon requested 
M. Godeaux and me to ask the Khedive to formulate his demands, and to state precisely 
in what respects he wished his present position in the Government modified. 

We undertook 1o convey this message to the Khedive, who replied unequivocally that 
he would not be responsible for public tranquillity unless he were given his proper share in 
the Government of the country, and was allowed either to preside at the Council of 
Ministers himself, or to select a President in whom he could have confidence. lie further 
required, as a nine qud non condition, that Nubar Pasha, whom he accused of sapping and 
undermining his authority, should immediately retire from the Ministry. We pointed out 
to His Highness the extreme gravity of these demands, and we asked for time to refer to 
our Governments, but he replied that nothing short of them would enable him to answer 
for public tranquillity, for which, however, if his conditions were accepted, he would make 
himself personally responsible. 

We communicated this reply to the Ministers, and asked Nubar Pasha whether, if 
we insisted that matters should remain in statu quo, lie would guarantee the public safety. 
He entirely declined to do so, and said that the only course left open to him under the 
circumstances was to tender his resignation, which he would beg us as a last favour to 
place in the Khedive’s hands, with the request that he should he allowed to live unmolested 
as a private individual in Egypt, to which the Khedive consented, “on condition that he 
did not intrigue or meddle in politics.” 

Both the European Ministers expressed their strong sense of Nubar Pasha’s thorough 
loyalty and rectitude of conduct in his relations with his colleagues, and their great regret 
at his loss, which Mr. Rivers Wilson characterized as a death blow to all hopes ol reform 
in Egypt, and which he thought might have been averted, “ if Nubar Pasha had been 
more strongly supported by the Representatives of England and France, who, he thought, 
were even now allowing their hands to ho forced by the Khedive.’’ J declined to enter 
then into a discussion which 1 thought inopportune, but M. Godeaux pointed out to 
Mr. Wilson that in view of the serious and paramount interest ot the maintenance of 
public order which Nubar Pasha could not undertake to guarantee if he remained in office 
against the Khedive’s will, while Uis Highness declined all responsibility for it unless 
Nubar Pasha retired from the Cabinet, no other course was in our opinion left open than 
that which had been followed. 
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I propose in another despatch to trace what are in my opinion the causes of Nubar 
Pasha’s fall, which by the force of circumstances had become inevitable if the Khedive was 
to remain in Egypt. The grave mistakes that have been undoubtedly committed gave the 
Khedive an opportunity, of which he was not slow to avail hitnself, to rid himself of a 
Minister who had shown the most bitter personal hostility towards him, but the incident 
would become still more serious if it is to shake the experiment of reformed Government 
in Egypt, which should certainly be maintained, only with far more consideration than has 
been shown for the feelings, rights, anti prejudices of the natives.

My Lord, Cairo, February 21, 1879. 

I WILT, endeavour to trace the causes which have led to Nubar Pasha’s fall from power, 
with the view of enabling Her Majesty’s Government to judge how far they are due to 
the inherent difficulty of establishing veal reform in Egypt, and how far they are attri¬ 
butable to faults and mistakes which might have been avoided. 

The establishment of a mixed form of Government on the European model in 
Egypt, where the ground was ill-prepared for it, was necessarily a novel and delicate 
experiment. 

To blend together the different elements of which the Government had to be com¬ 
posed, to m'nimize the friction between their conflicting views, prejudices, and interests, 
and to make the whole body work harmoniously together, required great tact, prudence, 
and statesmanship; as the experiment had to he tried in a Mussulman country, it was 
necessary that the native element in the Ministry should fairly represent the feelings, 
views, and religious prejudices of the natives ; and as Egypt had hitherto only recognized 
personal and despotic rule, for which the authority of the new Government was to be 
substituted, it was of the first importance, with the view to the maintenance of due 
authority, that the power of the Chief of the State should be welded on the Cabinet, and 
that he should really approve of their measures which it required the stamp of his 

authority to enforce. , 

Now, applying these leading principles to the composition of the late Egyptian 
Cabinet, and to their relations with the Khedive, what do we find ? The President, 
Nubar Pasha, may be the ablest man to be found in the East, but he is an Armenian, 
unacquainted even with the language ot Egypt, and therefore, to all intents, an alien. He 
is a Christian, and therefore disliked by the whole Mussulman clement of the population. 
Notwithstanding his acknowledged talents, the selection of Nubar Pasha was for these 
reasons an unfortunate one, but, besides these disabilities, his position was greatly 
weakened by a strong personal antipathy that unfortunately has always existed between 
him and the Khedive, and which his Excellency has unwisely taken no pains to conceal 
since his advent to power. Nubar Pasha’s openly avowed object was to crush the Khedive 
completely, and to reduce him to a mere cypher, and, as he was the sole mouth-piece ot 
the Cabinet, this state of things did not conduce to those cordial relations between the 
Chief of the Stale and his Ministers which were so essential. 

And here was Nubar Pasha’s great mistake, of which I warned your Lordship imme¬ 
diately after my return to Egypt in December last. , 

I then reported that “ although Nubar Pasha professed to he utterly indifferent to 
the Khedive’s support, and thought he had lost all prestige and authority, I was inclined 
to think that his Excellency overrated his own strength, and underrated the power ot the 
Khedive, which must still be an important factor in a country he had ruled so long and so 


I was certainly astonished at the time at the position of absolute effacement to which 
the Khedive seemingly had allowed himself to be reduced by his Ministers, but I 
doubted if his apparent submission was a healthy sign, and I soon found that he was 
chafin'’- under his humiliating position. On more than one occasion when I and my 
French colleague had to warn him of his responsibility for the success of the new order of 
things he replied that the responsibility sought to be cast upon him for the result of 
measures in which he was allowed no share, was quite intolerable, and that if he were to 
he held responsible for their issue he claimed to have a voice in their preparation. 
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Feeling certain that it was impossible that these strained relations between the 
Khedive and his Ministry could last without a rupture, or that the Chief of a Mussulman 
State could long submit to a position of humiliating insignificance in the face of his 
subjects, I earnestly urged Nubar Pasha and Mr. Rivers Wilson to endeavour to devise 
some better modus vivendi with the Khedive. But although my opinion was entirely 
shared by my French colleague, as well as by the French member of the Cabinet, Nubar 
Pasha and Mr. Wilson would not entertain the suggestion; they thought it would be a 
retrograde step fraught with danger, and likely to make the natives think that the Ministry 
had been compelled to restore to the Khedive a portion of the power that had been taken 
away from him. 

But no one can travel about Egypt and ignore the fact of the power and authority of 
the Khedive with the people. Threaten a piovincial authority or a peasant with the 
anger of any of the Ministers, and he will laugh at you ; but say you will complain to the 
“ Effendinn,” and his face will entirely change. In short, the Khedive is the only authority 
recognized and obeyed by all classes in the country, and there is no mean between exiling 
him altogether or counting with his power. 

What was the result of the Ministry neglecting to recognize this patent truth as to 
which Nubar Pasha’s judgment must ha\e been completely blinded by his personal 
feelings? The Khedive simply stood on one side and let matters take their course. He 
signed without remmk all Decrees that his Ministers submitted to him. He only gave 
such orders to the authorities as his Ministers dictated to him lest it should be said that he 
was meddling. In short, he let things slide with the view r of proving, as he certainly has 
done, that any attempt to govern the countiy without him was impossible. When 1 saw 
what was going on I seriously warned His Highness that he could not afford to let his 
house burn about his ears. Ilis answer was ahva\s the same, “Responsibility without 
power is out of the question. Give me the share in the Government I ask, and then I will 
take my share of the responsibility.” I again implored the Ministers to consider the possi¬ 
bility of improving their relations with the Khedive, but in vain. 

The results soon became apparent. The Ministiy, who had to contend with great 
financed difficulties, did not content anybody. The people murmured at the pressure of 
taxation, from which they had been promised palpable relief. On the other hand, the 
taxes were slow’ in coming in. There were signs of discontent among all classes, and even 
refusals to pay the taxes. In short, the strong hand of authority had been taken off the 
people, and nothing palpable substituted for it, and the whole Government of the country 
got out of gear. Then came well-grounded complaints of the appointment of constantly 
increasing numbers of highly-paid European officials to the exclusion of natives, and at 
last the general discontent culminated in the military outbreak caused by the unwisely 
haish measure of dismissing 2,500 officers without first liquidating the heavy arrears of pay 
due to them, and thus reducing most of them to a state of complete destitution. Your 
Lordship knows the rest. 

It cannot, therefore, be denied that the Ministry of Nubar Pasha committed many 
serious mistakes, trusting too blindly to the guidance of a leader who had himself an 
insufficient knowledge of the country, and whose judgment was warped by his personal 
animosity for the Khedive. The most serious and fatal of all their mistakes was their per¬ 
sistent lefusal to conciliate the support and co-operation of the Khedive, but Mr. Wilson 
is quite mistaken in thinking that because I held and pressed this opinion very strongly 
upon him and Nubar Pasha, I therefore supported the Khedive against Nubar Pasha, a 
charge that I must entirely and emphatically repudiate. 

1 annex a Memorandum by Major Baring upon the events of the last few days, and of 
the conversations in which he has taken part with me and Mr. Wilsou respecting the 
serious position of affairs, and the general discontent prevailing in Egypt, which I earnestly 
beg jour Lordship to read.

Memorandum. 

I WRITE down the events of the la&t three days whilst they are fiesh in my 
memory. , , 

On Monday, the 17th February, I was present at a conversation between Mr. Vivian 
and Mr. Rivers Wilson. Mr. Vivian pressed strongly on Mr. Wilson the serious state ol 


affairs in Egypt. He pointed to the recent disturbances which have taken place in 
Ghirgeh, to the discontent that prevailed in the army, and generally to the bad feeling 
existing amongst the native population. 

He considered that these circumstances had brought about a state of affairs which 
involved real danger to the public peace. He maintained that one main reason which 
had contributed to bring about this state of affairs was, that the new Ministry had treated 
the Khedive as an absolute cypher, that the personal authority of the Khedive had been 
withdrawn, and that the authority of Nubar Pasha, which had been substituted in its 
place, was inadequate to preserve order, for that Nubar Pasha was detested by the Khedive 
himself and by the influential class of Turks. He maintained that so rapid and complete 
an abrogation of the personal power of the Khedive was undesirable and even dangerous, 
and he urged Mr. Wilson strongly to take into serious consideration the desirability of 
finding a modus vivendi with the Khedive which should give him a real share in the Govern¬ 
ment of the country without unduly impairing the authority of the new Ministry. 

Mr. Wilson replied that he attached but slight importance to the symptoms of public 
discontent to which Mr. Vivian alluded, and he evidently considered Mr. Vivian’s views as 
unduly alarmist. He said that Riaz Pasha, the Minister of the Interior, w’ho possessed 
great local knowledge of the country, entirely shared his opinions; he added that he was 
was very much averse to giving the Khedive any real share in the Government of the 
country, for that it had been proved by the Report of the Commission of Inquiry that 
the present chaotic state of things was mainly due to the fact that up to the present 
moment the Government of the country had been vested solely in the hands of the 
Khedive. 

If now the Khedive was in any way reinstated in his former position the measure 
would be of a retrograde nature, and was strongly to be deprecated. He said that affairs 
were going as well as could be expected under the very difficult circumstances of the 
situation, and that if time were allowed to the new Ministry, he felt sure that they would 
succeed in introducing order and in solving the financial difficulties of the moment. 
Mr. Wilson further alleged that it was known that Mr. Vivian and Nubar Pasha were not 
on very friendly terms; that the Khedive was aware of the opinions entertained by 
Mr. Vivian as to the desirability of giving him a greater share in the government of the 
country; and that these circumstances contributed in no small degree to enhance the 
difficulties of the situation. He therefore urged Mr. Vivian to give to Nubar Pasha and 
to the new Ministry his cordial support. Mr. Vivian replied that he should continue in 
future, as he had done in the past, to afford them every support in his power, and that 
Nubar Pasha had no real cause whatever to complain of any want of friendliness on his 
part; at the same time, he considered it his duty to warn Mr. Wilson of what he believed 
to be the critical state of affairs, and he begged him again to consider the desirability of 
endeavouring to associate the Khedive with the acts of the new Ministry rather than to 
leave him in a state of passive—indeed, it might almost be said of overt—hostility. In 
respect to the discontent which prevailed in the army, owing to a large number of officers 
to whom some two years’ arrears of pay are due having been placed upon half pay, 
without receiving anything, Mr. Vivian said that he had spoken to the Khedive on the 
subject, and that His Highness had told him that he was aware of the discontent, and that 
he had spoken to Nubar Pasha on the subject, and urged him to do something towards 
satisfying the claims of the officers. Nubar Pasha had replied that he would speak to his 
colleagues on the subject. 

I expressed my own opinion somewhat in the following sense:— 

I recognized that the subject was one of extreme difficulty, and I admitted thac 
Mr. Wilson’s arguments in respect to the inconveniences that might arise in reinstating 
the Khedive as the real as well as the nominal head of the Government were exceedingly 


° On the other hand, I did not at all share Mr. Wilson’s view as to the slight 
importance to be attached to the prevailing discontent to which Mr. Vivian alluded. The 
question was which of the difficulties or which of the dangers was the greatest. To my 
mind the arguments adduced by Mr. Vivian were the strongest. The transition from a 
purely personal Government by the Khedive to a Government by an Executive Council, 
whose leading members were aliens and Christians, had been too rapid. 

For some time to come it would be impossible not to take into account the personal 
authority of the Khedive as an element in the government of the country; he would 
always possess a large influence which, if it were not used for good, would almost 
certainly be used for bad; I, therefore, on the whole, considered it desirable to join with 
Mr. Vivian in urging on Mr. Wilson to consider the best method of giving the Khedive 
some practical share in the government of the country. I indicated a practical means 
[638] R 











by which this object might be attained, viz., by allowing the Khedive the right of dis¬ 
cussing in Council ahy law or decree to which it was necessary that his signature 
should be appended. I was aware, I said, that the views of Mr. Vivian and myself on 
this subject Were shared by M. de Bligni£res. I had, on former occasions, urged 
Mr. Wilson to discuss the subject with M. de Bligni&res, for I was aware that 'the 
latter was unwilling to raise the point inasmuch as he knew that he and Mr. Wilson 
were not of one mind upon it. 

1 now pressed the desirability of discussion with M. de Bligni&res again on Mr. Wilson. 
I attributed Nubar Pasha’s idea that Mr. Vivian had shown a want of friendliness towards 
him to the fact that Mr. Vivian was well known to be a personal friend of Chdrif Pasha, 
between whom and Nubar Pasha a strong and mutual feeling of enmity existed. 

Mr. Wilson promised to consider what had been said by Mr. Vivian and myself, but 
the arguments which we had adduced did not evidently convert him to our views. 

At 2 o’clock on Tuesday, the 18th February, my colleague, M. Barravelli, called on 
me and informed me that a mutiny had broken out amongst the troops. As there was a 
large sum of money at the Caisse de la Dette I anticipated the possibility of its being 
attacked. I therefore went there at once and remained there until I learnt that order had 
been restored. 

I was not therefore an eye-witness of anything that happened at the Ministry of Finance, 
but I have gathered the following account of what took place from trustworthy persons 
who were themselves eye-witnesses:— 

Nubar Pasha and Mr. Wilson, when proceeding to their offices in different carriages, 
were stopped by a crowd of officers, who abused and maltreated them. Nubar Pasha was 
called a dog of an Armenian, his neckcloth was torn off, and his cap knocked off his head. 
Mr. Wilson was pulled by the beard, insulted, and even kicked. Both were obliged to 
enter the Ministry of Finance with a disorderly throng of officers, who insisted on some 
immediate decision being taken in respect to their payment, and refused admittance to all 
persons into the Ministry of Finance. Shortly afterwards, the Khedive, who had bedh 
informed of what was taking place, arrived, in company with Mr. Vivian and others. He 
was received with cheers. There were also at this or at some later period cries of Death 
to the Christians,” “We prefer the Khedive’s tyranny to the Christians’ mercy,” &c. 

He at once ordered the officers to leave the room in which Nubar Pasha and 
Mr. Wilson were seated*, they immediately obeyed. He then, after consultation with his 
Ministers, harangued the crowd in Arabic from the windows. He then descended into thte 
courtyard and ordered the officers and men to disperse, or strong measures would be takeh 
to make them do so. They at first obeyed, but afterwards some of those who hdd 
^efnained outside the railings returned; their conduct Was violent and menacing. Troops 
had by this time arrived, who were ordered by the Khedive’s Chamberlain to fire ; most 
of the shots were fired in the air, but in the mfllde which ensued, so far as I can gather, 
tWo men were shot, not dead, and some others were wounded with bayonets. The 
Khedive’s Chamberlain received a sabre-cut on the hand. A few of the leading mutineers 
were arrested and were ordered by the Khedive to be put in irons. The troops are said to 
have obeyed the Khedive’s orders without hesitation, but Nubar Pasha expressed an 
opinion in my hearing, on the following day, that the Khedive’s personal authority alone 
prevented them from turning their arms against the Europeans. The crowd then dis¬ 
persed. All accounts agree in attributing great courage and presence of mind to the 
Khedive. 

On the morning of Wednesday, the 19th February, I received an invitation from 
Mr. Vivian to be present at an interview that he was about to have With Mr. Wilson. I 
went at once to Mr. Vivian’s hohse. Shortly afterwards Nubar Pasha, Mr. Wilson, 
M. Godeaux, and M. de BligniCres arrived. A discussion then took place. Nubar Pasha 
dwelt on what had taken place the day before, and said that he did not consider all danger 
over. Mr. Vivian then stated that after the outbreak of the day before the Khedive had 
officially informed the Consuls-General that he could no longer accept the position which 
was assigned to him under the new regime, and that if it remained as it was, he would in 
no way be responsible for the maintenance of the public peace. M. de Bligniferes pointed 
out that under these circumstances the first step necessary was that the Khedive should 
define in what respects he desired to see the present order of things modified. His 
colleagues and the two Consuls-General present agreeing in this view, it was decided that 
they should all at once go to the Khedive and propound to him the question suggested by 
M. de Blignieres. I took no part in this conversation beyond suggesting that, as the 
Prime Minister admitted that public order was in danger, and said that he would not be 
responsible for its preservation, it would be wise, as a measure of precaution, that some 
ships-of-war should be sent to Alexandria in order that, in case of necessity, a reliable force 


should be at hand. Mr. Vivian partially adopted my suggestion, and ordered a telegram 
to be sent to the Foreign Office. . , 

At the request of Nubar Pasha I accompanied the Ministers to the Khedive’s 
palace. The three Ministers and myself waited in an ante-room whilst Mr. Vivian and 
M. Godeaux had an interview with the Khedive. They shortly entered the room, and 
Mr. Vivian, acting as spokesman, stated that in answer to the question which had been 
prepoundod to him, the Khedive had replied that he would not be responsible for the 
public peace, unless he were allowed either to preside at the Council of Ministers himself 
or to choose a President “a son gout,” and that in no case would he be responsible unless 
Nubar Pasha retired from the Ministry. Nubar Pasha being asked whether he would 
under these circumstances be responsible for the preservation of order, replied decidedly in 
the negative *, he added that there was only one course left open to him, which was to 
place his resignation in the hands of the Khedive. The Consuls-General returned to the 
Khedive with Nubar Pasha’s answer, and shortly afterwards came back to the room in 
which we were sitting, and informed Nubar Pasha that his resignation had been accepted, 
and that it was fully understood that the Khedive was now personally responsible for the 
preservation of order. Nubar Pasha, whose conduct throughout had been most dignified, 
then retired. Some conversation then ensued in which an universal feeling of regret was 
expressed that in the present state of affairs Nubar Pasha’s great talents should be lost to 
Egypt. It was, however, the opinion of Mr. Vivian, M. Godeaux, M. de Blignieres, and 
myself, that, however deplorable Nubar Pasha’s withdrawal from affairs might be deemed, 
it was in the present state of affairs inevitable. Mr. Fivers Wilson expressed a strong 
opinion that the retirement of Nubar Pasha was a public calamity. M. Godeaux asked 
Mr. Wilson if he would suggest any course by which Nubar Pasha’s withdrawal from the 
Ministry would be obviated. Mr. Wilson replied that, had Nubar Pasha been properly 
supported by the Representatives of England and France, the necessity for his withdrawal 
would never have arisen. Mr. Vivian declined to enter at that moment into a discussion 

which he considered altogether inopportune. EVELYN BARING.

ir> i HAD the honour, on the 20th ultimo, to address to you a private note stating that 
much dissatisfaction prevailed in the army because of the arrears of pay (between twenty 
and twenty-four months) not having been paid, and because petitions presented to the 
Finance Minister, both directly and through some members of the Chamber of Deputies, 
had not brought about a satisfactory settlement, and I added that the spirit pervading the 

army was rather hostile. ., 

^ On the 1 2fch instant I informed you that the ill-feeling in the army was on the increase, 

and principally directed against Nubar Pasha and Mr. Wilson, who were represented as 

working together to hand over Egypt to England. 

Mv own observations, and informations that I have received from parties upon whom 
I can rely, tend to confirm those statements, and show also that much discontent prevails, 
while they point out the causes to which the ill-feeling and discontent that are steadily 

^'“'ifisTnoto^fart'thatt previously to the accession of the present Ministry, the 









people of the country were ground down by heavy taxation, impositions, and black-mail, 
levied by subordinates, and the hope that all abuses would cease with the new order of 
things, and that they would be relieved of oppressive measures, made them hail the present 
Administration. The question, however, of the equalization of the land tax has raised a 
point of no small importance, and on this the first grievance is founded. 

Another motive is found in the maintenance of the corvee, though under a modified 
form, enacted by the Minister of Public Works, and in the fact that exemption could not 
be claimed but by the payment of money, a system which, it is contended, did not exist at 
law under the old rdgirne. 

Another cause is the introduction of persons, specially brought out from Europe and 
India, in the several Departments of Government. It is contended, with perhaps some 
reason, that while the native element could not properly be relied upon in its entirety, 
some part of it is such as to inspire confidence, and might be of much service at a com¬ 
paratively smaller cost to the country. But, it is also added, if the necessity for an increase 
of the European element were deemed absolute, such officials should be taken among 
the Europeans resident in Egypt who have acquired a knowledge of the country, 
of its customs, of its language, &c., and could be obtained cheaper than new-comers. 
On this head public opinion is very decided, and the appointments conferred on new¬ 
comers are regarded as cases of “nepotism of country,” and sarcastically apostrophized 
with “ You have no confidence in us, and yet you call forth men who have no knowledge 
of the country, of the people, of the language—men whom you place at the mercy of 
dragomans who are perhaps more dangerous than ourselves, despised and suspected though 
we be by you !” 

Another motive is found in the Government embracing a vast sphere of reforms, such 
as the “ cadastre” and other measures, the bearing and object of which do not seem to be 
correctly understood. 

The absence of a due and impartial administration of justice where natives alone 
are concerned, or where the action is by or against Government, is another source of 
grievance. The institution of the Reform Tribunals is regarded as a positive evil, for, 
while it has brought about the ruin of some in their processes with Europeans, it has 
offered no equivalent redress where the latter were no parties, or where the Government 
had an interest. 

The non-compliance by some Minister to the wish expressed by the Chamber of 
Notables to attend thereat is freely commented upon and distorted into a desire, on the 
part of that Minister, to follow up the whole system, and to continue to rule with a high 
hand, independently of the representatives of the country and to its detriment. 

Another grievance is found in the reductions in the army, which are regarded as a 
sign that the Ministry are only carrying out a programme traced for them in Europe. 
On this head the majority openly assert that the disbanding of the army is clue to the 
determination of the Cabinet to hand over Egypt, at no distant period, to England. This 
view is adopted by the officers already dismissed or about to be discharged, who, at the 
same time, express their willingness and readiness to oppose it with all their might. 

These officers complain that having been trained solely to their profession they could 
follow no other, and that their education would not allow them to resort to the spade, 
while they have no savings wherewith to purchase lands and employ labourers. This 
class (officers) are the most bitter against the present Administration, especially against 
the Prime Minister and Mr. Wilson, against whom they frequently and openly utter 
threats. 

This grievance and its probable results form the every night topic of conversation in 
the guard room at Abdin Palace, where the officers openly state that in case of a move¬ 
ment they cannot but join their comrades. 

The discontent is great, and seems to be gaining all classes. Of this I have received 
a proof from a person whose veracity I could not doubt, who in conversation with one of 
the upper class, with reference to the sentiments of the people, was told: “ Things have 
now arrived at such a pass that before the year is out something will take place that will 
astonish every one.” 

I am not an alarmist, as the conversations, with reference to the safety of Europeans, 
which I had the honour to hold with you in the summers of 1876 and 1877, did show, 
and 1 would, perhaps, have made light of the ill-feeling and discontent that at present 
exist if I were not assured that a certain element, the influence of which could not be 
underrated, is not indifferent to the sentiment that seems to be pervading the people of 
the country. I mean the party of the Ulemas. I cannot say that they all view the increasing 
ill-feeling with favour, hut, I am assured, that some, at least, are not contrary to a change, 
and that they see no way to it but by fanning the flame which has been kindled. As a 
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class they cannot but regard the new order of things as detrimental to their interests. - 
and]they would, in all probability, join in any measures that might tend to re-establish the 
prestige which, under the new Administration, they look upon as lost. 

Even this consideration, however, would have had only a certain weight with me if 
the return of the pilgrims from Mecca were not likely to be made capital of for the 
purpose of increasing the resentment that already exists in the country. 

Some few weeks back I had noticed an unusual movement among a certain portion 
of the population, but on my inquiring as to its cause I learnt that it was only due to a 
certain quarrel then going on between the Sherif of Mecca and the Governor of Jeddah. 
The answer was not very satisfactory, and my suspicions were not dispelled, although 
nothing occurred to justify my raising an alarm. In conversation, a few days ago, with 
my Dutch colleague—a very keen observer—he told me thot he too had been struck by 
the movement about the same time, and on inquiry had received the same answer. It 
appears, however, he added, that a religious movement had taken place at Jeddah, of which 
the Dutch Government had been in time apprized, as the Foreign Minister had declared 
in the Chambers that he had received a report thereof from the Consul at that place. 

I cannot presume to say what solidarity exists between the party of the Ulemas in 
Egypt and that in Jeddah, but I venture to submit whether, in view of the discontent and 
ill-feeling at present prevailing, and of the sense of security into which the European 
community has been lulled, the time has not arrived when some measures should be taken 
for protecting their lives and property.

Mr. Vivian to the Marquis of Salisbury.—(Received March 1.) 

(No. 71. Political.) 

Mv Lord, ‘ Cairo, February 22, 1879. 

SINCE Tuesday last we have been entirely in the hands of the Khedive; the 
European population of Cairo have become seriously uneasy, and the critical position of 
affairs has certainly warranted their anxiety. The military riot that was put down that 
day by the Khedive was got up by about 400 or 500 officers who were then in Cairo, and 
they were easily enough dealt with by the Khedive’s personal interposition, and the ring¬ 
leaders were arrested and imprisoned. Order was thus apparently restored, but, by an 
unparalleled and really criminal act of folly, the Minister of War summoned the remaining 
2,000 officers up to Cairo from vaiious parts of the country to receive a portion of their 
arrears of pay and to deposit their arms with the authorities. He thus grouped together 
a seething mass of 2,500 discontented officers, the garrison of Cairo consisting only ot 
about 2,600 troops, a great proportion of whom have undoubted sympathy with the 
grievances of the mutineers. How the other Ministers could have allowed their colleague 
to adopt such a dangerous and foolish step I hardly understand ; but having given him 
the means of paying a proportion of the over-due arrears of pay, they say they left the 
mode in which it should be distributed entirely to him. Considering what had already 
happened, I hardly think this confidence in him was justified. The officers at once 
demanded the pardon and release of their imprisoned comrades, who, they said, were not 
more culpable than they were. Strong threats were used against the Europeans, to whom 
the blame tor the treatment of the army was chiefly attributed; considerable fermentation 
was observed among the native population, and matters looked very black. 

A message was sent to me by a Turk of high position and standing—himself an old 
officer—that matters were extremely serious, and that the slightest act ol imprudence or 
any false step might provoke a catastrophe. 

The Khedive sent for me and M. Godeaux, and, admitting the extreme gravity of 
the position, and blaming severely the act of the Minister ol War, he said that under 
the circumstances he was obliged to temporize with the mutineers, and that he could not 
deal with them at this moment as they deserved. We reminded him that he had under¬ 
taken to answer for the public safety, and that we had left the whole responsibility with 
him, but I strongly warned him that the prolongation of such a state or allairs was a 
deplorable exhibition of weakness on the part ot the governing power which could not 
fail to attract serious attention in Europe. His Highness replied that the fault lav entirely 
with those who had brought matters to such a pass, and had sapped and undermined hia 
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authority. He asserted that what had happened was utterly unprecedented in Egypt, and 
could only have been brought about by great maladministration and mistakes. 

The result, I believe, is that the ringleaders of the riot are released, and that the 
Khedive proposes to put the dismissed officers upon the active list again, with the view 
of sending them down into the provinces, and thus gradually disperse them; he professes 
to intend to deal with them later on. J have declined to express any opinion upon these 
proceedings, the whole and sole responsibility of which rest with the Khedive, beyond 
saying that it is a lamentable exhibition of weakness and inability to repress disorder 
on the part of the Governing Power which must inevitably attract serious attention in 
Europe. 

The Khedive’s enemies say that he is certainly implicated in the whole plot, and that 
this is the real secret of his leniency to the mutineers. If this be true he has indeed 
played a most dangerous card, which is not unlikely to cost him his throne, but his 
conduct and bearing on the first day of the riot go far to disprove the charge, while the 
real distress and misery caused by the summary dismissal of so many officers, without 
any means of livelihood, and with heavy arrears of pay due to them, undoubtedly justified 
their discontent. One of the ringleaders, who had protected Mr. Wilson, said to him, 
“M. le Ministre, you profess not to have money to pay us, but you can always find your 
own 6.000Z. a year, while we are literally starving! ” Moreover, it must be remembered 
that two days before the riot broke out I officially warned the Khedive of its probability, 
and held him responsible for taking immediate measures to prevent it, and he imme¬ 
diately conveyed m y message to Nubar Pasha, with the intimation that it was serious and 
urgent. Most unfortunately no notice was taken of the warning, and for this I blame Nubar 
Pasha and the Government severely. 

I shall not be easy until after Mondny next, when the procession of the entry of 
the Holy Carpet from Mecca takes place, and large numbers of Mussulman pilgrims and 
fanatics will be collected in Cairo.

My Lord, Cairo, February 22, 1879. 

MY Italian colleague has read to me the telegraphic message he had received from 
his Government referred to in my telegrams of the 21st instant. It desires him to inform 
the Khedive that the Italian Government entirely sympathize with His Highness' 
demand to be allowed a greater share in the counsels of his Ministers, and that their 
interest in the safety of the large Italian Colony in Egypt which might be jeopardized by 
any weakening of the Khedive’s authority led them to promise it their cordial and active 
moral support. 

At the same time, he was instructed to intimate to the Khedive that, in the event of 
any modification of his present Ministry, the Italian Government would expect that an 
Italian Minister should be offered a seat in the Cabinet. 

M. de Martino expressed a hope that Her Majesty’s Government might authorize me 
to support this request, and he again positively confirmed what he had previously told me, 
namely, that Nubar Pasha had originally suggested the idea to him of asking for a place 
for an Italian in the Egyptian Cabinet, but had subsequently told him that in consequence 
of Mr. Rivers Wilson’s opposition the application could not be entertained. 

The Khedive is very much pleased by this assurance of support from Italy.

Mr. Vivian to the Marquis of Salisbury.—(Received March 1.) 

(No. 73. Political.) 

My Lord, Cairo, February 22, 1879. 

I HAVE telegraphed to ask your Lordship’s opinion as to the reparation that can 
properly be demanded for the insult and ill-treatment that Mr. Wilson received on the 
18th instant at the hands of the rioters. 

The question will probably be settled before I can receive an answer to this despatch, 
but I wish to place on record my views of the matter. 

In the first place, I regard Mr. Wilson here as an Englishman of high position, who, 
at the request of the Khedive, has been allowed by Her Majesty’s Government to enter 
His Highness’ Ministry. He is, therefore, an Egyptian official, without any title to official 
English rank; still Mr. Wilson has exceptional claims to the protection of Her Majesty’s 
Government from any insult or injury at the hands of the people to whom he has been 
lent. It must also be remembered that the insult in his case has been aggravated by the 
release of the ringleaders of the riot, and that the reparation which would have been 
partially afforded by their punishment is thus denied. 

On the other hand, Mr. Wilson, I believe, struck the first blow. He was in his own 
carriage, and would probably have passed unnoticed, when he saw Nubar Pasha surrounded 
by the mob. He pushed his way through them to his assistance, and in doing so got 
hustled and knocked about, when he struck an officer with his cane. The result was 
that he was pinioned, kicked, and his beard plucked, which are the greatest insults known 
to a Mussulman. 

Now the proper person to make reparation for an insult by the military would be the 
Minister of War, but he is one of Mr. Wilson’s colleagues. 

Mr. Wilson seems to think that the Khedive ought to make a public apology to me 
in person before his troops and salute the British flag; but even if I could obtain this 
reparation, it seems to me that it would completely destroy the Khedive’s prestige in the 
eyes of his people, and it might be dangerous at this moment. 

A middle course might perhaps be for the Khedive to receive Mr. Wilson and me at 
the Palace and personally apologize for the insult.

Lord Lyons to the Marquis of Salisbury.—(Received March 1.) 

(No. 223. Confidential.) 

My Lord, Paris, February 26, 1879. 

THIS morning, on receiving your Lordship’s telegram of last night, I wrote a 
letter to M. Waddington embodying the instructions which your Lordship proposed 
to send to Her Majesty’s Agent at Cairo respecting the changes in the Egyptian 
Cabinet consequent on the recent crisis. I have the honour to inclose a copy of the 
letter. 

I had this afternoon an interview with his Excellency on the subject. 

He told me that he entirely agreed with Her Majesty’s Government so far as 
Prince Tewfik was concerned, but that he had great doubts as to proposing that Nubar 
Pasha should be readmitted to a seat in the Egyptian Cabinet. His objections were, 
he said, grounded on the ultimate consequences which such a measure might have. 
Would the Khedive consent to it ? Might not His Highness retire with the army into 
Upper Egypt ? What measures could Prance and England take in such a contin¬ 
gency? Might not +he result of pushing the Khedive into a corner bo very 
embarrassing and even dangerous ? 

I answered that I did not think our information as to the state of feeling in 
Egypt implied that the Khedive had so strong a hold on the affections of the people 
as to be able to carry them with him in violently resisting Prance and England. Nor, 
I went on to say, did the knowledge we possessed of the Khedive’s character lead to 
the belief that he was a man likely to take a very spirited and desperate course, which 
would expose his person to danger. At any rate M. Waddington’s arguments appeared 
to mo to prove tco much. If fully admitted, it would imply that no opposition could 
he made to the Khedive on any matter on which he strongly insisted. 
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M. Waddington replied that nevertheless he would rather find some other person 
than Nubar Pasha to put into the Egyptian Cabinet. 

I rejoined that I must confess that in my opinion the readmission of Nubar 
Pasha to the Cabinet was the essential point in the arrangement proposed by your 
Loidsliip; that if Nubar Pasha were excluded, the English and Erench Minister would 
he left without any intelligent and efficient support, and would probably be unable to 
remain—in fact, that if the Khedive were to be left to appoint a Cabinet, at his own 
pleasure, he would have virtually succeeded in his attempt to overthrow the system 
of government established in concert with us, and Avould very probably ere long resort 
to some similar manoeuvre, in order to re-establish completely his absolute personal 
power. 

After some further discussion, M. Waddington observed that in a matter of so 
much importance he must take some more time for reflection, and must also consult 
his colleagues. A Council of Ministers would, he said, be held to-morrow morning, 
and he would give me his answer to your Lordship’s proposal as soon as possible 
afterwards.

Lord Lyons to Mr. Waddington. 

My dear Mr. Waddington, Paris, February 26, 1879. 

AS you are unable to receive the members of the Diplomatic Body to-day, I hasten 
to communicate to you in writing a pressiug message for you, which I have just 
received from Lord Salisbury. 

He desires to send, without delay, the following instructions to Iler Majesty’s 
Agent at Cairo :— 

“ Her Majesty’s Government regard the difficulty produced by the recent crisis 
as very serious. The European Minister cannot be left without a capable native 
colleague, and unless measures arc taken to counteract the independent power which 
the Khodivc has shown himself to possess, it may have disastrous effects. 

“ Her Majesty’s Government consider it to he highly important that Nubar Pasha 
should, in some capacity or other, return to the Cabinet, and that not the Khedive 
hut Prince Tewfik should be President of the Council of Ministers. 

“ It is on your obtaining the adoption of these arrangements that it must depend 
whether. the late crisis is prevented from producing effects fatal to the projected 
reforms in the Egyptian administration. Her Majesty’s Government look to you to 
use your utmost exertions to secure this result.” 

Before sending off these instructions, Lord Salisbury would wish to know whether 
they are in harmony with your views. Should they meet your approbation, he woidd 
be much gratified if you sent instructions of the same kind to tlie Erench Itepresen- 
tative in Egypt. 

I am very anxious to send an answer from you as soon as possible to Lord Salis¬ 
bury. I need not say that I am entirely at your orders at any moment, if you wish 
to see me on the subject.

My Lord, Rome, February 23, 1879. 

I nAD an opportunity of speaking last evening with M. Depretis and Count 
Torniclli conjointly relative to the information given in the telegram from Her 
Majesty’s Agent and Consul-General in Cairo of the 21st instant, the repetition of 
which from your Lordship reached me yesterday morning, to the elTect that the Italian 
Agent had been instructed by his Government to inform the Khedive that they take 
note of his declaration to the Corps Diplomatique that his present position of respon¬ 
sibility without power being intolerable, he demands a greater share in the Council of 
Ministers, and that they had promised His Highness all their moral support. 

Having repeated the words of this telegram, I inquired if the information it con¬ 
tained was correct. 

Count Torniclli replied that the Khedive having, with reference to the events 
which have recently occurred in Cairo, stated to the Consular Body that if lie had 
the power in his own hands he would undertake to re-establish order, and be respon¬ 
sible for the maintenance of public tranquillity, the Italian Agent had been instructed 
to inform His Highness that the Italian Government took note of this declaration, and 
would give him all their moral support to effect the object in view, namely, the 
re-establishment and maintenance of public order. 

Turning to M. Depretis I said that, although I had not received any instructions 
on the subject, I ventured to express the hope that nothing had been said which could 
convev to the Khedive the idea that ho would receive the support of tlm Italian. 
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Government in any endeavour lie might make to repossess himself of his direct control 
over affairs, and to re-establish the former system of government which had been so 
disastrous to Egypt and to Her creditors, and which I had a strong conviction was 
contrary to the wishes and policy of Her Majesty’s Government. 

I added that judging the events in Cairo by the accounts which had been 
published of them in the papers, I could not help saying that they appeared to me to 
bear very much the appearance of an intrigue got up by the Khedive himself in order 
to get rid of Hubar Pasha and his colleagues, and to reacquire his previous absolute 
power. 

M. Depretis disclaimed any intention on the part of the Italian Government to 
encourage the Khedive in such a course, and Count Tornielli interposed that as Italy 
had been excluded from all sliare in the new Administration, the Italian Government 
had abstained from any expression of opinion in favour of it, or of the old system, 
and said that the instructions to their Agent went no.further than above described. 
He disputed the justice of the opinion I had expressed as to the Khedive being in any 
way the originator of the demonstration which had occurred, and added that 
Mr. Vivian fully acquitted His Highness of anything of the kind. 

Count Tornielli’s observation respecting the exclusion of an Italian from the 
Egyptian Administration having been made in a way to imply that such exclusion was 
due to the action of Her Majesty’s Government, I thought it my duty to again set 
this matter right, and to repeat the often-related facts in reference to this matter. 

Count Tornielli did not dispute any part of the statement 1 made, but he referred 
to the number of Italians established in Egypt, the stake which was held by them and 
by other Italians in Egyptian securities, and the general interest felt in Italy respecting 
Egyptian affairs in order to contend that the presence of an Italian in the Egyptian 
Administration Avould have been advantageous, as giving satisfaction to the Italian 
Government and public, and increasing their confidence in the new state of things. 

I reminded Count Tornielli that an Italian Auditor-General had been appointed.

Sir A. Paget to the Marquis of Salisbury.—(Received March 1.) 

(Ho. 73.) 

My Lord, Rome, February 25, 1879. 

I HAD the honour to receive yesterday evening your Lordship’s telegram 
repeating that from Mr. Vivian of the 21st instant, in which he states that the 
message from the Italian Government referred to in his previous telegram of the same 
date most warmly sympathises with the Khedive’s demand for a greater share in the 
Councils of his Ministers, and promises it the cordial moral support of the Italian 
Government; adding that, in the event of any modification of the Egyptian Ministry, 
they look for a place in the Cabinet. 

I have thought it my duty to call on M. Depretis in reference to this information, 
I reverted to our previous conversation (reported in my despatch Ho. 70 of the 
23rd instant), and, after reading the telegram, I said that I had come to speak frankly 
to his Excellency upon the report which it contained, because I was anxious, in the 
most friendly spirit, to point out to his Excellency the serious consequences which 
might result from the Italian Government giving encouragement to the Khedive to 
pursue a course which (although I was without instructions to say so) was, I was con¬ 
vinced, entirely opposed to the wishes and policy of England and Prance. There was, 
I said, but too much reason to believe that the object of the Khedive was again to 
repossess himself of the supreme and absolute power which he formerly held; and of 
course if he felt persuaded of the support of a foreign Government in doing so, his 
efforts in that direction would be strengthened. I was certain, I continued, that Her 
Majesty's Government would never acquiesce in such a result. The interests of Great 
Britain were paramount in Egypt; we must have security for its good government. 
The effects of the Khedive’s personal rule had been but too apparent. Although Her 
Majesty’s Government had not been the originator ot the new order of things, they 
had, by allowing Mr. ltivers Wilson to become a member of the new Administration, 
given it their moral sanction as affording a guarantee for the better administration of 
the country, and they would therefore not allow it to be set aside in favour oi a return 
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to the old system. I was persuaded, I said, that it was far from M. Depretis wish to 
place himself in antagonism or rivalry to Her Majesty’s Government in Egypt, and tor 
this reason I had come to speak to him unreservedly on the subject, in order to prevent 

any disagreement taking place. , . , 

M. Depretis at once said it Avas quite true that the Italian Agent m Egypt had 
been instructed to express the sympathy of the Italian Government with the Khedive 
upon the insult and danger he had incurred, and that he might count on their friend¬ 
ship but not in order to regain his former supreme power. They considered, on the 
contrary, that the sort of Ministerial responsibility which had been created was prefer¬ 
able to and gave greater security for good administration than, the Khedive’s personal , 
government. On the other hand, they had taken this opportunity of reminding the 
Khedive that, in the event of a Ministerial modification taking place in consequence ot 
the retirement of Hubar Pasha, the claim of the Italian Government that an Italian 
should be admitted into the Administration was still unsatisfied. 

His Excellency dwelt at length upon this matter, and discussed it m its bearings 
both upon Italian and general interests. He said that he fully admitted that England 
was not responsible for the exclusion of an Italian; he attributed it to local influences 
in E^ypt* but no matter the cause, the result had produced a very painful and 
irritating impression in Italy; the public thought the country had been slighted 
(“ froisse’) and the Government was twitted in Parliament with not having known 
how to maintain the position formerly held by the country in Egypt during the time 
when M. Seialoja was employed there. During the reign of Victor Emanue there had 
been a constant interchange of civilities between His Majesty and the Khedive; there 
was a sincere feeling of friendship and interest for the Khedive m Italy: and it was 
certain that until an Italian were admitted to a share in the Egyptian Administration 
public confidence in Italy would be withheld from it. Italy, his Excellency said, had 
an immense interest in the good government of Egypt, and it was therefore not to 
be supposed that any Italian could favour any projects which could dimmish the 
guarantees for a sound and responsible Administration. The presence ot an■ J^han 
would, in his opinion, be eminently conducive to harmony m the Cabinet, cutamly 
Her Majesty’s Government would have no reason to regret it. His Excellency tl en 
repeated wliat he had so often previously stated, to the effect that ^™ hl ® 
policy to act entirely with England in regard to the affairs of the East and added that 
I might rely upon it that this programme should not be disturbed by anything in 

connection with the affairs of Egypt. . , ... . 

The Eastern Question, his Excellency continued, was far from being yet settled. 
Italy was a Mediterranean Power, with 28,000,000 inhabitants—a pacific iuwei jmt 
still bavin" a certain military force at her disposal. Great Britain Avas also a Mediter¬ 
ranean Power, having complete supremacy by sea. Both Powers had the same 
interests and it was therefore only natural that they should combine together to 
support them. He could not understand, and should certainly not folloAV, any otliei 

POllC Turnin" again to the question of the appointment of an Italian member in the 
Egyptian Government, his Excellency asked me if I thought there was any chance of 
Her Majesty’s Government supporting the claim of the Italian Government. 

I replied that I did not think there Avas, for the reasons which had been frequently 
explained at the time to the Italian Government, viz., that as lLer Majesty s Govem- 
ment had had nothing more to do Avitli the appointment ot an English member m the 
Cabinetttian granting^leave to Mr. Wilson to* serve the Khed ve, they could not put

FRENCH Minister for Foreign Affairs has read to me, very confidentially, a telegram 
from the French Agent nearly the same in substance as Mr. Vivian's telegram No. 2 of 
yesterday, but concluding with a paragraph, to the best of my recollection, in the following 
terms:— 

“The Presidency of the Khedive might not have the disadvantages which Blignteres 
and Wilson attribute to it if the number of European Ministers were increased, or if a veto 
were given to the existing two; and Bligni^res might adopt this opinion, especially if the 
flame of discord between Vivian and Wilson were to lead to the recall of the latter and to 
the substitution of Baring for him as Minister of Finance.” 

French Minister for Foreign Affairs said that he had postponed sending his telegram 
in order to ask me whether your Lordship was aware of the Khedive’s new proposals, and 
whether they had changed your views. 

I answered that you had received Vivian’s telegram yesterday, and had sent off your 
own to-day, after learning from me that Minister had agreed to send similar one. 

He promised to send off his own to-night in the terms agreed upon, but said that he 
should add some arguments to show that the readmission of Nubar Pasha to the Cabinet 
was reasonable and advisable. 

He desired me, however, to let you know that he had misgivings as to the conse¬ 
quences which might ensue if the Khedive refused to accept terms of England and France.

Mr. Vivian to the Marquis of Salisbury.—(Received March 1.)

(Telegraphic.) Cairo, March 1, 1879. 

ROTHSCHILD refuses to pay over money from loan until judgment creditors’ 
sequestrations are removed, and propose to Wilson to arrange with creditors to withdraw 
sequestrations. Creditors will not come to terms. Wilson wishes Rothschild to retain 
in hand amount of the sequestrations pending decision on validity, thus holding Rothschild 
absolutely safe. 

Wilson hopes that Her Majesty’s Government will make a strong representation in 
this sense to Rothschild. The want of this money increases enormously the difficulty of 
the situation, and prevents payment of arrears due to officers, who are a great source of 
danger.

IT will not have escaped your Excellency’s recollection that in his despatch No. 207 
of the 8th June last, of which a copy was subsequently forwarded for your information, 
Mr. Vivian reported the causes which had led to the resignation by Chcrif Pasha of the 
two posts held by him in the Egyptian Ministry as Minister for Foreign Aflairs and of 
Justice. 

In that despatch Mr. Vivian expressed himself with regard to the character of Chcrif 
Tasha as follows:— 

“ I cannot help regretting the loss in Chcrif Pasha of a high-minded and honourable 
Minister, loyal and straightforward in his conduct, and thoroughly English in his 
sympathies. His faults are great want of energy and initiative, and of resolution and 
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courage in maintaining and defending his opinions before the Viceroy, to whose will he has 
always shown himself too submissive.’’ 

He also described Cherif Pasha as Nubar Pasha’s rival. 

As it would appear from Mr. Vivian’s telegram No. 4 of the 27th ultimo, of which a 
copy has been sent to your Excellency, that the Khedive shows an inclination to reinstate 
Cherif Pasha in his former position, I have thought it desirable to call your Excellency’s 
attention to the above quoted observations on the part of Mr. Vivian.

MY French colleague and I communicated last night to the Khedive the decision oi 
our two Governments that the institution of reform in Egypt must remain intact, that 
Nubar Pasha in their eyes represented the system, and was the only Egyptian official 
capable of assisting his European colleagues in carrying it out, that the traces of the late 
unfortunate incident, which had produced a very bad impression, could only be effaced by 
Khedive’s reconciliation with Nubar Pasha, who represented the system. That while 
accepting Prince Tewfyk as President of the Council, our Governments demanded that 
Nubar Pasha should re-enter the Ministry in some form or other, that they considered 
the Khedive’s demand to preside at the Council of Ministers inadmissible, but agreed that 
his relations with his Ministers might be improved, and his desire to be heard on all 
questions of public interest satisfied by adopting the counter-proposals of his European 
Ministers. 

We pressed this decision upon the Khedive by every argument in our power, and 
Mr. Wilson also supported it personally. 

His Highness, after taking time to reflect over our demands, has replied. 

He confirms his firm intention to maintain his rescript intact, and to do his utmost to 
promote the success of the new order of things, the great benefits of which he cordially 
recognizes, and he is accordingly prepared to add another European member to the 
Council, or to give any additional guarantee the Governments may suggest. 

But the Khedive considers it essential that the native element in the Cabinet should 
bring weight and authority to the European Ministers, by assuring to them the re9pect 
and support of the country. 

He declares decidedly that the re-entry of Nubar Pasha into the Cabinet would defeat 
this object; it would humiliate the Khedive in the eyes of his people, produce profound 
discontent among the whole native population without distinction, and it would be an open 
defiance of native sentiment, that might provoke very serious consequences. 

Khedive does not pretend to resist the will of the English and French Governments. 
He will bow to it if the two Governments persist in their demand for the re-entry of Nubar 
Pasha ; but he deems it his duty to warn them beforehand of the certain consequences, so 
that they may not blame him hereafter if the new regime breaks down, or if public tran¬ 
quillity should be again disturbed. 

Khedive thanks the two Governments for accepting Prince Tewfyk as President of the 
Council,- and admits that his own relations with his Council of Ministers can only be 
maintained and modified in strict accordance with his rescript; that is to say, by securing 
the complete independence of the deliberations of the Council of Ministers. 

In short, Khedive yields upon every point except re-entry of Nubar Pasha, and even 
offers additional guarantees to the Powers; and the question is, Whether Powers can insist 
upon forcing an unpopular Minister Upon the Khedive and the country. 

My French colleague and I doubt whether, in view of the strong expression of feeling, 
it would be wise, in the interests of reform itself, to continue to insist upon it, and think it 
would' be better to demand further guarantees, such as another European Minister, or the 
right of two European Ministers combined to veto any measure of which they disapprove 
after deliberation in Council. But whatever decision may be come to, Khedive should be 
held personally responsible.

ing to information received at Paris, Nubar Pasha is discredited and demoralised, and could

WITH reference to my despatch No. 231 of the day before yesterday, I have the 
honour to inform your Lordship that I received last evening an unofficial letter from 
M. Waddington, saying that he had just found, on his return from Versailles, 
telegraphic intelligence from Egypt, which he should be glad to talk over with me, and 
which might perhaps modify to a certain extent your Lordship’s views. 

I went to see M. Waddington the same night, and ho read to me a long telegram 
which he had received from M. Godeaux, the French Agent at Cairo. 

It gave a report of the proposals made by the Khedive for the reorganization of 
the Egyptian Government, and of the counter proposals made by the Egyptian 
Ministers, which was substantially the samo as that given to your Lordship in 
Mr. Vivian’s telegram No. 2 of the 26th ultimo. 

It concluded, however, with a paragraph, which, to tlio best of my recollection, 

ran as follows:— . „ ... . ... 

“The Presidency of the Khedive might not have the disadvantages which 

M. de Bligni^res and Mr. Hivers Wilson attribute to it if the number of European 
Ministers were increased, or if a veto were given to the two existing European 
Ministers, and M. de Bligni6res might adopt this opinion, especially it the flagrant 
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discord between Mr. Vivian and Mr. Rivers Wilson were to lead to the recall of the 
latter, and to the substitution of Mr. Baring for him as Minister of Finance.” 

Having read this telegram to me, M. Waddington referred to his having 
authorized me the night before to inform your Lordship that he should send to-day, by 
telegraph, instructions to the French Agent at Cairo in the terms suggested by your 
Lordship, and recited by me in my letter of the 26th ultimo. He proceeded to tell 
me that he had postponed sending the instructions off, as he was desirous, before 
actually dispatching them, to ask me whether your Lordship was acquainted with the 
proposals now made by the Khedive, and whether they had in any degree ohanged 
your views. 

I answered that your Lordship had sent off your telegram that mor nin g on learn¬ 
ing from me that his Excellency had agreed to send one in similar terms, and I added 
that when you had sent it off you were acquainted with the Khedive’s proposals, as a 
telegram from Mr. Vivian stating them had reached you the day before. 

After some further conversation, M. Waddington promised to send off his own 
telegram without further delay. He took up my letter of the 26th, which was lying on 
his table, and, after reading it over, said that his telegram would be in the terms 
suggested in it, but that he should add some arguments, in order to make it clear that 
the readmission of Nubar Pasha to the Cabinet would be reasonable and advisable. 

He desired me, however, to let your Lordship know that he had misgivings as 
to the consequences which might ensue if the Khedive rejected the proposals of the 
French and English Governments.

UPON the receipt of your Lordship’s telegram of the 21st instant, my Prench 
colleague and I waited upon the Khedive, and stated to him that “ The English and 
Prench Governments were determined to act in concert in all that concerns Egypt; 
that they could not lend themselves to any modifications in principle of the political 
and financial arrangements recently sanctioned by the Khedive; that the resignation 
of Nuhar Pasha had in their eyes only the value of a question of persons, and. could 
not he permitted to involve any change of system.” 

His Highness replied that he would pledge himself to maintain intact the engage¬ 
ments he had taken in August last, and which constituted the charter of the new 
scheme of Administrative Reform. With respect to his financial engagements, he 
could assure us of his sincere desire to observe them, hut that he could not prejudge 
the decisions of his Council of Ministers upon this point. 

He asked our permission to formulate the modifications in his present position, 
which he demanded in writing, undertaking to keep them within the limits of his 
Rescript of the 28th August, which we strongly advised him to do. 

His answer has this moment reached us, and I inclose a copy of it. 

My Prench colleague and I will immediately consult Mr. Rivers Wilson and 
M. de Bligni£res upon these proposals, and telegraph the result to our respective 
Governments. 

Public tranquillity has been fortunately maintained here up to the present 
moment without interruption since the incident of the 18th instant, but there has been, 
and still is uneasiness.

M. WADDINGTON read to me this evening a telegram from M. Godeaux, the 
Prench Agent at Cairo, stating the terms proposed by the Khedive for the reorganiza¬ 


tion of the Egyptian Government. The telegram corresponded with that marked 
No. 7, which was addressed to your Lordship by Mr. Vivian the day before yesterday. 

M. Waddington begged me to submit to your Lordship the following arguments 
against insisting upon the readmission of Nubar Pasha to the Egyptian Cabinet. 

The Khedive s terms had, he observed, been sent to the two Agents in writing, 
and they included a statement that His Highness would bow to the decision of the 
Prench and English Governments if they persisted in demanding the re-entrance 
of Nubar Pasha into the Cabinet. By this written statement the Khedive had, 
M. Waddington thought, given sufficient satisfaction to the dignity of the two 
Powers. 

Moreover, M. Waddington conceived that there could be little doubt that the 
re-entry of Nubar Pasha would, in fact, be followed by troubles—these troubles being 
instigated by the Khedive, or at all events connived at by His Highness. 3 

Again, according to the information which had reached M. Waddington, Nubar 
Pasha was discredited and demoralized, unable to make any effective opposition in 
the Council to the Khedive, and himself unwilling to re-enter the Cabinet. 

On the other hand, in return for yielding to the Khedive on the question of 
Nubar Pasha, the two Powers might obtain fresh guarantees against the exercise of 
personal power by His Higlmess. They might, for instance, secure the concession of 
a veto on all measures to the English and Prench members of the Cabinet, and to 
such a veto M. Waddington attached great importance. 

M. Waddington asked me to beg your Lordship to consider these arguments, but 
at the same time he desired me to say that if, upon mature reflection, you should 
still think it advisable to insist upon Nubar Pasha’s readmission, the Prench Govern¬ 
ment would go with you in doing so. 

M. Waddington stated very distinctly that he objected absolutely to the 
introduction into the Egyptian Cabinet of any European who was not either Prench or 
English. 

I understood from him that it was not from official sources that he had received 
the reports he mentioned about Nubar Pasha’s own state of min d,

PRINCE TEWFIK, with whom I have just had a long and most interesting conver¬ 
sation, and who is thoroughly alive to all difficulties of his position, has positively assured 
me, of his own personal knowledge, that the return of Nubar Pasha to office at this moment 
would have the very worst effect upon the whole native population, both in town and 
country, and would almost certainly lead to serious difficulties, and possibly to the 
necessity of foreign occupation. 

The Prince feels that it is his duty to accept the Presidency of the Council at all 
risk, but declares that difficulties of his position will be enormously increased by re-entry 
of Nubar Pasha. 

Her Majesty’s Government can hardly be aware of the great unpopularity of Nubar 
Pasha, both with natives and Europeans, throughout Egypt, or of the general discredit 
into which he has fallen. 

My French colleague has also received serious warning upon renewed disturbances if 
the Powers force Nubar Pasha upon Egypt.

ON receiving your Lordship’s telegram of the 19th instant I applied to Mr. 
Rivers Wilson for the required information, from which it appears that about sixty of 
the judgment creditors have taken out “ Inscriptions hypothecates ” against the Da'ira 
lands recently ceded to the State by the Khedive’s family to the amount of 33,500,000 fr., 
or about 1,340,000Z. 

Of these inscriptions at least one-third were registered against the Domain lands 
while they were still the property of the Khedive’s family; that is, before their cession 
to the State, and are therefore held to be invalid because the law does not recognize 
mortgages that have been effected by anticipation. 

As to the remainder, the Egyptian Government contest their legality on the two¬ 
fold ground that the cession was conditional, the property being expressly intended as 
security for the loan, and also because the inscriptions are irregular. 

No further attachments can be made upon the lands by judgment creditors from 
the date of the registration of Messrs, de Rothschild’s mortgage at the “ Bureaux 
d’Hypotheque ” of the Tribunals of the Reform.

My Lord, Cairo, February 26, 1879. 

THE views of the English and French Governments, as expressed in your Lord¬ 
ship’s telegram of the 21st instant, upon the resignation of Nubar Pasha having been 
formally communicated to the Khedive by me and my French colleague, his Highness 
has finally communicated to us the following proposals as bases for the reorganization 
of bis Ministry :— 

1. lie proposes that his eldest son, Prince Tewfik, shall be Minister without 
portfolio, and President of the Council of Ministers. 

2. The Khedive proposes to declare formally in a letter to the Prince his firm 
intention to govern in accordance with his rescript of the 28th of August, which ho 
accepts as his rule of Government, and to reaffirm his sincere desire to see all the 
financial engagements of his Government strictly fulfilled. Ilis Highness will add 
that as the Powers hold him responsible for maintaining public order, and for the suc¬ 
cessful working of the new Administration, lie considers it indispensable that he 
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should be in a position to follow more closely the general course of State affairs, and 
consequently demands:— 

(1.) That all measures requiring his sanction should be submitted to him by 
the competent Minister, and then discussed and finally settled in Council in which he 
would preside. 

(2.) The right to convoke the Council and to seize it of any measures which he 
may judge necessary, either for the public safety or for the development of the 
resources of the country, subject to the condition that he is bound by the terms of his 
rescript of the 28th of August to conform to the opinion of the ma jority of the 
Council. 

The Khedive summarises his demands by stating, that what he requires is to be 
heard upon all questions of public interest, and that it is on this condition alone that 
he can assume any responsibility fbr the due execution of the measures of his Cabinet, 
or for the success of the reforms inaugurated by his rescript of the 28th August. 

Mr. Rivers Wilson and M. de Bligni&res, to whom M. Godeaux and I have sub¬ 
mitted the Khedive’s proposals, have replied by first criticizing the Khedive’s expres¬ 
sion of his sincere desire to see the financial engagements of his Government strictly 
fulfilled as an implied promise which, as he must know, cannot be kept. 

They take note of his Highness’ declaration, that he will govern in accordance with 
the terms of his rescript of the 28th August as being in conformity with the views of 
the English and French Governments, but they point out that his Highness* proposals 
do not concord with this declaration—because the rescript of the 28th August pur¬ 
posely created two perfectly distinct and co-existent Powers in the State, the equili¬ 
brium and separation between which would completely disappear if the Council of 
Ministers, in which there is a majority of natives, should deliberate under the 
Presidency of the Khedive. 

The European Ministers propose to meet the Khedive’s demand to be heard upon 
all questions of public interest by the following modifications of the system hitherto 
followed:— 

1 . Before taking the decision of the Council of Ministers upon any project of law 
or decrees, each Minister must bring his measures and the Reports on which they are 
based to the knowledge of the Khedive. 

2 . Whenever the Khedive initiates a measure of public interest he may seize his 
Council of it. 

3. In either case the Council shall at the demand of the Khedive meet to examine 
any measure in concert with his Highness, but without deliberating in his presence. 
The Ministers further demand, in view of the necessity of maintaining solidarity and 
community of views among their body, that no new Minister may be named without 
previous agreement with the Ministers’in office. 

The European Ministers conclude by expressing their opinion that then* proposals 
ought to give every legitimate satisfaction to the Khedive’s demand to make his 
opinions heard by his Ministers, facilitate the exercise of his powers, and enable 
him to discharge the responsibility which naturally attaches to the right of 
governing. 

The Khedive, after being seriously reminded by me and my French colleague of 
the warning of our Governments that there must be no change of system, admitted 
that his proposal would modify in some respects the terms of his rescript, but he 
insisted that the refusal to admit him to share in the Councils of his Ministers was the 
mistake that brought about wbat had happened lately ; that it was inconsistent with 
the relations that ought to subsist between him and his Ministers, and with the success 
of the new regime, but if the Governments of England and France insisted upon his 
accepting the proposals of Mr. Wilson and M. de Blignffires, they must take the 
whole responsibility of the consequences from which he would thus be relieved. 

The Khedive accordingly invited my French colleague and me to submit his pro¬ 
posals with this declaration of his opinion to our Governments, and to beg them to 
give an early answer, as the present crisis could not be prolonged. 

The unfortunate state of relations between the Khedive and his European 
Ministers is much to be deplored, and my French colleague and I fear that, if the 
Khedive is forced to accept their proposals, there may be a second breakdown and 
more serious difficulties may arise, unless indeed it be decided to send away the 
Khedive from Egypt. 

The only other solutions of the difficulty that occur to us arc either to admit the 
Khedive to participate in the deliberations of his Council on condition that the 
European element in the Cabinet is strengthened, or that the two European Ministers 
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should have the right of vetoing any measure of which, after due deliberation in 
Council, they may disapprove; or to revert to the former check of two foreign 
Controllers-General which has only been provisionally suspended; but whatever may 
be the decision that the Governments of England and France may arrive at, they 
should disregard any disclaimer of responsibility on the part of the Khedive, and firmly 
insist upon holding him personally responsible for the success of the new order of 
things, and for maintaining public order.

9 THE question of the composition of the new Egyptian Ministry is a most 

important one^ can be made to t h e Presidency of Prince Tewfik, whose 

excellent reputation and good qualities are universally admitted. Mr. Rivers Wilson 
fears only that he would be too prone to the influence of his father, which he could 
hardly resist without placing himself in a very difficult, perhaps dangerous, position, 
and would prefer Riaz Pasha as being more independent, and a man who has identified 
himself prominently with the cause of reform, but Riaz Pasha lias not sufficient 
weight or authority in the country for so important a post, and I believe the choice of 
Prince Tewfik is certainly the best that could be made under the circumstances, but 
there should be no other son of the Khedive in the Cabinet. _ . . . , 

The Ministry of the Interior (which as controlling the whole internal administra¬ 
tion of the country it is most important to keep out of the Khedives power) and the 
Ministry of Public Works should remain in their present hands. In order not to 
swamp the European by the native element in the Cabinet there should, as hitherto, 
be only one native Minister for both Foreign Affairs and Justice, and the great 

difficulty lies in filling up this important post. , . . , ,. 

The Khedive would like to offer it to Cherif Pasha, stating that his.strong claims 
to office cannot be ignored, and that his presence in the Cabinet would give it strength 
and popularity on account of his Excellency’s great reputation consideration, and 
influence in the country. Personally I have great respect ior Chenf Pasha, who lias 
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always been a consistent and staunch supporter of England and her policy in Egypt, 
but there are many objections to his appointment, and although Mr. Pavers Wilson a 
short time ago wished Cherif Pasha to join the Ministry, he now regards him as the 
representative of the retrograde party and the rival of Nubar Pasha, and strongly 
objects to his admission to the Cabinet, the Members of which, Mr. Wilson rightly 
says, ought to be “ solidaires,” and in thorough agreement of views. 

The only other really competent man for the post is Nubar Pasha, but my French 
colleague and I fear that his reappointment at the present moment, when his relations 
with the Khedive are so embittered, would only lead to a second breakdown which might 
involve more serious political difficulties, and possibly the necessity of displacing the 
Khedive. D

WITH reference to your Lordship’s telegram of yesterday, informing me that Her 
Majesty’s Government think that the Khedive should be excluded from the delibera¬ 
tions of the Council of Ministers, and that Mr. Wilson’s position might become very 
difficult if not impossible to maintain if Nubar Pasha were not readmitted into the 
Ministry, I desire to place on record my strong conviction that Nubar Pasha’s idea 
of maintaining two distinct and probably antagonistic powers in the State (the Khedive 
and the Council of Ministers) will prove impracticable so long as the present Khedive 
remains in power. 

It would be wiser in my own opinion, and in that of those who know the country 
best, to endeavour to bring these two powers more into harmony by welding them 
together, and to put further control upon the Khedive by strengthening in some form 
or other the independent element in the Council. 

Any proposal for the re-entry of Nubar Pasha at this moment into the Cabinet, 
after what has happened, would be, I fear, in every respect a serious mistake that 
might lead to difficulties and complications which Her Majesty’s Government would 
wish to avoid. The question of his readmission should at all events be postponed for 
the present.

WITH reference to my despatch No. 74, Political, of the 24th instant, in which I 
inclosed a copy of the proposals submitted by the Khedive to me and my French 
colleague as the rule for his future position in the Government of Egypt, I have the 
honour to inclose a Memorandum prepared by M. de Blignteres, in concert with Mr. 
Rivers Wilson, showing the important points in which the Khedive’s proposals 
trangress the principles of his Rescript of the 28th August, which is the charter of the 
reformed Administration, and submitting counter proposals, which the two Minister’s 
consider ought, without violating the Rescript, to satisfy the Khedive’s demand to be 
heard by his Council of Ministers upon all questions of public interest, and at the same 
time facilitate the exercise of his powers and his assumption of a responsibility which 
is the natural consequence of the right of governing. 

I have already informed your Lordship by telegraph that M. Godeaux and I have 
made the contents of this paper known to the Khedive, seriously reminding him at the 
same time of the principle laid down by our two Governments, that there must be no 
change of system, and that His Highness had admitted that what he asked did involve 
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a modification of his Rescript, hut that he considered this change so essential to the 
successful working of the new order of things that he invited us to submit his proposals 
to our Governments, with a formal declaration on his part that it was only on condition 
of their acceptance that he could accept the responsibility of the execution of the 
measures of liis Cabinet, and that they were the only possible means, in his opinion, of 
carrying out the reforms established by his Rescript of the 28th August. 

I have also informed your Lordship of my own opinion and that of persons most 
competent to judge, that the present separation of the Khedive from his Cabinet and 
the creation of two distinct powers in the State controlling and balancing each other, 
is likely to lead to antagonism and collision between them, and that it would be wise 11 

to weld them more together, taking compensation for this concession by devising some 
means of giving the independent members of the Cabinet stronger powers of control 
over the Khedive—unless, indeed, it should be thought more expedient to remove him 
from Egypt.

IN my despatch Iso. 73 of the 22nd instant, 1 stated to your Lordship my views 
as to the reparation that was due for the insult and ill-treatment that Mr. Rivers 

. l met with at the hands of some officers of the Khedive’s armv on the 18th 
mstant. J 

Upon furthei leflection it occurred to me that the most proper person in every 
respect to make the required reparation for the outrage was Prince Hassan Pasha, the 
Khedive s son, who is Commander-in-chief of the army. I therefore demanded that 
the Khedive, instead of sending me his Chamberlain in uniform as he had proposed, 
should depute Prince Hassan to call upon me officially to express the Khedive’s regret 
and that or the officers of the army for what had occurred. 

• . T } lG o Kimdive at once acceded to my demand, and appointed Tuesday the 25th 
instant for the Prince s visit. _ J 

Accordingly on that day at half-past 5 o clock, the British flag being hoisted on 
the Agency, the Prince, accompanied by his Aide-de-camp, arrived in full unif orm 
and in presence of Mr. Rivers Wilson, my Consular staff, also in uniform, and several 
leading. Englishmen, expressed in the name of the Khedive, the country, and the 
army, sincere regret for the unfortunate incident that occurred on the 18th instant 
adding the assurance of the officers of the army that there had been no intentional 
disrespect towards Mr. Rivers Wilson personally. 

I replied that I, too, deeply regretted what had occurred. The laws of hospitality 
and the claim of foreigners to protection by the authorities of the country where they 
were sojourning were recognized by every civilized State; they were more especially 
binding in this case, where an eminent Englishman had been allowed by his Government, 
at the express request of the Khedive, to come over to Egypt to take a prominent part 
in the administration of the country. 1 greatly regretted, therefore, that the affront 
should have come from officers of the army, whose first duty it ought to have been to 
protect Mr. Wilson. 

Mr. Wilson stated that he had heard with satisfaction the expressions of regret 
that Prince Hassan had employed, and, agreeing in all I had said, he only wished to 
add that he had come here animated with the best and most disinterested intentions 
towards the Egyptian people and every branch of the public service; he should, 
notwithstanding what had happened, continue to devote his best efforts to the good of 
the country. ° 

Prince Hassan then took his leave. 

I have endeavoured in this matter to exact a sufficient reparation without exciting 
a feeling of hostility against Mr. Rivers Wilson which might add to his present 
difficulties.

of reform adapted to the institutions of the country, and two months ago Mr. Wilson 
certainly desired his entry into the Cabinet, and even made overtures to him to that 
effect. 

I would further remind your Lordship that it was the Khedive, not I, who 
proposed to reinstate Clierif Pasha, but the question need hardly be raised now, as I 
doubt if he would accept office even if it were offered to him under present circum¬ 
stances.

Several names were proposed for Ministry of Interior, a post of importance above all 
to the public safety, but they have all been rejected by European Ministers, who insist 
that this Ministry shall remain in the hands of Riaz Pasha. The Prince desires to 
retain Riaz in the Cabinet as Minister of Justice and Foreign Affairs, but cannot 
admit that he has either the authority or the qualification necessary for the Ministrv 
of the Interior, and considers that his continuance as head of that Department would 
produce a bad impression upon the public. 

“ In view of lamentable attitude of European Ministers, which seriously prolongs 
the crisis, Khedive considers that he would have the right to nominate the native 
Ministers, seeing that he is held entirely responsible for public tranquillity and for 
carrying out new arrangements.

WITH reference to my telegram of yesterday I have the honour to inclose a copy 
of the note verbale which I and my French colleague presented to the Khedive on the 
evening of the 1 st instant, communicating to him the decision of the Governments of 
England and France with respect to the question of the Presidency of the Council of 
Ministers and of the re-entry of Nubar Pasha into the Cabinet. 

Our note is a r&umd of the joint instructions M. Godeaux and I have received, 
those of the French Government being more detailed, and we pressed it upon the 
Khedive by every argument in our power. We laid stress upon the satisfaction given 
to His Highness by the substitution of Prince Tewfyk for Nubar Pasha as President of 
the Council, and by the concession of the Khedive’s right to discuss all measures of 
public interest with his Ministers separately and in Council. (He denied that this was a 
concession, inasmuch as his.Rescript of the 28th August clearly gave him this right 
although his Ministers had ignored it.) We pointed out the difference between the 
position of Minister and President of the Council, and that Nubar Pasha would no longer 
he the mouthpiece between His Highness and his Ministers; and we reminded him that a 
Constitutional Sovereign had often to accept Ministers who were personally disagreeable 
to him, (to which he replied that these Ministers were generally imposed by the voice of 
the country, whereas Nubar Pasha was repugnant to Egypt), and that when great public 
interests were at stake personal consideration should be entirely laid aside. In short, 
we used every argument were could think of, and concluded by saying that the decision 
taken by our two Governments had not been arrived at lightly or hastily, but was the 
result of joint deliberation from which it was most unlikely they would depart. 

I have more than once had to press unpalatable concessions upon the Khedive, but 
I never saw him more agitated. 

He at once acquiesced in all the requirements of the two Governments with respect 
to the maintenance intact of the Charter of Reform and his position in the Government 
of the country, and even offered to give any additional guarantees that the two Govern¬ 
ments might suggest,- but with respect to the readmission of Nubar Pasha, he thought 
it quite impossible.

His Excellency, I said, would see from your Lordship’s language that there was 
every disposition on your part to further the views of the Italian Government, but 
that his Excellency must be aware, from all the communications which had already 
taken place, that there were difficulties in the way of you.’ doing so. 

M. Depretis asked what difficulties ? ° 

I replied by referring again to the principles by which Her Majesty’s Government 
had been guided in regard to the composition of the Egyptian Ministry, and the conse¬ 
quent impossibility of their placing themselves in contradiction with these principles. 

M. Depretis replied that there need now be no contradiction, tlie Khedive having 
declared his perfect readiness to appoint an Italian Minister, and this without any 
pressure being put on him. 

I remarked that it was to be foreseen that if an Italian Minister were appointed 
the Austrian and German Governments might also expect to have a Representative of 
their country in the Egyptian Ministry. The Austrian Government had, indeed, as 
his Excellency must be aware, already intimated their intention of putting forward a 
claim for an Austrian Minister in the event of an Italian being appointed; and thus, I 
Said, would be created a state of things (namely, an international Administration in 
Egypt) against which Her Majesty’s Government had set their faces from the very 
beginning. 

M. Depretis contended that Austria was in quite a different position from Italy as 
regards Egypt. Her interests in that country were not to be compared in point of 
magnitude and importance with those of Italy, which were second only to those of 
England. The admission, therefore, of an Italian could give no just claim for the 
admission of an Austrian, and Germany had no pretensions in that direction. Italy, 
his Excellency continued, had no selfish or ambitious views in Egypt; she would not 
be the rival of any Power. He was convinced that it was desirable to strengthen the 
European element in the Administration, and that the presence of an Italian would be 
an additional security for its stability and proper working. 

The conversation then turned to other subjects; but as I was taking leave of 
M. Depretis his Excellency again returned to the topic we had previously been speaking 
of, and begged me most earnestly to appeal to your Lordship to afford Italy this satis¬ 
faction.

“With reference to my telegram of the 13 th, I beg to add that the insistance of 
the Khedive to remove Riaz from the Ministry of the Interior is a blow against myself, 
Khedive well knowing the confidence I repose in Riaz, and how much importance 
I attach, in the interests of financial administration, to his remaining at his post. 
During Commission of Inquiry I encouraged Riaz, who was in a position of danger, 
assuring him that he would be protected. He is now in a state of great alarm, and 
reproaches us with abandoning him. Khedive has instigated the Sheikh-el-Bekri, the 
Chief of the fanatic sects, to pretend that the population demand dismissal of the 
Ministers of the Interior and Public Instruction. The whole matter is a complete 
•comedy and intrigue. 

“ If these two Ministers were removed, my Erench colleague and I would be in a 
minority of the Council, and would never be sure of passing our measures. 

“ I would remind your Lordship that the Khedive undertook to answer for the 
public tranquillity if Nubar Pasha were removed. He is now making the presence of 
Riaz and All Mouhbarek a pretext of danger to the public peace, and may to-morrow 
try to get rid of mo and my Erench colleague by the same means. Khedive wishes to 
put his eldest son as Minister of the Interior.* He is an excellent young man, but 
a puppet in the hands of his [father], who would thus regain his authority in the 
provinces to the detriment of the financial administration.

He said that the matter was not one of territorial ambition or of national vanity, 
but that a very large portion of the Ottoman Debt was held in Italy: that the 
securities which it was proposed to pledge were in part hypothecated to that debt;

her entire exclusion from the management of revenues in which a distinct interest 
had been given to them by previous formal engagements of the Porte. 

His Excellency at the same time renewed the instances which he had urged on 
many previous occasions in favour of the admission of an Italian to the Egyptian 
Cabinet. 

He dwelt much on the discontent which would be felt by all the foreign popu¬ 
lation if no such measure was adopted, especially as the interest of Erance in Egyptian 
ma tters was materially very much inferior to that possessed by the Italians, and he 
thought that the discontent of the various nationalities excluded would make the 
success of the new Egyptian Government impossible. .

In execution of these instructions Mi Godeaux and 1 , saw the Khedive together 
yesterday morning, and read to him the inclosed declaration, of which we left with him a 
signed copy, with the request that he would give it a written answer. 

His Highness at once informed us that he unreservedly subscribed to all the con-i 
ditions imposed by the Governments of England and France, more especially as they had 
listened to his objections against the re-entry of Nuhar Pasha into the Cabinet, for which 
he expressed his gratitude. He fully acknowledged the very serious responsibility that 
now devolved upon him for the success of the new order of things and for the prevention 
of disorder, and he pledged his cordial and loyal support to his Ministers if, as he hoped, 
they would meet him in the same conciliatory spirit. 

Last night M. Godeaux and I received from the Khedive the official reply to our 
communication, of which I have the honour to inclose a copy, and by which he formally 
agrees to all the conditions imposed by the two Governments; and the Ministers will to, 
day proceed in concert with their new President to select a colleague to supply the place 
of Nubar Pasha, and a Decree will appear promulgating the new modifications. 

I cannot disguise from your Lordship my apprehension as to the possible use that 
may be made of the formidable arm that has been placed in the hands of the European 
members of the Ministry by giving them the right of vetoing any measure of which they 
may disapprove (a power which I had proposed as a check upon the Khedive’s presence at 
the deliberations of the Cabinet), or as to the effect it may produce upon public feeling 
in Egypt. It is a weapon which should be used most sparingly, and only on sufficient 
grounds, which ought, I think, to be ; stated in all cases. It is, in short, my opinion that 
unless the European Ministers, armed with this great power, enter into the new arrange* 
ment cordially and in a conciliatory spirit, it cannot last long, even though the Khedive 
be sincerely desirous that it should succeed.

I HAVE been requested by Mr. Wilson to make the following communication to 
your Lordship:— 

He and M. de Blignieres earnestly beg the official support of the Governments of 
England and France in insisting that the Ministry of the Interior should remain in the 
hands of Riaz Pasha. 

This Minister, they say, has it in his power to oppose and thwart the action of the 
Ministers of Finance and Public Works, and his cordial co-operation is therefore 
essential. 

They believe that the Khedive wishes to remove Riaz Pasha to the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs and Justice in order to regain his lost authority in the provinces, 
which would be impossible so long as Riaz Pasha retains the Portfolio of the Interior. 

They admit that the two candidates proposed by the Khedive to fill Riaz Pasha’s 
place are thoroughly honest and independent, but they believe that His Highness 
proposed them with the knowledge that they could not be accepted owing to their 
ignorance of any known foreign language, and with the real object of securing the 
Ministry of the Interior ultimately for his son Prince Tewfik. 

Mr. Wilson finally observes that he and his French colleague are determined not to 
consent to the displacement of Riaz Pasha, who, they affirm, has their entire confidence, 
and is the only qualified native for the post of Minister of the Interior. 

In thorough agreement with M. Godeaux I venture to make the following observa¬ 
tions upon the above message: — 

We think that to dictate to the Khedive the choice of his native Ministers, and to 
indicate the offices they should hold, seems quite inconsistent with the serious personal 
responsibility which has been imposed upon His Highness, and that it would be an 
interference in the internal administration of the country far beyond the limits to which 
England and France have hitherto gone. 

There are reports that Riaz Pasha’s administration of the provinces is blamed, 
and that he has become very unpopular, but I cannot say how far this is correct. 

As for the two natives whom the Khedive has put forward as candidates, they are 
men of high position and character, thoroughly independent, and they can in no way be 
suspected of being his creatures; while the right of veto, which is a very formidable 
weapon in the hands of the European Ministers, was probably intended to strengthen 
them against their native colleagues. 

The general impression here is that the European Ministers are unwise to push 
their opposition so far, which, if persevered in, may eventually lead us into very serious 
complications. 

I beg to add that my French colleague, w ho is strongly supported by his Govern¬ 
ment, has been instructed to advise M. de Blignieres to show a more conciliatory 
disposition, but I have been unable to make any similar recommendation to Mr. Wilson, 
as I have not been authorized by your Lordship to do so.

Extract from the “ Opinione ” of March 17, 1879. 

(Translation.) 

MR. YIVIAN, English Consul-General at Cairo, has been summoned to London, 
to discuss the situation of Egypt with the Ministers of Queen Victoria. We have 
examined into this situation on another occasion, and we will not now repeat what 
has been already said. England and Prance have presented themselves as allies and 
friends to the Viceroy, but they will shortly convert themselves into the protectors 
and Sovereigns of Egypt. The last events, which resulted in the resignation of Nubar 
Pasha, terminated m accordance with the wishes of Ismail. Nubar Pasha had become 
hateful and unbearable to the Viceroy. He found a means of freeing himself. The 
two Western Powers had to give way. Now the very son of Ismail is President of the 
Council ; the Viceroy retains his personal power in the Government. 

It is thus clear that England and Prance have failed. 

This incident would be inexplicable if England and Prance were entirely at one 
with each other and free from all mutual suspicions. The personal power of the 
Viceroy is maintained by the equilibrium of two forces, whose opposition is now 
scarcely apparent, but which will display itself more clearly in the future. The time 
will come at length when one of the two Powers will have to depart from Egypt, and 
leave the country in the power of the other. 

It appears, moreover, that there is wanting a sufficient harmony of intentions 
and agreement between the Consul-General and the Minister of Egyptian Finance. 
These differences displayed themselves on several occasions, and we are not far from 
suspecting that they had some share in the recall of Mr. Vivian. The English Govern¬ 
ment knows how to be, now and then, according to circumstances, prudent and bold, 
temperate and impetuous, which is the part of Governments which are vigorous and 
conscious of their strength. Before deciding the contention between Mr. Wilson, who 
directs the administration of Egyptian finance, and Mr. Vivian, who is the English 
Representative at Cairo, the Government in London wished to hear their Consul- 
General ; but the personal controversy is itself a sign of the situation, which appears 
gloomy and complicated. 

Among other vague reports from Egypt the telegraph notifies one in particular. 
The decisions of the Tribunals when the Government is concerned, and when those 
decisions are contrary to the interest of the Government, are not carried out, and for 
this reason the Court of Appeal at Cairo declared to the Consuls their wish to reject 
all appeals for the discussion of cases in which the Government is either the plaintiff 
or the defendant. Thus, then, there is no justice in Egypt. And we would now ask 
what England and Prance have gone to do there? Their civil mission has not 
succeeded in securing an administration of justice, which, far from being good, is not 
even efficacious. 

If the Italian Government at this moment was not much more occupied with 
itself than with the country, we would invite it to open its eyes. Egypt ought not to 
be a place reserved for Anglo-French influences and closed to those of Italy. Even at 
Constantinople, interests are discussed which Italy cannot abandon to the care of 
Prance and England. If by chance it happens that Turkish finances must be placed 
under foreign control, what will our Government do ?

His Highness was, 
probably, persuaded to this decision by the harem, where I have ascertained he passed 
the interval between our visit and the despatch of his answer. 

We immediately sent him word that, in view of his indecision, and of the fact 
his answer was in complete contradiction with what he had stated to us in the after¬ 
noon, we could not accept it as final, and that we should therefore call upon him the 
following morning. 

We did so, having meanwhile received from the European Ministers a declaration 
of their intention no longer to remain in the service of the Egyptian Government if 
the Viceroy deliberately opposed the wishes of the English and Erench Governments, 
and as the result of a painful interview, in which the Viceroy showed the greatest 
weakness and indecision, he eventually, but most reluctantly, consented to add a para¬ 
graph to his note stating that, as we had declared to him that “ the maintenance of 
Riaz Pasha at the Ministry of the Interior was the absolute will of our Governments, 
he submitted to it, but maintained all his former objections.” 

Prince Tewfyk, whom we have since seen, expressed great surprise and annoyance 
at this decision, and doubted if, under the circumstances, he could continue to act as 
President of the Council of Ministers, seeing that his objections to the retention of Riaz 
Pasha at the Ministry of the Interior were quite as strong as his father’s. His position, 
he said, was becoming intolerable, as he was evidently distrusted by his European 
colleagues, he was allowed no voice in the formation of the Cabinet of which he was 
President, and he had no hope of success under such circumstances.

recognize it. 

The rumour may very possibly be incorrect, though it has reached me from a trust¬ 
worthy source.

WITH reference to your telegram of 1st instant, Mr. Wilson requests me to tele¬

“ The scheme of liquidation referred to by Lord Salisbury has not been prepared 
privately by my colleagues and myself. It was drawn up in the first instance 
by a Committee consisting of Major Baring, M. Blignidres, and myself, and it is 
now under the examination of the Commission of Inquiry, who have introduced various 
amendments. 

“ The Commission of Inquiry comprises the whole body of Commissioners of Public 
Debt, who are the trustees of the great majority of the creditors. We have also been in 
personal communication with the Commissioners of the Dai'ra, who represent Da’ira 
creditors. In the preparation of the scheme every effort has been made to reconcile a 
respect for existing and legal rights with the interests of mass of creditors and finance of 
the country. The sacrifices proposed to be demanded from the creditors are only 
provisional. If the resources of the country prove to be more considerable than 1 and 
my colleagues of the Commission of Inquiry believe, the creditors will profit by the 
augmentation. 

“ It is true that we contemplated embodying in a Decree the various proposals of 
the scheme which is very detailed, and embraces the financial situation, not only as 
affecting creditors, but as applicable to the interests of Egypt. The Decree would have 
no legal force until it had received the approval of the Powers. 

“ Our object in taking this course was the impossibility of negotiating separately 
with each foreign Government, and with each class of creditors. Messrs. Goschen and 
Joubert experienced this difficulty, and much of the present disastrous situation is 
attributable to their inability to make compulsory the arrangements which they propose. 
It is impossible to carry on the Government unless the creditors are compelled to accept 
the proposals when once the Powers intimate their approval of them. 

“ As an illustration of our present situation, creditors have recently seized the 
salt in the Government magazines required for the consumption of the population. The 
seizure is maintained by the Tribunals and Government as powerless. 

“ The general report and the draft Decree are now being printed, and will be ready 
in a few days. They will then have to be submitted to the Khedive and to the Council 
of Ministers, and we propose, simultaneously with submission to the Khedive, to 
communicate them to the Powers, and publish them for the information of all con¬ 
cerned. 

“ Under the very difficult circumstances of the situation, I earnestly trust that we 
shall have the support of Her Majesty’s Government.”

THE coupon on the Loan of 1864, secured on the Moukabaleh tax, and amount¬ 
ing to 254,000/., is due on the 1st proximo. The sums in the hands of the Commis¬ 
sioners of the Public Debt on account of this payment amount to 58,000/. Mr. Wilson 
considering that his financial plan, which would call for sacrifices from the creditors, 
and which contemplates the abolition of the Moukabaleh, was still under discussion, 
proposed to suspend the payment of the coupon until his financial plan should be 
published, with the proviso that the payment should not in any case be delayed for 
more than one month. 

The question then arose as to the best manner of carrying out this proposal, and 
Mr. Wilson at first thought that an exchange of letters between himself, as Minister 
of Finance, and the Commissioners of the Public Debt would be sufficient for the pur¬ 
pose. On further reflection, however, he thought it would be more advisable to obtain 
a Decree, in the preamble of which it should be stated that the measure had met with 
the approval of the Commission of Inquiry. 

On the evening of the 25th instant Mr. Wilson went to the Khedive, to suggest 
that a Decree should be issued in the above sense. His Highness, however, was of 
opinion that a simple letter would be sufficient, and although Mr. Wilson pressed him 
for his reasons, His Highness confined himself to the expression of his opinion that a 
letter would sufficiently meet the case. Mr. Wilson has informed me that his inter¬ 
view with the Khedive left a very bad impression upon his mind, and convinced him 
that His Highness was determined to put himself into opposition to the whole financial 
plan. 

The next day, the 26th instant, Mr. Wilson called a meeting of the Commission 
of Inquiry, and having placed the matter before them, received the expression of their 
unanimous opinion that it would be advisable to deal with the question by means of a 
Decree. A Council of Ministers was then summoned, and the result was an unanimous 
vote in favour of Mr. Wilson’s proposal. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Wilson again went to the Khedive, and submitted to him 
the Decree, of which I have the honour to inclose a copy. His Highness said that he 
would give him an answer in the course of the day, and at once sent for M. Godeaux 
and me. 

On our arrival at the Palace His Highness informed us that a Decree had been, 
submitted to him that morning which was practically nothing less than a declaration 
of bankruptcy. He did not agree in that view, as he believed that the country might 
.meet its engagements; and he asked us whether, in the face of the engagements which, 
had been imposed upon him by France and England to respect his political and finan¬ 
cial engagements, he would be justified in signing it. M. Godeaux and I informed 
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-him that we would refer the matter to our Governments; and I ventured to observe* 
that although until the arrival of my instructions I was not in a position to express an 
opinion, it appeared to me that when a Decree is presented to a Constitutional Sove¬ 
reign by the unanimous vote of his Council of Ministers, he can hardly be justified in 

refusing to sign it. . , . ,, ... » 

His Highness replied that the question was whether he was m the position ot a 
Constitutional Sovereign or not. Prance and England had imposed upon him the 
obligation of respecting his political and financial engagements, and the Decree which 
had been submitted to him, and which he had carefully considered, was m reality a 
declaration of bankruptcy, of which he did not see the necessity, as he believed the 
country was in a position to meet its financial engagements. * 

After sending to your Lordship my telegram No. 22 of 5‘20 p.m. yesterday, I called 
upon Mr. Wilson, to inform him of what had taken place, in order that he might have 
an opportunity of placing his views before your Lordship if he desired to do so; and, 
after a consultation with M. de Blignteres, he requested me to send to your Lordship 
the telegram which I had the honour to address to you at 8 p.m., M. Godeaux

2Sth instant, I called upon M. Godeaux, who told me that he tod not r^eiT^tus 
instructions, and I therefore thought it better to wait until 

e0i ”|tomora h tag M. Godeaux sent to me to say that his instructions had arrived, 
and that he would call for me at 10 30, so that we might go together to the 

Palace. 
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The instructions which M. Godeaux has received are to the following effect 

The Erench Government, considering that the Decree is supported by the unani¬ 
mous opinion of the Council of Ministers and of the Commission of Inquiry, are of 
opinion that the responsibility of the Khedive is covered, and that there is no necessity 
for the Erench Government to interfere to prevent the signing of a Decree which does 
not in any way bear the character of a declaration of bankruptcy. 

After we had communicated to the Khedive the instructions of our respective 
Governments, His Highness observed, with reference to your Lordship’s telegram, 
that he could only express his regret that Her Majesty’s Government should not have 
thought it light to give him advice in the matter. With regard to the communication 
which M. Godeaux had made to him, he observed that he would lie prepared to sign 
a Decree merely suspending the payment of the coupon for a month, but that the 
considerations which accompanied the Decree which had been presented to him in 
reality prejudged Mr. Wilson’s financial plan, and were, in fact, a declaration of 
bankruptcy. His Highness went on to say that he had last night received a petition 
i°vi- 6 Chamber of Notables against any reduction of interest and against the 
abolition of the Moukabaleh, that great discontent existed on this subject in the 
country, and that that discontent must be taken into account. 

His Highness requested M. Godeaux to give him a copy of the co mmuni cation he 
had made to him, and said that he would see Mr. Wilson and M. de Blignteres in the 
course of the day, and, as a proof of liis wish to act in accordance with them, said he 
would be willing to sign the Decree if it could be so modified as not to prejudge the 
question of the liability of the country to meet its financial engagements. 

His Highness then referred again to your Lordship’s telegram, which, he said, he 
could only regard in the light of a refusal on the part of Her Majesty’s Government 
to answer the question which he had put to them; and he regretted that, after all 
the kindness (“ bienveillance”) which they had hitherto shown him, they should have 
withheld their advice from him on this occasion. 

I observed that, if I understood your Lordship’s telegram correctly, it appeared 
to me to be a proof of the intention of Her Majesty’s Government not to interfere 
between His Highness and his Council of Ministers; to which he replied that, Her 
Majesty’s Government having compelled him to appoint a particular Minister to a 
post in the Cabinet against his will, he thought, with all due respect for Her Majesty’s 
Government, that they might, after having interfered so directly in such an important 
matter, have taken a different line on the present occasion. I did not think it 
advisable to. enter into a discussion with His Highness, and confined myself to 
saying that it was my duty to carry out the instructions which your Lordship might 
send me. 

On leaving the Palace, M. Godeaux and I called upon Mr. Wilson and M. de 
Blignteres, and informed them of what had passed. They decided to go to the 
Khedive at 3 o’clock, and Mr. Wilson has promised to let me know the result of the 
interview, which I will not fail to communicate at once to your Lordship.

THE case of the Egyptian Government versus M. Manager respecting the validity 
of the “ Inscriptions hypothecates ” taken by certain creditors against the property 
ceded by the Khedive and his family as a guarantee for the loan raised by Messrs, de 
Rothschild came on for trial before the Cairo Tribunal on the 24tli instant. I am 
informed that the proceedings were marked by the violence of the language employed 
by the counsel for the defence against Mr. Wilson. The Court will deliver judgment 
to-morrow, but it is looked upon as certain that the decision, whatever it may be, will 
be appealed against, and it will therefore take some time before the question is defini¬ 
tively settled.

The most significant appointments are those 
of Shaheen Pasha and Omer Loutfy Pasha, who were formerly the Inspectors-General 
of Upper and Lower Egypt, and whose method of collecting money by inflicting the, 
greatest hardships upon the population is well known. Mr. Wilson begs me to 
inform your Lordship that no communication has been addressed to bim or to 
M. de Blignikres by the Khedive, and that they only learned that they have been 
dismissed by announcement of their successors, and request to be furnished with 
instructions of their Governments as to the line of action they should adopt. 

Cherif Pasha has assured me that he would not have joined the new Cabinet if he 
had not been certain that it represented the real wish of the whole population. He 
also assured me that there was no danger of any disturbance of public peace, the 
change of Ministry having given general satisfaction. He said that it could not he 
denied that the Khedive had the right of choosing his own Ministers, which is proved 
by the re-establishment of control if the European Ministers should be dismissed. I

Meanwhile there were only two measures which had occurred to M. Waddington

I HAVE already reported briefly to your Lordship by telegraph the purport of 
observations which M. Waddington made to me this afternoon respecting the proposal 
of the Grand Vizier either to depose the Khedive of Egypt or to revoke the Eirman by 
which the rule of succession in that country was changed. But while reserving any 
positive expression of opinion until he should have consulted the Council of Ministers, 
M. Waddington asked me to communicate confidentially to your Lordship in the 
meantime liis present impressions on the subject. I proceed, therefore, to add to 
my telegraphic report a more detailed account of what his Excellency said. 

He did not dwell much on the proposal simply to restore the old order of succes¬ 
sion, although he did not set that proposal aside altogether. 

With respect to the deposition of the Khedive, he said that a priori he had no 
objection to that measure, but that there were several matters which must be taken 
into consideration before the Erench and English Governments undertook to pro¬ 
mote it. 1 

In the first place, M. Waddington asked who was to be chosen to succeed Ismail 
Pasha as Khedive. He would confess that ho had no very high opinion of Halim 
Paslia, the Grand Vizier’s eandidate. He had received much better accounts of Prince 
Tewfik, the present Khedive’s eldest son, and the Heir Apparent according to the new 
rule ot succession. On the other hand, hoAvcver, there was something revolting in 
setting up the son against the father, and it must be remembered, too, that Prince 
Tewfik was at this moment in Egypt and in his father’s hands. It was doubtful 
whether the Prince had any party in Egypt, and perhaps certain that he had no party 
at the Porte. But if a change of Khedive was to be made, the Sultan must take the 
initiative, or at all events give his hearty co-operation. All things, therefore, 
considered, M. Waddington supposed that Halim Pasha must be the man. 

This being granted, how was Halim to be put into possession of the Kliedivial 
dignity and power ? 

The Grand Vizier proposed to appoint him at once, and to send him forthwith to 
Alexandria in a Turkish ironclad. This ironclad might be accompanied by one or 
more Erench and English ships of war, and this would be a visible demonstration that 
the new Khedive would have the moral support of Erance and England, and, perhaps, 
something more than moral support. 

Would the Sultan’s Eirman and this Erench and English demonstration suffice to 
induce the present Khedive to give up his power and leave Egypt ? 

M. Waddington had no reason to suppose that Ismail Pasha had any strong hold 
on the affections of his army, or of any class of the population; and his deposition by 
the Sultan might deprive him of all prestige in the eyes of the Mussulmans. Still it 
must be remembered that he was in possession, and that neither the material nor the 
moral effect of ironclads at Alexandria might extend to Cairo. What was to be done 
if the Khedive persisted in remaining at the capital, and if his army and officials did 
not of their own accord go over to Halim ? 

M. Waddington thought that the despatch to Egypt of English or Erench troops, 
or of a mixed force composed of both, would be fraught with the greatest incon¬ 
venience, and was on all accounts to be deprecated. If, therefore, the employment of 
force should be necessary, it seemed to him that the Turks must be put forward as the 
prominent agents, in fact, that the troops who acted must be Turkish. 
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M. Waddington went on to say, that if Trance and England resorted to so grave a 
measure as, directly or indirectly, procuring the deposition of the Khedive, they must, 
in his opinion, take their stand on higher and broader ground than that which they had 
hitherto occupied. The appointment of the Trench and English members of the 
Egyptian Cabinet, and the qualified intervention of the two Governments in Egyptian 
matters which it implied, had hitherto, in form at least, been founded mainly on 
financial considerations, in fact, on the necessity of protecting the interests of the 
Trench and English holders of Egyptian bonds. The two Ministers had, moreover, in 
form, been the nominees of the Khedive, holding their offices at His Highness’ pleasure. 
The dismissal of these two Ministers, taken by itself, would not warrant so strong a 
measure as the removal of Ismail Pasha. 

The case would, however, be different if the two Governments distinctly declared 
that their object was to introduce into Egypt a moral and administrative reform, which 
would regenerate that country, and which might serve as an example to the whole of 
the East. This would be a great and noble object, and the two Powers could not be 
blamed for insisting on the deposition of a ruler who had deliberately set himself to 
frustrate their beneficent intentions, and to perpetuate the abuses of his own despotic 

administration. . . 

M. Waddington said again, that he had, a priori , no objection to the deposition of 
Ismail Pasha; and after repeating that he could give no positive answer on the subject 
of the Grand Vizier’s proposal until he had consulted the Council of Ministers, he 
begged me, nevertheless, to submit to your Lordship, confidentially, in the meantime, 
the observations which his first impressions had suggested to him.

To this His 
Highness replied that, as long as he acted according to his convictions and his 
conscience, it was immaterial to him what danger he might incur. 

In spite of all their endeavours the two Ministers were not able to induce the 
Khedive to assent to the Decree. 

A Council of Ministers was subsequently held, at which it was decided that the 
preamble of the Decree should be suppressed, and that Mr. Wilson should address a 
letter to the Khedive, setting forth the reasons which, in his opinion, rendered the 
measure necessary. 

The Khedive wrote a letter, in reply to Mr. Wilson, stating that, as the Decree in 
its new form was merely a postponement of the payment of the coupon, His Highness 
held been, able to assent to it, and the Decree was signed on the evening of the 30th 
ultimo.

ON the morning of the 1st instant Mr. Rivers Wilson called upon me to inform 
me that on the evening of the day before he had received a visit from Riaz Pasha and 
Aly Pasha Moubarek, who had stated to him that considerable agitation existed in the 
town, and that they were both of them anxious to withdraw from the Ministry. Riaz 
Pasha had been denounced in the mosques as a friend of the Europeans, and had been 
declared to have forfeited all claims to be regarded as a Moslem. He had also been 
warned by the Prefect of Police that his life was in danger. A meeting was to be 
held at the house of the Sheikh El Bakri, and it was believed that it was intended 
to rouse a religious feeling against the European Ministers and the Christians 
generally. 

Immediately on the receipt of this information I requested Mr. Borg, the Acting 
British Vice-Consul here, whose long residence in the country has placed him in a 
peculiarly favourable situation for obtaining intelligence, to make inquiries as to the 
real object of the meetings that were being held, and, in the meantime, I called upon 
M. Godoaux to tell him what I had heard, and I read to him the telegram which I 
proposed, in consequence, to address to your Lordship. He informed me that he would 
send a telegram to the same effect to the French Government. 

Later in the day Mr. Borg communicated to me the result of the inquiries he had 
made. It appeared that there was no doubt about the meetings having been held, 
and that there was constant communication between the Khedive and the more 
influential persons who attended them. Their object, however, was to obtain support 
to the financial plan which the Khedive is preparing in opposition to that of 
Mr. Wilson, and also to get up petitions to His Highness to put into force the Turkish 
Constitution which had been promulgated here in 1877, but which had hitherto 
remained a dead letter. No danger of a riot was contemplated, and it would not have 
been in the interests of the persons who took part in the meetings to have excited one, 
as, being persons of wealth and position, they would run the risk of incurring 
heavy loss if a rising of the population occurred, the end of which it would be 
impossible to foresee, and which would be tolerably sure to be accompanied by general 
pillage.

HER Majesty’s Government have carefully considered the suggestions of 
M. Waddington with respect to the somewhat difficult questions which have arisen in 
Egypt. The despatches which will give a detailed account of the measures recently 
taken by the Khedive, and of the grounds upon which he rests them, are not yet before 
us, and cannot arrive before the end of the present week. It is, therefore, impossible 
to express at present a definitive opinion upon the events of the past week. But the 
inf ormation already received, and the plan of action sketched out by M. Waddington, 
suggest some considerations which I will not delay to place before your Excellency. 

The action of the Khedive places the Western Powers in the unpleasant position 
of ha ving their advice neglected, and of having a slight put upon the gentlemen to 
whom they have given an avowed, though unofficial, support; and this has been done 
in the most conspicuous manner, with an ostentation of disregard scarcely falling short 
of defiance. It may also he said, without fear of injustice, that the motives which 
have actuated him have not been those of consideration either for the public creditor 
or for the oppressed peasantry of Egypt. Nor are the results of his recent proceedings 
likely to be favourable to the interests of either of those classes. But, however severely 
In's action is to be condemned, it is very doubtful whether he has committed any 
international offence towards the Western Powers. He has broken the letter of no 
engagement that he has given. He is distinctly under covenant not to remove, with¬ 
out the consent of the two Powers, the receivers of Daira lands appointed last 
December, and to restore the Control, if the European Ministers should cease to ldho 
the offices to which they were appointed in the autumn. But he has not broken either 
of these pledges, and I am not aware that there is any indication of his intending to do 
so. In a less formal way lie has engaged to observe the Decree instituting the Reform 
of the 28th August last. He communicated it at the time to the two Governments, 
and he hq,s of late more than once, in notes addressed to the Consuls-General, expressed 
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his firm intention to adhere to it. But he has not as yet departed from at least the 
letter of that Decree. It binds him to follow the advice of the majority of his Ministry, 
but it does not bind him to select or to keep in office any particular Ministers. 

It does not seem open, therefore, to the Western Powers to treat as an interna¬ 
tional offence the exercise of his ordinary prerogative, which in this respect he lia$ 
never renounced or limited. 

The utmost that can be said of his conduct towards them is that he has been 
guilty of extreme discourtesy. Of his own accord, without any suggestion from any 
English Agent, he requested that Her Majesty’s Government would as a favour give 
leave of absence to Mr. Rivers Wilson, in order that that gentleman might he able to 
enter for a time into his service. Within six months His Highness dismisses him 
without a show of reason, and under circumstancss of marked contumely. A dis¬ 
courtesy similar in substance, though differing in some details, has been shown to the 
Government of Erance. 

It would be open to the two Governments to remonstrate with the Khedive upon 
the attitude he has thus assumed, and to point out that the causeless dismissal of the 
two Ministers can only have been intended to proclaim his indifference to the friend¬ 
ship of the Governments who were requested to lend their services to him. And at 
the same time it might be clearly intimated that, until the Ministers are reinstated, the 
two Powers must assume that the Khedive has deliberately renounced all pretentions 
to their goodwill. The results to which this alienation must probably lead might be 
indicated in suggestive but vaguer language. 

This communication might, as M. Waddington proposes, be simultaneously shown 
to the Turkish Government; and, at the same time, a confidential note might be 
addressed to the Grand Vizier, recording and thanking him for the offer made by him 
to Mr. Malet; and while declining for the moment to press matters to so serious an 
extremity, laying before the Sultan, in some detail, the views we entertain with respect 
to the condition of Egypt, and the ruin which has been brought upon it by the vices of 
the present Khedive. The attention of the Sultan might be specially called to the 
serious risks which a continuance of this misgovernment would expose the interests 
which lie retains in Egypt, as well as to the suffering which it must in an increasing 
degree inflict upon the people of that country; and the various modes might be 
described in which, in case of continued obstinacy, a change of Viceroy could be 
effected. A confidential document of this kind, communicated to the Porte, would 
probably not be withheld from the knowledge of the Viceroy, and might perhaps exert 
an influence upon his conduct. These suggestions do not differ greatly from the ideas 
put forward by M. Waddington on several occasions to your Excellency. It has been 
the aim of Her Majesty’s Government to give to their own policy a shape which 
should, as far as practicable, bring the action of the two Governments into harmony. 

Your Excellency will be good enough to speak to the Minister for Eoreign Affairs 
in the sense of the above observations.

Ibrahim Pasha to Ratif Pasha.—(Communicated to the Marquis of Salisbury by Mr. Vivian, 

April 17.) 

M. le Ministre, Caire, le 22 Mars, 1879. 

J’AI l’honneur de vous soumettre le Rapport du Conseil Militaire d’Enqudte 
institud par votre ordre du 19 Edvrier, pour informer sur les desordres co mm i s au 
Caire le 18 par des officiers et des dldves militaires. 

Les investigations auxquelles s’est livrd le Conseil ont dclaird les faits, dont 
cependant quelques-uns restent obscurs. 

Le Conseil ne peut appuyer sur un tdmoignage precis la culpability d’aucun des 
officiers. Cependant des desordres ont dtd commis. Mais d’lm cotd les tdmoins ne 
donnent aueune information sur les officiers qu’ils ne peuvent reconnaitre, de 1’autre 
les militaires affirment ne pas connaitre les coupables. 

Les causes que l’enquete a fait ressortir, expliquent une manifestation calme, mais 
non une explosion de violences. Dans ces circonstances le Conseil croit devoir nous 
soumettre un rdsumd de ses investigations faisant voir les faits sous un jour aussi vrai 
que possible et dnuindrant les causes. 

II conclut en plagant sous vos yeux une liste des officiers qu’il a era devoir garder 
prisonniers sur parole.

LE 18 Edvrier, peu avant midi, une troupe nombreuse d’officiers porteurs d’une 
pdtition, rencontrait prds du Ministdre desEinances la voiture de son Excellence Nubar 
Pacha, Resident du Conseil des Ministres. Ils interpellaient le cocher, son Excellence 
elle-mdme, et s’excitant, finissaient par arrdter la voiture, la retenaient, et la condui- 
saient au Ministre des Finances au milieu de cris et de bousculades, emmenant en 
mdme temps son Excellence Rivers Wilson, qui avait rejoint, k travel’s la foule, son 
Excellence le Resident du Conseil dans sa voiture.

Conclusions relatives aux Prisonniers. 

D’aprds tout ceci, le r61e joud par chacun des officiers maintenus prisonniers sur 
parole, peut dtre tracd comme il suit, sans remonter aux eirconstances antdrieures qui 
ne sont pas connues. 

Latif Bey dit n’avoir pas signd la pdtition. Sa position de fortune lui permet 
de vivre sans traitements. II avait peu de relations avec les officiers. II dit avoir 
accompagnd la manifestation, invite et contraint, et ne croyant pas pouvoir refuser 
de servir d’interprdte. A la Chambre des Notables, et it Scheik Abdallah, il clierche h 
calmer l’agitation. Il reparait ensuite au Ministdre, ou il parlemente avec les 
Ministres. La ddposition faite contre lui par Ahmed Assim est infirmdc ensuite par 
celui-ci. 

Said Nasr dit, comme Professeur aux Ecoles Civiles, avoir peu de relations avec les 
officiers, et s’est cru moralement fored d’aceompagner la manifestation. Il calme 
l’agitation h Scheik Abdallah, et intervient dans l’incident de la voiture pour protdger 
les Ministres. Il a parlementd avec eux. 

Hassan Rafaat aceompagne la manifestation, et ne parait qu’au Ministdre, oil il 
protdge son Excellence Aly Pacha Moubarek. 

(Le Conseil n’a pas d’indices qui indiquent ces trois officiers comme les chefs d’un 
mouvement.)

In communicating to me the composition of the new Cabinet, Chdrif Pasha has 
assured me that he only joined it because he was convinced that it represented the true 
wishes of the entire population, and he also assured me that as the change of Ministry 
had given general satisfaction, there was no danger of the public tranquillity being 
disturbed. His Excellency further observed that the right of the Khedive to selec 
his own Ministers could not he denied, and this was, moreover, proved by the arranget 
ment to re-establish the Control in the event of the dismissal of the European 
Ministers. 

I replied that, considering the line which had been adopted by the Erench. and 
English Governments in respect to the composition of the Egyptian Cabinet, the 
announcement that a new Cabinet had been formed, about which they had not been 
consulted, could but produce a very bad impression.

According to this Project, the nation protested against a declaration of bankrupted, 
whmh was con emplated by Mr. Wilson, and demanded the formation of a pfirefy 
Egyptian Ministry which would be responsible to the Chamber of Deputies, in the 
mode ot election of which certain modifications would be made. The system of control, 
as settled by the Goschen-Joubert arrangement, was to be re-established. His Highness 
went on to say that Prince Tewfyk, yielding to the wish of the nation, had sent in his 
resignation and had been replaced by Clidrif Pasha. His Highness added that he was 
determined to continue to govern m accordance with his Rescript of the 28th August 
last, with the modifications which the present change would necessarily require, and 
that the Decree of November 1876 would be strictly observed, and he concluded by 
saymg that he had requested some of the most influential persons in the country to 
attend this meeting, m order to give the Consuls-General any information they might 
require as to the real feeling of the country. J s 

The Khedive s declaration was listened to in complete silence, which continued for 
some time after he had finished speaking, and was broken by a suggestion made by the 
German Consul-General that Chdrif Pasha might like to state his opinion upon the 
subject. 

, Cb &if Pasha having been thus appealed to, stated that there could be no doubt 
whatever as to the existence of great discontent among all classes of the population 
This discontent arose, in the first instance, from the manner in which the Chamber of 
Deputies had been treated, and more especially by its sudden dismissal without it ever 
having been consulted at all. The nation saw in this an insult to their Representatives 
and a very painful impression was produced, which was very greatly increased when 
it became known that Mr. Wilson’s plan contemplated a declaration of bankruptcy 
[638] 3D 
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■which would be dishonourable, and which the country was determined to make any 
sacrifices to avoid. Mr. Wilson’s intention to abolish the Moukabalah tax had also 
given rise to great dissatisfaction. It would have been impossible for the Khedive to 
have put himself in opposition to the will of the nation, which had been so positively 
expressed. His Highness had, in fact, no choice but to follow the course of action he 
had adopted, in order to allay the discontent which, if it had been allowed to continue* 
would have led to disastrous consequences. 

There was no wish to evade the political engagements into which the Khedive had 
entered, and it was proposed to re-establish the Control, and, if necessary, to give it 
more extended powers than before. 

When Ch&rif Pasha had concluded, the Austro-Hungarian Agent and Consul- 
General asked the Khedive whether the persons who had signed the Project would be 
prepared to mortgage their properties as a guarantee for the financial plan, to which 
His Highness replied that there would be no necessity for their doing so, as it would be 
impossible to give a stronger guarantee than the determination of the whole country, 
from the head of the State to the humblest individual, to submit to any sacrifices 
rather than to the disgrace of national bankruptcy. 

Baron Saurma inquired whether His Highness intended to submit the Project to 
the Commission of Inquiry, and His Highness replied that he would certainly send 
them a copy. 

M. de Martino then asked whether the Project which His Highness was going to 
send us was to be considered as a proposal which was submitted to the Powers for 
discussion, or as a measure that had already been adopted. The Khedive replied, 
without a moment’s hesitation, “ C’est une mesure exdcuter,” and His Highness 
added that he had already begun to put it into execution by appointing Ch6rif Pasha 
President of the Council. 

The proceedings then came to an end, and the Consuls-General rose to go 
away. 

On taking leave of the Khedive, I observed that the communication which His 
Highness had made was of such excessive gravity that I could offer no opinion upon 
it before receiving your Lordship’s instructions, and that I would at once communi¬ 
cate with you by telegraph. 

On leaving the Palace I drove with M. Godeaux to his house, and then went hq 
search of Mr. Wilson and M. de Bligni£res, whom I met returning from a Council of 
Ministers, at which Prince Tewfik had given in his resignation on the ground that 
ever since he had been President of the Council he had been kept completely in the 
background, and had not even been consulted in important matters by the other 
Ministers, and that he could no longer occupy so secondary a position. I need hardly 
point out the difference between the reasons assigned by Prince Tewfik for his resigna¬ 
tion and those given by the Khedive. 

M. Godeaux and I informed Mr. Wilson and M. de Blign&res of what had taken 
place at the Palace, and we consulted for some time as to the line they should adopt. 
It was evident, however, that what had just taken place was in fact a coup d'etat, 
and that the Khedive had, at all events for the moment, regained his personal power, 
and that, therefore, the only course for the two European Ministers to adopt was to 
wait to see what turn events would take, and what decision would be come to by their 
Governments. It was also evident that the two Governments should he informed of 
what had taken place without delay, and I therefore drew up a draft of the telegram 
which I proposed to send to your Lordship, and which I showed to M. Godeaux, who 
said he would telegraph in similar terms to the Erench Government.

I HAVE the honour to inclose a copy of the Decree appointing the new Ministry 
which has appeared in the “ Moniteur Egyptien/' together with the letter addressed by 
Cherif Pasha to the Viceroy on his undertaking the charge of forming a Cabinet. 

I perceive that this list does not contain the name of Omar Pasha Loutfi, who, I 
understood Chdrif Pasha to say, would have a seat in the Cabinet as Inspector- 
General. 

Omar Pasha Loutfi was formerly Inspector-General of Upper Egypt, and Shaheen 
Pasha, who has been appointed Minister of War, held the same position in Lower 
Egypt. 

It is a significant fact that these two men, whose method of raising money from the 
fellaheen by submitting them to severe ill-treatment, and thus compelling them to raise 
money at a ruinous rate of interest, should have obtained places in the new Ministry at 
a moment when there can he little doubt that any expedient will he resorted to to 
enable the Government to meet its financial engagements; and it is much to be 
feared that the old system, which Mr. Wilson has persistently opposed, of collecting 
the taxes before the population can have sold the produce of their lands, will again be 
put into force. 

I have also the honour to inclose a copy of the letter addressed by the Khedive to 
Mr. Wilson, informing him that His Highness had charged Chdrif Pasha with the 
formation of a purely Egyptian Cabinet. 

It was not until some time after Mr. Wilson had heard of the appointment of the 
new Cabinet that he received His Highness’ letter.

I HAD this morning the honour to receive your Lordship’s despatch No. 507 of the 
day before yesterday, containing observations on the suggestions made by M. Waddington, 
on the 14th instant, respecting the mode in which the difficult questions which have arisen 
in Egypt should be dealt with by the British and French Governments. 

I went to M. Waddington this afternoon and made him fully acquainted with the 
contents of your Lordship’s despatch. 

He expressed satisfaction at the adoption by your Lordship of his suggestion that 
remonstrances from the two Governments should be addressed direct to the Khedive and 
at the same time communicated to the Porte. 

His Excellency said that he concurred generally in the terms of the communications 
to the Khedive and the Porte as sketched out by your Lordship. 

He laid particular stress upon the importance of the intimation to be made to the 
Khedive that until the two European Ministers were reinstated His Highness could have 
no pretensions to the good-will of France and England. 

He said that he would have drafts prepared to show exactly his views as to the terms 
in which the communications to the Khedive and the Sovereign Power might be couched. 
But he agreed with your Lordship in thinking that, before coming to any definitive 
resolution, it would be proper to wait for the written despatches from Cairo, which might 
be expected in a few days. 

Finally, M. Waddington expressed a wish to receive from me a written Memorandum 
of the views of Her Majesty’s Government, which I have just communicated to him. 

I have therefore to ask your Lordship to inform me whether I should furnish 
M. Waddington with a Memorandum of the contents of your despatches.

Perhaps your Lordship might prefer not to push matters to extremes’ in which case 
the Grand Vizier would only recommend that the Firman altering the law of succession 
and conferring the hereditary dignity on the Khedive’s son should be cancelled. This act 
might serve as sufficient warning of the result of further opposition. But his Highness 
said that, for his part, he considered it an opportune moment to rescue E^ypt from tha 
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dominion of a ruler who, by his extravagance and cruelty, had attracted the ill-will of

II est vrai que dans ce chiffre sont corn* 
prises les sommes dues aux Ealras, a propos desquelles nous avons dit que “ la plus 
grande partie devra, selon toute probabilitd, dtre ddduite du montant des dettes.” 

Mais, d’un autre c6td, nous savons maintenant que le ddficit de l’annde 1878 
surpasse de 854,000/. Evaluation qui nous fut communiqude par le Gouvemement au 
mois d’Aoftt. passd, de sorte que le montant des ressources extraordinaires reste 
toujours considdrablement infdrieur b la somme ndeessaire pour liquider la situation 
d’une manidre absolument satisfaisante.

II y a une seconde circonstance qui nous permet de statuer sur la situation en 
plus parfaite connaissance de cause qu’il ne fftt possible au mois d’Aofit passd. 

Eeux anndes entidres sont maintenant dcouldes depuis que 1’Administration erdde 
par les Ederets de 1876 a commencd a fonctionner. II est vrai que les recettes et les 
ddpenses du Gouvemement pendant eette pdriode ne donnent qu’un faible apergu de 
ce que pourra dtre la situation financidre une fois qu’on aura mis fin b la confusion 
qui existe aetuellement soit dans la ldgislation fiscale, soit dans la gestion des deniers 
publics, confusion que nous avons pu constater par des preuves si abondantes.

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consequent, la Dette Consolidee a subi une reduction considerable (4,868,000/.), reduc¬ 
tion que le has prix auquel les rachats ont pu s’efPectuer a rendu possible quoique les 
recettes du Gouvernement soient rest4es inferieures k ses depenses. _ Mais pendant 
qu’on diminuait le capital nominal de la Dette Consolidee on augmentait presque dans 
les memes proportions le capital effectif de la Dette Non-Consolid4e.

Une 
somme de £ E. 300,000 par an semhle suffisante pour parfaire aux besoins personnels 
de Son Altesse, de sa famille, et de celle de ses pr6d6eesseurs pendant la p6riode 
transitoire qui doit s’ecouler avant qu’un arrangement d6finitif soit fait avec tous leB 
cr4anciers de l’Etat. 

Nous croyons qu’il doit y avoir une division en trois parties de cette somme de 
£ E. 300,000, savoir:— 

1. La liste civile de Son Altesse le Kli6dive, et les allocations de toutes les 
personnes sous la d6pendance directe de Son Altesse, excepte Son Altesse le Prince 
Hdritier. 

2. L’allocation de Son Altesse le Prince Hdritier. 

3. Les allocations des membres plus 61oign<$s de la famille r^gnante. 

La repartition en detail de la somme de £ E. 300,000 pourra se faire plus tard par 
le Gouvemement. 

En dehors de ces £ E. 300,000 par an, son Excellence Halim Pacha recevra une 
annuite do £ E. 10,000, qui, cependant, ne devra etre payde qu’a la condition que les 
bons actuellement ddposds ii la Banque d’Angleterre soient livres au Gouvemement. 
Les arriercs dus a son Altesse Halim Pacha jusqu’a la fin de 1878 entreront dans la 
Dette Non-Consolidde. 

Quant aux contribuahles, il serait assurement contraire aux interdts gdneraux de 
leur imposer des sacrifices au-dessus de leurs forces. On verra meme dans la suite de 
ce Rapport que nous proposons de leur accorder immddiatement des soula^ements 
sensibles. Il y a tout lieu notamment d’espdrer qu’on pourra bientdt amdliorer la 
maniere de porcevoir les revenus du sel, en suhstituant a l’imp6t de capitation qui 
existe a prdsent un systdme qui permettra au Gouvemement de vendre le sel it ceux 
qui en auront besoin. Il a lieu d’espdrer aussi que le Gouvemement pourra arriver 
bientdt a etablir des echeances fixes pour le paiement de l’impdt foncipr, dont le 
montant doit etre rdgld a la suite d’un cadastre, et non-seulemenf h amdliorer le sort 
des petits contribuables, mais aussi a augmenter la force contrihutive du pays. 

Toutefois, et malgrd tous les raisonnements qu’on pourrait faire pour ddmontrer 
que, par suite du systdme de Gouvemement personnel, les contribuables ne sont pa 
moralement responsables de l’dtat actuel des choses, il ne faut pas oublier que It 
contribuahles d’Egypte sont des debiteurs, et que le principe que nous venous de posei 
savoir : qu’aucun sacrifice no doit etre demande aux creanciers avant que tout sacrifice 
raisonnable ait ete fait par les ddhiteurs, est d’une dquitd incontestable, quelque dure 
que puisse paraitre son application. 

Il y a done quelques sacrifices que les crdanciers sont en droit de demander aux 
contribuables, et qui leur sont dgalemont imposes par les intdrdts gdneraux et 

permane j e j^p^dive a bien voulu nous faire connaitre son intention delever le 

taux de l’imp6t sur les terrains ouehoury (voir p. de notre Rapport Preliminaire). 
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ajouter qu’il rdsulte de documents officiels qu’un Projet a ete dlabord par ordre du 
Gouvernement en vertu duquel un“ impdt sur la propridtd” devait etre imposd b 
Pexpiration de la Moukabalab; on a evalue le produit de cet impdt a 900,000L 
par an. 

En thdorie, la Moukabalab n’est pas un impdt. C’est un capital que le proprid- 
taire de sa propre volontd verse au Trdsor pour s’assurer certains avantages dans 
l’avenir. En rdalite, les fails que nous venons d’indiquer prouvent d’une manidre 
suffisamment claire que le Gouvemement ne l’a jamais considdree comme ayant un 
caractdre diffdrent de celui des autres taxes du pays. On ne peut pas non plus doutetr 
que le caractere facultatif de cette taxe n’existait pas en rdalitd. Les contribuables 
l’ont toujours considerde comme aussi obligatoire quo toutes les autres taxes. Le fait 
qu’a peine la nouvelle Administration dtablie, ils refusent de tous les c6tds de continuer 
le paiement de la Moukabalab, en se rdfdrant b son caractdre facultatif, prouve 
l’exactitude de cette assertion. On pourrait peut-etre prdtendre qu’une fois que le 
contribuable avait declare son intention de payer la Moukabalab il ne pouvait plus se 
soustraire a ses engagements pris envers le Gouvernement; mais ce raisonnement 
tombe devant le fait que, par suite des cbangements importants effectuds dans la loi de 
la Moukabalab pendant l’annde 1870, le Gouvernement a ddjb viold ses propres 
engagements envers les contribuables. 

La nouvelle Administration peut-elle remplir les engagements pris par ses prddd- 
cesseurs ? Aprds avoir per§u l’intdgralitd de la Moukabalab peut-elle se bonier k la 
perception de la moitid de l’impdt foncier payable avant l’institution de cette loi ? 
Peut-elle affir m or avec quelque certitude que ses successeurs se conformeront a l’esprit 
de la loi ? 

Si elle ne peut pas rdpondre affirmativement a ces questions, il ne serait ni equitable 
envers les contribuables de continuer la perception de la Moukabalab, ni juste envers 
ses successeurs de leur leguer la solution d’une question si ddlicate et si difficile. Cette 
demidre considdration a une valeur spdeiale, si on rdflecliit qu’a prdsent la nouvelle 
Administration n’est en aucune manidre responsable des difficultes provenant de la loi 
de la Moukabalab; mais que, si elle continue sa perception, elle deviendra moralement 
responsable de l’exdcution des engagements pris. 

Le rdglement de la situation actuelle ddpend dans une grande mesure des rdponses 
que le Gouvemement croira pouvoir faire aux questions que nous venons de poser. 
Tant qu’il n’aura pas fait connaitre ses intentions k propos des engagements pris vis-a¬ 
vis des contribuables en vertu de la loi de la Moukabalah, il ne sera pas possible 
d’dtablir dans quelle mesure les revenus affeetds ;\ la dette devront dtre rdpartis entre 
les intdrets de l’amortisscment. Aussi longtemps qu’il reste incertain si les revenus du 
Gouvernement doivent etre diminuds ou non dans de trds-fortes proportions aprds le 
laps de quelques anndes, cette repartition si essentielle a la stabilitd de tout arrange¬ 
ment financier ne pourra se faire. 

Nous n’avons pas la moindre hesitation b affirmerque, quelque puisse dtre le ddsir 
du Gouvernement actuel de remplir les engagements pris par ses prdddeesseurs, les 
ndeessites impdrieuses de la situation ne lui permettront pas de le faire. S’il en est 
ainsi, le Gouvernement doit cboisir entre les deux manidres de proceder suivantes: 
continuer la perception de la Moukabalab avec la certitude de ne pas pouvoir tenir ses 
engagements vis-a-vis des contribuables; ou bien reconnaitre franebemont dds a 
prdsent 1’impossibilitd dans laquelle il se trouvera de remplir ses engagements, et 
discontinuer la perception de la Moukabalah. La premidre de ces deux alternatives 
souldvorait peut-etre moins de difficultes pour lo moment, quoique celles qui seraient 
erddes par le refus actuel d’un grand nombre de contribuables de continuer le paiement 
de la Moukabalab dussent etre considdrables. En tous cas son adoption n’aurait pour 
rbsultat que d’ajourner les difficultes avec la certitude qu’elles seraient soulevdes plus 
tard, dans une forme mdme plus sbrieuse qu’b prdsent. 

Jusqu’b prdsent nous avons considdrd la question de la Moukabalab au point de 
vue des engagements pris par le Gouvemement vis-b-vis des contribuables. On pourra 
cependant la considerer comme une opdration financidre ayant pour but le rachat de la 
moitid de l’impdt foncier. On verra alors comment cette opdration a dtd nuisible aux 

intdrets du Tresor. . . , , . 

Pendant les deux dernidres annees, le systdme sum dans la perception de la 
Moukabalab a dtd le suivant: les revenus provenant de la Moukabalab ayant dtd 
affeetds au service des emprunts a court terme, lorsqu’une dcbdance d’un de ces 
emprunts approebait, l’ordre dtait envoye aux autoritds locales d’affecter b la Mouka¬ 
balab les sornmes pei^ucs des contribuables. Comme trds-souvent les contribuables no 
pouvaient pas payer l’integralite de l’impdt foncier et la Moukabalah, le rdsultat de ce 
* rn.HsT 3 L 
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en effet, les Contr61eurs-Gdu6raux ont reussi a mettre un frein aux ddpenses extra- 
vagantes d’autrefois. 

Cependant, il n’etait guere possible que le Ddcret du 18 Novembre, 1876, cut un 
•caractere definitif. Si, apr£s deux annees d’une administration qu’on peut appeler 
reguli&re, en eomparaison de celle qui existait auparavant, et si aprtte les reelierches 
longues et minutieuses que nous avons faites, nous nous trouvons main tenant dans 
1 obligation de declarer que les revenus normaux du pays ne peuvent pas etre evalues 
avec quelque certitude, il n’y a rien d’dtonnant a ce que les negociateurs du Decret 
du 18 Novembre, 1876, quelques babiles qu’ils fussent, n’aient pas pu arriver a une 
solution definitive. En 1876 les elements d’une telle solution manquaient plus absolu- 
ment que maintenant. Mr. Goscben lui-meme l’a reconnu, et s’est bien garde d’assurer 
aux creanciers la stabilite de l’arrangement qu’il avait ndgocie avec le Gouvernement 
Egyptien. Dans un discours prononco a Londres, le 28 Novembre, 1876, il a conclu 
dans les termes suivants :—“ Again I would say that we cannot presume to think that 
the scheme is a perfect one. What we had to do was to do the best that could be 
done under the circumstances. We believe that we have got guarantees stronger than 
we could have expected to get when we went to Egypt .... We cannot guarantee 
the soundness of the scheme; we have done our best .... We must hope that it 
will ultimately prove a success.” 

Il est maintenant devenu necessaire de porter des modifications sdrieuses dans le 
Decret du 18 Novembre, 1876. Mais il est non moins vrai que si on arrive enfin h 
mettre de l’ordre dans les affaires financiSres de l’Egypte, ce Ddcret aura grandement 
contribue a amener ce resultat heureux. 

Ce n’est qu’apr6s de mitres reflexions que nous nous sommes decides a proposer 
une modification telle que la suppression de la Moukabalah, modification qui porte 
atteinte au principe meme du Ddcret. Mais, en considerant cette question, il ne faut 
pas perdre de vue la grande difference qui existe entre la position des negociateurs du 
Decret du 18 Novembre, 1876, et celle qu’occupe actuellement la nouvelle Administra¬ 
tion. A cette premiere epoque, le pouvoir personnel du Khedive etait absolu, et il 
resulte d’une lettre que MM. Goschen et Joubert ont adressd a Son Altesse le 31 Oc- 
tobre, 1876, que Son Altesse leur avait expliqud que le retablissement de la loi de la 
Moukabalah, qui avait ete supprirnde par le Decret du 7 Mai, 1876, “devait etre 
-considdre comme une ndcessitd impdrieuse.” Dans ces circonstances, MM. Goschen et 
Joubert ne pouvaient dvidemment faire autremcnt que d’adopter le systeme du Ddcret 
•du 18 Novembre, 1876, c’est-a-dire que d’affecter les ressources extraordinaires pro¬ 
venant de la Moukabalah a l’amortissement rapide de la dette en vue de la grande 
•diminution que devaient subir les revenus, une fois 1’intdgralitd de la Moukabalah 
payde. Mais, depuis cette dpoque, Son Altesse le Khedive a hien voulu confier a des 
Ministres responsables une grande partie du pouvoir qui ne rdsidait autrefois que dans 
ses propres mains. Il incombe maintenant s\ ces Ministres de ddterminer s’ils doivent 
se rendre responsables de la continuation d’un systdme radicalement vicieux et d’une 
application impossible. 

Pour les raisons que nous avons ddja indiquces, nous croyons qu’ils ne doivent pas 
prendre cette responsabilitd. 

A ces raisons nous devons ajouter les considerations suivantes :—Lors de la ndgo- 
ciation du Ddcret du 18 Novembre, 1876, MM. Goschen et Joubert ont fait preparer 
un Tableau pour indiquer approximativemcnt les rdsultats qu’on pouvait attendro du, 
systdme d’amortissement rapide institue par le Ddcret. D’aprds ce Tableau, la dette 
devrait avoir subi une diminution de plus de 27,000,000/. a la fin de 1886. Le 
montant actuel (Avril 1879) de la Dette Unifiee d’apres ce Tableau, devrait etre 
environ 56,642,000/. 11 est actuellement de 56,135,000/. Par consequent, quoiqu’il 

n’y ait eu aucun excddant de la Moukabalah applicable a l’amortissemont par achat, 
et quoique le septieme du coupon du 1" Novembre, 1878, egalement applicable a 
l’amortissement par achat, n’ait pas dtd payd, la dette a dtd rdduite dans des proportions 
plus considdrables qui eelles qui ont dtd prdvues par MM. Goschen et Joubert.* 

Ce rdsultat a pu etre obtenu par suite du prix dlevd de la Dette Unifide que 


* Selon le Decret du 18 Novembre, 1876, la Moukabalah devait servir: (1) au service des emprunts u court 
terme; (2) a conibler le deficit budg^taire du Gouvernement dans le cas ou ses ressources generates ne sulfiraient 
pas a lui laisser les sommes indiqu6es dans l’annexe du D6cret pour ses depenses administratives; (3) tl I’ainortissc- 
ment par rachat de la Dette Unifide. Dans les archives du Ministere des Finances se tronve une note explicative 
dressde par MM. Goschen et Joubert le 11 Novembre, 1876. Cette note est accompagnde d’un Tableau dem en¬ 
trant le rdsultat des chiffres qui leur avaient did donndspar le Gouvernement Egyptien. A propos de ce Tableau, 
MM. Goschen et Joubert ajoutent: *• il doit etre bieu entendu que nous n’acceptons pas l’exactitude absolue des 
rdsultats que donnent ces chiffres.” Le montant de la somrae qui devrait dtre disponible pour l’amortissement par 
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MM. Gosclien et Joubort out trds-prudemment choisi en faisant revaluation du capital 
nominal qui devait etre amorti par raehat. Leur calcul fut base sur un prix de 70 > 
tandis que les acliats se sont effect inis pendant les annees de 1877 et 1878 aux prix moyens 
de 31J, S5§, 38$, et 43. II est vrai que pendant cette me me pdriode, comme' nous 
l’avons ddja ddmontrd, on a dd augmenter le capital effectif de la Dette Non-Consolidde, 
tout en diminuant le capital de la Dette Consolidee; mais, d’un autre c6td, il est a 
observer que la cession des proprietes immobilidres des Dairas a l’Etat a cred une 
ressource extraordinaire qui balance dans une certaine mesure 1’augmentation de la 
dette* 

Ce qui fait la gravitd de la situation actuelle, au point de vue m&me de l’amor- 
tissement de la Dette Unifide, e’est que l’amortissement devrait s’effectuer dans des 
proportions toujours croissantes k partir de l’annde 1880. Or, il est dds a prdsent 
certain qu’on ne peut compter ni sur les excedants provenant de la Moukabalah, ni sur 
le septieme coupon, pour effectuer cet amortissement. En 1876, le Gouvcrnement 
Egyptien a evalue le produit annuel de la Moukabalab k 1,650,000/. par an. En 1877, 
la somme versde a laCaisse de la Dette a valoir sur la Moukabalah dtait de 1,337,337/., 
ee qui laissait un excedant de 282,613/., aprds avoir pourvu au service des emprunts k 
court terme. Cet exeddant a d4 etre affeetd au paiement des coupons de le Dette 
Unifide. En 1878, la somme versde a la Caisse de la Dette Publique, 4 valoir sur la 
Moukabalab, dtait de 1,000,673/., ce qui ne suffisait pas meme au service des emprunts 
a court terme. Pour completer le coupon du 7 Janvier, 1879, sur PEmprunt 1865, une 
somme de 39,869/. a d& etre prdlevee sur les ressources de l’annde 1879. Il est vrai 
que 1878 ne peut pas etreregardde comme une annee normale, mais quelque favorables 
que puissent etre dans l’avenir les circonstances qui pourront contribuer k un accroisse- 
ment de revenus, il est acquis des a prdsent que le produit de la Moukabalab ne suffira 
pas meme au service des emprunts a court terme; car, non-seulement, comme nous 
l’avons ddja indique, un grand nombre de contribuables refusent de payer la Moukabalab, 
mais aussi il est evident que le Gouvernement ne pourra permettre la continuation du 
systeme actual par suite duquel les contribuables payent la Moukabalah meme lorsqu’ils 
ne peuvent pas payer l’integralitd de leur imp&t fonder. On n’arrivera done certaine- 
ment pas en 1886, aux resultats prevus en 1876. 

Pour toutes les raisons ci-dessus donndes, nous proposons done que la perception 
de la Moukabalab doit etre discontinuee. 

Reste a decider la question de savoir si le Gouvernement peut rembourser aux 
contribuables les sommes qu’ils out ddjb paydes a valoir sur la Moukabalah. C’est 
une question des plus difficiles. Le montant de la somme versde au Trdsor k valoir sur 
la Moukabalab depuis son institution jusqu’au 31 Ddcembre, 1878, est d’environ 
£ E. 15,674,000 (16,076,000/.). Il est vrai qu’une partie de cette somme a dtd payde 
en ” ragaas,” e’est-a-dire en titres constatant une dette de l’Etat envers le contribuable. 
On ne peut gudre douter que l’acceptation de ces ragaas par le Trdsor n’ait donnd lieu 
4 de nombreux abus ; ear, par suite de ce systdme, quelques propridtaires puissants ont 
pu arriver au ddgrdvement d’une moitid de leur impdt foncier sans rien payer en 
espdees. Mais un trds-grand nombre de contribuables pourraient certainement justifier 
du paiement de la Moukabalab en espdees, et il sera maintenant impossible de faire 
une distinction entre ceux qui devraient et ceux qui ne devraient pas profiter des 
paiements faits a valoir sur la Moukabalah. L’arrangement le plus dquitable serait 
sans doute d’emprunter une somme suffisante pour rembourser aux contribuables les 
sommes capitales paydes par eux. Mais il est dvident que la situation financidre ne 
pel-met pas au Gouvernement d’adopter cette manidre de proedder. Du reste, le 
systdme de gouvemer le pays jusqu’a prdsent en vigueur a rendu impossible de rendre 
justice a tous les interets engagds. Le seul rdsultat auquel le nouveau rdgime pourra 
aspirer, c’est de partager l’injustice aussi dquitablement que possible. 

Toutefois, bien que le Gouvernement ne puisse pas rembourser l’intdgralitd des 
sommes paydes par les contribuables a valoir sur la Moukabalab, il peut reconnaitre 

raehat de la Dette Unifiee, apres avoir retranche de la Moukabalah les sommes necessaires pour le service des 
emprunts a court terme et pour combler le deficit budgetaire, est donnli ci-dessous:

1. Creanciers Privileges. 

La liste des crdanciers priviiegies ne doit comprendre que les vdritables employes 
du Gouvernement et les pensionnaires qui ont rendu des services a 1’El tat ou qui 
regoivent des pensions en echange de propridtds prises par l’Eltat. Nous proposons 
que dans le cas ou les traitements ou pensions ne depassent pas £ E. 1,000 par an, le 
Gouvernement paie h cette classe de creanciers les sommes integrales qui leur sont 
dues. Dans le cas ou les traitements ou pensions depassent £ E. 1,000 par an, nous 
proposons que les employes ou pensionnaires soient payes integralement jusqu’h 
concurrence de £ E. 1,000 par an, et que, pour le solde, ils entrent dans 1’arrangement 
que nous aurons a proposer pour les creanciers de la Dette Non-Consolidee. 

2. Creanciers ayant des Gages Speciaux. 

La classe des creanciers ayant des gages speciaux comprend:—

( b .) Les porteurs de titres des emprunts h court terme.

En outre, l’Article 3 du Ddcret du 18 Novembre, 1876, declare que l’annuitd 
ndcessaire au service des obligations priviligides “ restera en tous cas la premiere 
obligation de la Commission de la Dette Publique.” 

Nous proposons de n’apporter aucun cliangement dans les relations entre le 
Gouvernement et cette categorie de creanciers. 

On pourrait peut-ctre mettre en doute requite de ne pas demander do sacrifices a 
une certaine categorie de creanciers, tandis qu’on aura h en demander h toutes les 
autres. A ce raisonnement, nous repondons que la position relativement avantageuse 
des porteurs de titres de la Dette Priviligide est la suite naturelle de l application du 
principe que les gages speciaux doivent etre respectes autant que possible. 

II est h observer d’ailleurs que l’intention sage des ndgociateurs du Ddcret du 
18 Novembre, 1876, a dtd de creer un stock Egyptien qui deviendrait un placement 
stir, et qui serait dans une certaine rnesure independant des speculations de bourse. 
C’est ainsi que le public l’a compris. Bien que les revenus de ces titres fussent 
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relativement minimes, les cours en ont toujours dtd relativement dlevds. Nous sommes 
convaincus que rien ne pourrait si fortement dbranler le crddit du Gouvernement 
Egyptien que de toucher en aucune manidre aux privileges de cette classe de 
creanciers. 


(b.)—Porteurs de Titres des Emprunts a Court Terme. 

La position des porteurs de titres de ces emprunts presente des difficultes excep- 
tionnelles. D’un c&te, ils ont un gage special: les revenus provenant de la Mouka- 
balah. D’un autre c6te, les intdrets gdndraux demandent l’abolition de la Moukabalah, 
et il est impossible dans la situation financidre actuelle de trouver un autre gage de 
valeur egale. Du reste, eomme nous l’avons ddja explique, il est certain que les 
revenus provenant de la Moukabalah ne seraient plus dans l’avenir suffisants pour 
faire face mdme au service de ces emprunts. TTn point special h ces emprunts est que 
la somme applicable a l’amortissement surpasse de beaucoup celle affectde au service 
des interets. Ainsi, pour l’annde courante, le service de ces emprunts exige une 
somme de 1,024,960/., dont 170,016/. seulement applicables au paiement des intdrdts et 
le solde, soit 854,144/. a l’amortissement. 

En effet, c’est surtout l’extinction prochaine de ces emprunts qui leur donne une 
valeur spdeiale. Nous croyons done, puisqu’il est ndcessaire que cette classe de 
creanciers fasse des sacrifices aussi bien que les autres, qu’il serait dans l’intdret des 
creanciers memes aussi bien que dans celui du Gouvernement Egyptien que ces 
sacrifices prennent la forme d’une reduction dans les taux d’intdrdts plut6t que celle 
d’un long ajournement de l’amortissement. Toutefois, la somme annuelle qui serait 
necessaire pour les amortir aux dpoques qui sont maintenant fixees est si grande qu’il 
sera necesssaire de les ajoumer de quelques amides. 

Nous proposons done, quant aux Emprunts 1864 et 1865, de rdduire leur taux 
d’interet de 7 pour cent h 5 pour cent, et, quant a l’Emprunt de 1867, dont le taux 
d’intdret est actuellement de 9 pour cent, de le rdduire a 7 pour cent. 

L’Emprunt 1864 devrait etre amorti le l er Avril, 1880. Nous proposons de 
remettre le terme de son amortissement au l cr Avril, 1884. 

L’Emprunt 1865 devrait dtre amorti le 7 Juillet, 1881. Nous proposons de 
remettre le terme de son amortissement au 7 Juillet, 1885. 

L’Emprunt de 1867 devrait etre amorti le 22 Mai, 1882. Nous proposons de 
remettre le terme de son amortissement au 22 Mai, 1886. 

L’amortissement s’effectuera comme a present au taux de 80. 

La somme necessaire pour faire face au service de ces emprunts pendant l’annde 
1879, dans ces nouvelles conditions, est de 455,868/. 

Il sera ndcessaire d’aifecter certains revenus speciaux au service de ces emprunts 
en remplacement des revenus de la Moukabalah. La manidre de proedder la plus 
logique serait de substituer h la Moukabalah les augmentations do revenus qui, d’aprds 
le plan que nous venons d’exposer, proviendront dans chaque province de son 
abolition; mais ce systdme aurait de grands inconvdnients en pratique. Nous propo¬ 
sons done d’affecter au service de ces emprunts les revenus des provinces de Galliou- 
bieh et Beni-Souef dont le montant est dvalud a environ £ E. 480,000 (492,000/.) 
par an. On verra que, d’aprds cette dvaluation, les revenus de ces provinces 
seront plus que suffisants pour faire face au service des emprunts h court terme. 
Cependant, dans le cas oh ils ne suffiraient pas, nous proposons que le Gouvernement 
prenne l’engagement de combler le deficit avec ses ressources gdndrales, sauf le cas 
de ndcessitd absolue qui doit etre justifid aux Oommissaires de la Caisse. Il est 
improbable que ce cas se prdsente, mais, vu l’incertitude qui rdgne encore sur les 
ressources normales du pays, et l’organisation encore trds-incompldte du systdme 
d’irrigation d’oh ddpend avant tout la prospdritd de l’Egypte, nous ne croyons pas 
devoir proposer une garantie plus absolue que celle qui est ci-dessus indiqude. Elle 
est semblable a cello que nous aurons a proposer pour la Dette Unifide. 

Par suite des nombreuses dclidances de ces emprunts, le cas pourra se prdsenter 
ou le Gouvernement aurait a combler un ddficit a l’oceasion d’une dchdance et que, 
malgrd cela, il y ait un exeddant annuel sur les recettes des deux provinces affectees 
aprds paiement des autres dchdances de l’annde. Dans ce cas, nous proposons que le 
Gouvernement soit remboursd le 30 Octobre de chaque annde jusqu’h concurrence de 
la somme payee de ses ressources gdndrales pour le ddficit. Toutefois en arrdtant le 
compte au 30 Octobre on tiendra compte du coupon a payer le 22 Novembre.

(f.) — MM. Greenfield. 

MM. Greenfield sont les entrepreneurs des travaux du Port d’Alexandria 

Leur crdance se divise en deux parties, savoir :— 

1. La somme restant h payer sur les 704,000/. dont il est fait mention dans le 
Ddcret du 18 Novembre, 1876; 

2. La somme due pour les travaux exdcutds a partir du l er Janvier, 1877, iusqu’au 
31 Decembre, 1878. 

Pour ce qui concerne le solde de 704,000/., dont le montant, y compris 
les^ intdrets, est rdduit a environ 570,000/. au 31 Ddcembre, 1878, nous avons 
ddja exposd, en traitant l’affaire du Grand Syndicat, que nous proposons qu’il soit 
payd intdgralement lorsque le cours de la Dette Unifide permettra la vente d’une por¬ 
tion des 2,000,000/. de titres de la Dette Unifide deposes au Comptoir d’Escompte. 

Il est dvident que l’dquitd demande que MM. Greenfield fassent des sacrifices 
aussi bien que les autres crdanciers, et il est d’autant plus juste de les leur imposer 
que les bdndfices qu’ils ont rdalisds dans l’execution des travaux du Port sont 
excessifs.* 

Nous proposons done que les intdrets sur les sommes dues pour les travaux 
exdcutds depuis le l er Janvier, 1877, jusqu’a prdsent, soient calculds a 5 pour cent, au 
lieu de 10 pour cent, taux actuel. En ce qui concerne les travaux qui restent a 
exdcuter, les intdrets doivent etre dgalement calculds au taux de 5 pour cent. 

Les revenus du Port d’Alexandrie rcsteront afi'cctds au paiement de MM. Green¬ 
field jusqu’a l’entidre extinction de leur crdance. Le montant de ces revenus est 
actuellement d environ 32,000/. par an, mais le Gouveraement espdre pouvoir 
bientdt mettre en vigueur un nouveau Tarif qui les fera considdrablement 
augmenter.

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Mais lo desir d’obtcnir une prompte solution ne pouvait aller jusqu’h ddtourner 
les crdanciers Europdens de leurs juges naturels sans leur assentiment. 

Dans notre idde 1’institution dcs Tribunaux Mixtes doit conserver la pldnitude de 
sa compdtonco. Mais comme la proeddure judieiairo des Tribunaux Mixtes entraine 
ndeessaivement quelques longueurs par suite des delais et des vacances, aussi bien que 
des frais considdrables, nous avons pensd qu’il serait opportun d’offrir aux crdanciers 
en dehors des Tribunaux Mixtes deux autres juridictions fonctionnant d’une manidre 
toute sommaire et sans frais de justice. 

Les Commissions speciales institudes prds de la Cour dAppel a Alexandrie pour 
statucr sur les rdclamations des administrds dtrangers contre le Gouvernement Egyptien 
semblaient faites pour rdpondre a toutes les exigences. 

) He l’autre cotd, il etait juste de donner aussi aux crdanciers la possibilitd de 
s’adresser a la Commission Supdrieure d’Enquete, car elle a ddja fait une fois un 
examen general de la Dette Non-Consolidde et elle pout mieux que tout autre des h 
present et sans perte de temps statuer sur la plus grande partie des crdances envers 
l’Etat. 

Ces. considdrations nous out conduits a rdserver aux crdanciers l’option entre ces 
trois jurisdictions. 

En ce qui conceme les indigenes qui ne sont justiciables ni des Tribunaux 
Mixtes, ni des Commissions speciales de la Cour dAppel, il a dtd dtabli que toute 
demandc formde par un indigene contre l’Etat a raison de droits acquis anterieure- 
ment au l er Janvier, 1879, ne pourra etre portdo que devant la Commission Supdrieure 
d’Enquete. 


Dans Finterdt commun des crdanciers, des ddlais pdremptoires ont dtd fixes pour 
la production de la demande de verification, dans le but d’empdclier que par la faute 
de quclques-uns, tous les autres crdanciers ne soient mis dans Fimpossibilite de toucher 
leurs dividendes au plus t6t. 

En somme, on a thebe d’dcarter tous les obstacles qui pourraient entraver ou 
retarder la marclic prompte et regulidre du travail de la verification des crdances et 
leur liquidation finale. 

Dans cet ordre d’iddes, le cas, quoique fort improbable, a dtd prevu oil les 
Tribunaux Mixtes devraient cesser de fonctionner a 1*expiration de la periode 
quinquennalc. Il a dtd arretd quo dans cette hypothese, et en tout cas dans le ddlai 
de deux ans a compter dc la publication de la loi financidrc, toutes les rdclamations 
formdes contre le Gouvernement Egyptien a raison de droits acquis antdricurement 
aul tr Janvier, 1879, qui n’auraient pas regus une solution definitive, seraient placdes 
sous la compdtcncc exclusive de la Commission Supdrieure d’Enquete. 

Il reste encore a parler de cette elasse de crdanciers qui ont obtenu des juge- 
ments des Tribunaux Mixtes passes en force de chose jugde contre le Gouverne¬ 
ment. 

On sait que par des hypotheques prises en vertu de ces jugements, par les saisies 
faites, cette elasse de crdanciers a erdd les embarras les plus sdrieux a FAdministration 
Financiere, portant en memo temps gi*and prejudice aux autres crdanciers. 

Il est incontestable que la non-exdcution dcs jugements rendus par les Tribunaux 
Mixtes contre le Gouvernement est un fait de la dernidre gravite. 

Mais avant d’en faire peser la responsabilitd sur l’Administration Financiere, il 
importo de se rendre compte dc la situation du Gouvernement Egyptien depuis le 
6 Avril, 1876, jour dela premiere suspension des paiements de l’Etat. 

Le Decret publie dans le “ Moniteur Egyptien,” en date de ce jour, est de la teneur 
suivante: 


“Le Gouvernement du Khddive s’occupant en ce moment d’une combinaison 
financidre destinde ii rdgler la dette Egyptienne, le Conseil des Ministres, dans sa 
sdance de ce jour, a decide que le paiemont des bons et assignations dchdant dans les 
mois d’Avril et de Mai 1876, sera prorogd a trois mois, qui courront de la date des 
bons et assignations avec intdret de 7 pour cent l’an. 

“ Apres sanction du Khddive, cette decision sera publide par les soins du Miuistdre 
des Finances. 

“ Caire , le 6 Avril, 1876. 

“ JDJcret du Khedive. 

(“ Traduction.) 

“ Yu la ddcision de notre Conseil des Ministres, en date de ce jour: 

“ Nous avons ddcrdtd et dderdtons ce qui suit:— 
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“ Article 1". Le paiement des bons et assignations dchdant dans les mois d’Avril et 
de Mai 1876 est prorogd h trois mois, a courir de la date des bons et assignations, avec 
7 pour cent d’intdrdt l’an. 

“Art. 2. Notre Ministre des Finances est charge de l’exdcution du present 
Decret. 

“Abdin, le 6 Avril, 1876. 

(Cachetd) “ISMAIL.” 

On remarquera que ce Decret consacre ddja non-seulement une prorogation dans 
les dchdances, mais encore une diminution dans les intdrets qui jusque-la avaient couru 
h un taux beaucoup plus dlevd. 

A partir de ce moment le Gouvernement se trouva, il est impossible de ne pas le 
reconnaitre, en 6tat de ddconfiture'. II remplissait, il est vrai, une partie de ses engage¬ 
ments, on fit le service des coupons et de l’amortissement de la Dette Consolidde, mais 
pour le faire, on contracta en meme temps de nouvelles dettes, et on ne paya pas une 
partie considerable des creanciers de l’Etat. 

Cette deconfiture que le Gouvernement s’effor^a de deguiser autant qu’on le put, 
fut pourtant trds-rdelle et se prolongea jnsqua ce jour. 

Dans cet intervalle, de nombreuses condamnations furent prononcdes par les 
Tribunaux Mixtes contre l’Administration Einaneidre du pays, et, comme elle ne pouvait 
pas les exdcuter, des saisies furent faites et des inscriptions hypothecates prises. 

Il suffit de rappeler ici ce qui se passa pour l’Emprunt ltothscliild: des porteurs 
de jugements ont obtenu des inscriptions hypothecates sur les domaines servant de 
gage a cet emprunt. La maison Rothschild suspcndait la remise des fonds, et le 
Gouvernement fut alors contraint a recourir a des avances dont il paye l’int diet a 7 pour 
cent, tandis que la maison Rothschild ne lui sort qu’un interet de 2 pour cent. _ 

Une partie des cr&mciers clierclie ainsi a s’assurer une position priviligide au 
prejudice de la masse. 

Les Tribunaux Mixtes ne pouvaient que partir de la suppression que le Gouveme- 
ment etait solvable et se refusait seulement a remplir ses engagements. 

Le Gouvernement, d’un autre c6td, espdrant toujours pouvoir s’arranger aveo 
tous ses creanciers, fit son possible pour confirmer l’hypotlidse de sa solvabilite. 

Mais a present que nouspouvons embrasser d’un coup d’oeil toutc la situation dans 
ses phases successives a partir du Decret du 6 Avril, 1876, ces illusions sont devenues 
impossibles. Nous voyons que les Tribunaux Mixtes aussi bien que les crdanciers ont 
dt6 enduits en erreur, que le Decret du 6 Avril, 1876, etait reelLement le commence¬ 
ment et la declaration de la deconfiture et que, par les efforts faits par le Gouvernement 
pour cacher ou defigurer ce fait, la complication est devenue toujours plus inextricable. 
Or, il importe de se bien rendre compte de la situation actuelle, situation qui n’a pu 
se produire que dans des circonstances aussi anormales. 

La question a laquelle il s’agit de repondre est celle-ci:— 

Est-il possible en droit et en equite d’admettre des jugements rendus lorsque le 
ddbiteur se trouvait ddja en 6tat de faillite ? Peut-on admettre que cos jugements 
puissent confdrer rdellement des droits a une partie des crdanciers au detriment de tous 

les autres ? _ . 

Au point de vue juridique, la question peut etre resolue par assimilation aux 
Articles 220 et suivants du Code do Commerce Egyptien, et specialement ii 1’Article 239, 
qui indique que les incriptions liypothdcaires ne peuvent pas etre prises aprds le juge- 
ment ddclaratif de faillite, et peuvent etre ddelardes nulles quand el les sont prises aprds 
la cessation des paiements ; h 1’Article 360 et suivants, oil les porteurs de jugements 
ne figurent pas parmi les creanciers priviligies; a 1’Article 381, prescrivant que le 
montant do l’actif, deduction faite des sommes payees aux creanciers priviligies, doil 
etre 6galement rdpavti entre tous les crdanciers. 

Nous nous rdfdrons enfin aux Articles 418, 516 et suivants, et 565 du Code de 
Commerce Era^ais oil ces regies ont dte puisccs. 

Au point dc vue ldgal, la question nous semble 6trc tranchce et il ne nous restc 
qu’h 1’examiner aussi sous le rapport de 1’dquitd. 

Peut-on soutenir que cctte partie des creanciers qui, pour s’assurer un traitement 
plus favorable n’a recule devant aucune mesa re lcgalcment admissible, toute prejudi- 
ciablc qu’elle fut aux autres creanciers et ii l’Etat, devrait etre payee integralement, 
tandis quo les autres, dont les droits ne sont pas moins ineontcstables, devraient on 

supporter les frais ? t 

Car, si l’on devait payer en entier les porteurs de jugements, il ne restorait pour 
les autres qu’une fraction minime de l’aetif actuel. 
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Il n’y a pas dc moyen terme entre les exigences des uns qui, forts de leurs juge¬ 
ments, veulent etre payes integralement, et les autres qui reclament un traitement 
dgal pour tous. 

Entre les deux alternatives que nous venous d’indiquer, il s’agit de faire un choix 
ddfinitif. 

Nous croyons, qu’en droit, les jugements rendus aprds que la ddconfiture existe, 
doivent etre frappds de nullite, et qu’en stricte dquitd une repartition dgale entre tous 
ceux qui, avant la declaration de la deconfiture, e’est-a-dire avant le Decret du 6 Avril, 
1876, appartenaient a la classe des creanciers ordinaires, est la seule solution soutenable, 
du moment quo le fait et la date de cette deconfiture sont dtablis incontestablement. 
Les intdrets de 12 pour cent l’an sont en meme temps rdduits par l’effet do la loi 
projetde a 5 pour cent par an pour dtablir ainsi l’dgalite entre les diffdrentes classes 
des crdanoiers. 

_ D’ailleurs, le but que le Projet de Loi poursuit n’est pas seulement un acte de 
justice, e’est aussi une oeuvre de salut public; en l’accomplissant, on entend sauve- 
garder de la manidre la plus efficace les intdrets particuliers. 

On ne peut admettre que la Dette Non-Consolidde qui est un legs du passd pdse 
inddfiniment sur l’avenir, et autoriser les crdanciers qui ne seraient pas entidrement 
libdrds avec les mesures actuelles a entraver par leurs poursuites la marche rdgulidre 
du Gouvernement et des services publics. 

A ce double point de vue, il parait indispensable de pourvoir a l’insuffisance des 
ressources disponihles par l’dmission de titres ndgociahles qui serviront ii solder toutes 
les crdances. 

L’emission de ces titres ne pourra avoir lieu qu’aprds l’aclidvement de la 
liquidation. 

Ils porteront intdret a 5 pour cent avec jouissance du l er Janvier, 1879. Leur 
amortissement ne pourra ddpasser douze anndes. 

Les intdrets et l’amortissement annuels formeront une charge du budget. 

Pour abrdger la periodc d’amortissement, le Gouvernement s’engagera ay consacrer 
en outre les ressources extraordinairos qu’il pourra se procurer par la vente des terrains 
domaniaux dont l’etenduc est considerable. 

En ce qui conceme la situation faite par la prdsente loi aux crdanciers non-con- 
solidds vis-a-vis des porteurs dc titres de la Dette Consolidde, il suffit de rappeler ici que 
les porteurs de titres ont ddja fait lors de la conversion des sacrifices trds-considdrables 
en vertu de l’arrangemcnt qui, par lour acceptation, a acquis le earaetdre d’un contrat 
bilatdral entre eux et le Gouvernement Egyptien. 

De nouveaux sacrifices quoique d’une nature temporaire leur sont imposds a 
prdsent. 

Une comparaison entre les sacrifices des uns et des autres montre clairement qu’en 
tant qu’il ffit possible dans un dtat de choses aussi compliqud, nous avons considdrd 
comme un devoir d’etre justes envers tous et e’est dans cette pensde quo nous avons 
plac6 le service des nouveaux titres 5 pour cent, destines au solde de la Dette Non- 
Consolidde, sous la tutelle de la Commission de la Dette Publique, faisant participer 
ainsi ces crdanciers aux avantages et garantics que comporte cette institution. 

Ces observations suflisent, nous l’espdrons. pour justifier nos propositions. 

La loi quo nous proposons no peut dovenir obligatoire, en tant qu’elle doit etre 
appliqudc par les Tribunaux Mixtes, quo par l’assentiment des Puissances. Or, elle 
peut prdsenter dans son execution des difficultds inattendues. Ces difficultds seraient 
insunnontablcs s’il fallait recourir pour la solution dc cliacune d’elles a des ndgo- 
ciations nouvelles. Il est done ndeessaire que la Commission d’Enquete puisse disposer 
de pouvoirs assez dtendus pour les rendre inutiles. Tel est le but de l’avant-dernier 
Article du Projet de Loi. 


Budget de 1879. 

Les prdvisions de recettes ont dtd faites d’aprds les recouvrements de l’annde 1877 
qui passe pour une amide normale. 

Toute autre evaluation eflt dtd hasardeuse dans l’dtat actuel des services; l’expd- 
rience commandait de s’en abstenir. 

On no s’est dcartd des rendements de 1877 que pour un petit nombre d’articles, 
par suite de considerations inurement etiuliees. 

C’est ainsi que nous avons cm pouvoir admettre, avec 1’Administration, pour les 
droits de douane, une augmentation de 9 pour cent, dont la majeure partie etait ddjh 
aequise en 1878 sur les taxes d’impoM iiion, et pour le droit d’oetroi sur les tabacs 
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Strangers une augmentation de 75 pour cent, par le motif que les dispositions du 
Ddcret du 29 Mars, 1878, doivent amener la cessation de la contrebande et attirer en 
Egypte les tabacs strangers qui n’y venaient point pr6c6demmcnt. 

A l’dgard des contributions kkaradjy et ouckoury, nous avons admis dgalement 
une certaine plus-value, en raison de la suppression de la Moukabalah, les faits ay ant 
d6montr6 que le recouvrement de cette taxe sp6ciale avait toujours eu lieu au detri¬ 
ment de l’imp6t foncier. 

Les contributions kliaradjy et ouckoury seront d ailleurs accrues de £ E. 1,102,000 
(£ st. 1,130,256) reprdsentant la portion de ces impdts ddgrevee autdrieurement en 
execution des lois sur la Moukabalak, et une surtaxe spdciale de £ E. 150,000 
(£ s t. 153,846) sera ajoutde k l’imp6t ouckoury, conformement aux propositions 
d6velopp6es plus kaut.

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Nous disons apparent, attendu que la semestrialite du Syndicat et Pexcddant 
des affectations gendrales resteront en majeure partie, sinon en totalite, disponibles 
pour parer aux insuffisances des services administratifs. (Yoir a cet dgard les Articles 
de la loi de r6glement qui concernent le fonds commun.) 

Le D6cret du 18 Novembre, 1876, eontient l’engagement de limiter a la somme 
de 4,500,000/. par au les depenses d’administration jusqu’k la fin de 1885. 

Si l’on ajoute a cette somme eelle de 1,048,000/., montant des dispenses qui, 6tant 
alors pr61ev6es par diverses Administrations sur leurs recettes, n’entraient pas dans 
le budget, on arrive a un chiffre de 5,548,000/. 

Dans le Budget de 1879 qui eontient l’intd^ralitd des recettes et des depenses sans 
aueune compensation, les ddpenses administratives proprement dites s’615vent seule- 
ment k £ E. 3,052,366 (3,130,000/.) Si l’on y ajoute le tribut et la Liste Civile, 
elles montent a 4,190,000/., soit entre ce dernier cliiffre et la fixation de 1876, une 
r6duetion de 1,060,000/., qui temoigne des efforts fructueux faits par le Gouvernement 
pour introduire de l’6conomie dans les services administratifs pendant qu’il demandait 
des sacrifices eonsiddrables au pays et 4 ses crdanciers.

THE despatches which have been received by the last mail from Mr. Lascelles detail 
the circumstances under which the Khedive dismissed the two European Ministers whom 
he had appointed in the autumn. The Ministers were engaged in preparing a measure for 
dealing effectively with the embarrassments of the Egyptian Treasury. A provisional 
draft of this scheme, which was far from being complete or definitively settled, was 
communicated by them to the Khedive confidentially for his information. The Khedive 
did not express to them any objection to any part of it, or request that it should be in 
any way modified. But suddenly he announced the dismissal of the Ministers, giving as 
his reason the objections that he entertained to this incomplete project, which he imme¬ 
diately published; and he at the same time produced an alternative scheme of his own, 
which, without their knowledge, he had previously elaborated. No other conclusion can 
be drawn but that, previously to the communication of his Ministers’ views, he had been 
preparing their dismissal in concert with other councillors. 

The attitude which His Highness had bound himself to maintain towards his 
Ministers was defined by himself at the time of the issue of the Decree of the 
28th August, 1878, under which the reforms indicated by the Commission of Inquiry were 
sanctioned. The Decree was communicated to the Powers through their Representatives, 
and its effect was described in explicit language by His Highness in a letter to Nubar 
Pasha:— 

“ Au lieu d’un pouvoir personnel, principe actuel du Gouvernement de l’Egypte, je 
veux un pouvoir qui imprime, il est vrai, une direction generate aux affaires, mais qui 
trouve son equilibre dans un Conseil de Ministres. En un mot, je veux dordnavant 
gouverner avec et par mon Conseil de Ministres.” 

As a part of this reform, His Highness resolved at the same time to confer the offices 
of Finance Minister and Minister of Public Works on trained European administrators, 
experienced in similar functions in their own countries. He offered the Ministry of 
Finance to Mr. Rivers Wilson. In doing so His Highness acted entirely of his own 
accord. Neither officially nor unofficially was such a measure recommended or even 
suggested to him by Her Majesty’s Government, or by any agent on their behalf. 
Mr. Rivers Wilson was a servant of the Crown, and therefore it was impossible for him to 
accept the offer made to him without the leave of Her Majesty’s Government. The 
Khedive accordingly made a formal application to Her Majesty’s Government for the 
necessary permission. It was accorded with the expression of some reluctance on the 
part of the Treasury, under whom Mr. Rivers Wilson was serving, as it rendered necessary 
special arrangements for the discharge of his duties. But Her Majesty’s Government 
consented to give their leave, convinced that the course which the Khedive was pursuing 
was judicious, and being willing to facilitate, so far as they were able, the introduction of 
a just and enlightened system of administration into Egypt. In making such an applica¬ 
tion and obtaining this favour from Her Majesty’s Government the Khedive cannot, 
undoubtedly, be held to have bound himself to retain Mr. Wilson permanently in office. 
In fact, formal provision was at the same time made for the revival of the control, in case 
the two European Ministers should be removed from the posts confided to them. But in 
asking Her Majesty’s Government to make a special arrangement in order that he might 
have the advantage of the services of one of their most distinguished public servants, the 
Khedive gave, by implication, an assurance that he was engaged upon a serious and honest 
experiment, and really intended to avail himself of Mr. Wilson’s services. 

His Highness has given more recent and more formal engagements in the same sense. 
On more than one occasion he has expressed his intention to conform to the wishes ot the 
English and French Governments, and to work cordially with the European Ministers; 
and he has volunteered this assurance subsequently to the events which led to the resigna¬ 
tion of Nubar Pasha. On the 9th March, in a note communicated to the Agents of 
England and France, His Highness said :— 

“ Le Khedive renouvelle l’expression de sa ferme volonte de se conformer aux 
decisions des Gouvernements Anglais et Fran<;ais, et de maintenir intact le Rescrit du 
28 Aout, 1878, sauf les modifications sur lesquelles l’accord s’est etabli. . . . . 

Les deux membres Europeens du Cabinet auront le droit d’opposer un vdto absolu a toute 

mesure qu’ils d6sapprouveraient.Le Khddive comprend la responsabilite qu’il 

assume par ces nouveaux arrangements. 11 affirme aux Gouvernements de la I ranee et 
de la Grande Bretagne que tous ses efforts tendront a en assurer l’enti&re execution, et

qu’il donnera en toutes circonstances le concours le plus complet et le plus loyal au 
Cabinet pour le maintien de la s^curite publique et le fonctionnement du nouvel ordre de 
ehoses.” 

His Highness renewed these assurances in a letter under date of the 23rd March, 
addressed to the then Prime Minister, Prince Tewfik ; and on the following day the Prince 
coqveyed to Mr. Lascelles the Khedive’s determination to act in harmony with his 
Ministers. Her Majesty’s Government, as well as the Government of France, therefore 
had every right to assume that a fair trial was about to be given to the arrangements, in 
the establishment of which they had been asked to co-operate. They had certainly little 
cause to anticipate that on the 7th April those arrangements would be suddenly over¬ 
thrown. 

The breach of, these engagements, and the precipitate and causeless dismissal of 
Ministers whose services the Khedive had solicited the Governments of England and 
France to place at his disposal, are not only at variance with the spirit of the Reform of 
the 28th August, but constitute a grave and apparently intentional discourtesy to friendly 
Powers. 

The Khedive is well aware that the considerations which compel Her Majesty’s 
Government to take an interest in the destinies of Egypt have led them to pursue no 
other policy than that of developing the resources and securing the good government of 
the country. They have hitherto considered the independence of the Khedive and the 
maintenance of his dynasty as important conditions for the attainment of these ends; and 
the same sentiments have, they are well assured, animated the Government of France. 
His Highness has of his own accord brought under the cognizance of the two Govern¬ 
ments the reforms hy which he proposed to limit the exercise of his own personal power, 
and to place in the hands of competent European administrators the two most important 
and most difficult departments of his administration. 

We retain the favourable judgment which we formed last autumn of the proposed 
institutions, ai)d lour opinion is in no way. modified by the ill-advised resolution which has 
led'His Highness to disregard the assurance he had given, and to break off the experiment 
when it had scarcely begun to work. We would rather assume that the decision thus 
hastily taken by His Highness, both with respect to the future conduct of the reform and 
the attitude he proposes to maintain towards the two Governments, is not final. We 
prefer to look to his future action for a favourable interpretation of the conduct he has 
lately pursued. But if he continues to ignore the obligations imposed upon him by his 
past acts and assurances, and persists in declining the assistance of European Ministers 
whom the two Powers may place at his disposal, we must conclude that the disregard of 
engagements which has marked his recent action was the result of a settled plan, and that 
he deliberately renounces all pretension to their friendship. 

In such a case it will only remain for the two Cabinets to reserve to themselves an 
entire liberty of appreciation and action in defending their interests in Egypt, and in 
seeking the arrangements best calculated to secure the good government' and prosperity 
of the country.

His Highness kept M. Caillard in conversation till past midnight, but 
made no allusion to what had just taken place. 

On the following morning, the 15th instant, Major Baring called upon me, accom¬ 
panied by Mr. Wilson, and told me that it had been decided, at a meeting that had just 
been held, that the members of the Commission of the Public Debt should request their 
respective Consuls-General to go to the Khedive and protest against the violation of the 
post which had taken place. Although I was of opinion that it would not be advisable to 
take this step without instructions from your Lordship, to whom I had already reported 
the facts of the case in my telegram No. 43,1 said that I would consult my colleagues, 
and would join them in a protest, if they thought it advisable to make one, and I at once 
went to see Baron Saurma, the German Consul-General, who was strongly opposed to 
such a measure, on the ground that as the Agents and Consuls-General had not protested 
against the coup d'etat itself, they could scarcely protest against what was, after all, merely 
an incident of the coup d'etat. 

After leaving Baron Saurma I called upon M. Godeaux, who was also averse to. 
making any representation to the Khedive without instructions from his Government, and 
I consequently decided not to do so myself. 

I am informed that M. de Martino, the Italian Agent and Consul-General, was the 
only one of the foreign Representatives who spoke to the Khedive on the subject. His 
Highness expressed his entire ignorance of the occurrence, and his surprise that M. Caillard, 
who was with him till a late hour on the previous evening, should not have mentioned it 
to him, and he added that he would send immediately for Cherif Pasha and make inquiries 
upon the subject. 

In the course of the evening I received from Cherif Pasha the note of which I have 
the honour to inclose a copy, setting forth the reasons which had induced the Government 
to give orders for the suspension of the delivery of the Report of the Commission of 
Inquiry, and stating that orders had since been given to proceed with the delivery. I had 
the honour to communicate the substance of this note to your Lordship in my telegram 
No. 45. 

The consequence of the action thus taken by the Egyptian Government will be to 
delay the Report of the Commission of Inquiry being so fully known in Europe as soon as 
it would otherwise have been, and it is possible that they hoped thereby that the plan 
submitted by the Khedive might be approved of before the Report of the Commission was 
generally known, but this advantage, if advantage it be, will be dearly purchased by the 
distrust which must necessarily henceforth be felt as to the safety of the Egyptian Post 
Office, which, owing to the admirable manner in which M. Caiilard had conducted the 
postal administration, had obtained the confidence of the public, and it will provide an 
argument for the maintenance of the foreign post offices, the necessity for which, it was 
hoped, had ceased to exist.

DURING an interview which I had with M. Waddington this afternoon I communi¬ 
cated to him the substance of the instructions given me respecting Egyptian affairs in your 
Lordship’s telegrams Nos. 34 and 35 of yesterday. 

M. Waddington opened the conversation by observing that he had seen in the news¬ 
papers that Mr. Rivers Wilson was about to leave Egypt. 

I said that it had become difficult to keep open Mr. Rivers Wilson’s place in England 
while he was not actually performing any functions in Egypt, and that, therefore, for 
Departmental reasons, he had been summoned home. I added that, of course, this did 
not in any way affect the co-operation between the French and English Governments. 

I then adverted to the drafts of despatches to Cairo and Constantinople which 
M. Waddington had asked me to submit confidentially to your Lordship. 

I observed that, to a person so thoroughly acquainted with the English language as 
M. Waddington, it was unnecessary to point out the difficulty of converting a French 
draft into an English despatch by simply translating it; and I added that, in the present 
case, some modification or addition was necessary, with regard to certain points, in order 
to adapt the argument to England. 

1 went on to say that your Lordship had, however, informed me yesterday by 
telegraph that Her Majesty’s Government concurred generally in the drafts prepared by 
M. Waddington, and were drawing up despatches which would be substantially the same 
as those drafts, and which would conclude with the same demands. 

The despatch to Cairo was, I said, to leave London by the mail of last night; and 
Her Majesty’s Government had, moreover, directed Mr. Vivian to return to his post by 
the same opportunity, in order that he might be present to enforce it upon the Khedive.

The interests of the Porte in Egypt would them¬ 
selves be compromised by the disorder and anarchy which would be the inevitable 
consequences of such a state of affairs. 

It is conceivable that in that case there might be no other means of establishing good 
government at Cairo but by having recourse to the measures proposed by the Grand 
Vizier. It would then be necessary to consider whether there were not sufficient grounds 
for deposing the Khedive, and even for revoking the Firman by which the new order of 
succession was established. Supposing the justice, and expediency of such a step to be in 
our judgment established, we should no longer hesitate to accept Khaireddin Pashas 

offer. . ,

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Considering also that the Commissioners of the Public Debt, as the representa¬ 
tives of the creditors, have not the power of renouncing any of the rights acquired by 
the creditors, and that the only manner of modifying the Decrees would be either by 
an agreement with the creditors or by a law which would be obligatory upon all 
persons interested. 

Considering that the Commissioners have always maintained this principle, even 
with regard to the financial plan prepared by the Commission of Inquiry, and in 
which they themselves took a part. 

Considering that the plan adopted by the Egyptian Government has neither been 
accepted by the creditors nor has the character of an obligatory law, and that con¬ 
sequently the Commissioners of the debt cannot regard it as their rule of conduct. 

Eor these reasons they are of opinion that:— 

1. No alteration can legally be made by the new plan in the relations between 
the Government and the creditors. 

2. They consequently protest against any reduction of interest or charge as 
regards the sinking fund, and in general against any modification of the above- 
mentioned Decrees. 

3. They therefore demand the payment of the 280,000/. due on the 1st November 
last on account of the sinking fund on the Unified Debt. 

4. The sum of 1,990,754/. for the coupon due on the 1st May should be paid to 
them before the 30tli instant. 

5. As regards the payment of the interest on the loan of 1864, which was post¬ 
poned for a month from the 1st instant, they refer to a letter which they have 
addressed to the Minister of Finance.

My Lord, Cairo, April 26, 1879. 

WITH reference to my despatch No. 236, Political, of the 19th instant, I have 
the honour to inclose three extracts from private letters addressed to Mr. Borg by the 
British Consular Agent at Zagazig, giving an account of the misery to which the 
population are put by the severity with which money is being collected by the Egyptian 
Government. 

Similar accounts have reached me from other parts of the country, and although 
it is possible that these statements may be somewhat exaggerated, there can be no 
doubt that very harsh measures have been employed, and that the poorer classes of the 
population are reduced to misery. 

The discontent caused by such a state of things exists, I am informed, to a large 
extent in the army, and has given rise to a feeling of hostility against the Khedive, 
not only among the private soldiers, who are recruited from among the suffering 
classes of the population, but also among the officers, who, although they may be 
strongly opposed to European interference, regard the Khedive as being responsible for 
the disasters that have fallen upon the country.

Extracts from Private Letters addressed to Mr. Borg by Mr. Felice. 

YOU ask how is the new rdgime working ? Worse than before. Three-fourths of 
the taxes and imposts, and one half of the Moukabala are now exacted by means of 
the usual oppressions. Nay, it tells more at present, as the fellah, having no crop of 
cotton or grain to realize, is obliged to have recourse to usurers for money, which he 
gets at some 4 or 5 per cent, per month. He has no alternative if he would avoid 
the “ Corbash.” The Zawats meanwhile pay only the “Mai” (land tax proper) at 
their pleasure, and therefore see everything en couleur de rose. The engines of the law 
and all sorts of injustice are applied or dealt to the poor, but of course not to 
the rich. 

The chief officers of the Moudirieh are, as usual, out in the villages to collect by 
the usual means. 

The troops that had been disbanded are recalled with all haste under their 
colours. 

******* 

I hear on good authority that 50,000/. is required from this province in seven 
days. The Moudir is in the neighbourhood of Abou Kebir to flagellate (sic) the poor 
fellaheen. Encouraged by his reappointment to the post, from which he had been 
dismissed by Mr. Wilson, he is doing his best to collect 60,000/. in lieu of 50,000/. 
I leave you to imagine how barbarously the whip is applied there and in several other 
places. 

Omar Pasha Loutfy, Inspector of Lower Egypt, has been here of late, and 
has given stringent orders for the collection of money by all possible means. 

I stated in my letter of the 19th instant that matters were looking worse than 
before, and it is clear they shall yet grow worse still, as in the present moments the 
fellaheen have nothing but soil in their fields. 

******* 

With reference to affairs here, I have to add that the fellaheen are running about 
the streets like madmen, and to any European they meet (and they also knock at the 
doors of houses) they ask for money at any rate of interest. The officers themselves 
are annoyed and in despair at having to use all stringency in collecting money, and 
what is nicer there is none to be had.

Titre Y.—Dispositions Generates.

Sir A. Paget to the Marquis of Salisbury.—(Received May 5.) 

(No. 177. Confidential.) 

My Lord, Pome, April 25, 1879. 

I TOOK an early opportunity, in my interview with M. Depretis yesterday, ot 
speaking to his Excellency respecting the recent summary changes which had been made 
in the Government of Egypt. 

I said that my reason for alluding to this subject was, that I knew there was a very 
strong impression in England that to the action of M. de Martino, the Italian Consul- 
General, was largely due the sort of coup d'etat which had been effected by the Khedive, 
and that I ought not to conceal from his Excellency that this information had very 
naturally been the cause of great annoyance, and, perhaps, even a little irritation, to Her 
Majesty’s Government. 

M. Depretis at once interrupted me by stating, in the most positive and categorical 
terms, that there was not one single word of truth in the report in question, and he begged 
me to convey this declaration at once to your Lordship. He denied it, he said, in the 
most absolute manner, in his own name, and in that of the Italian Government. How 
could it be supposed for an instant, he inquired, that at a time when he was most anxious 
to have a complete understanding with Her Majesty’s Government in regard to affairs in 
the East, he could take a step which would, of course, be calculated to produce a directly 
contrary effect. It would have been madness (“ c’eftt 6t4 la folie ”) to do so. 

His Excellency went on to say that although he had never had much confidence in 
the durability of the regime inaugurated by the Khedive last August, and although he had 
certainly felt that Italy had a fair claim to be represented in the new order of things, he 
had, nevertheless, sent the most precise instructions to the Italian Consul-General to be 
extremely reserved and prudent in his conduct, to confine himself to the protection of the 
interests confided to his care, and to avoid anything which could in any way tend to impede 
or embarrass the regular working of the new Administration, or to thwart the policy of 
England and France, but especially of England in Egypt. 

M. Depretis said lie wished to act as far as possible with France also in regard to all 
matters of interest in the Mediterranean, but a complete and cordial understanding with 
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England was the basis of his foreign policy. There was no question, he said, as far as he 
could conceive, in which the interests of Italy and England could clash; he could, however, 
conceive questions in which it would be impossible for Italy to go along with France and 
other countries. Hence, an intimate alliance with England was what he looked to, and 
I might rely upon it that he would not sacrifice this object for any considerations con¬ 
nected with Egypt. 

“I wish,” he said, “for a cordial understanding with England on all questions 
connected with our mutual interests in the Mediterranean and the East, and if you like to 
carry this understanding further, I am quite willing to do so.” 

I replied that it gave me great satisfaction to receive this explicit declaration from 
his Excellency, but was he, I inquired, quite convinced that M. de Martino had not done 
rather more than he had been authorized to do by his instructions ? 

M. Depretis said he was quite sure that M. de Martino had strictly conformed to his 
instructions. If he thought he had not, he would recall him immediately. He believed, 
he said, that the accusations against him were, perhaps, traceable to personal feelings, 
possibly to the European Ministers, but he was quite sure that if Mr. Vivian was interro¬ 
gated he would acquit M. de Martino of the charges brought against him. 

As an instance of the false reports which get abroad in regard to the action of the 
Italian Government in Egyptian affairs, M. Depretis referred to the announcement which 
had appeared in the papers, that M. de Martino, the Consul-General, had been called to 
Rome to confer with the Government, and to receive their instructions in reference to 
the present crisis. 

This statement, his Excellency said, was entirely opposed to fact. It was not M. de 
Martino, the Consul-General, who had come to Rome, but his nephew, who had been 
Secretary of the Italian Embassy in London, and was now employed in Egypt, the son of 
the Deputy de Martino, who had lately died, and he had come to Rome to attend to the 
settlement of his father’s affairs, and not in any way on account of the affairs of Egypt. 

Count Tornielli, whom I afterwards saw, informed me, while confirming M. Depretis’ 
above reported statements, that M. de Martino, in his first telegram announcing the recent 
changes effected by the Khedive, had said, “ Comme il est possible que I’on m’accuse 
d’etre pour quelque chose dans ce qui vient de se passer, je prie votre Excellence de croire 
que je ne me suis pas dcarte d’une ligne de ses instructions.”

M. GODEAUX and I had audiences of Khedive yesterday, when we each read to him 
our instructions, and warned him of their serious nature, and of necessity of yielding to 
demands of the two Governments. 

He has sent us an ample apology for the affront, which he declares was never 
intended, to the two Governments for whom he professes to entertain the most sincere 

respect. , . 

But, as regards the re-establishment of European Ministers, he declares that he cannot 
pronounce himself without consulting his Cabinet; that after all that has occurred, and in 
the excited state of public feeling, he fears the proposal is, at all events for the present, 
impossible : any control, however stringent, but no foreigners in the Cabinet, [who?] would 
now more than ever be regarded as imposed upon him. 

Chdrif Pasha declares that while apology for what happened concerns the Khedive, 
who is responsible for the breach of any engagement or for any affront to the Powers, the 
readmission of European Ministers regards the Cabinet, who will not allow Khedive to 
agree to it even if he wishes to do so. If he yields in spite of them they will resign and 
leave him to his fate. They say they will agree to most stringent control that can be 
devised, but not to the re-establishment of a system that has become odious after all that 
has happened. 

I doubt if the Ministry will yield on this, and if they resign there is no one to take 
their places, and something like anarchy may ensue. I have pointed out that if there be 
any truth and sincerity in this so-called national movement, and new Government is really 
desirous to control Khedive, their hands would be strengthened by the moral support 
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of Europeans in Cabinet. They recognized the necessity of our support, but not in this 
shape. 

I believe tjie answer will be to this effect. 

I am convinced that reimposition of European Ministers at this moment, in the 
present temper of certain classes, would be a most hazardous experiment, doomed 
,to certain failure; I believe movement, which the Khedive probably initiated to get 
rid of the European Ministers, has, at all events for the present, passed out of his 
control. 

On the other hand, I am strongly averse to leaving the Khedive in power under 
purely native control, which, however well-intentioned, will probably fail to cope with him 
for long. 

Two courses are, I think, open to Her Majesty’s Government: either, after receiving 
the Khedive’s apology, to hold aloof and watch the results of this experiment of a native 
Constitutional Government, upon the probable results of which I should be sorry yet 
to pronounce myself; or at once to ask for the deposition of the Khedive on the ground 
of his misgovernment.

Messrs. Rothschild to the Marquis of Salisbury.—(Received May 6.) 

My Lord, New Court , May 5, 1879. 

WE have the honour to address your Lordship, in consequence of a telegram we 
have received from our agent in Cairo, informing us that the Tribunals have decided 
in favour of one of the creditors who had laid an attachment on some of the domains 
ceded by the Khedive and mortgaged as security for the payment of the interest on 
the loan. The validity of the other attachments will now be tried, and as the 
principle and rights of the attachment have been recognised by the Tribunals, the 
validity of the remaining attachments depends only on the correctness of the details,, 
and on form. 

A considerable portion of the domains is, therefore, still encumbered, and cannot 
be included in the required mortgage; the Khedive and the Egyptian Government 
are thus unable to carry out the terms of the contract made, in consequence of the 
Convention entered into with the English and French Governments. 

We therefore take the liberty of asking your Lordship to telegraph to Mr. Vivian 
to concert with our agent in Cairo, and to make such representations to the Khedive 
that the attachments on the domains may be removed by an arrangement with the 
creditors, and that all parties may then be in a position to carry out the terms of the 
contract.

My Lord, German Embassy, May 11, 1879. 

THE Viceroy of Egypt has issued a Decree, dated the 22nd ultimo, respecting 
the arrangement of the Government debts. By that Decree the existing rights of the 
creditors are restricted and abolished at the sole discretion of the Viceroy, without 
explanation with the legal owners and without agreement with the European Powers. 

This proceeding violates the engagements which the Viceroy contracted with the 
European Powers at the institution of the Judicial Reform. 

According to the “Reglement Judiciaire,” the right of the Governments 
creditors are under the protection of the Mixed Courts of Justice, in conformity With 
the provisions of the Civil Code, and the Egyptian Government is hound to have the 
sentences of those Courts executed; the rights of the bondholders of the funded debt 
are further placed under the guarantee of the Mixed Courts by special agreement with 
the Egyptian Government. . 

Former attempts of the Egyptian Government to modify at will the rights of the 
creditors, in disregard of its international engagements, have been decidedly opposed 
by the Powers, and, in particular, the Viceroy himself has been required to enforce, 
without reservation, the sentences passed by the Reform Courts in regard to claims 
against the Government. 

Notwithstanding these warnings the Decree of the 22nd April altogether ignores 
the Government’s international engagements and the guaranteed rights of the 
creditors. 

Considering the accessory circumstances under which this measure has been 
taken, it is eminently calculated to endanger the interests and rights of European 

subjects. . 

Moreover, it may already be anticipated with certainty that the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment will not even adhere to the provisions of the aforesaid Decree, but will be 
tempted to further unfair and arbitrary restrictions of the creditors’ rights without 
regard to the competency and authority of the Mixed Courts. 

The proceedings of the Egyptian Government appear the more unjustifiable and 
indiscreet, inasmuch as the scheme prepared by the Commission of Inquiry, for the 
arrangement of the Egyptian debt, is just now under examination by the Powers, and 
on the basis of that scheme the Powers might have agreed upon an arrangement 
legally binding for all, promising durability, and likely to have a permanent beneficial 
influence on the welfare of the country. . 

The Imperial Government has abstained from any active interference m reference 
to Egyptian affairs, so far as regards questions of a general political character, and the 
more or less direct influence on the Governmental relations of the country, confidently 
leaving the defence of general European interests, with which Germany identifies her 
own, to the effectual care of the friendly Powers most interested. The German 
Government intends to adhere steadfastly to this policy. 

But in face of a measure by which the Egyptian Government directly, and m the 
most regardless manner, violates international agreements in which the German 
Empire participated, and in the accomplishment whereof the Imperial Government 
took an active share, that Government feels itself bound to form its resolutions without 
delay for the defence of the sorely endangered authority of the Reform Courts, as 
well as of the rights and interests of the Empire’s subjects, and to take a firm position 
in opposition to the arbitrary proceedings of the Viceroy. 

The Imperial Consul-General has accordingly been instructed to declare to the 

VlCGrOY" 1 *’ • 

“That the Imperial Government looks upon the Decree of the 22nd April, 
by which the Egyptian Government at its own will regulates the debt affairs, thereby 
abolishing existing recognized rights, as an open and direct violation of the inter¬ 
national engagements contracted at the institution of the judicial reform, must declare 
the Decree void of any legally binding effect in regard to the competency of the 
Mixed Courts of Justice and the rights of the subjects of the Empire, and must hold 
the Viceroy responsible for all consequences of his unlawful proceedings. ’ 

Respectfully informing your Excellency of the aforesaid Resolution, I would at 
the same time express a hope that in its estimation of the Viceregal Decree of the 
22nd April the Government of the Empire will meet with the full concurrence ox the 


Hoyal British Government. Herewith, the Imperial Government connects the wish 
that the Powers would unite in a joint and decided rejection of the Viceroy’s said 
Decree, for, from past experience, our Government believes that such joint action 
would be found to be the most effectual means for guarding European interests against 
the dangerous tendencies of the Viceroy. I am, therefore, authorized to declare 
beforehand the willingness of the Imperial Government to take part in such joint 
steps. 

I respectfully look forward to the favour of as early an answer as possible from 
your Excellency, informing me of the reception which my foregoing communication 
meets with from the Royal British Government.

YOUR Excellency will have seen in the newspapers the protest which the 
members of the Egyptian State Debt Fund, made on the 19th ultimo against the 
modifications of the Decrees of the 2nd and 7th of May and 18th November, 1876, 
effected by carrying out the Khedive’s most recent plan for the regulation of the 
debts. 

The reasons given in support of the said document are the same as those which 
influenced the German Government in forming its opinion of the Viceroy’s latest 
proceedings, as expressed in my communication of the 11th instant.

The subjects on which the two Vice-Presidents may vote in the Cabinet are stated in 
Article No. 6. 

I must guard myself against in any way answering for success of working of this 
Council, but finding an institution created with posts giving a right to two foreigners 
to vote in the Cabinet, I insisted, without in any way pledging Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment, that the Egyptian Government should offer them to England and France, to which, 
after some hesitation, they consented.

I WENT to see M. Waddington yesterday in consequence of his having let me 
know that he wished to speak to me on the affairs of Egypt. 

He read to me two telegrams which he had received from M. Godeaux, the Erench 
Agent and Consul-General at Cairo. 

The first gave a summary of a Memorandum communicated to the Erench and 
British Agents by Chdrif Pacha. This was clearly the same document of which a 
summary was transmitted to your Lordship by Mr. Vivian in his telegram No. 52 of 
the 9th instant. 

M. Waddington observed that it contained assertions unaccompanied by proof, and 
promises without any securities—in fact, words and nothing more—mere verbiage. 

The second telegram from M. Godeaux stated that the Egyptian Government pro- 
posed to appoint a Frenchman and an Englishman Vice-Presidents of the Council of 
State. 

This proposal M. Waddington looked upon as simply derisory, so far as it pre¬ 
tended to give to an Englishman or Frenchman any influence in the Egyptian 
Government. 

He conceived, indeed, that it was simply a snare—a device to entrap the British 
and Erench Governments into virtually condoning the past, and countenancing the 
present system. 

He said he was anxious to learn your Lordship’s opinion upon these matters. 

He added that he should also he glad to know whether your Lordship had heard 
anything of a specific proposal to substitute a strong European control outside the 
Cabinet, for the presence of European Ministers within it. 

M. Waddington observed that he could not conceive such a control having any 
real efficiency, unless the Controllers exercised all the administrative functions of a 
Minister of Finance.

My Lord, Paris, May 13,1879. 

M. WADDINGTON wrote to me yesterday to ask me to come and see him, as he 
wished to speak to me about Egyptian affairs. I reported to your Lordship imme¬ 
diately by telegraph the substance of the conversation which ensued, but it may 
perhaps be worth while to add here a few details. 

The summary given by M. Godeaux of Clidrif Pasha’s Memorandum appeared to 
me to be substantially the same as that contained in Mr. Vivian’s telegram to your 
Lordship No. 57 of the 9th instant. 

M. Godeaux’s telegram respecting the Vice-Presidents of the Council of State was 
not, however, so nearly identical with Mr. Vivian’s No. 56 of the 8th instant. 

In the first place, M. de Godeaux did not say that these Vice-Presidents were to 
have a voice in the Cabinet upon all important questions, but only that they were to 
have a voice in the Cabinet upon such questions as should be referred to the Council 
of State by the Council of Ministers. 

M. de Godeaux did not make any mention of the fact that an Italian, instead of 
an Englishman, had been appointed Controller-General of Receipts, nor did he ask 
permission to make an arrangement that a Frenchman should accept the post of Vice- 
President provisionally. 

On the other hand, M. Godeaux’s telegram contained a phrase which was not in 
Mr. Vivian’s, and to which M. Waddington took particular exception. 

After stating the terms of the offer to appoint Vice-Presidents, M. Godeaux wont 
on to say:—“ En provoquant cet arrangement,” I hope to have found a means of 
giving to the French and English Governments the satisfaction they require, or 
words to that effect. 

M. Waddington observed that M. Godeaux had no instructions which would 
warrant his acquiescing in, much less his “provoking,” any arrangement of the kind. 
The utmost he would have been justified in doing would have been simply to 
communicate it to his Government if it had been put forward by the Egyptian 
Government. 

M. Waddington went on to say that he felt it to be absolutely necessary to disavow 
M. Godeaux at once by telegraph. 

This particular arrangement was a derision and a snare. If the Governments 
were to agree to it they would simply be entrapped into condoning the Khedive’s past 
conduct, and assuming a sort of responsibility for the future proceedings of the Egyp¬ 
tian Government without having obtained any real means of influencing them. But 
whatever might be the character of the arrangement, M. Godeaux had no right to 
suggest, or, to use his own word, “ provoke,” it. 

I suggested that, in telegrams especially, words were not always to be taken in 
their strict literal meaning. 

M. Waddington replied that he could not see how any other interpretation than 
that which he had given to it could be put upon M. Godeaux’s expression. But, 
however that might be, he could not, he said, help telling me quite confidentially that 
he was dissatisfied altogether with M. Godeaux, and that he did not think it would 
he possible to leave him much longer in Egypt. 

M. Waddington mentioned, moreover, that M. Godeaux had quarrelled with 
M. de Bligni6res, and was not on speaking terms with him. 

Finally, his Excellency read me a third telegram, in which M. Godeaux particularly 
requested that, if the proposed arrangement were carried into effect, M. de Bligni^rea 
might not be chosen as the Frenchman to sit in the Egyptian Council of State.

He said that he had suggested the amendment in the preamble because the 
original words seemed to imply a sort of condonation of the dismissal of the European 
Ministers, and he could not allow such words to stand in a document which was to 
receive the support of the Representative of the Erench Government.

Draft of Declaration. 

HIS Highness the Khedive of Egypt, in consequence of the events which have 
recently taken place, and in order to restore that confidence in the general credit of 
his country which it fully deserves, considers it necessary to define the true intent and 
meaning of the contract for the State Domain Loan made with Messrs. Rothschild in 
the following particulars:— 

1. His Highness confirms the meaning of the contract as expressed in the Acte 
de Cession signed by the Egyptian Ministry, and declares it to be that the mortgage 
in favour of the contractors for the loan is a complete cession to them of all the said 
domains and everything then on the estates, via., all the beasts of burden and other 
live stock, and all machinery and implements of husbandry, and other plant of every 
description. 

2. The contract for the loan having stipulated that, if the rents and profits 
derived from the domains should not be sufficient to meet the sums required for the 
payment of the coupons, the Egyptian Government is bound to provide, out of the 
general revenues of the State, the money necessary to make up the deficiency. It is : 
therefore, understood and declared by His Highness the Khedive that no taxes of any 
description whatsoever shall be levied on the mortgaged premises until the sums required 
for the payment of the coupons according to the contract are provided for, the pay¬ 
ment of taxes being always subject to making previous provision for the sums required 
for the service of the loan. 

3. His Highness the Khedive having received a sum of 9,000/., being a rent of a 
portion of the house property in Alexandria ceded to the contractors for the loan. His 
Highness authorizes the contractors to retain the above sum out of the proceeds of the 
loan, to be applied to the service of the loan. 

4. His Highness the Khedive further declares that the creditors w T ho hold mort¬ 
gages upon the 9,591 feddans of land lately belonging to the Princess Thaiiliidah 
Hamen shall in future address themselves for payment of interest and amortissement 
to the Managers of the domain, and shall communicate with them in case of any 
difficulty or delay in payment. 

5. It is also declared and understood that the Princes and other members of Hrs 
Highness’ family, by making over their domains to His Highness and to the State for 
the purpose of the loan, have renounced all right or claim whatsoever to the domains 
and everything thereon, and are in no manner whatsoever interested in them, directly 
or indirectly, nor are they entitled to claim from the domain or the Managors any

YESTERDAY morning I had an audience of the Khedive, when I read to him. 
the substance of your Lordship’s despatch No. 123 of the 25th ultimo, and warned 
him of the serious nature of the communication, and of the necessity of His Highness 
adopting the course which Her Majesty’s Government, acting in complete accord with 
the Government of France, recommended to him. 

M. Godeaux had an audience with nis Highness later in the day, and adopted a 

similar line of conduct. , 

The Khedive has since sent to us a note expressing his great regret that the 
dismissal of the European Ministers should have been considered as an act of 
discourtesy on his part towards the two Governments, for whom he professes the most 
sincere respect and deference, and declaring that he never intended to offer them an 

With regard, however, to the reinstatement of Europeans in the Cabinet, His 
Highness declared that he must refrain from pronouncing himself until he had 
consulted his Ministers. He was afraid that, considering all that had taken place, and 
in the present excited state of public feeling, the proposal was not one that could be 
complied with, at all events for the present. He would be prepared to submit to any 
control, however stringent it might be made, but not to the presence of foreigners in 
the Cabinet, who would certainly be regarded as having been imposed upon him. 

I have since had an interview with Clierif Pasha, who declared to me that, while 
the apology fo" what had taken place concerned the Khedive, who was alone respon¬ 
sible for any offence towards the Powers, or for the breach of any of the engagements 
into which he had entered, the question of the reinstatement of European Ministers 
was one for the consideration of the Cabinet, who were determined not to allow His 
Highness to agree to it, even if he should be inclined to do so. They would resign 
and leave the Khedive to his fate if he should yield in spite of them. He said that 
the principles upon which the new Ministry accepted office did not allow them to 
agree to the re-establishment of a system which had become odious after all that had 
occurred, although they were prepared to submit to the most stringent control that 

could be devised. , . , n ... . , , .„ 

I do not think that the Ministry are likely to yield on this point; and if they 
should resign, it is possible that something like anarchy might ensue, there being no 

one else to take their places. , . .. 

I have not failed to point out that, if the so-called “ national movement is really 
true and sincere, and if the new Ministry really desire to exercise control over the 
Khedive, the moral support of European Ministers in the Cabinet would go far to 
strengthen tlicir hands; but although they admit the necessity of European support, 
they object to it in this shape. . 

I have reason to believe that the answer will be to this ettect. 

I am strongly of opinion that, in the present temper of certain classes of the popu¬ 
lation the reinstatement of European Ministers at this moment would be a most 
hazardous experiment, doomed to certain failure. I think that the movement, although 
probably initiated by the Khedive for the purpose of ridding himself of his European 
Ministers, has passed, at all events for the moment, beyond His Highness’ control. 

At the same time I am very averse to leave the Khedive in power under the 
control of a purely native Ministry, who, however well intentioned they may be, will 
probably not be strong enough to cope with him in the long run. 

It appears to me that two courses are open to Her Majesty’s Government; cither 
to hold aloof after receiving the Khedive’s apology, and to watch the result of the 
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oYnprimput which is being made of a Constitutional Government composed of native

WITH reference to Mr. Lascelles’ telegram of the 1st instant, I have the honour 
to inclose a copy of the judgment pronounced by the Court of Appeal in favour of the 
validity of the “ inscriptions hypothecates ” taken out by M. Menager on a portion 
of tho property ceded by the Khedive and his family to the State as guarantee for the 

Rothschild loan. . 

The principal arguments upon which this judgment is based are— 

1. That, although the public property of the State is not subject to seizure, the 
private property of the State does not differ from the property of a private individual, 
and is consequently liable to he mortgaged and seized by creditors; and that such 
must have been the intention of the signataries of the Treaty of Reform, who made no 
exception in favour of the private property of the State, and that otherwise it would be 
impossible to obtain execution against the Government. 

2. That the lands ceded by the Khedivial family were ceded as a pure, simple, 
and irrevocable donation, and that they consequently became a portion of the private 
domain of the State, and a common guarantee for all the creditors of the State ; that 
they were thus liable to mortgage by any creditor. 

3. That there is no proof that any condition was attached to the cession, or that 
the property was ceded by the proprietors for the purpose of forming a guarantee for a 
future loan, and that consequently the Decree of the 26th October, 1878, could not 
have the effect of withdrawing the property from the action of the creditors. 

The effect of this judgment will be to add greatly to the embarrassments of the 
Egyptian Government and to increase the difficulties of the situation. I am informed 
that the “ inscriptions hypothdcaires ” upon the ceded property amount altogether to 
about 1,300,000/., and although it is supposed that several of them would not be 
recognized by tho Tribunals in consequence of irregularities in the mode in which 
they”have been taken out, it will be impossible to arrive at an equitable arrangement 
with all the holders of the Unconsolidated Debt if some of them are to receive 
preferential treatment. 

I understand that it will take some time before the legal formalities are concluded 
which will enable M. Menager to obtain execution.

My Lord, Cairo , May 8,1879. 

CHE RIF PASHA has authorized me to give to your Lordship confidentially 
the assurance that he will propose to the Council of Ministers that the posts of 
Yice-Presidents of the Council of State, who, according to Article 6 of the Decree, 
inclosed in Mr. Lascelles* despatch No. 951 of the 27th April, are to have a voice in 
the Cabinet upon all questions of importance, should be offered to an Englishman and 
-a Frenchman respectively. 

It does not follow that because our outer line of defence has been carried we 
should abandon the position entirely and allow it to he occupied by others. The post 
of Controller-General of Receipts, which by the Goschen Decree ought to he held by 
an Englishman, has already been confided provisionally to an Italian, because all the 
English financial officials have resigned their appointments. 

Would your Lordship authorize me to arrange privately that the post should be 
provisionally filled by Mr. Fitzgerald, who was Deputy Controller-General of Receipts, 
under Mr. Romaine ?

My Lord, Cairo, May 9, 1879. 

THE letter addressed to me by the Khedive, to which I referred in my telegram 
No. 52, contains the expression of his sincere regret that Her Majesty’s Government 
should have considered the events which led to the change of Ministry as an intentional 
discourtesy on his part. He entirely disclaims any such intention towards a Power 
from whom he has received constant support, to whom Egypt is bound by so many ties 
of interest, and for whom he entertains profound respect. 

His Highness was compelled, by the unanimous and energetic expression of 
public feeling, to form a Cabinet which would give satisfaction to the aspirations of 
the nation, but in doing so he had no intention of giving offence to Her Majesty’s 
Government, to whose friendly counsels he desires to defer as far as he possibly can. 

His Highness professes sentiments of personal sympathy for Mr. Wilson, and he 
trusts that the bad impression formed by Her Majesty’s Government may be removed 
by these explanations. As regards my further observations, he leaves them to be 
answered by the President of the Council. 

The following is a summary of the confidential Memorandum subsequently handed 
to M. Godeaux and me by Chdrif Pasha:— 

The importance of the friendship of England and France is fully recognized by 
the new Cabinet, who only accepted office on condition of the abandonment by the 
Khedive of his personal power, the real responsibility of the Government to the 
representatives of the nation, and the maintenance of the Rescript of the 28th August. 

The change of Ministry was due to the following causes :—The former Govern¬ 
ment had persistently ignored the Chief of the State; great discontent had been 
excited by the non-payment of arrears of pay due to the officers in spite of the 
warnings given by the Khedive and by the Minister of War; the measures taken to 
alleviate the distress caused by the famine in Upper Egypt were utterly inadequate; 
the military orphan schools had been suppressed; large numbers of European officials 
had received employment to the exclusion of natives; taxes had been levied in 
advance; a new tax had been laid on the cultivation of tobacco; the expenses of 
the Administration had increased with no corresponding introduction of order; no sort 
of reform, either administrative or economical, had been carried out; the Chamber of 
Deputies had been treated with contempt by the two European Ministers ; the right 
of veto conceded to foreigners had weakened the authority of the Chief of the State,

Mehemet Ali jusqu’a nos jours, elle sait de quelle utilitd a ete pour elle l’dlement 
Europden; elle a la ferme resolution de continuer a lui demander son concours dans la 
plus large mesure, mais a la condition do n’etre froissde ni dans ses coutumes, ni dans 
ses mceurs, ni dans son sentiment religieux.

Mr. Vivian to the Marquis of Salisbury.-—{Received May 18.)

My Lord, Cairo, May 10,1879. 

SINCE my return to Egypt I have tried to arrive at an impartial conclusion as to 
the true history of the events which led to the abrupt dismissal of the late Ministry, as 
to the share the Khedive has taken in them, and as to the reality and sincerity of the 
so-called “ national ” movement which provoked them, and which is represented by 
the partisans of the late Ministry as entirely factitious, got up by the Khedive for his 
own ends, and by the friends of the present Cabinet as real and spontaneous. 

I find that, after my departure from Egypt on the 25th March, the breach 
between the Khedive and his European Ministers rapidly widened; they remonstrated 
more than once against his attitude towards them, and the quarrel culminated in the 
protest they personally handed in to him on the morning of the 7th April against the 
preparation of a financial plan without their knowledge: the two Ministers on that 
occasion left his presence abruptly, with evident signs of dissatisfaction, after they had 
made their protest. The summary adjournment by the Ministers of the Chamber of 
Delegates without allowing it to examine Mr. Divers Wilson’s financial proposals also 
seems to have created great irritation. 

The movement apparently began with a conspiracy amongst the officers against 
the Khedive, whom they held responsible for the position of affairs and for introducing 
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Europeans into the administration; large quantities of powder and arms were bought 
by the officers, and the Doyen of our body was warned that a movement was contem¬ 
plated against the Khedive with the intention of deposing him. About the same time 
meetings of the religious sheikhs were held at the house of their Chief, Sheikh-el-Bekri, 
the Ulemas being summoned from all parts of Egypt, while the pashas and leaders of 
the Turkish party met at the house of Ragheb Pasha, the present Minister of Einance. 
Prayers were offered up in the mosques for delivery from the tyranny of Europeans, 
and the native ministers went in terror of their lives. 

This agitation led to the formation of a Committee to frame a financial plan 
which would alike satisfy the creditors and the national honour, and to propose 
a national and constitutional form of government, and the result was the so-called 
“national” programme. 

A deputation waited upon the Khedive with this programme, and informed him 
that they were determined to carry it into execution: I am assured that the chief 
promoters of the movement made His Highness swear upon the Koran to govern 
constitutionally, and that they in their turn swore to depose him if he broke 
his oath. 

The “ national ” programme necessarily involved a change of Ministry, and this 
was facilitated by the opportune resignation of Prince Tewfik, President of the 
Council, on the ground that his European colleagues had presented their protest to 
the Khedive without consulting him; moreover’, the identic note which the French 
and English Agents addressed to the Egyptian Government on the 5th April by order 
of their Governments, stating that the control must be revived if the European 
Ministers were dismissed, doubtless encouraged the Khedive to believe that the two 
Governments admitted his right to send away his Ministers. 

While, therefore, it is quite possible that the Khedive, irritated at his treatment 
by the Ministers, and hopeless of ever working cordially with them, may have 
initiated and encouraged the agitation with the object of getting rid of them, the 
general discontent which prevailed among the classes that took part in it took the 
movement out of the Khedive’s control, made it a source of serious danger to him, 
and forced his hands at the last moment. 

But, although I doubt if the Khedive was altogether to blame for the movement 
or its consequences, I am by no means satisfied of its depth and sincerity. A popular 
movement can hardly be called “national” that is confined to the governing and 
religious classes, and in which the great mass of the nation take no share; but, 
unfortunately, the mass of the Egyptian people cannot make their voice heard, and 
the classes concerned in the movement are precisely those who are most influential 
and powerful. I am assured on good authority that if the Chamber of Delegates is 
really elected as is proposed, an independent element will be tapped capable of 
exercising a salutary influence upon the direction of affairs. I hope it may be so, 
and I have openly said that, if the germ of an honest and serious reform party could 
be found in Egypt, England would be the first to encourage it; but the experience of 
the past does not bold out much hope of this. 

The Chamber of Delegates has hitherto been a mere tool in the Khedive’s hands, 
while most of the present Ministers have been more or less in power during the 
fourteen years of the Khedive’s reign, and have silently looked on at all the abuses 
and administrative disorder exposed by the Commission of Inquiry. It is difficult to 
believe that these same men should suddenly become sincere reformers, or that the 
Khedive, who has hitherto asserted undisputed authority over them, should suddenly 
submit to their control. It may be true that he has momentarily lost his power over 
the country, but it is at least equally probable that when left alone to deal with a 
native ministry he will seek to regain it, and that the Ministers will either submit to 
his will, or, if they attempt to thwart him, that he will get rid of them far more easily 
than he did the Europeans. 

However, the Ministers positively declare that this cannot happen; they say 
they will resign office at the first attempt of the Khedive to break his pledges and 
leave him to his fate, which would inevitably be his deposition. I have pointed out 
that if this is really their object, their power would be materially strengthened by the 
support of the European element in the Cabinet, but they will not admit this, and I 
cannot help seeing that at the present moment any such proposition is impracticable, 
and would only lead to another and more disastrous failure. Perhaps Her Majesty’s 
Government may be more disposed to agree to this view when they learn that strong 
objections to the presence of European Ministers in the Cabinet are entertained by 
all the governing classes, and that it is not, as they naturally supposed, the caprice of 
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the Khedive alone; while I would point out that, if European Ministers were to enter 
the Cabinet, they would have to share its responsibility for all the financial difficulties 
and embarrassments out of which I hardly see an issue. 

It has struck me as a possible solution of the difficulty, if the two Governments 
should continue to insist upon this point, that the two posts ot Vice-President in the 
proposed “ Conseil d’Etat,” constituted by the Khedive’s Decree of the 23rd April 
last, should be offered to an Englishman and a Frenchman, who would thus have a 
voice in the Cabinet upon most important questions. 

Most serious financial difficulties are threatening the new Cabinet; the decision 
of the Court of Appeal, which validates the mortgages upon the domain lands, will 
arrest the payment of the floating debt, while the Commissioners of the “Caisse” 
have given notice of legal proceedings on account of the arbitrary reduction of the 
rate of interest without their consent; so that altogether the financial position of the 
present Cabinet is hardly one that I should like to see shared by any English official, 
and I fear that if the Cabinet is pressed too hard (and there seems a disposition to do 
it) they may resign in despair, and that it might result in something like anarchy, as 
I see no Ministry that could take their places. 

I notice with regret the evident loss of prestige and influence that we have 
sustained by recent events, and that there is an indisposition to employ Englishmen ; 
but I hope it is only temporary, and, fortunately for us, there is no other strong Power 
in a position to step into our shoes.

IN pursuance of your Lordship’s instructions, I this morning communicated to the 
Grand Vizier your despatch No. 608 of the 30th ultimo, and gave him confidentially 
a copy of it, together with a copy of your Lordship’s despatch to Mr. Vivian containing 
the substance of the representations that he has been instructed to make to the 
Khedive. His Highness said that he should lose no time in submitting them to the 
Sultan and to the Council of Ministers. He then observed, with reference to your 
Lordship’s allusion to the offer he had made to recommend to the Sultan, with a view to 
put an end to the maladministration of Egypt, the exercise of his sovereign power to 
depose the Khedive, and to revoke the Firman altering the succession, that he wished me 
to know that when he had made this suggestion to Mr. Malet he had expressly stated 
to him that the offer should be submitted to your Lordship as one “from General 
Haireddin to Lord Salisbury, and not from the Grand Vizier to the British Minister for 
Foreign Affairs.” It was merely an expression of his personal opinion, with the object 
of learning your Lordship’s views. At the same time, his Highness added, he still 
thought that such was the condition to which the misgovernment of the Khedive was 
reducing Egypt, that some such measure as he had thus privately and unofficially 
suggested would become necessary, and he was quite ready to put it into execution if 
he could obtain the approval of the Sultan and of his colleagues. 

His Highness went on to say that he had made a similar observation to the French 
Charge d’Affaires when he communicated to him yesterday M. Waddington’s despatch, 
which, he believed, was almost identical in terms with that of your Lordship, and that 
M. de Montholon had at once admitted that when his Highness had spoken to him some 
time ago about the deposition of the Khedive he had expressly stated that the 
communication was a private and unofficial one “from General Haireddin to M. Wad¬ 
ding-ton.” 

I'have asked the Comte do Montholon whether such was the case. He admitted 
that it was, but he seemed to think that for some reason or another Haireddin Pasha, 
fearing that he had committed himself too far in the matter, was now wishing to give a 
strictly personal character to his suggestion as to the deposition of the Khedive, although 
it had been made with the Sultan’s sanction. Such may probably be the case. 

Haireddin Pasha expressed to me his conviction that if the Sultan were only to 
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revoke the Firman altering the succession the Khedive would not be able to maintain

^ WITH reference to my previous despatch of this date, I have been assured, on 
fairlv (rood authority, that Talaat Pasha, the Khedive’s Agent, who recently arrived here, 
has distributed a considerable sum of money (it is said about 10,000/.) amongst the 
principal attendants of the Sultan and functionaries in the Palace. It is very probable 
that through the influence and representations of these persons, His Majesty has been 
induced to change, or modify, his views with regard to the conduct of the Khedive, and 
as to the policy that he should pursue in the Egyptian question. This would account 
for the very marked manner in which Haireddin Pasha impressed upon the b rencli 
Chargd d’Affaires and myself yesterday, that when he had suggested to our Governments 
the deposition of the Khedive, and the withdrawal of the Firman altering the succession, 
he had only expressed a strictly private^ opinion, and had requested the Comte de 
Montholon and Mr. Malet to consider the communication an unofficial one “ made by 
General Haireddin to Lord Salisbury and M. Waddington.” 

It is believed that Talaat Pasha was not the bearer of money for the Sultan or the 
Porte but that he may have been authorized to hold out hopes that, in return for their 
support in his differences with England and France, he would be prepared to pay a con¬ 
siderable sum. This may be but mere rumour. I have conversed with lalaat. rasha, 
who protested to me that the Khedive was earnestly desirous of meeting the wishes of 
the two Powers, and of carrying out the reforms that he had pledged himself to intro¬ 
duce in Egypt, and that he had been authorized by His Highness to give assurances to 
the Sultan to that effect. But, of course, much value cannot be given to statements of 
this nature coming from Talaat Pasha. I warned him that the Khedive was pursuing a 
very dangerous course, which might lead to his ruin, and I begged him to repeat what I 
said to him on the subject to His Highness. He said that he would do so. 

Although, since I have been here, I have had three long conversations with the 
Sultan on political matters, he has not mentioned Egyptian affairs. This looks as if he 
desired to avoid the subject, and, under present circumstances, I have thought it best 
not to touch upon it. ^

I APPLIED to the Egyptian Government for the information which your Lord- 
ship has asked for respecting the functions and powers of the proposed Council of 
State. They have referred me to the Decree of the 23rd April (inclosed in 
Mr. Lascclles’ despatch No. 251 of the 27th ultimo), as containing all the information 
they are able to give upon the subject. 

Articles 8 and 9 of the Decree in question define the functions and powers of the 
Council. Article G states the subjects on which the two Vice-Presidents have the 
right to vote in the Cabinet. 

But I must guard myself from offering any opinion as to the successful working 
of this Council. I should explain that, finding on my return here that a new institu¬ 
tion had been created which gave two foreigners indirect access to the Egyptian 
Cabinet, I stated it as my strong opinion, but without in any way compromising Her 
Majesty’s Government, that the least the Egyptian Government could do, after what 
had happened, was to offer these posts to an Englishman and a Frenchman, and that 
if they did not do so, I could not but regard it as a proof of a change of feeling 
towards the two Powers who had by far the most important interests in Egypt. My 
suggestion was immediately taken into consideration by the Council of Ministers, and, 
after some hesitation, it was determined to adopt it, as a mark of tlieir sincere goodwill 
and deference towards England and France.

WHILE, on the one hand, the Government are making the most strenuous efforts to 
meet all the engagements contracted in their financial plan, and have succeeded in collecting 
very large sums of money during the short time they have been in office to pay the 
various coupons as they have fallen due, on the other hand, I hear sad accounts from the 
provinces of the pressure put upon the peasantry, who have, it seems, been compelled to 
borrow money at the usurious rate of 6 and 7 per cent, per month to meet the pressing 
demands of the tax collectors. It is true that this Government, having no credit or 
facilities for borrowing, had no other alternative than to resort to these extreme measures 
in view of the imperative necessity of meeting their engagements, but if this course is 
persevered in, it can only end in completing the ruin of the peasantry and most seriously 
compromising the interests of the creditors. The proper remedy for the evil would be 
the establishment of a national bank which would make the necessary advances to the 
Government at a fair rate of interest, and upon the security of the taxes, to meet the 
coupons when they fall due between the seasons of harvest, but it is hardly likely that 
this Government could obtain sufficient credit, at all events for the present, to encourage 
any bank to entrust them with large capital. 

The Government are making laudable efforts to clear the Domain lands from their 
mortgages with the view of releasing the balance of the Rothschild Loan and paying the 
floating debt. They have collected sufficient money by subscription among their party to 
enable them to offer the mortgagees 20 per cent, down in cash, 55 per cent, in delegations 
on Messrs. Rothschild, and the remaining 25 per cent, in paper bearing 5 per cent, 
interest. The majority of the mortgagees seem disposed to accept these proposals; if so, 
the Government will undoubtedly be relieved from their greatest ineuuus, and their credit 
would be much raised if they can succeed in settling the floating debt; but there seems to 
be some doubt whether, in view of the changed condition of affairs, Messrs. Rothschild 
would open their money bags at once even if the property were relieved from the 
sequesters upon it; it has been pointed out to the Government as a possible difficulty 
that the question of the payment of the value of the cattle and implements left upon the 
estates at the time of their cession, which amounts to a large sum, has never been arranged, 
and I believe the Council of Ministers intend to obtain a formal renunciation by the 
Khedive and his family of any claim on this account. 

Report speaks highly of the energy, honesty, and ability of Ragheb Pasha, the new 
Minister of Finance, and of the vigorous way in which, in spite of age and ill health, he is 
grappling with the financial difficulties; but I much fear that the European system of 
accounts, which was introduced with such good effect by the European Administration, is 
being abandoned for the old native system, and that until some efficient control is 
re-established we can expect no move reliable accounts nor budgets. This retrograde step 
ought not to be allowed to be carried too far. 

My opinion remains unchanged, that while it would be inexpedient, even if it were 
practicable, to attach European Ministers of Finance and Public Works to the present 
Cabinet, or to incur any responsibility for the acts of the new regime, yet if the English 
and French Governments determine to give it a fair trial they should establish a very 
severe system of control, with full powers of investigation and publication, which, without 
interfering in the government of the country, would expose all administrative abuses and 
malversation, and bring the Ministers before the bar of public opinion. I inclose a 
Memorandum by Major Baring, stating his views upon this question.

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2. The answer which at first naturally suggests itself is that the Control, for which 
provision is made in the Decree of the 18th November, 1876, should be re-established. 

3. The adoption of this course would probabty for the moment afford the easiest 
solution of existing difficulties. The English and French Governments would obtain a 
certain amount of satisfaction for the rebuff they have received. The administrative 
portions of the contract between the Egyptian Government and the bondholders would 
remain inviolate. No objections could, therefore, be raised by the Commissioners of the 
Public Debt. The Egyptian Government itself could hardly make any objections, for 
they have already requested the English and French Governments to nominate two 
Controllers. 

4. Nevertheless I am of opinion that it would be a mistake to re-establish the Control 
in precisely the same form as that instituted in November 1876. In order to explain 
my reasons for entertaining this opinion, I must allude briefly to the nature of the duties 
devolving on the two Controllers-General. 

5. Those of the Controller-General of Receipts are laid down in the 8th Article of 
the Decree of the 18th November, 1876. They may be thus summarized. All the tax- 
collectors ( u agents de perception ”) are placed under his orders. He is responsible that 
none but authorized taxes are collected. The collection of no direct tax can be enforced 
unless the order to do so has been contersigned by him. After the taxes have been 
collected he is responsible that the money is paid into the proper receiving offices. 

6. Article 9 of the same Decree regulates the duties of the Controller-General of 
Audit and of the Public Debt. They are generally such as in England belong to an 
Auditor-General. In addition to these duties, it is provided that no cheques or orders for 
payment on the General Treasury are to be considered valid unless furnished with the 
counter-signature of the Controller-General. 

7. Article 10 provides that both Controllers-General should take part in the prepara¬ 
tion of the Budget, and that they should be present when it is discussscd by the Council of 
Ministers. 

8. I do not believe that it would, under present circumstances, be possible for 
Europeans to carry out properly the duties above indicated. 

9. This remark applies more especially to the Controller-General of receipts. 
Experience has abundantly proved that, whatever arrangements may be made on paper, 
the local authorities will continue to look to the orders of the Khedive alone as the 
guide of their conduct. This is what they have done heretofore, and now that the 
authority of the Khedive has been vindicated in so striking a manner by the recent 
dismissal of his European Ministers, no change in this respect can be anticipated, unless, 
indeed, the authority of Europeans were reasserted in a manner even more striking. 

It is sometimes alleged that the purely personal authority formerly exercised by the 
Khedive has been shaken by recent events. Whether this view of the case be correct or 
not, the point appears to be irrelevant to the present argument. Whatever power may have 
been lost by the Khedive has been gained by the Turkish parly, a transfer of authority 
which would in no way facilitate the task of European control. 

By the acceptance of a post involving duties which he could not adequately fulfil, the 
Controller-General of Receipts would personally be placed in an undignified position, and in 
one which, I venture to think, would be embarrassing and even humiliating to the Govern¬ 
ment under whose auspices he would be nominated. So far as the internal government 
of the country is concerned, he would become responsible for the continuance of abuses 
which he would be powerless to prevent. So far as the financial relations of the Govern¬ 
ment of Egypt with its foreign creditors are concerned, he would become to some extent 
responsible for the fulfilment of obligations which a short experience will, unless I am 
much mistaken, show him to be impossible of execution, and which, unless the future 
belies the past, the Egyptian Government will vainly attempt to fulfil by recourse to 
proceedings which he must perforce condemn. He would be in an altogether false position. 
He would have great responsibility, whilst, though nominally invested with considerable 
powers, he would be practically powerless. He would, therefore, sink into being a mere 
cypher, or, if he persevered in the attempt to exercise his nominal powers, he would 
find the Khedive himself and the whole of the native bureaucracy opposed to him, and 
endeavouring to upset his authority. 

10. The duties of the Controller-General of Audit and of the Public Debt are less 
onerous and less difficult of execution. Nevertheless, I am convinced that under the 
present regime he would be unable to exercise properly his functions of Auditor-General. 
It would, indeed, in any case be impossible for him to do so unless a proper system of 
accounts were organized. Considerable progress had already been made in this 
direction when the change of Ministry threw matters again into confusion. The 
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necessity of obtaining the counter-signature of the Controller-General to any orders for 
payment on the Treasury might perhaps afford some slight check to extravagant 
expenditure, but the right of counter-signature is of slight practical value without the 
additional light of initiating orders in respect to expenditure (“ ordonnancement ”), which 
latter is, under the Decree, vested in the Finance Minister. 

11. As regards the joint action which, under the terms of the November 1876 
Decree, the Controllers-General should take in connection with the preparation of the 
Budget, I need only state that until Mr. Rivers Wilson came into office no regular 
Budget was ever prepared, and it can scarcely be expected that a change in this 
respect will be inaugurated by the new Ministry. One of the first results of the 
change of Ministry was that the publication of Mr. Rivers Wilson’s Budget, which was 
on the point of completion, was suppressed. 

12. I do not say that for the reasons given above no attempt should be made to 
exercise any European supervision over the proceedings of the Egyptian Government. 

I agree with Mr. Vivian in thinking that too complete a surrender of the concessions 
gained during the last two and a-half years is to be deprecated, for it is certain that 
without European assistance in some form or another it will be quite impossible to reform 
the Government of this country. In the first place, looking at the matter from the 
diplomatic point of view, it is probable that if the English and French entirely withdraw, 
others, and notably the Italians, will step in and take their places. This would in many 
respects be undesirable, even on the assumption that existing arrangements in Egypt are 
only temporary, which is the light in which I am inclined to regard them. If the English 
and French Governments wish to continue the system of Anglo-French as opposed to 
general international interference in Egypt, it will be well that an Englishman and a 
Frenchman of ability should be on the spot, who would be available for whatever adminis¬ 
trative services might be required of them should affairs take a new turn, and who, in the 
meanwhile, would be gaining much useful experience. 

13. Moreover, it appears to me that, even under present circumstances, Europeans 
may usefully be employed in watching the proceedings of the Egyptian Government, in 
giving advice if it be requested, and in enlightening their respective Governments and the 
public on the true state of affairs so far as matters of financial interest are concerned. 
But they should, in my opinion, have no executive powers, for I believe that, so long as 
the present Khedive rules the country and the present Ministry remains in office, it would 
he a mere farce to confer any such powers on them. And as they have no executive powers, 
no responsibility for the acts of the Government should devolve on them. They should 
not be held responsible for the oppression to which the taxpayers will inevitably be sub¬ 
jected, nor should they be in any way responsible for the fulfilment of the engagements 
taken by the Government towards its foreign creditors. They should simply have the 
most ample powers of inquiry into everything which relates to the financial affairs of 
the country. They should have the right to nominate agents to assist them, and full 
power to publish the results of their investigations. They should be empowered to 
appear before the Council of Ministers and make any representations on matters of 
financial interest which they may think proper. On the other hand, the Ministers 
should have the faculty of consulting them on matters of public interest should they wish to 
do so, but in both cases the entire responsibility of deciding on the points at issue should 
devolve exclusively on the Ministers themselves. 

14. As I have already said, my individual opinion is that the present arrangements 
can only be regarded as temporary. I do not believe that the Government, as it is at 
present constituted, will be able to evolve anything like order out of the financial confusion 
which now exists. Indeed, I shall be much surprised if they do not increase rather than 
diminish that confusion. Nevertheless, if it be once decided that no organic change is to 
be made, justice and policy alike demand that the new order of things should have a fair 
trial, it appears to me that this end will best he obtained by the adoption of the principles 
which I advocate. The Ministry will he free from European interference, but they will be 
able to obtain European advice should they wish to do so. The only result of conferring 
additional powers on Europeans would probably be that, if the present arrangements break 
down, the Khedive and his Ministers would almost certainly manage to throw the responsi¬ 
bility for the failure on the Europeans. 

15. A further question remains to he considered, On whom should the powers of 
investigation, to which 1 have alluded, be conferred ? 

16. The question is one of some difficulty. It has been suggested that they should 
be conferred on the Commissioners of the Public Debt, and the suggestion appears in 
many respects to be a good one. With the exception of the Englishman, who, as I am 
about to leave Egypt, will be new to his work, the Commissioners have all had considerable 
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experience of the country, and possess great special knowledge of its financial affairs. 
They have, so far, worked harmoniously together. They have acquired a certain amount 
of prestige and authority. They hold office under a Decree, which has been recognized by 
the Court of First Instance of Cairo as a contract between the Government and the 
bondholders Should they gain the lawsuit now pending, their position will be much 
strengthened. They could not be removed without a direct contravention of a contract 
recognized by the International Tribunals. Further, the suggestion commends itself on 
the score of economy. 

17. Nevertheless, I am, on the whole, adverse to conferring the proposed powers on 
the Commissioners of the Debt. 

18. In the first place, it is to be observed that the adoption of this plan would be 
another step towards international, as opposed to Anglo-French, government. It is for 
the English and French Governments to consider whether it would be desirable that this 
step should be taken. 

19. In the second place, of all the European institutions which have recently been 
grafted on Egypt, the Commission of the Debt is the only one that has at all 
fairly taken root. On the principle of leaving well alone, it would perhaps be more prudent 
not to introduce any organic changes in the duties which the Commissioners have now to 
perform. 

20. In the third place—and this is to my mind the most important consideration of 
all—it appears to me that the new powers could most advantageously be exercised by 
persons wholly unconnected with any special interest. Now, the primary duty of the 
Commissioners of the Debt is to represent the bondholders. I do not think that they can 
so far be fairly accused of having regarded affairs in Egypt too exclusively from the point 
of view of those whom they represent. On the contrary, in spite of some rather short¬ 
sighted pressure that has been exerted by certain classes of creditors, the Commissioners 
have always held firm to the incontestably sound principle that a real community of 
interests exists between the creditors and the taxpayers, and that, apart from the humani¬ 
tarian view of the question, it is not to the advantage of the former that excessive burthens 
should be imposed on the latter. Nevertheless, I can myself testify that during the last 
two years numerous cases have arisen in which the Commissioners of the Debt have been 
placed in a very embarrassing position owing to the apparent contradiction between the 
course which their duty as representatives of the creditors appeared to impose on them, 
and that to which their judgments would have inclined had they been unfettered by any 
obligation to represent a special interest. This was notably the case on the occasion of the 
payment of the May coupon last year. The Commissioners were unable to protest against 
its payment, although they were unanimously of opinion that it ought not to have been 
paid. It has only been by the exercise of great caution, and by constantly bearing in mind 
their separate attributes as members of the Commission of Inquiry, and as Commissioners 
of the Debt, that they have escaped from placing themselves in a very false and illogical 
position. 

21. Further, 1 may observe that the Decree of the 18th November, 187G, appears to 
recognize the difficulties that might arise if a plurality of offices were conferred on the 
Commissioners of the Public Debt, for the 22nd Article of that Decree expressly stipulates 
that they “ are not to accept other functions in Egypt.” When the Commissioners of 
Inquiry were nominated, and again when M. Baravelli was named Auditor-General, much 
discussion took place amongst ourselves as to whether the proposed nominations did not 
constitute infractions of the terms of this Article. The reasons which induced us to 
believe that in these cases there was no violation of the spirit of the Decree are stated in 
our last Annual Report (pp. 8 and 9), but it is certainly more doubtful whether the 
same position could be maintained in respect to the proposal now under discussion. 

22. For the above reasons, I incline to the opinion that it would be better to 
nominate two special officers, who, perhaps, might be designated Inspectors-General or 
Special Commissioners more suitably than Comptrollers-General—the latter title implying 
generally the exercise of executive powers, and especially some sort of responsibility for the 
accuracy of the accounts. 

23. These Inspectors-General might be placed in direct official communication with 
the Commissioners of the Debt, and it might perhaps even be advisable to go so far as to 
associate the latter with them in so far as the supervision of the provinces and administra¬ 
tions, whose revenues are specially pledged to the Debt, are concerned. In any case it 
would, I think, be very advisable to establish some sort ot connection between the 
Inspectors-General and the Commissioners in order to preclude, so far as is possible, any 
risk of a conflict arising between them; were such a connection established they might 
mutually support each other with great advantage to the public interests. They would 
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probably, between themselves, devise means by which the local knowledge acquired by the 
Commissioners of the Debt might be utilized. I should be inclined not to define the 
relations between the Inspectors-General and the Commissioners in a manner more precise 
than that which I have indicated above. A good deal must be left to the common sense 
of the individuals themselves. In fact, it cannot be too strongly asserted that much more 
will depend on the judgment and ability of the persons chosen to be Inspectors-General 
than on the precise nature of the duties with which they will be charged. They should be 
selected with the utmost care. It would be desirable that they should be designated by 
the English and French Governments, and that they should be irremovable save with the 
consent of their respective Governments. 

24. As the proposed arrangement involves a change in the contract existing between 
the Egyptian Government and the bondholders, reference to the Commissioners of the 
Debt, as the legal representatives of the latter, would become necessary. The general 
position of the Commissioners in respect to any proposed changes in the Decrees of 1876 
is stated in page 11 of their last Annual Report. It may be convenient that I should 
briefly recapitulate it here. The Decrees constitute a contract, and the Commissioners of 
the Debt recognize that they have no distinct authority to change the terms of that 
contract; neither can any action of theirs prevent any bondholder or association of bond¬ 
holders from taking whatever steps they may consider advisable in the defence of their 
own interests. The Commissioners may, however, express their individual opinions as to 
the advisability of any proposed change, and may decide on what line of conduct they will 
pursue; that is to say, whether they will oppose the change or whether they will 
recommend its adoption to all the parties interested. In the present case they would have 
to explain to the bondholders that, although the value of their guarantee would appear to 
be diminished, the sacrifice would really be more apparent than real, for that no Europeans 
would, under present circumstances, pioperly carry out the duties of the Control as they 
are defined in the November 1876 Decree. It is possible that many of the bondholders 
may not agree in this view of the case, but, if the Commissioners accept the proposal, I 
should not anticipate that any very serious difficulties would arise on this score. An 
additional safeguard against the occurrence of such difficulties would be that, before 
anything definite was decided, Messrs. Goschen and Joubert should be consulted. 

25. This Memorandum has been written at the request of Mr. Vivian, who may make 
any use of it lie thinks fit. I may add that, although for obvious reasons I have been 
unable to show it to my colleagues, I have nevertheless elicited from them in conversation 
the general nature of the views they entertain in respect to the re-establishment of the 
Control. I think I may say that M. de Bellaigues and M. de Kremer would entirely 
approve of the proposed changes in the attributes of the Controllers-General. Of 
M. Baravelli I can speak with less certainty, but I do not think that he would offer any 
serious opposition to the adoption of the proposed plan.

IN conversations that I have had with some of the chiefs of the party now in 
power, they have invariably claimed the support of England to a movement which 
they declared to he sincere and spontaneous, and seriously intended to control the 
Khedive. 

1 have replied that the English Government would welcome any serious reform 
movement originating in the country, but that oven if tho present movement were 
sincere, I doubted if it could hold its own without European support, and that if the 
result of what had happened was, as I feared it probably would be, to allow the 
Khedive to regain his personal power and to revert to the abuses of the past, it would 
be disastrous to Egypt. 

I have always been assured that if tho Khedive were to attempt to break Ins 
engagements he would certainly ho deposed; hut oven if it be true that the rule of the 
Turkish party has been substituted for that of the Khedive, I am not suro that the 
country will gain much by the exchange.

I HAVE received your Lordship’s telegram No. 12 of the 14th instant stating that, 
pending the settlement of larger questions, it is not desirabie that I should express 
any official opinion with respect to individuals appointed to the Council of State. 

I fear my telegram No. 56 of the 8th instant may have misled your Lordship; I 
meant to suggest that I should privately arrange that Mr. FitzGerald should occupy 
provisionally the post of Controller-General, established under the Goschen Decree, 
until such time as pending questions are settled, so as not to allow the prolonged 
suspension of all European control and the irregularities and confusion that will he the 
certain result. 

With respect to the Council of State I have expressed no opinion beyond 
remarking to Chdrif Pasha that, as a new institution had been created with two high 
posts giving indirect access to the Cabinet which were opened to foreigners, I should be 
extremely surprised if the Government did not try to make some reparation for 
what had happened by reserving them for an Englishman and a Frenchman, and 
after some hesitation the Council of Ministers acted upon my suggestion.

My Lord, Cairo, May 16,1879. 

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Lordship’s telegram 
of the 14th instant, desiring me to endeavour unofficially to obtain the removal of the 
sequesters on the domain lands and the maintenance of Messrs. Rothschild's security 
intact. 

1 had already anticipated your Lordship’s instructions by advising the Government 
privately in their own interest to use their utmost efforts to discharge the sequesters 
on the domains. They took my advice, and collected by subscription among their 
party sufficient funds to pay the mortgagees 20 per cent, in cash in addition to the 
55 per cent, which they would share in common with the rest of the floating debt 
holders out of the first fruits of the Rothschild Loan. Negotiations upon this basis 
are now in progress with the mortgagees, and I hear it is probable that an arrangement 
will be arrived at. 

The claim of the Khedive’s family to be paid for the cattle and agricultural 
implements handed over with the estates is also likely to be settled, in accordance with 
my suggestion, by a formal renunciation by the Khedive and his family of all demands 
on this acoount. 

The Commissioners would also like to secure precedence for the coupon over the 
payment of taxes, and the irremovability of Rustem Pasha, their Egyptian colleague, 
who is working to their entire satisfaction. I will do what I can unofficially to get 
these two questions settled. 

I do not share the doubts that have been expressed in some quarters as to the 
security of Messrs. Rothschild’s position under the new order of things in Egypt; 
neither the Khedive nor his Government would venture to attempt to infringe 
Messrs. Rothschild’s acquired rights, which, moreover, are protected by the presence 
of special Commissioners nominated by the English and French Governments, and I 
understand that the Khedive, being made aware of these insinuations, has given 
Mr. Rowsell, who is proceeding to England, assurances with respect to the fulfilment 
of His Highness’ engagements, which Mr. Rowsell is authorized to communicate to 
Messrs. Rothschild.

Its substance is 
that it is the duty and right of the Sultan to take part in arrangements witli regard to 
Egypt, and the two Powers are requested to treat of the matter with the Porte. 
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Her Majesty’s Government will be also asked not to take any coercive measures against 
Egypt without first coming to an understanding with the Porte. His Excellency 
earnestly begged me to urge your Lordship to agree to this. French [? Chargd 
d’Affaires] thinks [P there] has been a complete change in the views of the Porte as 
regards the Khedive. Minister for Foreign Affairs assured me that such was not the 
case, and that although the Khedive, through his agents, had gained some persons at 
the Palace whose influence at one moment threatened to prevail over the Sultan, 
His Majesty yesterday yielded to the advice of his Ministers, and agreed to despatch 
telegram to the Khedive, demanding full explanations of his conduct.

They are sore with France for keeping M. de Blignidres here, and for recalling 
French Consul-General, who, they say, has acted throughout with moderation and 
impartiality, and it is evidently their impression that there is some difference of views 
between English and French Governments. 

Pending receipt of instructions, I am holding quite aloof from Khedive and his 
Ministers, in order to give no encouragement to these ideas.

WITH reference to your telegram No. 66, French Minister for Foreign Affairs 
says that his answer to the German Government was a general agreement in the views 
expressed in the despatch which was read to him, but not an explicit adherence to the 
protest made against the violation of the Decree. 

He thinks, with regard to joining in the protest, that there are objections con¬ 
nected with Rothschild Loan, and he also objects to pledging himself, by doing so, not 
to admit any reduction of the interest on the other loans. 

I shall send you by messenger to-morrow his suggestions as to course to be now 
taken with regard to Egypt.

His Excellency went on to say that, as France and England had already taken 
stronger measures to manifest their disapproval of the Khedive’s recent proceeding, 
he did not think it necessary that they should join in the German protest. 

I mentioned that it appeared that the Austro-Hungarian Government had also 
protested against the Decree. M. Waddington answered that he had not as yet 
received any communication on the subject from that Government.

ON the 21st instant I had the honour to report to your Lordship that M. Wad¬ 
dington had told me that the German Charge d’Affaires had read to him a despatch 
notifying to him the German protest against the Khedive’s Decree of the 22nd April 
last, and I added that M. Waddington did not think it necessary to join in the protest 
because England and France had already taken more vigorous measures to manifest 
their dissatisfaction with the Khedive’s recent proceedings. 

On the other hand, I received this morning by telegraph information from your 
Lordship that you had heard from Lord Odo Russell that France had agreed to join 
in the German protest. 

I spoke to M. Waddington on the subject this afternoon. 

M. Waddington said that when the German despatch had been read to him he 
had made the German Chargd d’Affaires the same observation that ho had made to me, 
namely, that France and England had already taken measures more vigorous than the 
German protest. 

He proceeded to tell mo that his answer had been a general agreement in the 
views expressed by the German Government, but not an explicit adherence to the 
protest made against the violation of the Khedive’s Decree. 

I observed to M. Waddington that I had understood that the German protest was 
made specifically against the Decree of the Khedive of the 22nd of last month. 

M. Waddington answered that, as the German Charge d’Affaires had not left a 
copy of the despatch with him, he would not pretend to recollect the exact wording of 
it. The protest was, he conceived, in substance directed against recent measures by 
which the Khedive had violated previous engagements, llis Excellency added that 
the German Government could hardly be at this moment under any misapprehension 
as to his views, as he had stated them in writing, in a despatch which he had sent the 
day before yesterday to the French Ambassador at Berlin. 

M. Waddington went on to say to me that there were, in his opinion, various 
considerations which militated against a simple adoption by France and England of 


the German protest at this moment. In the first place,'the adoption of it would 
interfere with the Rothschild Loan. By taking steps which would impede the realiza¬ 
tion of this loan the Germans were, in fact, acting against their own interest, as the 
loan was to be employed in paying off the floating debt, which was that with which 
they were principally concerned. It was, M. Waddington thought, advisable that the 
questions relative to the validity of the securities given for this loan should be cleared 
up, and a protest, in the sense of that made by Germany, might prove an obstacle to 
this. 

Secondly, by joining in the protest, France and England would, M. Waddington 
conceived, pledge themselves not to admit any reduction of the interest on the 
Egyptian stocks, and this he was not prepared to do. 

M. Waddington begged me to ask your Lordship’s attention confidentially to 
these considerations.

My Lord, Paris, May 27, 1879. 

M. WADDINGTON told me last evening that Safvet Pasha, the Turkish 
Ambassador, had just read to him two despatches, the one stating that the com¬ 
munications respecting the deposition of the Khedive made by Haireddin Pasha to 
Mr. Malet and the French Charge d’Affaires had come solely from him personally as 
Haireddin, not as Grand Vizier, the other suggesting that the Egyptian question 
should be treated with the Porte, not with the Khedive, and that the communications 
on the subject from France and England should be transferred from Cairo to Con¬ 
stantinople. 

M. Waddington went on to say that, on condition that they should be treated as 
quite confidential, he would let me take notes of the exact answers he had made to 
Safvet Pasha. 

With regard to the despatch respecting the deposition of the Khedive, he had 
made the following answer:— 

“ Jo no conteste pas l’exactitude des faits, mais il m’a etd impossible de ne pas 
attaehcr une valour capitalc a l’ouverture faite par le Grand Vizir. II est inutile de 
poursuivre l’examen de la proposition dans ce moment, puisque Rs Gouvernements 
Franeais et Anglais ne sont pas disposes a y donner suite aetuellement.” 

On the subject of the entire transfer of the Egyptian question to Constantinople, 
he had said:— 

“Nous avons des pourparlers engages avec l’Egypte que nous ne pouvons inter- 
rompre; ils portent sur des questions de contrble financier, pour lesquelles la Porte a 
reconnu la competence du Khedive. Nous serous d’ailleurs lieureux de recevoir com¬ 
munication des propositions quo la Porte pourrait etre amenee a faire.” 

M. Waddington said that ho had intended by his first answer to show that he was 
not disposed to acquiesce too readily in the desire of the Porte to back out of the offers 
made by the Grand Vizier respecting the deposition of the Khedive. 

As regards the second point there wore, lie said, obvious objections to the French 
and English Governments putting themselves entirely into tho hands of the Porte 
with regard to the Egyptian question. In fact, the Porte seemed to be aiming at two 
objects, the one being to re-establish as far as possible its own direct authority over 
Egypt, and the other to obtain largo concessions or other advantages from France and 
England as conditions for giving effect to their views respecting that country.

My Lord, Paris, May 27,1879. 

M. WADDINGTON put into my hand last evening the paper a copy of which I 
have the honour to transmit to your Lordship herewith. He begged mo to communicate 
it privately and confidentially to your Lordship, as containing suggestions from him 
of terms which might he offered to the Khedive by England and France in the present 
phase of the Egyptian question. Your Lordship will see that the principal suggestions 
are that the offer to appoint an English and a Erencli Vice-President of the Council of 
State he accepted, and that a demand he made for the establishment of an efficient 
financial conti*ol to he placed in the hands of an Englishman and a Erenchman. 

M. Waddington said that, his suggestions might be looked at from two points of 
view. They might be regarded as the means of enabling the Erencli and English 
Governments to get out of their present embarrassing position without loss of dignity, 
and without resorting to extreme measures. They might also be considered as con¬ 
stituting, if they were accepted by the Khedive and punctually carried into effect by 
him, a practical resumption of the endeavour to introduce financial and administrative 
reforms into Egypt. 

M. Waddington appeared to think that if the Khedive’s consent to the Control 
could be obtained, on the conditions specified, the experiment would be worth trying, 
hut he did not seem to have any confident hope that it would be successful. On the 
contrary, he said that he had very little doubt that the deposition must in the end be 
rGsortcd. to 

He went on, however, to say that it did not appear to him that matters were yet 
ripe for so extreme a measure. He doubted whether the two Governments would be 
supported by public opinion in their own countries in insisting upon the deposition of 
the Khedive at this moment, ne felt sure that they would encounter strong opposition 
from the European colonies in Egypt. On the other hand, lie could not help thinking 
that in the way the Khedive was going on lie would soon bring things to such a pass 
that his deposition would be called for on all sides. The two Governments might then, 
with general approval, step in’ to effect it. 

M. Waddington begged me to lay these considerations before your Lordship, but 
at the same time to say that if, nevertheless, you thought it advisable to take steps at 
once to obtain the deposition of the Khedive, he was ready to join you in opening in 
common negotiations with the Porte for the purpose. He would only urge that if the 
two Governments* once took the matter up, they must unflinchingly carry it through 

to the end. , _ , , . . 

In concluding the conversation, M. Waddington marked the paper containing 
his suggestions “ partieulidrc ct confidentiolle,” and begged me to impress upon your 

Lordship that it was to be so considered.

Proposed Scheme for Control of Egyptian Finance. 

(Particulidre et Confidentielle.) , ,, 

IMMEDIATEMENT aprds le renvoi desMinistres Europdens, le Khedive a demandd 
aux Cabinets de Paris et Londres le rdtablissement du Contrdlo, tel qu’il a etc institud 
par le Ddcret du 18 Novembrc, 1879. Cette demarche dtait conforme aux engage¬ 
ments pris au moment memo de l’installation dcs Ministres Europdens, ct on vertu 
desquels le Contrdle devait revivre de ploin trait si l’un ou l’autre de ces Ministres 
venait a etre congddid sans accord pvealablc avec son Gouvernement. 

En memo temps lo Gouvernement de Son Altesse mettait a 1’etude l’institution 
d’un Conseil d’Etat, ayant a sa tdte le President du Conseil dcs Ministres, ct compose 
d’elements indigenes et (Strangers, mais avec preponderance pour ce dernier clement. 
Le futur Conseil aurait pour attributions de prdparer, sur la demande des Ministres, les 
Proiets de Lois et rdglements d’administration publique, de donner son avis sur les 
questions de droit et d’intdret gdndral, de rdsoudre les difficultes qui pourraient 
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s’dlever entre les Ministres eux-mdmes, d’apprdcier les actes des fonctionnaires, et de 
statuer enfin sur le contentieux administratif. 

Les deux Cabinets ayant insists pour le retour au regime qui venait d’etre ren- 
versd, lo Khedive a offert alors de remplacer les Ministres Europdens du Conseil d’Etat 
—l’un Eran§ais et 1’autre Anglais—ayant entre dans le Cabinet, avec voix ddlibdrative, 
toutes les fois qu’ils demanderaient a etre entehdues sur des questions ou des projets, 
dont le Conseil d’Etat aurait dte prdalablement saisi.

II est certain que la Vice-Prdsidence du Conseil d’Etat, partagde entre deux 
fonctionnaires—l’un Erangais, l’autre Anglais—ne saurait tenir lieu d’un Ministre 
Erangais des Travaux Publics, et d’un Ministre Anglais des Finances. Cependant, si 
l’on considdre que le Conseil d’Etat sera en outre composd pour plus de moitid de 
membres Europdens, la proposition du Vice-Roi pourrait etre acceptde, sous une 
rdserve qu’il importorait de formuler expressement dans l’interet des crdanciers 
de 1’Egypte. 

Lorsque le Khddive a fait app’el a des Ministres Europdens, c’dtait pour mettre a 
exdcution le programme administratif et financier, formule par la Commission 
d’Enquete institude en 1878, et dont Son Altesse avait acceptd solennellement toutes 
les conclusions. 

Cette Commission, aprds un travail consciencieux et approfondi, avait indiqud un 
ensemble de rdformes ct de progrds h rdaliser en Egypte, pour y assurer la marche 
regulidre des services publics. Elle exprimait notamment le voeu qu’aucun imp6t ne 
ffit mis en recouvrement qu’en vertu d’une loi publiee dans un rccueil officiel; que 
l’exercice du pouvoir legislatif ffit entourd de garanties suffisantes pour pouvoir dtre 
applique a tous les habitants de l’Egypte, sans distinction de nationalitd; que tous les 
Agents de perception fussent places sous les ordres du Ministre des Finances, et leur 
gestion contrdldc sur place par des inspecteurs ne relevant que de l’Administration 
Centrale; qu’une comptabilite budgetaire ffit organisde; qu’une juridiction indd- 
pendante ffit dtablie pour prononcer sur les rdclamations en matidre do contributions; 
que les indigdnes fussent protdgds par une organisation judiciaire contre tout abus 
d’autoritd, &c. 

La Commission n’avait pas fi chercher si l’exdcution de ce programme devait etre 
confide a des Ministres Europdens ou i\ 1’organisation crede par les Ddcrets du 
18 Novembrc, 1876. La question ffit tranclide par le Khddive qui fit appel a des 
Ministres Erangais et Anglais. Les deux Gouvemements sans insister en favour de 
cette combinaison peuvent, ce me semble, demander a Son Altesse de maintenir intd- 
gralement le programme administratif de 1878, quclles que soient les institutions 
appeldes a le rdaliser. 

Le Khddive propose le retour au Contrdlc; les deux Gouverncments peuvoqt y 
souscrire it la condition que le Contr&le, confid it un Erangais et a un Anglais, soit dtabli 
avec des attributions mieux definies et plus efficaces que par le passd, et lui permettant 
d’embrasser sans effoit la part de responsabilitd qui lui appartiendrait, a c6td du 
Conseil d’Etat, dans la mise a exdcution du programme de 1878. 

Les Contrdleurs devraient etre inddpendants, dans la plus, large mesure possible, 
du Gouvernement Egyptien, et, notamment, ne pas etre rdvocables fi la seule volontd 
du Khddive. 

Ils devraient dtre munis do pouvoirs d’investigation assez dtendus pour pdndtrer, 
sans obstacles, avec quelques agents deldguds sous lours ordres, dans le service des 
Administrations provinciates et centrales. II conviendrait dgalement do leur donner 
le droit de s’adresscr directement au Khddive a des dpoques fixes ou inddtermindes, 
et de publior des Rapports sur l’Administration Gdnerale et l’Administration 
Einanciere. 

Enfin, les Contrdleurs-Gdndraux devraient avoir, non plus des attributions 
distinctes comme l’avait dtabli le Ddcrct du 18 Novembrc, 1876, mais des attributions 
identiques. L’un exercerait ses fouctions dans la Haute Egypte, l’autre dans la Basse 
Egypte; et, quant aux Administrations centrales, il serait facile do les rdpartir entre 
les deux Contrdlos, en prenant pour base les attributions des Ministres, telles qu’elles 
ont dtd rdeemment fixdes. 

En rdsumd, le but a atteindre ec serait 1’application sincere des rdformes indiqudes 
par la Commission d’Enquete, au moyen du Conseil d’Etat et du Contrfile. A ces 
conditions, mais a ces conditions seulement, les deux Gouvemements peuvent espdrer 
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fif dp* intirftte qui les prdoccupent, quelques-unes des garanties que

His Highness then observed that opposition might be expected from France to 
treating the Egyptian question in Constantinople. Her policy with regard to Egypt, as 
with regard to Tunis, was to detach them as much as possible from Turkey. But England, 
he thought, might overcome this opposition. If, through her interference, the Sultan 
were consulted in the settlement of the Egyptian question, and were enabled to carry out 
either of the plans that had been suggested tor the change of rulers and system in 
Egypt, his sentiments of dignity would be satisfied, his prestige amongst his own people, 
which had been recently weakened, would be restored, and the influence of England over 
him and his Mussulman subjects would be greatly increased. 

I asked Haireddin Pasha whether he had spoken on the subject to the French 
Charge d’Affaires, or to any other foreign Representative. He replied that he had not, 
and had no intention of doing so. All that he had done was to sound the Russian 
Ambassador about a month ago as to the views of his Government with respect to 
the exercise by the Sultan of his right to depose the Khedive. Prince LabanofF 
answered that he would consult his Government on the subject, and a day or two 
ago he had read to him (Haireddin Pasha) an extract from a despatch from Prince 
Gortchacow, stating that Russia bad no wish or intention to interfere in the affairs of 
Egypt, and was content that the Sultan should exercise his sovereign rights with regard 
to that country. 

The Grand Yizier earnestly begged me to ask your Lordship to consider this com¬ 
munication as most secret, aud as being, for the present, a mere personal and unofficial one 
from himself to your Lordship.

Sir, Foreign Office, May 30, 1879. 

I TRANSMIT to you herewith the accompanying copy of a despatch communicated 
to me by the German Ambassador inviting Her Majesty’s Government to join in a 
declaration, which the Imperial Consul-General has been instructed to make, that the 
Imperial Government, looking upon the Decree of the 22nd April, by which the Govern¬ 
ment of Egypt, at its own discretion, regulates the Egyptian debt, thereby abolishing 
existing recognized rights, as an open and direct violation of the international engage¬ 
ments contracted at the institution.of the judicial reforms, declare the Decree void of 
any legally binding effect in regard to the competency of the Mixed Courts of Justice 
and the rights of the subjects of the Empire, and must hold the Viceroy responsible for 
all consequences of his unlawful proceedings. 

Her Majesty’s Government understand from your telegraphic reports that this 
instruction has been executed, and that a declaration of similar purport has been likewise 
made by the Austro-Hungarian Agent. 

You will observe that the German Government take objection to the Decree of the 
22nd April, on the ground that it is an arbitrary interference with the legal rights of 
foreigners; and is, therefore, in effect, if it be allowed to stand, a suspension of the 
authority of the Mixed Tribunals, which were established by an international agreement, 
for the purpose of enforcing those legal rights. The German Government think it 
necessary, therefore, to take notice of the illegal character of this Decree, and to record, 
in the form of a protest, their refusal to recognize its obligatory effect in practice. 

The five Powers had occasion, on the 22nd March in last year, to enter their protest 
against the arbitrary course pursued by the Khedive in withdrawing the property of 
himself and his Government from the authority of the Mixed Tribunals. The present 
Decree is inspired by similar pretensions. It assumes to place the revenues of which the 
'Khedive disposes above the authority of the Mixed Tribunals, and to define, by an arbi¬ 
trary Decree, in independence of the jurisdiction of those Tribunals, the extent to which 
the Khedive will observe the contracts into which he has formally entered. 

It will not escape you that the consent of the Powers is considered by the German 
Government as an essential condition of the legality and obligatory character of any 
scheme for the settlement of the Khedive’s debts; but that they do not exclude the 
idea of an arrangement invested w'ith that sanction. 

Her Majesty’s Government are of opinion that the assumption, on the part of His 
Highness, to modify, at his own unchecked discretion, the contracts which he has made 
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with foreigners, and to place those modifications above the authority of the Mixed 
Tribunals, is inconsistent with the principles on which the Tribunals were established 
under an international sanction. You are instructed to speak to Cherif Pasha in this 
sense, and to hand to him the following Protest:— 

“ The Undersigned is instructed by the Government of Her Britannic Majesty to 
associate himself with the protest against the Decree of the 22nd April, which has been 
entered by the Governments of Austria-Hungary and Germany, in so far as His Highness 
the Khedive thereby assumes to alter, at his pleasure, the terms of contracts into which 
he has entered with British subjects, and thus to withdraw them from the jurisdiction of 
the Mixed Tribunals without the consent of the Powers from whom those Tribunals 
derive their competence; and the Undersigned is further instructed to declare that, under 
these circumstances, Her Majesty’s Government recognize no validity in the said provi¬ 
sions of the Decree of the 22nd April, and hold His Highness the Khedive responsible 
for the consequences of attempting to put it into execution.”

BARON SAURMA, my German colleague, has delivered to the Khedive to-day, by 
order of his Government, a protest in writing to the follow ing effect:— 

“ The Decree of the 22nd April, by which the Egyptian Government fixes, of its sole 
authority, the settlement of its debts, and annuls acquired and recognized rights, is 
regarded by the Government of Germany as an open and direct violation of the 
international obligations which the Egyptian Government assumed when they adopted 
the judicial reform. 

“ The Government of Germany refuse, therefore, to recognize the said Decree as 
having any obligatory effect, either as regards the rights of German subjects or the 
competency of the Mixed Tribunals ; and they hold the Khedive responsible for all the 
consequences which may result from his illegal proceedings.” 

The Viceroy informed Baron Saurma that lie must submit this protest to the 
Council of Ministers. 

The Decree in question embodied the so-called National Financial Plan, and was 
inclosed in Mr. Lascelles’ despatch to your Lordship No. 247 of the 25th ultimo.

MAJOR BARING, the English member of the Commission of the Public Debt, 
intends to resign his appointment. He has urged upon me very strongly that the 
qualifications possessed by Mr. Colvin would make it desirable to secure his services as 
his successor. 

I have privately ascertained that no objection would be raised by the Egyptian 
Government to Mr. Colvin’s nomination as one of the Commissioners of the Public 
Debt. 

According to the terms of the Goschen Decree, an unofficial application should be 
made to Her Majesty’s Government to recommend some one for the post, and if they 
should refuse to do so (which, I presume, will certainly be the case) the appointment 
rests with the Khedive, who will then nominate Mr. Colvin. 

As one of the representatives of the Egyptian bondholders, Major Baring is very 
anxious to get this question finally settled before his departure for England at the end of 
the week.

I HAVE the honour to inclose, for your Lordship’s information, a copy of the 
protests referred to in my despatches Nos. 297 and 301 of the 18th and 19th instant, as 
having been made by Germany and Austria-Hungary against the Khedive’s Decree of 
the 22nd April (promulgating the financial arrangement that the present Government 
imposes on its creditors). This protest was made to His Highness verbally by Baron 
Saurrna, my German colleague, on the 18th instant, and the Austrian Consul-General 
followed suit with a precisely similar protest on the following day. 

The Governments of Germany and Austria-Hungary thus assume that the Egyptian 
Government, by fixing of its sole authority the settlement of its debts, has annulled 
acquired and recognized rights, and thus openly and directly violated the international 
obligations it incurred in adopting the judicial reform. 

The Governments of the two Empires accordingly refuse to admit that the Decree 
can have any obligatory effect in respect to the competency of the Tribunals or the 
acquired rights of their subjects, and hold the Viceroy responsible for all the consequences 
of his illegal proceedings. 

It seems to me doubtful whether this protest does not prejudge a question, the 
decision of which, under the provisions of the Egyptian Code, properly lies with the 
Tribunals of the Reform. 

Articles 10 and 11 of the “ ROglement d’Organisation Judiciaire ” say— 

Article 10. “ Le Gouvernement, les Administrations, les Dairas de Son Altesse le 
Khedive, et des membresde sa famille, seront justiciables des Tribunaux de la Reforme

Article 11. “ Ces Tribunaux, sans pouvoir statuer sur la propriete du domaine public 
ni interpreter ou arreter l’execution d’une mesure administrative, pourront juger les 
atteintes portees a un droit acquis d’un etranger par un acte d’administration.” 

It would seem, therefore, that the protest would have more raison d'etre, if, after 
the question of the validity of the Decree had been tried by the Tribunals, and decided 
in favour of the creditors, the Egyptian Government were to ignore the decision; and, 
as I have already informed your Lordship, the Commissioners of the Caisse have 
given notice of a suit against the Government, which will test the point in so far as the 
rights of the bondholders are concerned. 

In the explanatory despatch which Baron Saurrna received with the protest it was 
stated that the Imperial Government had no desire to take part in the political question, 
nor to dispute the right of initiative of the two Powers who have the greatest interest in 
Egypt, but that the constant and arbitrary changes that were taking place here compelled 
Germany to take a firm stand upon the rights of her subjects as secured by International 
Conventions. 

The Khedive seems to have referred the two Agents to his Council of Ministers, by 
whose advice he said he must be guided ; but he privately expressed his surprise that 
Germany and Austria should so strongly object to better terms than were offered to the 
creditors of the Floating Debt by the plan of the late Ministry. 

The moral of this further difficulty is, that no compromise or solution of the financial 
difficulties of Egypt is feasible (as she cannot pay her creditors in full) unless the arrange-

* I HAVE the honour to inclose copies of the proposals that have been made by the 
Egyptian Government to the creditors who hold sequestrations upon the Domain lands, 
and to the unsecured creditors of the floating debt. 

The following terms are offered to the former class of creditors * 

The principal and interest of their claims, in accordance with the judgments they 

have obtained, are to be assessed up to the 15th May. . , _ , 

They are to be paid 20 per cent, of this amount immediately in cash; 65 per cent, 
in drafts upon Messrs. Rothschild, and the remaining 25 per cent, in three equal halt- 
yearly instalments extending over eighteen months with interest running at the rate ot 
5 per cent., which is to be paid with each instalment. 

As security for the payment of 25 per cent., certain State lands, not included in the 
Domain properties, are to be mortgaged to the secured creditors, with powers ot 
foreclosure and sale, under the control of a Commission chosen from among them, but 
they will share this guarantee with the unsecured creditors of the floating debt, as 

shown by the arrangement made with them. , 

Bonds representing 45 per cent, of their claims will be delivered to the secured 
creditors, which are to remain in deposit at a bank, and may only be sold m the event ot 
default in the payment of any of the instalments, in which case the creditors may claim

I LEARN with great regret that M. Godeaux, my French colleague, has received 
a despatch from his Government informing him that they had thought it necessary, on 
political grounds, to terminate his mission in Egypt, and to replace him by M. Tricou, 
the French Consul-General at Beyrout. 

His recall is, I believe, chiefly due to M. de Blignteres’ influence. 

During the five months that M. Godeaux has held the post of French Agent and 
Consul-General in Egypt he has had most difficult cards to play. A stranger to the 
country, he was suddenly called upon to deal with serious complications and intricate 
political and financial questions of which he had no previous^ experience. His good 
sense and impartiality would not allow him to treat these difficulties hastily or in any 
partizan spirit; he patiently heard all sides, and endeavoured to form his own conclu¬ 
sions, if not correctly, at least impartially. I have invariably found him an honourable 
and loyal colleague, and our opinions coincided upon most subjects, and I therefore 
greatly regret his loss. 

His successor, M. Tricou, was the French Consul at Cairo in 1868, and acted as 
their Agent and Consul-General in 1869. He was subsequently promoted to be French 
Consul-General at Beyrout. During the time M. Tricou was in Egypt, he had a personal 
quarrel with the Viceroy, and I have reason to doubt if his appointment will be at all 
pleasing to*His Highness. M. Tricou has the reputation of being a clever man, but hot¬ 
headed and violent. 

His appointment, and the continued stay of M. de Blignteres in Egypt, have been 
interpreted here as unmistakable signs of the displeasure of the French Government 
with the Khedive, and of their intention to mark it in the way that will be most disagree¬ 
able to him.

I GAVE M. Waddington yesterday the perusal of the despatch No. 149, and dated 
the 30th ultimo, in which your Lordship has instructed Her Majesty’s Agent at Cairo to 
associate himself with the protest made by the Austro-Hungarian and German Govern¬ 
ments against the Khedive’s Decree of the 22nd April last. 

M. Waddington said that this despatch gave him a clearer idea than he had before 
possessed of the exact nature of the German protest. He mentioned particularly, in 
connection with this remark, the passage in which your Lordship points out that, while 
the German Government consider the consent of the Powers as an essential condition 
of the legality and obligatory character of any scheme for the settlement of the 
Khedive’s debts, they do not exclude the idea of an arrangement invested with that 
sanction. 

M. Waddington said, in conclusion, that he would think the matter over, and 
consider whether the French Government might not take a step in the same direction as 
that which had now been taken by the English, the Austrian, and the German Govern¬ 
ments.

My Lord, Paris, June 3, 1879. 

M. WADDINGTON spoke to me yesterday of the scheme for establishing a 
financial control in Egypt, a copy of which, at his request, I communicated, privately 
and confidentially, to your Lordship with my Very Confidential despatch No. 573 of the 
27th ultimo. 

M. Waddington said that he was not so sanguine as to expect that this scheme 
would effect, in practice, any satisfactory reform of the Egyptian Administration, or that 
it would form anything more than a temporary arrangement. 

He thought, however, that, looked at as a temporary arrangement, it would have 
two advantages. In the first place, it would prevent the European control from lapsing 
altogether, and would thus facilitate the maintenance of that control under any new 
Government that might be established. In the second place, it would serve to occupy 
public attention and allay impatience for a more radical solution of the Egyptian 
question. 

M. Waddington proceeded to repeat the observations he has often made before, 
that he did not think the time for the deposition of the Khedive had yet come, but that 
he felt sure that it must come in the end. 

When the time came M. Waddington thought the two Governments might proceed 
on the plan he had sketched out on the 10th April last, when he had come to see me 
after a Council of Ministers. 

Your Lordship will remember that this plan (as I reported in my despatch No. 411 
of the 12th April) was that the two Governments should, as a first step, recommend the 
Khedive to abdicate in favour of his son. Prince Tewfik, in which case he and hie family 
would retain their property; and that if the Khedive should refuse to abdicate, recourse 
should be had to the Porte to obtain his deposition, in which latter case he would be 
succeeded by Halim Pasha, and would very probably lose his property. 

M. Waddington desired me to repeat to your Lordship that, in his opinion, matters 
were not yet ripe for these extreme measures, but that he should at any time be ready 
to adopt them, in concert with Her Majesty’s Government, if your Lordship should 
announce to him that you considered the proper time for doing so had arrived.

He had merely 
pointed out to his Highness that any financial operations in which the Porte desired to 
engage, with the assistance, under specified conditions, of the English Government, 
had been seriously impeded, if not altogether prevented, by the impression produced 
upon the minds of capitalists by the late proceedings of the Khedive. It was in its 
own interests, and not in those of England, that Mr. Malet had called the attention 
of the Turkish Government to the disastrous character of the present Egyptian rule.

I HAVE had the advantage of having a conversation with M. Tricou, recently 
appointed Erench Consul-General in Egypt, upon the afFairs of that country. He 
assured me of his earnest desire to have the best possible understanding with his 
English colleague, and to work cordially with him. He expressed his belief that the 
policy of England and France were identical in Egypt, and that the Governments of the 
two countries were agreed upon the principal questions relating to it. I perceived, 
however, that he was extremely jealous of the position of Prance, and was very much 
opposed to any interference on the part of the Porte in Egyptian afFairs. He seemed 
to think that the two Governments should resist any attempt on the part of the 
Turkish Government to become a party to any new arrangements which England and 
France might wish to introduce into Egypt. He appeared to me opposed to the depo¬ 
sition of the Khedive, whom he considers the ablest member of the family, and to have 
no very good opinion of the capacity for government of his eldest son, or of Halim 
Pasha, who, he thought, would only end in following in the course of the Khedive. 
He spoke of the proposal of the Porte—that it should be consulted in the future 
settlement of the Egyptian question—as an attempt to regain influence in that 
country, which, in his opinion, his Government would energetically resist.

HIS Majesty then asked me whether I could tell him anything about the present 
state of 1 the Egyptian question. I replied that, since receiving your Lordship’s 
instructions to communicate to the Grand Vizier your despatch to Her Majesty’s 
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Consul-General in Egypt relating to the conduct of the Khedive, with which His 
Majesty had no doubt been made acquainted, I had no further official information, 
although the report that had appeared in the press, that the Khedive had rejected the 
demands of the English and French Governments, was probably well founded. His 
Majesty was desirous of knowing whether the statement, that Mr. Vivian had asked for 
two iron-clads, and that they were to proceed to Alexandria, was also true; but I could 
not tell him whether it was. He was very anxious, he said, that any measures which 
the two Governments might think it necessary to adopt, either to depose the Khedive 
or to compel him to reform his Administration, should be taken in conjunction with 
the Porte. His Majesty observed that he was quite ready to come to an understanding 
with England and France on these subjects; he was aware of the ruin impending over 
Egypt in consequence of the rapacity and maladministration of its successive Rulers, 
who, with the sole exception of Meliemet Ali Pasha, had thought of nothing else but 
accumulating wealth, leading the most sensual lives, indulging in every kind of 
extravagance, and providing for their families, dependents, and great establishments. 
All the money they had exacted from the unfortunate population, and had obtained in 
the shape of loans from Europe, had been squandered for these personal objects, and 
nothing had been done for the well-being of the people or the improvement of the 
country. It was his duty as Sovereign, His Majesty added, to put an end to such a 
state of things and to protect his suffering subjects. He was ready and willing to 
co-operate with the English and French Governments in doing so, and he trusted that 
Her Majesty’s Government would treat with the Porte as to the measures to be taken 
for the purpose. His Majesty hinted that attempts had been made to influence him in 
favour of the Khedive, but that they had not succeeded. I told His Majesty that I 
would not fail to report what he had said to me on this subject.

THE proposed arrangement with the creditors of the Ploating Debt, upon which 
the chances of the Government so much depend, makes no progress. 

There is a general impression that Messrs. Rothschild will decline to part with the 
balance of the loan pending the settlement of the political difficulties, while the 
unsecured judgment creditors, jealous of the preferential treatment accorded to those 
who have taken securities, are seeking to place themselves in as favourable a position 
by taking out second mortgages after Messrs. Rothschild upon the domain lands, and 
by lodging sequestrations upon the monies in their hands. The protests of the German 
and Austrian Governments against any arbitrary infringement of the rights of the 
judgment creditors as established by the Tribunals of the Reform has strengthened 
their position and made them less inclined to accept any compromise. 

Meanwhile if, as seems probable, the proposed arrangement breaks down, the 
interest on these claims will continue to accumulate at the rate of about 80,000/. 
a month, or nearly 1,000,000/. sterling a year, and pari passu with the postponement of 
their settlement these claims will grow out of all proportion to the fund from which 
alone they can be paid. 

If nothing can be done until the political difficulty is solved I think a special 
Commission should then be formed, under the sanction of the Powers, to devise an 
equitable distribution of the available assets, after due inquiry and a fair hearing, 
among all classes of creditors, the result of its labours being consecrated, after 
approval by the Powers, by a special law making it binding upon the creditors. 

Any such general arrangement would require the establishment of sufficient 
guarantees for its execution; and the Commission might, perhaps, be intrusted to 
devise the best form of control to secure this object, subject to the approval of the 
Powers. 

The Khedive and his Government are showing an evident inclination to draw 
closer to England, and to try to conciliate our support. This change is probably due 
to the hostile attitude of Germany and Austria, and to a great feeling of soreness 
with the Erench Government for keeping M. de Bligmteres here and recalling 
M. Godeaux. 

I have sought to dispel .any illusions on the part of the Khedive and his Govern¬ 
ment that he can thus propitiate us by coming down here to avoid all communication 
with them until Her Majesty’s Government and that of Erance have decided upon the 
course they will take in the present crisis.

M. TRICOU, the new Erench Consul-General, is expected to arrive here on 
the 4th instant to relieve M. Godeaux, who will immediately return to Erancc. I 
have arranged with the Captain of Her Majesty’s ship “ Rupert ” that every civility 
shall be shown to these two Erench officials, and that the ship’s boats shall be placed at 
their disposal to land and embark in, as was done for me by the French corvette when 
I returned to England. 

Small civilities of this kind make a great impression here, and are interpreted as 
indications of the feeling that exists between Erance and England, and as there have 
been mischievous rumours of a divergence of views between the two Governments 
1 desire to dispel them. 

With respect to M. Tricou, who is certainly regarded here as a “ persona ingrata,” 
it appears from our Archives that before he left Egypt in 1869 he had a serious 
quarrel with the Egyptian Government as to the privileges of his Consular Janissaries; 
the dispute was to have been referred to the British, Austrian, and Italian Consuls. 
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General, hut it was amicably settled by the arrival of M. de Montmerand, the new 
Erench Consul-General, who refused to make a diplomatic question of so trivial an 
affair; but it appears that M. Tricou had gone so far as to threaten to land marines 
at Alexandria to protect his cavasses.

Circular addressed to British Consular Agents in Upper and Lower Egypt. 

Sir, Alexandria , May 31, 1879. 

IT is of very great importance at tlie present moment, when there is no European 
control in the interior, that Her Majesty’s Agency should he kept fully and accurately 
informed of all that is going on in the provinces of Upper and Lower Egypt as regards 
the collection of the taxes and the treatment of the peasantry, the application of the 
laws of “ corv6e ” and military service, and of the regulations respecting irrigation 
and the progress of the cadastral survey. 

I will indicate roughly the points upon which information would be especially 
valuable— 


Collection of Taxes. 

What is the condition of the peasantry and of the crops ? 

Are their taxes being taken in advance, and, if so, to what extent ? 

Are rich and poor treated alike in the recovery of taxes, or has favour been shown 
to the rich proprietors ? 

Are the taxes being paid with ease, or have the peasantry been compelled either to 
sell their standing crops in advance or to borrow money to pay them, and, if so, at 
what rate of interest ? 

What is the minimum and maximum rate of interest paid by the cultivators in 
your locality ? 

Are any extraordinary taxes collected in the shape of forced loan or voluntary 
contributions, and, if so, to what extent, and by whose authority ? 

In the case of any forced loan or voluntary contributions, is the money being 
obtained from the rich and poor indiscriminately ? 

Is such contribution or loan raised pro rata on the lands ? 

Has the collection of the taxes been attended with torture or cruelty, and have 
many persons been imprisoned for failing to pay their taxes ? 

Are the peasantry being compelled, through the machinery of the mixed Tribunals, 
to part with their lands to the money-lenders to repay monies advanced by them to 
make up the taxes ? 

Is the Moukabalah tax being paid in full in addition to the ordinary land tax, and 
is this done with difficulty by the holders of Kharadgi lands ? 

Are you aware of any flagrant instances of extortion or corruption on the part of 
the tax-collectors or provincial authorities, or of abuse of power on the part of the 
superior authorities ? 

Are European landholders and protected subjects paying every description of land 
tax, including Moukabalah; if not, are any measures taken for the recovery of their 
taxes ? 


Corvee. 

Are the regulations respecting the “ corvee,” as laid down by the late Ministry, 
being carried out ? 

Is any money payment now made by landed proprietors “ in lieu ” of forced 
labour ? 

Are you aware of cases in which forced unpaid labour is employed for the culti¬ 
vation of the Dairas or of private estates ; if so, name them ? 

Is the corvde for works of public utility equitably distributed in the various 
districts, or are there complaints of unfair exemptions, and, if so, have such exemptions 
been obtained by corruption ? 

Are the sums paid in redemption of liability to the “ corvde ” appropriated to the 
Public Works Pund, or are they paid into the general revenues of the Government ? 

Are any works of public utility in progress 1 If not, what is being done with the 
funds appropriated for that purpose ? 

Law of Military Service. 

How is the recruitment being conducted in the provinces 1 

Is it producing much deartli of labour ? 

By what rules is it applied to the peasantry; are they drawn fairly in their turn, 
or are there unfair exemptions ? 
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Are you aware of any sums being exacted from the peasantry for exemption from 
military service, and what is the sum obtained for such exemption ? 

Irrigation of Lands. 

Are you aware of much injustice in the distribution of water over the lands by 
which the poor are sacrificed to the rich proprietors ? 

Cadastral Survey. 

Is this work making any progress, and is the measurement and classification of 
the lands being fairly conducted without suspicion of fraud or corruption, or not ? 

As the value of the information which you may be able to obtain upon these 
and any other points that your knowledge of the country may suggest entirely depends 
upon its accuracy and thorough impartiality—that it should, in fact, be given without 
fear or prejudice—I have to instruct you to warn the Consular Agents under your 
jurisdiction to use every possible means to insure this result. 

The first reports should be sent in as soon as possible, and hereafter whenever the 
taxes are being collected.

WITH reference to my despatch No. 319 of the 29th ultimo, I have to report 
that matters here seem going from bad to worse. A report is current that 
Messrs. Rothschild have announced their determination to decline to pay the loan 
coupon, which will greatly embarrass the Government, and put an end to the proposed 
arrangement with the creditors of the floating debt; meanwhile, creditors are seizing 
any Government property they can lay their hands on. 

The Government have largely increased the numbers of the army, which is being 
drilled and exercised as if to resist an invasion. 

I doubt if this state of things can last very long, and it is difficult to foretell what 
may be the issue.

M. W ADDINGTON said to me this afternoon that the Egyptian question appeared to 
have become more urgent than when he had spoken to me on the 26th instant, and that 
he was extremely anxious to be put into possession of the views of Her Majesty’s Government 
upon it with the least possible delay. 

He begged me to submit to your Lordship the following questions from him :— 

1. What is your Lordship’s opinion as to the intrinsic value, under any circumstances, 
of his suggestion respecting the establishment of a Control, as conducive to the good 
administration of Egypt ? 

2. Does your Lordship consider this suggestion sufficient to meet the present 
emergency? 

3. If it be insufficient, would it be expedient to enter immediately upon any 
plan for bringing about the abdication of the Khedive in favour of his son, or his 
deposition? , 

4. If your Lordship should be of that opinion, what ways and means would you 
propose, and how far do'you consider the interference of the Porte as necessary ? 

As regards the first and second questions, M. Waddington is himself of opinion that 
the arrangement he suggested, or some similar arrangement, would have the advantage of 
keeping blatters in French and English hands, and preventing any international arrange¬ 
ment of a less exclusive character, but he does not think his proposed arrangement could 
Be made to work satisfactorily without a change of Ruler, or that without such a change it 
could be anything more than a palliative. 

As regards the third point, M. Waddington had hitherto thought that the question of 
the deposition of the Khedive might be deferred for some time, so as to let the growing 
discontent against him have full effect; but the late German interference appears to him 
to have ripened the question very much, and to necessitate the two Governments making 
up their minds 1 definitively. » . 

. .Speaking generally, it appears to him, as regards the fourth point, that the abdication 
of the Khedive in favour of .Prince Tewfik might be effected without the intervention of 
the Porte, and wbuld beiperhaps the easiest course to pursue'., . t 

In conclusion, M. Waddington begged me, to represent earnestly to your Lordship 
his opinion that some course of action 1 should be determined by the ,two Governments 
without delay, and his desire to learn the views of Her Majesty’s Government at the 
earliest possible moment. 

He desired me to add that the expression of those views should, if your Lordship 
wished it, be treated as most strictly confidential.

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In the reply returned by Messrs, Rothschild’s to this proposal, and which was 
only dispatched a few days ago, the engagements which they have been requested to 
undertake are subordinated to the realization of certain guarantees which they 
consider to be due to the subscribers of the Daira Loan, and to be necessary for their 
security.

Majesty’s Government to the British Agent and Consul-General in Egypt to support

HER Majesty’s Government have carefully considered the various questions 
contained in your Excellency’s despatch No. 614 of the 7th instant, marked Very Confi¬ 
dential, on the affairs ot Egypt, respecting which the French Government have expressed 
the desire to know their opinion. 

In answer to the first question, I have to state that Her Majesty’s Government do 
not entertain any hope that the proposal to establish a Control will lead to a satisfactory 
result. Whatever nominal authority the members of such a body might be invested with, 
they would possess no real power. They would not be supported by an external force, or 
by the willing assistance of the Khedive, or by the sympathy of the people; and having 
no support, their control would be illusory. They might have their use in satisfying 
public expectation in Europe, but they would involve the Westerti Governments in at least 
a partial responsibility for the financial catastrophe which is evidently approaching. 

Secondly, Her Majesty’s Government are of opinion that the substitution of Prince 
Tewfik or Halim for the Khedive, to be followed by a compulsory liquidation of Egyptian 
liabilities, is the only hope of restoring prosperity in Egypt. But they do not see what 
means for effecting it the two Governments possess. 

It would, in their judgment, be wiser to use the authority of the Sultan, whenever the 
time for interference comes, because by his assistance the difficulties of the measure would 
be very materially diminished; but, at present, Her Majesty’s Government doubt whether 
even the authority of the Sultan would be of much avail. 
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The Khedive, if summoned by England and France, acting alone, to abdicate, would 
almost certainly refuse to do so; if summoned by the Sultan, at the instigation of England 
and France, it is still on the whole unlikely that he would submit. 

Her Majesty’s Government are very anxious to know what M. Waddington would 
propose to do when that refusal has been received. 

A joint occupation of any portion of Egyptian territory on the part of the two 
Powers would be open to so many objections that it must be looked upon as practically 
inadmissible, and of' course the armed intervention of either separately would be at variance 
with the understanding on which they have been hitherto acting together. It does not, 
therefore, at first sight appear on what agency M. Waddington would rely for the purpose 
of carrying into effect the sentence of deposition if the two Powers should pro¬ 
nounce it. 

The advantage of deferring for a time any definitive decision, if circumstances render 
that course possible, is that the state of the finances in Egypt will become so involved, and 
the payment of all public functionaries become so insecure, as to produce a feeling adverse 
to the Khedive on the part of those who now surround him, and to whose support he 
looks; and when this state of feeling has become established, the Sultan’s Firman may be 
trusted to ensure his fall. On the assumption, however, which M. Waddington appears to 
accept, that immediate action is necessary, Her Majesty’s Government would be glad to 
know more precisely the mode in which he proposes to enforce the deposition of the 
Khedive if he should refuse to listen either to the Powers or the Porte, and should 
determine to remain on the throne in spite of them. 

Your Excellency will be good enough to speak to M. Waddington in the above 
sense.

9 THIS afternoon I spoke fully to M. Waddington in the sense of your Lordship’s 

Very Confidential despatch No. 746 of yesterday, conveying the opinion ot Her 
Majesty’s Government on the several questions put by his Excellency with regaid o 
the course to he now taken by France and England respecting Egypt. 

M. Waddington observed that he looked upon the communication 1 had thus 
made to him as a very important step in advance. . 

As regarded the opinion given in answer to his first and second questions, he 
expressed his agreement with Her Majesty’s Government. The system of control 
which he had suggested could, he thought, he at best a mere palliative, and would not 
suffice in the crisis to which matters were rapidly advancing. 

He said that he also agreed with your Lordship that the substitution of Prince 
Tewfik or Halim for the present Khedive, to be followed by a compulsory liquidation 
of Egyptian liabilities, is the only hope of restoring prosperity in Egypt. 

This, M. Waddington said, was a very clear statement ot the object the two 
Governments should aim at. He accepted it as such, and thought that it was a great 

advantage that they should set before themselves distinctly this definite object. 

There remained two questions—first, the ways and means to he adopted tor 
attaining the object; and, secondly, the exact moment at which they should be set m 

operation.^ judging from the information lie had received, he did not consider 
the difficulties of obtaining the abdication or deposition of the Khedive to be so great 
as they were thought by your Lordship. He doubted whether Ismail Pasha would 
find the means of resisting a Firman from the Sultan deposing him, and, as at present 
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advised, he was inclined to agree with your Lordship that the assistance of the Porte 
would greatly facilitate matters. 

He admitted, however, that it was necessary to consider what steps should he 
taken if the Khedive should refuse to retire, and should obtain support in doing so. 

He repudiated entirely any notion of a joint occupation of Egypt by French and 
English forces. History, he said, showed that there were no more certain sources of 
quarrels than joint occupations. He set aside, no less emphatically, any idea of the 
armed intervention of either Power separately. 

He would, he said, ask me to give him a day or two to consider what were the 
ways and means, and what the moment for employing them, which he should suggest 
to Her Majesty’s Government. 

In the meantime, he would, he said, just throw out the idea that the moment at 
which the refusal of the houses of Rothschild to proceed with their loan should he 
announced in Egypt might he a very favourable one for procuring the removal of the 
Khedive. 

He seemed to think that this moment could not he far distant, and to consider 
that the recent letter from Messrs, de Rothschild to Ragheb Pasha, the Egyptian 
Minister of Finance,* was intended on their part as a step towards withdrawing alto¬ 
gether from the loan. ’ 

In conclusion M. Waddington bogged that what he had said might be treated as 
strictly confidential, and he promised to let me know directly he was ready to make his 
suggestions respecting the “ ways and means.” 

I asked him, on my part, to consider the necessity of guarding against a repetition 
of unfair and untrue assertions in the French press that Her Majesty’s Government 
were in disaccord with the French Government, and refusing to co-operate with that 
Government in active measures.

Memorandum by Mr. Roivsell on the present state of the Rothschild Loan. 

THE Rothschild Loan, 8,500,000?., was issued at 73. By the due dates for 
payment of instalments the public were to have paid by the 17th April a sum of 
5,100,000/., and by the 19th May a further sum of 1,105,000/. These united sums, less 
certain expenses connected with the loan, were to have been paid over to the Egyptian 
Government at various dates, the last date being in the month of June current. 

But a condition precedent in the contract for the loan required that the lands and 
house property which were to be given as security for the loan should be handed over to 
certain trustees (of whom two were to be nominated by the English and French Govern¬ 
ments), free of all mortgage, lien, or claim, excepting one particular mortgage, that of the 
Princess Tewfida Hanem, which was accepted as a charge by the transferees, and acknow¬ 
ledged as such by Messrs. Rothschild. This assumed freedom from mortgage or lien of 
any sort was a principal feature in the contract with Messrs. Rothschild. It was also a 
principal feature in the prospectus or contract which Messrs. Rothschild made with the 
public when bringing out the loan. 

The lands and houses to be given as security for the loan were private property 
belonging to the members of the Khedivial family. They were made over by formal legal 
instruments on the 26th October, 1878, by the owners to the State. They were not made 
over by the State to the trustees, or Commissioners of the Domains, till the 1st February, 
1879. On that day, however, the lands and houses were made over under an instrument 
which was intended to be a mortgage as y/ell as a hypothec, and of which the effect was 
intended to be to bar all claims whatever which might be raised by the general creditors of 
the Egyptian Government against the security given to Messrs. Rothschild. 

Between the 26th October and the 1st February—that is, during a period when there 
was no mortgage on the property in the hands of the Government—certain persons, 
creditors of the floating debt, “ inscribed ” their floating debt claims against the Domains. 
The effect of these inscriptions was declared by the Court of Appeal at Alexandria to 
validate all the claims so inscribed, i.e., claims to the amount of about 1,300,000/. 

To this extent, therefore, the condition precedent that the ceded properties, known as 
the Domains, should be free from attachments, was not observed, and strictly speaking, 
perhaps, the contract, of which this was an essential element, was null and void. But 
apart from the fact that the contract contains no hint of the'course to be followed in the 
event of a difficulty of this kind arising, there were practical and serious objections to a 
rescission. The loan had been actually brought out, a large sum of money had been paid 
on account of it, and there was besides the desire on the part of Messrs. Rothschild 
loyally to execute an engagement into which they had entered, even though the circum¬ 
stances under which they entered into that engagement had completely altered. The 
(< inscription ” difficulty was one which had not been foreseen by either side, and to take 
advantage of it to withdraw from the contract would have been liable to miscon¬ 
struction. 

But if the contract is to be fulfilled, subject to the settlement of the claims unex¬ 
pectedly declared valid, it becomes necessary, in the interests equally of both sides (1) to 
arrange for the speedy settlement of the claims; and (2) to ensure that no fresh claim of 
any kind can be raised in future by outside creditors of any description ; (3) the occasion 
also seems good for securing settlement of such administrative questions as have presented 
themselves as capital during the last six months—though these, of course, are beside the 
actual contract questions. 

These three questions seem to include the whole area of the situation. If the second 
can be satisfactorily settled there will probably be but little difficulty in settling the first, and 
the third, though important, is subordinate to the other two. It is very advisable to 
narrow the issues in this case, and to confine attention strictly to the practical and business 
points which present themselves. This remark is made because in some discussions on the 
subject the most refined criticisms have been made, which seem to me to have no practical 
utility, whilst they embroil the case and delay its solution, and a speedy solution is 
imperatively required in the interests of all concerned. Thus, it is proposed to discard 
from consideration all abstract criticism, such as what may be necessary in the event of 
interference with the Administration, and what guarantees should be required against the 
development of conditions of which hitherto there has been no sign. It is hardly possible 
to make an application which presupposes bad faith in the Government applied to, and 
which also assumes a feeble helplessness on the part of the Administration, of the 
Domains. 
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If this opinion be shared, then the three points for consideration will be as above. 
After the last conversation I bad the sad satisfaction to hold with the late Baron 
Rothschild on the subject of the loan, viz., on Friday, the 31st May, I telegraphed to 
Cherif Pasha that undoubtedly Messrs. Rothschild would require fresh garantees against 
the validity of a fresh set of hypothecs, even supposing the first could be disposed of. 
On the 3rd instant 1 received the annexed telegram from Cairo;—

This, assuming that the case tried was one of a fresh hypothec, presents the case 
exactly in the light in which I would submit it for solution. If the same Court which 
validated the inscriptions made between the 26th October and 1st February invalidates all 
inscriptions made since the 1st February, it would seem that a way is found out of the diffi¬ 
culty, for then the exclusiveness of the “ gage and hypothec ” will have been established, 
and the future of the Domains will have been assured. This seems to me to be the point 
on which the whole question turns, and if so it may be well to telegraph to Cairo to take 
steps for an appeal on the case just decided, and for a hearing of the appeal forthwith, before 
the Courts rise. 

Assuming this to be done, and assuming the judgment of the Court to be in favour of 
the Government, it will be for consideration how the first set of mortgages are to be paid. 
Schemes for achieving this are, I believe, before Messrs. Rothschild, but I do not know 
what they are, and I cannot, therefore, offer any opinion upon’ them. Only I would 
suggest that a decision upon them be arrived at by anticipation, in order to save time should 
the Court of Appeal decide against the new set of claimants. If possible, the Court should 
be led by the Government Counsel to pronounce the inviolability of the Domains against all 
comers. 

As regards the third question, it may be said to be confined to the seven points 
mentioned in the letter of the European Commissioners to Messrs. Rothschild on the 
4th May, The first of these, the renunciation by the Khedivial family of their right to be 
paid for cattle, plant, and other material on the lands at the time of cession, has been 
attained, and I had the satisfaction of bringing the legal document with me. It represents 
the abandonment of a claim of about 350,000/., and should be followed by a deed of 
gift by the Government to the Commissioners.* 

For payment of taxes fixed dates have been agreed in the letter of Chdrif Pasha, 
which I also brought with me, though, as regards the postponement of taxes to coupons, I 
understand the Commission of the Caisse protest on the ground that the taxes of the 
province are already -affected to other loans. But it is a great matter and a good example 
to have fixed dates for payment of taxes. If the taxes are affected as stated there is no help 
for it, but I believe the Administration will be able after this year to pay both taxes and 
coupons. 

Whether the payment of coupons can be made in February and August, instead of 
June and December, it is for Messrs. Rothschild to say. The regularization of the loan of 
the Princess Tewfida Hanem is in train at Cairo; but the payment to the Commission by 
Takwu Pasha of all house rents received by him on Daira account since the 26th October 
should be insisted on, or permission given to Messrs. Rothschild to pay us 9,000/. 

Whether it is expedient to raise the point of the irremovability of the Egyptian Com¬ 
mission will be for the Governments to decide. My own opinion was expressed in the 
Confidential letter of the 4th May, and was adverse. 

* Since writing the above Messrs. Rothschild have pointed out that, in their opinion, this renunciation, so far 
from being a concession, is but tardy fulfilment of a duty which, under the assurances given to them before the 
loan was contracted for, they had a right to expect They tell me that the assurance given to them was to the 
effect that not only tho lands, but ail the cattle and materiel upon them, anil even the crops, realized or expected, 
would he included in the cession, and would be at the disposal of the trustees for the loan. At the same time it 
is necessary to state, from the Commissioners’ point of view, i.e., the official letter they possess from the President 
of the Council of Ministers, that this ijuestion was “ reservfie," and that they considered themselves fortunate in 
being able to obtain the legal renunciation 1 brought with me. In any ease, however, this material fact, however 
it be designated, abandonment of claim or fulfilment of duty, is removed as a factor in the case,—F W. It. 
Juttt ll. 
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The other point, whether the Princes should or should not be paid for the sowing and 
cultivation up to the 31st December of the spring and summer crops, is open The 
amount involved is about 50,000 1. We have refused hitherto to pay, acting under a letter 
from the Council of Ministers, but the Princes do not cease to claim to be paid for the 
sowing and partial cultivation of crops which we have reaped, or are reaping. Messrs. 
Rothschild inform me that they were distinctly given to understand that no such claim 
could arise. 

The late Baron. Rothschild was of opinion that the Commissioners of the Domains 
should be declared independent even of the Council of Ministers, by way of further 
guarantee for non-interference with them. This, if done, should give them the right to 
invoke the Consuls-General in case of necessity. He was also of opinion that in view of 
the importance of the work intrusted to the Commissioners, viz., that of administering 
lands equal to a ninth of the cultivated land, in Egypt, the salaries of the Administiators 
should be not inferior to those of the highest-paid Europeans in the country. This, 
however, is a delicate question to raise, especially now; and it is only mentioned as part 
of a whole, and as a point on which the late Baron voluntarily expressed the above 
opinion. 

It might be well to take the present opportunity to ascertain the wishes of the 
Governments on the question whether the European Commissioners should wear the 
Egyptian dress,—fez and stamhelior, and whether some recognized grade should be stipu¬ 
lated for them in the Egyptian community. These would appear to be small questions, 
and, in one sense, they are; but they have an importance in a society where authority is 
recognized by externals, and where obedience is rendered more readily to those who carry 
the visible and constituted signs of power. Personally, my French colleague and myself 
would prefer to keep our Western individuality, but we are ready to assume the Egyptian 
uniform and an Egyptian grade if, by so doing, we can further the interests confided to us, 
and if the Government will give us an intimation of their wishes on the subject.

All tMs should he confidential and unofficial; but be knows you are accused by 
the French of having befriended him too much, and he may believe this coming from 
you.

I AM directed by the Marquis of Salisbury to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of the 6th instant, stating the conditions which you have thought it right to make before 
accepting the drafts of the Egyptian Government for the balance of the loan recently con¬ 
tracted on the security of the Da'ira lands, and requesting that Her Majesty’s Agent and 
Consul-General in Egypt may receive instructions to support the demand there made by 
you in the interests of the subscribers to the loan. 

The condition so required is understood to be that the Egyptian Government should 
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not only discharge all mortgages upon the Daira lands anterior to that which you hold as 
security for the loan in question, but that the property should be further guaranteed from 
process or seizure subsequent to that mortgage, and that this arrangement should be 
secured by the assent of the Powers who were parties to the institution of the- reformed 
judicial system in Egypt. 

I am, in reply, to inform you that, under existing circumstances, Her Majesty’s 
Government do not feel that it is possible for them to offer any advice to the Khedive 
upon such a question; but it appears to them that the considerations to which your firm 
are able to appeal in support of your proposal ai*e far more likely to weigh with His High¬ 
ness than any arguments at the command of Her Majesty’s Agent. 

I am at the same time to add that if the Khedive should think fit to appeal to 
the Powers concerned for their assent to such an arrangement as you have indicated. 
His Highness’ request will receive the most favourable consideration at the hands of 
Her Majesty’s Government, who would be glad to free from all ambiguity the position ot 
the gentlemen whom, in conjunction with the French Government, they recommended to 
the Khedive for the appointment of Commissioners to manage the Daira lands and receive 
the revenues on behalf of the holders of the loan.

I HAVE the honour to inclose a copy of a correspondence which has passed between 
Ragheb Pasha, the Minister of Finance, and the Commissioners of the Public Debt, on the 
subject of the payment of the sinking fund on the Unified Debt in accordance with the 
Decree of the 22nd April last. 

Your Lordship will perceive that the Commissioners decline to proceed with the 
payment of the sinking fund on the grounds that the sums ut present in their hands, 
having been received from the revenues affected to the service of the Unified Debt since 
the 26th April, must be devoted exclusively to the payment of the November coupon, 
and that according to the terms of the Decree of the 18th November, 1876, any deficit 
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should be made good from the general resources of the country. They also point out 
that they cannot admit the legality of the modifications introduced by the Decree of the 
22nd April last, with regard to. : the Deqree of the ,18th November, 1876, that they have 
brought the matter before the Tribunals, and that the delay which has occurred in 
the settlement of this question can only be attributed to the opposition raised by the 
Egyptian Government to the demand of “urgency” submitted by the Commissioners. 

Ragheb Pasha has replied by acknowledging the receipt of the letter of the 
Commissioners of the Public Debt, and stating that, as he has been charged witn 
the execution of the Decree of the 22nd April, he cannot enter into a discussion upon the 
points raised in their letter, and that he leaves to them the entire responsibility of the 
course they have thought proper to adopt. 

I understand that the demand for “ urgency ” having been thrown out, and the vaca¬ 
tions being about to commence, the case is not likely to be tried before the month of 
October.

Several of these military displays have recently taken place, and have given rise to 
the belief among certain people here that the Khedive is anxious to show the world that 
he is in command of an efficient military force. There is also a rumour afloat that 
the Khedive has received instructions from Constantinople to maintain the Egyptian army 
in a state of efficiency in case the complications on the Greek frontier should render it 
necessary for the Sultan to call upon him for a contingent. 

On the other hand, I believe that there is nothing unusual in these military move¬ 
ments, and that it is customary to exercise the troops at this time of the year by field days 
and sham fights. 

Chdrif Pasha has assured me that the army in Egypt proper has only been brought 
up to the strength necessary for maintaining order.

^ IN compliance with the instructions conveyed to me in your Lordship’s despatch 
No. 149 of the 30th May, I handed yesterday to the Khedive, in the presence of Chdrif 
Pasha, the Protest of Her Majesty’s Government against the Decree of the 22nd April, by 
which the Egyptian Government assumes to regulate the debts of the State at its own 


discretion. 

I inclose a copy of my Protest. 

I reminded His Highness that the Five Powers had, on the 28th March, 1878, 
seriously warned him against the arbitrary course he was pursuing of practically withdrawing 
his own property and that of the State from the authority of the Courts of the Reform. I 
said that the Decree of the 22nd April, which assumed to place the revenues of Egypt 
above the authority of the Mixed Tribunals, and to define hy an arbitrary act, independently 
of their jurisdiction, the extent to which His Highness would observe, engagements which 
he had formally contracted, was evidently inspired by the same pretensions. 

Her Majesty’s Government being of opinion that the assumption, on the part of His 
Highness, to modify, of his own authority, contracts he had made with foreigners, and to 
place these modifications above the authority of the Tribunals, was inconsistent with the 
principles on which the Courts of the Reform were established under international 
sanction, had instructed me formally to protest against the Decree of the 22nd April in so 
far as it affected the rights of British subjects, and to hold His Highness responsible for 
any attempt to put it into execution.

PRINCE TEWEIK called on me to-day. He was evidently much perplexed at 
the position of affairs and at the reckless course he feared his father was pursuing. 
The increase of the army to 36,000 men was, he thought, a mischievous and 
extravagant measure; there was no need of so large a force to maintain order in the 
country, while, if it was intended as a hostile demonstration against Erance and 
England, it was simply ridiculous. He doubted if the Cabinet could make head 
against its financial difficulties, or even hold its own against the Khedive, and he 
thought he saw signs of an intention to get rid of the Ministry, which had nearly 
served its purpose, and to return to the system of personal Government.. 

Altogether he took a very gloomy view of the situation, and he quite understood 
how seriously the issue might compromise his own interests, but lie was powerless to 
arrest the mischief, as he, perhaps less than anyone else, had any influence over his 
father. He wished me to understand that he had no sympathy or part in what was 
going on, which, on the contrary, he sincerely deplored. 

I said that the gloomy view he took of affairs was, in .my opinion, fully justified, 
and that the real clue to the difficulties in wliich the Khedive and his Ministers found 
themselves was to bo sought in the profound distrust and want of confidence with 
which his recept acts had inspired Europe. The Powers, after vainly trying, to assist 
the Khedive to reform his Administration, believing that he seriously desired it, finding 
that they had been deceived, now held entirely aloof from him, and without their 
countenance and support, which he had wantonly forfeited, I doubted if he would be 
able to’disentangle his difficulties.

Ragheb Pasha, the Minister of Finance, who came into office with the reputation 
of being one of the most honest, intelligent, and capable of tilie native Ministers, has 
shown either that age and failing health have told upon him, or that he is not 
competent to cope with the exceptional financial difficulties with which he has had to 
grapple, for there are general complaints of the manner in which his Department is 
managed. 

The increased expenditure upon the army, which has been raised to 36,000 men, 
is another ground of serious reproach to the Ministry. This force is far larger than 
what is required to keep order in the country, and there are probably other political 
motives for its increase. 

In the absence of any European control in the interior, I have no certain know¬ 
ledge of what is going on there ; but from reports that have reached me I very much 
fear that the large sums of money that have been collected since this Ministry has 
been in power have been exacted from the peasantry at ruinous sacrifices and in 
anticipation of their taxes, while I hear of advances to the Government at usurious 
rates on the security of future deliveries of grain. In short, it is a complete return to 
the old system of discounting the future at any cost, which has so largely contributed 
to the ruin of the country. . 

All the Returns and statistics initiated hy the European Controllers and Ministers 
have, I hear, been completely given up, and the results of the work of the last three 
years are thus thrown away. 

How long this may last I cannot say ; hut I fear meanwhile that Egypt may he 
bleeding at every pore.

I HAVE the honour to inclose a copy of a letter which Messrs. Rothschild have 
addressed to the Egyptian Minister of Finance, stating that they’are prepared to pay 
over the balance of their loan when all the existing mortgages on the domain lands 
and the sequestrations on the monies in their hands are raised, on condition that the 
Egyptian Government will guarantee them against any future attachments upon their 
property by a public act, to which the sanction of all the Powers should be obtained in 
order to give it the force of law with the Tribunals of the Reform declaring the 
domain lands “ insaisissable.” 

M. Tricou has received special instructions from M. Waddington to support this 
demand in concert with me; I am only in possession of your Lordship’s instructions 
of the 14th ultimo, desiring me generally to give my unofficial assistance to 
Messrs. Rothschild’s endeavours “ to obtain the removal of the sequestrations on the 
Da'ira estates and the maintenance of their security intact.” 

However, no pressure nor even application on our part has been necessary, as the 
Egyptian Government, on learning the nature of Messrs. Rothschild’s requirement 
from their agent here, spontaneously declared their readiness to agree to it; and an 
Act is now being prepared for immediate submission to the Powers, in accordance with 
Messrs. Rothschild’s wishes.

In view of the objections raised by the Powers, and in order to mark their respect 
for the obligations they contracted in agreeing to the Judicial Reform, the Egyptian 
Government say they will pay in full the judgment creditors and all the European creditors 
of the floating debt.

ON the eve of the departure of the mail I have received from Clidrif Pasha the 
inclosed answer to the protest of Her Majesty’s Government against the Decree of the 
22nd April, which I delivered to the Khedive on the 7th instant, as reported in my 
despatch No. 341 of the 8th instant. 

His Excellency is sending a similar answer to all the Representatives of the 
protesting Power’s. 

The Egyptian Government allege as an excuse for the issue of their Decree that 
the fact of similar Decrees having been previously allowed to pass without protest 
had led them to conclude that they were not exceeding their rights, but that they can 
only bow to the will of the Powers. 

They therefore now submit to the approval of Her Majesty’s Government the 
dispositions contained in the Decree of the 22nd April as having been elaborated by 
the Representatives of the nation, and adopted by the Council of Ministers with due 
regard both for the financial position of Egypt and for the interests of her foreign 
creditors. The dispositions in question, if they receive tho sanction of the Powers* 
[638] 6 k 
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•will be promulgated in another Public Act, which would thus assume the force and 
character of an international obligation on the part of Egypt. 

The Egyptian Government express their hope that Her Majesty’s Government^ 
will return a favourable answer to this proposal, and state as a proof of their respect 
for the objections of the Powers, and for the obligations which Egypt contracted in 
accepting the system of judicial reform, that they have determined to pay in full of 
principal and interest, and without delay, out of the proceeds of the Rothschild Loan, 
all the creditors who have obtained sentences before the Tribunals, as well as the 
European creditors of the Eloating Debt, after verification of their claims by a Special 
Commission. 

I have already explained to your Lordship that the Egyptian Government will 
only be enabled to do this by excluding the native employes and pensioners to whom 
arrears of salary are due, from the benefits of the settlement, as well as the Grand 
Syndicate of France, to whom a separate arrangement is proposed.

I HAD no time before I left Cairo to offer any observations upon the way 
in which the Egyptian Government have met our protest against the Khedive’s 
Decree of the 22nd April, but I hardly think that the proposals they now make can 
be entertained having regard to the principles that inspired our protest. 

We protested against the pretension of the Khedive to modify arbitrarily, and of 
his own authority, the acquired rights of Europeans in Egypt, and to withdraw them 
from the jurisdiction of the Mixed Tribunals, but we did not thereby intend to 
preclude the conclusion of an equitable arrangement between Egypt and her creditors; 
indeed, we could not consistently do so, seeing that a Commission of Inquiry, upon 
which we were represented, had declared Egypt to be insolvent, and unable to meet 
all her liabilities in full. 

But the Egyptian Government now seek to appease the Powers, and to mark 
their respect for their international engagements by offering to pay the European 
creditors of the floating debt, including all lhu 0 c who have obtained judgments in the 
Mixed Courts, in full, and to submit the rest of their financial proposals which entail 
sacrifices upon the bondholders to the approval of the Powers, whereby they would 
acquire the force and character of an international obligation on the part of Egypt. 

I cannot but think that this proposal, however satisfactory as an act of submis¬ 
sion to the Powers, savours of an expedient to propitiate certain interests at the 
expense of others, and is no valid answer to a protest against the application of 
arbitrary legislation to Europeans. 

For it is manifestly unjust that an insolvent Government should treat any one 
class of its creditors more favourably than tho others, while the exclusion of all 
native creditors from the benefit of the arrangement is inequitable. 

Nor do I see how, the Powers, can assume the responsibility of approving a 
financial plan, and thereby giving it the force of law, which they have had no oppor*

Thus the Provisional Estimate for 1879 would show an improvement of 1,645,395k 
sterling on that of 1877, which was considered a normal year. 

It is necessary, therefore, to note that so considerable an improvement cannot be 
obtained by means of new taxes or by the issue of fresh stock, because the latter would 
amount in 1879 to 500.000Z. sterling less than in 1877, but it might certainly be obtained 
by diminishing the expenditure by about 20 per cent. 

In fact, by the Estimates for 1879 a diminution is anticipated of 17 per cent, on the 
expenditure for the service of the Public Debt, and 24 per cent, on that of its administra- 

But to obtain these results the authors of the Report proposed the Law referred to at 
pages 71-88, and the one relating to the Budget, mentioned at pages 89-92, should come 
into force on the 1st January, 1879. .. . 

It is not possible to give a correct opinion as to the efficacy of the provisions contained 
in these laws by a hasty examination of the Report; but it is evident that, according to 
the Report, the Decree of the 18th November, 1876, destines an annual sum of 4,403,96 It. 
sterling for the expense of the administration ; indeed, exercising a strict economy, these 
expenses amounted to 4,139,300/. sterling in 1877 and to 3,920,016Z. sterling in 187b. 
Consequently, the 1st Article of the first of the above-mentioned Laws fixes this expense 
for the three years 1879-81 at the sum of 3,130,000Z. sterling, or to a sum which is 
29 per cent, less than that fixed by the Decree of the 18th November, 1876, and is more 
than 20 per cent, less than that realized in 1878; but by what means so important an 
economy is to be effected in the expense of the State Administration, civil and military, 
the Report does not say, nor is it indicated in the proposed Law. . 

Does the expense of administration in Egypt offer so much elasticity that it admits of 
an economy being effected from one year to another of more than 20 per cent. I ibis 
point the Report does not clear up. 

Article 2 of the same Project of Law determines the measures to be adopted for the 
payment of the interests and amortization of the debt of the State; and it is in the 
service of the debt, and not on the conditions agreed to with the creditors of the State,

ON the receipt of your Lordship’s telegram No. 25 yesterday afternoon, I at 
once called upon the Ercnch Ambassador, and read to his Excellency your Lordship’s 
instruction as to the steps I was to take for obtaining the support of the Gorman 
Government to the recommendations which the Representatives of England and 
Erance in Egypt had been instructed to address to the Khedive. 

After thanking me for this communication, and expressing his satisfaction at 
finding that his own Government and that of Her Majesty were so entirely agreed as 
to their joint action in the matter of the Khedive’s abdication, the Comte do St. 
Vallier informed me that he had just come from the Eorcign Office, had seen 
M. de Radowitz, and had read to him the despatch to which I referred in my telegram 
No. 38 of yesterday, ne had, at the same time, mentioned to the Minister for 
Eorcign Affairs that he had shown me this despatch, and that in all probability I 
should receive similar instructions, but that lie wished its contents to be considered 
as strictly confidential. 

M. do Radowitz said that he would lose no time in speaking to Prince Bismarck 
on the subject, and that directly the Chancellor could submit the matter to the 
Emperor, and the views of the Austrian Government, with which Germany wished to 
act in concert, could be ascertained, the decision of the German Government should 
be made known to the Comte de St. Vallier. • 

When I went to the Eorcign Office immediately afterwards, I was received by 
the Minister for Eorcign Affairs, and his Excellency spoke to me in exactly the same

sense as he had already done to the Erencli Ambassador. After I had read to him, 
confidentially, the substance of your Lordship’s telegram, which I had prepared 
beforehand, he asked me if I had any objection to leaving a copy with him, in order 
that he might show it to Prince Bismarck. I consented to do so, and M. de Radowitz 
said he hoped he might bo able to communicate to me very shortly the decision of the 
German Government. 

I beg leave to transmit herewith copy of a private letter which I have received 
from his Excellency, and the contents of which 1 had the honour to telegraph to your 
Lordship early this morning. 

The German Agent at Alexandria has been instructed, it will be observed, to 
support his English and Ercnch colleagues, in the event of the Austrian Consul 
receiving a similar authorization from his Government, and in order to obtain such a 
result, the German Government has expressed to that of Austria-Hungary its desire 
to co-operate with it in supporting the policy of Her Majesty’s Government in 
Egypt. 

In his conversation with the Erencli Ambassador and myself, the Minister for 
Eoreign Affairs laid great stress upon the necessity of Germany acting in concert with 
Austria on this occasion: so much so was this the case, that when the Comte de 
St. Vallier and I hogged his Excellency to consider the communications we had made 
as strictly confidential, he asked that an exception might be made as far as the 
Austrian Government was concerned, adding that both the Russian and Italian 
Ambassadors had already called upon him to ascertain whether he had heard anything 
about the reported joint action of England and Erauce in Egypt, and that he had 
given them to understand that his information was limited to what had been stated in 
the public press.

TIIE Turkish Ambassador has this day shown to me in confidence a telegram sent 
by the Sultan to the Khedive, in which the latter is informed that the question of his 
abdication is one which depends upon the Sublime Porte, that in any case it rests with 
the Sultan to accept or refuse his resignation, and that the Powers have no right to 
make a proposal to him, of a menacing character, on the subject. His Highness is 
then instructed to reply to the Consuls of the Powers that the question, being one 
which rests entirely with the Suzerain, it is to the Porte that their respective Govern¬ 
ments should address themselves with regard to it. 

It is impossible for Her Majesty’s Government to look upon this proceeding of the 
Sultan otherwise than as a most unfriendly act towards the Western Powers, to whom 
the Ottoman Empire owes its present existence. The course which His Majesty has 
taken may lead to great calamities. For forty years the European Powers have been 
in the habit of tendering advice to the Viceroy of Egypt, and the Porte has never 
taken objection to their so doing until this critical moment. There has never been, 
nor is there now, any intention on the part of England or Franco to interfere with the 
Sultan’s sovereign rights over the vassal State. But His Majesty may be assured that 
in tendering to the Khedive the advice they have given the Government of France 
and England have announced a fixed resolution, from which they cannot now recede. 
If, owing to encouragement from Constantinople, Ilis Highness should be induced to 
resist the will of the five Powers who have determined that he shall no longer retain 
the Government of Egypt, the not improbable result will be the entire severance of 
that country from the Turkish Empire. It is not in the Sultan’s interest that England 
and France should be compelled to rely upon their material resources in order to attain 
the end upon which they have determined, and which they would prefer to sec accom¬ 
plished by moral pressure alone. 

I have made your Excellency acquainted with the above by telegraph, and have 
requested you to use all your influence to induce a favourable disposition upon the part 
of the Turkish Government in regard to this matter.

GRAND VIZIER says that Russian party in the Palace are endeavouring to 
frighten the Sultan by warning him that if he countenances action of the Powers in 
Egypt to compel Khedive to abdicate, the same fate will probably befall him. His 
Highness begs me to inform your Lordship that he holds to his language regarding 
Egypt reported in my telegram No. 441; that he believes that if a good understanding 
were come to here between the Powers and the Porte, the administration of Egypt 
might bo placed on a footing satisfactory to them and in the true interest of its 
population; that he has no preferences either of the son or uncle of the Khedive; 
he only desires that the best man should be chosen, but lie thinks that Firman altering 
the succession should bo revoked, and that the best solution of the question would be 
to withdraw altogether from Meliemcd Ali’s family the hereditary right to Egypt; 
that lie has no wish whatever to endeavour to deprive Egypt of any of her privileges 
and rights, nor will lie seek in any way to re-establish direct authority of the Porte in 
that country; and that he is ready to assist Powers in establishing any form of 
administration which they may consider best for its welfare, with the exception of 
the appointment of foreign Ministers, which he could not accept. 

His Highness communicated to me the substance of a very able Memorandum 
'which lie is about to submit to the Sultan justifying the conduct of England and 
France with respect to Egypt, and proving that it was wise and necessary for His 
Majesty to join with them in removing the Khedive.

For forty years the European Powers have been 
in the habit of tendering advice to the Khedive, and the Porte has never taken objection 
until this critical moment. There was not, and there is not now, any intention to 
interfere with the Sultan’s sovereignty rights. But he may be certain that England 
and France have gone too far to recede; and that if, owing to encouragement from 
Constantinople, the Khedive resists the will of the Five Powers, it will probably end 
in Egypt being severed from the Turkish Empire altogether. It is not for Sultan’s 
interests that England and France should bo compelled to rely on their material resources 
in order to attain the end on which they have determined. You should use all the 
means of influence at your disposal to make the Turks yield on this matter.

M. WADDINGTON called upon me this afternoon to communicate to me the 
contents of a telegraphic Report, dated last night, in which M. Tricou, the French Consul- 
General at Cairo, gave an account of a joint interview which he himself and Mr. Lascelles 
had had with the Khedive the same evening. 

It appeared that, a few hours before M. Tricou and Mr. Lascelles had waited upon the 
Khedive, they had been told by Cherif Pasha that His Highness would, in all probability, 
consent to abdicate, if he were assured that Prince Tewfik would be his successor. 

The language of the Khedive was, however, so different from what Mr. Lascelles and 
he had been thus led to expect, that M. Tricou concluded that His Highness must in the 
interval have received a telegram from Constantinople which had had the effect of 
encouraging him to resist. 

M. Tricou observed in his telegram that the Khedive appeared to make very light of 
the interests of his family, and to be quite ready to sacrifice their prospects of succeeding 
to the Viceroyalty if he could preserve his own power by throwing himself unreservedly 
into the arms of the Sultan. 

M. Waddington told me that, on receiving this telegram from M. Tricou, he had at 
once sent off by telegraph to the French Ambassador at Constantinople instructions to 
concert with Sir Henry Layard the measures to he adopted in order to prevent the advice 
of the two Governments to the Khedive being thwarted by the Porte. 

On M. Waddington telling me this, I mentioned to him that your Lordship had 
yesterday dispatched a telegram to Sir Henry Layard,* to the effect that if he had any 
reason to suppose that the Porte was interfering against England and France in Egypt, 
he should use very firm and decided language to stop it.

I CALLED on M. do Giers to-day, to communicate to him confidentially the 
substance of your Lordship’s telegram No. 118. Ambassadors of France, Italy, and 
Turkey had also spoken to him this afternoon about Egypt. 

M. de Giers must consult Emperor, and reserves his answer till the day after 
to-morrow; but, speaking unofficially, lie said that he had j list received an almost 
similar communication from the French Ambassador. Russia had only small interests 
in Egypt, and could take an impartial position. 

It seems to him that to call on the Khedive to abdicate in favour of his son is a 
serious interference with the sovereign rights of the Porte, and with the law of Mus¬ 
sulman succession. Turkish Ambassador has just reminded him of this. 

M. de Giers said the proposal just made to him by the French Ambassador went 
further than mine, for General Cluiuzy had alluded to the eventual use of force if the 
Khedive refused to abdicate. I pointed out that your Lordship’s instructions did not 
even hint at the employment of force, and all I asked for was the moral support of 
Russia to the advice now being tendered to the Khedive—that, as the Khedive had 
the right to abdicate, his exercising that right was not a violation of the suzerainty 
of Turkey. 

M. do Giers evidently dislikes mixing himself up in this business, and if lie 
does finally agree, I fear his consent will be coupled with a proposal that the question 
be submitted to the Conference of Ambassadors at Constantinople. The key to his 
answer will be found, I expect, in what he said to Baron Jomini, who assisted at the 
interview, “ We have taken so much from Turkey on the north, the least we can do is 
to protect her a little on the south.”

THE following telegram from the Khedive’s Private Secretary to his father here,

“ I think that the Khedive has determined to yield; he only demands formal 
assurance of Great Powers for his dynasty, for the situation of his Government, for 
the personal situation of his family and himself, and that he shall quit Egypt as a 
Sovereign, that is to say, with all honours. Please inform immediately Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, that he may send instructions to his Agent.” 

The French Minister for Foreign Affairs repeated above telegram to the French 
Consul at Cairo last night, and sent with it the following instructions:— 

“ It the intentions of the Khedive are not modified when you receive this 
telegram, you will at once endeavour to obtain a written engagement from him, 
making him understand that the sooner he yields to will oi France and England the 
more advantageous and honourable for him will be the conditions of liis departure, 
and that it is his interest to rel} in all things on goodwill and the justice of tw r o 
Powers. You are authorized to make, in the name of the French Government, all the 
’engagements you deem nccessan, far as the safety of the Khedive’s family and the 
honours to he accorded to him arc concerned. As to his Ch il List, it is difficult to fix 
a figure at this moment, and I must consult English Government on this point. As a 
simple indication, 2,500,000 fr. would seem to me to lie amply sufficient. But I beg 
you not to mention any figure belore luning given me your opinion and received my 
definite instructions. You will concert with your English colleague. The Porto 
continues to endeavour to transfer negotiations to Constantinople, but we refuse, and 
the interests of the Khedive as well as our own require affairs shall be concluded 
directly at Cairo.” 

French Minister for Foreign Affairs begs me to forward above to your Lordship 
without delay, in order that you may send instructions to ncr Majesty’s Consul.

He also wishes for an assurance that pensions will be granted 
to his mother and wives. After consulting with me, M. Tricou has suggested that a 
Civil List of 80,000/. might be granted to Khedive, and 10,000/. a-piece to his mother 
and three wives. 

“ With regard to Khedive’s wish for a written assurance that Prince Tewfik should 
succeed, M. Tricou points out difficulty of giving it, as, although recognized by the 
Powers, Prince Tewlik Avould require investiture of Sultan before the country acknow¬ 
ledged him as Khedive. M. Tricou hopes that on this point verbal assurances we have 
given, and winch wo are ready to repeat, will he sufficient. 

“ Khedive is said to have embarked a largo portion of his treasure on board his 
yacht, and there are signs of his preparing to abdicate. 

“ Last night Italian Agent officially recommended His Highness to abdicate, and 
received an answer similar to that given to the German and Austrian Representatives.

I nAVE been informed by Her Majesty’s Ambassador at Paris that M. Waddington 
sent last night a telegram to the French Agent and Consul-General at Cairo, instructing 
him to endeavour to obtain a written promise from the Khedive to resign, and autho¬ 
rizing him to make, in the name of the French Government, any engagements wliich 
he may consider necessary so far as the safety of the Khedive’s family and the honour 
to be accorded to His Highness are concerned. 

I have requested you by telegraph to consult with your French colleague, wlio is 
directed to act in concert with you, upon the subject of this instruction. You are 
authorized to join with him in giving guarantees to the Khedive for the safety of His 
Highness’ family and his own honourable treatment, and in concert with him you may 
promise that Her Majesty’s Government will support the grant of any Civil List 
which may to both of you appear reasonable in itself and necessary to procure His 
Highness’ immediate abdication. 

You should also take an opportunity of unofficially representing to Ismail Pasha 
that there are advisers about the Palace at Constantinople whose only interest is to 
make a pecuniary gain out of the question, and that the revenues of Egypt cannot be 
burdened with the charges that would be required for these purposes, and also with 
grants for the Khedive’s ow r n maintenance and that of his family. It is therefore 
a matter of vital interest to His Highness that the question should he settled at Cairo, 
and without delay. You should represent to him strongly the danger he will run of 
losing his Civil List altogether if money should be required to satisfy demands at 
Constantinople or to provide for the ultimate resort to military measures,

Ambassador, had come to him yesterday, and had complained on the part of the Porte 
that the French Government had not communicated with the Sultan before urging the 
Khedive to abdicate. 

M. Waddingtou had, he said, replied that the Khedive had obtained many years ago, 
not without some sacrifices, a Firman from the Sovereign Power regulating the succession 
to the Viceroyalty. He had added that, as the advice tendered by the French Govern¬ 
ment to the Khedive was in conformity with the order of succession thus established, there 
was no need to invoke the authority of the Sultan. lie had further pointed out to Safvet 
Pasha that it had always been the practice ot the French Government to communicate 
directly with the Government of Egypt on all matters which fell within the privileges and 
functions assigned to that Government by the Firmans ; and he had said, in conclusion, 
that it was not the intention of the French Government to modify this practice, although 
they would certainly apply to the Porte if they had occasion to make proposals gcfiug 
beyond the Firmans. 

Finally, M, Waddington told me that he had received a telegraphic Report from 
M. Fournier, stating that, having dined with the Sultan, he had taken advantage of the 
opportunity of speaking plainly to His Majesty on the subject of the proceedings of France 
with regard to the abdication of the Khedive.

Memorandum. 

I ATTENDED this morning (23rd June) at the office of Messrs. Rothschild. I sent 
in Mr. Stephenson’s letter of the 21st June and my card. 

Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild came to me with the letter of Mr. Stephenson and some 
other papers in hi« hand, and said that they could not accept the notices because they 
always refused to accept notices attaching moneys of foreign Governments in their hands. He 
also read me a summary of a recent judgment (June 1879) to the same effect of the High 
Court of Appeal in Egypt. 
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I said that the Government wished it to be distinctly understood that they were 
acting merely in a Ministerial capacity, and in accordance with Article 11 of the Code, to 
which I referred Sir Nathaniel, and which he read. He then said that he would take 
the notices “ under protest,” and he accordingly did so. He added that he would send 
a written answer to Mr. Stephenson’s letter explaining fullv his view of the matter.

Memorandum by Mr. Vivian. 

IN 1876, the Viceroy having got into serious financial difficulties, from which he 
sought to extricate himself by invoking the assistance of European financiers, found 
himself compelled to suspend payment of his Treasury Bills and assignations. After an 
ineffectual attempt to settle his private and State debts by a one-sided arrangement, which 
sacrificed the interests of the holders of the Funded Debt to the Floating Debt holders. 
His Highness eventually invited Mr. Goschen and M. Joubcrt, as representatives of the 
French and English Bondholders, to proceed to Egypt "to arrange a general and equitable 
settlement of all his financial liabilities after due inquiry. 

Mr. Goschen and M. Jonbert estimated the total debt of Egypt at 91,000,000/. sterling, 
and, basing their calculations upon the figures furnished to them by the Viceroy and his 
Government, they proposed an arrangement for the gradual extinction of the Debt, which 
was accepted as satisfactory, both by the Khedive and his creditors. As a guarantee for 
the due fulfilment of this arrangement, and as a protection both to the creditors and the 
taxpayers, Messrs. Goschen and Joubert established a stringent system of control over the 
collection of revenue and the expenditure of the State. 

But within less than a year after the conclusion of this arrangement doubts began to 
arise as to the fulfilment of its conditions, while the Controllers found their position beset 
with serious difficulties, and in September 1877 the Khedive declared that Egypt could 
not continue to pay interest on the Debt at the rate agreed upon. He desired to reduce 
the rate of interest arbitrarily, or failing that, to appoint a Commission of Inquiry, with 
very limited powers, any investigation of the debts and expenditure of Egypt being 
excluded from its programme; but eventually the Khedive, yielding to strong pressure, 
justified by the imminent financial crisis, and the probability of complications, agreed to 
the appointment of a Commission with the fullest powers of inquiry into the whole 
financial situation of Egypt, including debts, expenditure, and revenues. 

This Commission, which was composed of competent and impartial men, and upon 
which England, France, Italy, Austria, and Germany were represented, sat for four 
months, and reported on the 19th August, 187S, that they traced all the abusesr 
confusion, and disorder which their inquiries had revealed in the financial administration 
of Egypt, and all the injustice and oppression of her fiscal system, to the absolute power 
and authority wielded by the Chief of the State, the continuance of which they considered 
incompatible with any serious administrative reform. 

The Commissioners, therefore, held the Khedive liable to the extent of his fortune for 
the liquidation of the State liabilities, and while pointing out that the accumulation of the 
large private property held by the Viceroy had gone on simultaneously with the increase 
of the State debts, they called upon him to surrender all his private estates and properties 
in exchange for a suitable Civil List. 

The Viceroy, after some hesitation, adopted the conclusions of the Commission, 
without reserve, agreed to surrender all his private properties, and to share the power he 
had hitherto exercised alone, with his Council of Ministers; and as an earnest of his 
sincerity, he confided the formation of a Ministry modelled upon European lines to Nubar 
Pasha, promising henceforward to govern in harmony with it. 

Nubar Pasha accordingly offered Mr. Rivers Wilson and M. de Blignidres through 
their Government the posts of Minister of Finance and Minister of Public Works in his 
Cabinet, and on the faith of the guarantees thus given for good and honest administration 
the old control was suspended, and Messrs. Rothschild agreed to effect a loan on the 
security of the surrendered properties. 

The new Ministry had hardly got into harness at the beginning of December 1878, 
the Viceroy meanwhile having made great difficulties about the cessiop of his properties, 
when it became evident that he was dissatisfied with the position of comparative efi'ace- 
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ment which he had deliberately accepted with the new regime, notwithstanding that he 
was seriously warned by the English and French Agents that a grave responsibility 
rested with him for the success or failure of the new Administration. The Khedive 
Repudiated any such responsibility unless he were allowed corresponding power in the 
Government. He signed without remark the Decrees that his Ministers submitted to 
him, and he gave such orders to the authorities as his Ministers dictated to him, but at 
the same time he let it be clearly seen that he was dissatisfied with the new order of 
things. In short, he allowed things to slide with ill-concealed indifference and dislike, 
with the view of proving that the attempt to govern the country without him was 
impossible. 

The governing classes, whose interests were likely to be affected by the reforms con¬ 
templated by the new Ministry, were not slow to take the hint; there were signs of 
discontent and agitation against the Ministers, which culminated in the military riot of 
the 18th February, by which the Viceroy profited, to demand the restitution of a portion 
of the power of which he had been shorn, and the removal of Nubar Pasha from the 
Ministry; in short, a modification of, the Charter of Reform of the 28th August, as 
indispensable conditions for guaranteeing the maintenance of public order. 

After some negotiation the French and English Governments consented to the sub¬ 
stitution of Prince Tewfik for Nubar Pasha as President of the Council of Ministers, and 
to satisfaction being given to the Khedive’s demand to make his opinions heard by his 
Council of Ministers, but they required in return that the European Ministers should have 
a right to veto any measure* of which they might conjointly disapprove, while the two 
Governments firmly declined to accede to a further demand from the K hedive that Riaz 
Pasha, a native Minister, who had shown great firmness and integrity, should be removed 
from the Ministry of the Interior, where his co-operation was essentially necessary to 
the Minister of Finance. 

These modifications, to which the Khedive agreed, were recorded in a formal declara¬ 
tion addressed by him to the Agents of England and France on the 9th March, in which, 
after renewing his pledge to maintain intact the Charter of the 28th August, he adds: 
“The Khedive understands all the responsibility be assumes by these fresh arrange¬ 
ments; lie solemnly declares to the Governments of Great Britain and France that all his 
efforts shall tend to insure their complete execution, and that he will give under all circum¬ 
stances the most complete and loyal support to his Cabinet for the maintenance of public 
tranquillity, and for the success of the new order of things.” 

On the formation of the new Ministry, the Khedive renewed these solemn assurances 
in an official letter addressed to Prince Tewfik, the President of the Council of Ministers, 
on the 23rd March, and on the following day the Prince conveyed to the Representatives 
of France and England the Khedive’s determination to act in thorough harmony with his 
Ministers. 

The Cabinet were at that time engaged in concerting with the Commission of 
Inquiry a general measure for dealing equitably and effectively with the financial embarrass¬ 
ments of Egypt, of which, on the 18th March, they communicated to the Khedive,for his 
confidential information, a provisional draft, which was far from being complete or 
definitively settled. The Khedive did not express any objection to it, or suggest that it 
should be modified ; but on the 5th April he informed the foreign Representatives that a 
counter project, of which he approved, had been prepared by the notables of the nation, 
this project having been elaborated without the knowledge of the Ministers, although 
based in a great measure upon their proposals, and on the 7th April he publicly announced 
the dismissal of his Ministry, and the appointment of Cherif Pasha as President of the 
Council, giving as his reason the objections entertained by the nation to the incomplete 
project of the Ministry, which was alleged to be an unjustifiable declaration of bankruptcy. 

On the 22nd April the Khedive promulgated a Decree, embodying the financial 
proposals of the so-called national plan, and assuming the power of dealing arbitrarily 
with the acquired rights of Europeans, and withdrawing them from the jurisdiction of the 
Mixed Tribunals, thus violating the International Conventions by which those Tribunals 
are protected. 

In view of these circumstances, the Governments of England and France instructed 
their Agents on the 25th April to inform the Khedive that the breach of his engagements, 
and the precipitate and causeless dismissal of Ministeis whose services the Khedive had 
solicited the Governments of England and France to place at his disposal, were not only 
at variance with the spirit of the Reform of the 28th August, but constituted a grave and 
apparently intentional discourtesy to friendly Puweis. 

His Highness had of his own accord brought under the cognizance of the Govern¬ 
ments of France and England the reforms by which he proposed to limit the exercise of 
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his own personal power, and to place in the hands of competent European Administrators 
the two most important and difficult departments of his Administration. 

The two Governments had not modified their favourable opinion of the proposed 
institutions in consequence of the ill-advised resolution of His Highness to disregard the 
assurances he had given, and to break off the experiment when it had scarcely began to 
work ; they preferred to assume that a decision thus hastily taken was not final, but if he 
continued to ignore his past acts and assurances, and persisted in declining the European 
assistance that might be placed at his disposal, they could only conclude that the disregard 
of his engagements was the result of a settled plan, and that he deliberately renounced 
all pretension to their friendship. 

In such a case the two Cabinets reserved to themselves entire liberty of appreciation 
and action in defending their interests in Egypt, and in seeking the arrangements best 
calculated to secure the good government and prosperity of the country. 

The Khedive’s answer to this letter was a disclaimer of any intention to offend the 
two Governments, and an expression of regret that his action should' have been so inter¬ 
preted, while Cherif Pasha, after framing an indictment of the acts of the former 
Ministers, declared that the experiment of appointing European members of the Cabinet 
had been shown to be so contrary to the feelings of the people as to render it a dangerous 
innovation, which might entail the most serious consequences upon the country and upon 
the interests engaged in it. 

This note was dated the 9th March. 

In the interval that has elapsed since the receipt of this communication, the reports 
that have reached Her Majesty’s Government show that all the reforms established by 
the Europeans in Egypt are being undone, that the abuses signalled by the Commission 
of Inquiry are in full force, and that the ruinous expedient of discounting the future by 
usurious loans and advances is again being resorted to ; if the Viceroy has not initiated 
this reactionary policy he has at all events put himself at its head, and the Governments 
of England and France have come to the deliberate conclusion that there is no hope of 
any reform of administration in Egypt, nor any prospect of her extricating herself from 
her financial difficulties so long as the present Khedive remains in power.

COUNT KAROLYI was instructed to inform your Lordship that almost imme¬ 
diately after I had communicated to Austrian Government your telegram of the 20th 
the Imperial Consul-General at Cairo was directed to support step that had been taken 
by his English and French colleagues. Turkish Ambassador has communicated to-day 
to the Austrian Government on the subject of the deposition of the Khedive, stating 
that it was the Sultan alone wiio was qualified to adopt such a measure. Ambassador 
seemed to imply that the steps taken by England and France trenched upon Ills 
Majesty’s rights and touched his prestige. 

Baron Calice answered that this was not the case, and that the two Powers had 
only advised the Viceroy to avoid, by a voluntary abdication, an appeal to the Sultan, 
which would probably lead to his deposition. They had not deposed him; and in 
intimating that if he rejected their advice they would appeal to the Sultan, the 
rights of His Majesty had, in the opinion of the Austrian Government, been perfectly 
recognized.

FRENCH Ambassador at Constantinople reports that the Sultan intended to 
revoke, in a Council held yesterday, Firman of 1873, which was officially communi¬ 
cated to Powers, and has always been considered the Charter of Egypt. 
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French Minister for Foreign Affairs sends by telegraph to the Ambassador orders 
to make the strongest efforts to prevent revocation, if it has not already been done, 
and if it has been done, to do everything in his power to prevent its being published, 
and to procure its withdrawal. lie recommends very particularly to Ambassador to 
act in concert with his English colleague, and directs him to adhere strictly to the 
policy of the two Governments, that is to say, to the abdication [? of the Khedive], to 
the succession of Tewfik, and to the settlement of affairs at Cairo. 
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Notwithstanding all the warnings, official and otherwise, which the Khedive baa 
received, His Highness, probably misled by his agents at Constantinople, will not 
believe that the Porte really intends to depose him.

IF Sultan at once deposes Khedive, withdraws Firman altering succession— 
obtained by Ismail Pasha through corrupt means—and names Tewfik his successor, 
according to the Firman of 1841 granted to Mehemet Ali Pasha, will such arrange¬ 
ment be satisfactory to Her Majesty’s Government ? Grand Vizier thinks that consent 
of Sultan can be obtained to it; but His Majesty hesitates about deposing Khedive 
without revoking at the same time the Firman altering the succession. His Highness 
says he would prefer that Halim should succeed, as this arrangement would be more 
acceptable here, but on this point lie will defer to opinion of ller Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment. llis Highness is unwilling to engage Porte to grant a Civil List to the Khedive, 
and pensions to his mother and wives, until a full inquiry is made into his financial 
position, and as to the use he has made of loans he lias raised. 

Another Council is to be held this evening at the Palace, and his Highness will 
propose above arrangement, and declares that if the Sultan does not accept it lie will 
resign. He would be glad to receive, if possible, your Lordship’s answer in the course 
of the day; if lie cannot, the proposal will be made subject to the approval of Her 
Majesty’s Government. 

llis Highness has asked mo not to communicate all this to the French Ambas¬ 
sador. I shall, therefore, only tell him that I have pressed most urgently upon the 
Grand Vizier immediate dismissal of Khedive.

LAST night M. Tricou received a telegram from the French Ambassador at 
Constantinople, saying that the deposition of the Khedive and the appointment of 
Halim as his successor was decided upon, and that a Council was to be held in the 
afternoon to confirm this decisiou, about which there could not be the slightest doubt. 
Unless, therefore, Khedive abdicated at once he would lose all the advantages promised 
by the two Powers. 

M. Tricou at once sent this telegram to the Khedive by His Highness’ Private 
Secretary, who late at night brought back the answer that llis Highness refused to 
abdicate, and would await Halim Pasha’s arrival. 

Although it was past midnight, M. Tricou and I, accompanied by our German 
colleague, went to Cherif Pasha to urge him to try a last attempt to save the Khedive 
and his family from the ruin which was impending, and after some consultation Cherif 
Pasha went with us to the Palace. The Khedive, who had already retired, and who 
gave mo tlio impression of not knowing what he said, refused to yield, in spite of all 
our arguments. 

It was past three when we left the Palace. 

This morning, upon receipt of your Lordship’s telegram No. 27, M. Tricou and I 
again went to the Khedive. We renewed the assurances Ave had already made, and 
offered to gh r e them in writing, but on llis Highness saying that if he abdicated at all 
he must place his abdication in the hands of the Sultan, we informed him that that 
completely changed the matter, and avc must, therefore, Avithdraw the assurances Ave 
had given, and could only telegraph to our Governments that llis Highness refused to 
abdicate, except to the Sultan himself.

WITH reference to my telegram No. 99, M. de Giers has verbally given me the 
following official reply:— 

“ Russia has no advice to give respecting the voluntary abdication of Khedive. 
She considers that all measures, whether financial or political, concerning Egypt are of 
such a nature as to be the subject of an understanding between the Powers and the 
Sultan, and if such understanding is brought about, Russia will join in it with the 
desire of conciliating all the various interests concerned.” 

I urged M. de Giers as strongly as I could to modify above reply, pointing out, 
among other arguments, that there was no desire to encroach on the rights of the 
Porte, and that if Russia, after she had joined in the German protest, was the only 
Power who now refused to join action taken by Great Britain and Erance, it might 
throw a doubt on the sincerity of the good understanding between Great Britain and 
Russia which would have bad effects elsewhere. 

He said that Russia did not refuse; she only desired to abstain from giving advice 
in a matter which did not directly concern Russian interests. The Emperor had 
alr eady been forced to press so hardly on Turkey elsewhere that llis Majesty felt a 


delicacy in taking part in measures which must end in a further encroachment on the 
sovereign rights of the Porte. Objections had already reached His Majesty from 
Constantinople against the direct nature of our negotiations with the Khedive, and the 
hope had been expressed that Russia would not forget what was due to the 
Porte. 

M. de Giers said that proposal of Erench Ambassador went further than mine, 
but it was only a difference of form, and the result of Russia consenting to either 
would be the same. 

Therefore, while Russia would be ready to join in any collective action of the 
Powers and the Porte, she begs to abstain from supporting the advice which the 
British and Erench Agents had now given to the Khedive.

You state that the Grand Vizier considers that the 
Sultan’s consent could be obtained to a settlement on these terms, but that TTis 
Majesty objects to deposing the Khedive without at the same time revoking the 
Firman by which the succession was altered, and that Khaircddin Pasha is also 
unwilling to engage the Porte to the grant of a Civil- List to Ismail- Pasha and- of 
pensions to his mother and wives until a full inquiry has been made into his financial 
position and as to the use he has made of the loans raised by him. 

I have informed you, in reply, that as the French and English Governments are 
acting entirely in concert in this question, it would be impossible for me to assent to 
any course of proceeding unknown to the French Minister for Foreign Affairs. 

The French Government appear to be anxious that the Firman of 1873 should be 
maintained, and it does not seem clear what the Sultan would gain by revoking it, 
unless it is intended that its renewal should be repurchased by Tewfik Pasha.

BEEORE taking leave of the Khedive this morning, I received your Lordship’s 
telegram, marked Secret and Confidential, authorizing me to warn His Highness con¬ 
fidentially and privately of the probability of his deposition by the Sultan, in which 
case the Eirman of Succession would he set aside in favour of Prince Halim, and to 
advise him in his own interest and in that of his dynasty to abdicate in favour of his 
son, Prince Tewfik. ' f . 

I took the opportunity of my audience to break this news to His Highness, and 
I endeavoured to do it with proper delicacy and consideration for his feelings. 

The Khedive was naturally painfully affected by such a communication, which 
seemed to take him quite by surprise; he could not bring himself to believe that his 
position was so precarious; he questioned me anxiously whether my advice had any 
official inspiration, and when he learned that my communication was unofficial, 
although I warned him that it was founded upon information the authority for which 
could not be disputed, he seemed to find consolation in the hope that I was conveying 
my own personal impressions, which might be exaggerated, rather than any authori¬ 
tative statement of facts. 

I did my best to dispel this illusion without violating your Lordship’s confidence, 
but he affirmed that he had reason to doubt if the Sultan would go the length of 
deposing him, while if it were attempted, he said, “it might create complications 
which would hardly turn to the advantage of England.” I replied that no compli¬ 
cations or difficulties could arise, nor was any resistance possible when the Porte and 
the Powers were in thorough agreement, but that if he should he deposed the succes¬ 
sion would iu all probability he lost to his son, and his own prospects of a suitable 
provision for himself and his family might be seriously jeopardized. 

Still, he would hardly realize the imminence of the danger, and he took leave oi 
me with considerable dignity, saying that he still hoped to regain the favour of Her 
Majesty’s Government, and to welcome me back to Egypt; to which I replied 
that the events to which I had referred would in all probability occur before, my 
return. . . 

His Highness immediately sent for Chdrif Pasha and repeated to him the substance

of our conversation. Erom what Chdrif Pasha has since told me it is evident that the 
Khedive still hopes that my language and advice only reflected my personal impressions, 
and that I might have exaggerated the danger of his situation. I earnestly begged 
his Excellency to discourage this mischievous idea, which the Khedive would find to 
his cost was a delusion. His Highness could hardly suspect me of using such serious 
language without full warrant, and I could most positively assure him that my 
authority for the decision taken by the Porte and the Powers was unimpeachable. 
His Excellency promised me to convey his own conviction to the Khedive, that I had 
full authority for the communication I had made to him, but he did not seem to think 
that the Khedive would abdicate unless he were officially required to do so. 

Chdrif Pasha then earnestly begged me to represent seriously to Her Majesty’s 
Government the mischievous consequences of encouraging the Sultan under any 
circumstances to revoke the Eirman of succession and to impose Halim Pasha as his 
nominee upon Egypt, thereby degrading the country again to the position of a Turkish 
province and reversing all our recent policy. He knew Halim Pasha sufficiently well 
to be convinced that he would be no improvement upon the present Viceroy ; he had 
very nearly the same faults, while he would probably he saddled with ruinous engage¬ 
ments towards the Porte contracted as the price of its support. Cherif Pasha earnestly 
hoped that Her Majesty’s Government would not thus sacrifice Egypt, where they had 
such great interests, as a punishment for the faults of her ruler. 

I said that his Excellency’s appeal ought rather to be addressed to the Khedive, 
who still had it in his power to save his country from the evils his Excellency had 
pointed out by abdicating voluntarily in favour of his son. 

It is evident from Cherif Pasha’s language that the Turkish party, of which he 
is the recognized leader, would not give the Viceroy active support against any attempt 
to depose him, although they would not initiate any movement against him unless he 
violated his pledges to them, which he is unlikely to do while lie has need of their 
support, but my impression is that the Khedive will not go voluntarily, while his 
replacement by Halim Pasha instead of by Prince Tewfik would be an unpopular 
measure, and, in my opinion, a serious mistake. 

I have informed my Erench colleague most confidentially of the step I have 
taken; hi; entirely endorsed it, and cordially promised to support it in the probable 
event of the Khedive consulting him; and I have reason to know that it is in complete 
accordance with the views of my German colleague.

lying in the hands of Messrs. Rothschild on account of the Egyptian Government. At 
the same time, it was suggested that the documents forwarded to Mr. Vivian by Clterif 
Pasha should be served upon Messrs. Rothschild through the Solicitor to the Board of 
Treasury, accompanied by a distinct statement that the service was pursuant to 
Article 11 of the Code do Procedure. 

I now transmit, for your information, a copy of the letter to the Board of 
Treasury above alluded to, as well as of the reply which has been received from that 
Department,t notifying the proceedings of their Solicitor as to the service of the notices 
in question upon Messrs. Rothschild.

WITH reference to your Excellency’s telegram of the 27th ultimo, in which you 
requested instructions in view of an interview which your Excellency was to have with 
M. Waddington on the subject of the measures to be taken with reference to the future 
administration of Egypt, l have to state to your Excellency that, in the opinion of Her 
Majesty’s Government, the first point to be considered in connection with this question is 
clearly the liquidation of the financial liabilities of that country. 

Her Majesty’s Government consider that the arrangements for carrying into effect 
this object should be formulated by an International Commission, the composition of 
which should be as nearly as possible that of the late Commission of Inquiry, and should 
certainly include a Commissioner to be nominated by the Italian Government. 

Her Majesty’s Government are further of opinion that the Commission should have 
power to determine, in the first instance, what amount is necessary for defraying the 
expenses of the Government of Egypt, and they should then proceed to apportion the 
residuary revenue among the creditors, framing their decisions in regard to such 
allotment by a majority of votes after the parties interested have been heard. 

There should, in the view of Her Majesty’s Government, be no appeal from the 
decisions thus given. 

With regard to the future form of government for Egypt, Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment do not, on the whole, recommend a return to the system of European Ministers. 
The jealousy which their position has created is so great, both among Moslems and 
among the Powers not represented in the Ministry, that insuperable difficulties are 
likely to be created by a return to the arrangements of last autumn. Precautions should 
be taken for placing in important posts in the Government European advisers, who 
should be able to guide and influence the native Ministers without assuming a position of 
official superiority over them. This provision would be especially necessary in the 
Departments of Finance and Public Works. Some form of Board of Audit or Inspection 
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should also be established, having no right to give orders, but whose duty it would be 
only to observe, inquire, and report. 

Your Excellency is authorized to communicate these views to M. Waddington, and 
to invite his concurrence therein.

The refusal of Messrs, dc ^hsehi o 
uav the balance of the loan was no doubt due to this want of confidence, lhc demand 
tliev had put forward, that a Decree should be submitted for the sanction of tlieloweis, 
had been agreed to by the Egyptian Government, and a Decree was being drawn up, 
which he hoped to be able to sJnd to me in the course of the day for communication 
to Her Majesty’s Government. It would, however, require some time before the

I TTAD the honour yesterday morning to receive your Lordship’s telegram

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Highness that the Governments of England and Erance advised him to abdicate in 
favour of his son Prince Tewfik, and pointing out that if His Highness followed this, 
advice he would secure a handsome Civil List for himself and would keep the succession 
for his son, hut that he would lose both these advantages if the Powers communicated 
with the Sultan to procure his deposition. . 

M. Tricou’s instructions, although somewhat more detailed, were precisely in the 
same sense, and we had, therefore, no difficulty in settling the language of the 
declaration which we were to make to the Khedive. . . 

His Highness having appointed half-past six in the evening as the time at which 
he would receive us, M. Tricou and I went together to the Palace at that hour. 

M. Tricou began by asking the Khedive whether he had reflected upon the 
communication which Mr. Vivian, before his departure for England, had made to 
His Highness, and which he (M. Tricou) had made on the previous day, and upon 
His Highness saying that he was not yet prepared to give an answer to those commu¬ 
nications, M. Tricou said that both he and I had now been instructed to make a pint 
official communication to His Highness on behalf of our Governments, and he then 
proceeded to read the statement of which I have the honour to inclose a copy. 

The Khedive, having listened attentively to this statement, said that the question 
was so important, as it did not concern the person of a private individual, hut of a 
Sovereign of a State, that he must demand time for consideration and for consultation 
with his advisers. 

M. Tricou replied that the question was a purely personal one for Ills Highness 
to decide, and that he could not admit the necessity of his consulting the Ministers. 
He would, however, have no objection to Clffirif Pasha being present, and he asked, 
with considerable vivacity, that he should he sent for. As for the other Ministers, it 
was well known that, with the exception of ftagheb Pasha, who was urging His 
Highness to take a course opposed to his real interest, they were not likely to exercise 
any influence over His Highness’ decision; and he pointed out that, considering the 
communications that had been made both by Mr. Vivian and himself, His Highness 
had had plenty of time to consider the question. 

The Khedive replied that the communications^to which M. Tricou referred had 
been of a purely private nature ; that the statement which had now been read was an 
official communication from the two Governments which required most serious con¬ 
sideration ; and that he required two days before he could give us an answer. 

Both M. Tricou and I urged His Highness not to delay his answer so long, 
pointing out that fhe question was one of pressing importance, and that such a delay 
could not fail to have a very had effect both in London and Paris. M. lricou also 
warned the Khedive against attempting to excite a movement among the people, to 
which His Highness replied that he was perfectly aware that he was responsible for 
public tranquillity, and that we might rest assured that so long as he was in power it 

would not he disturbed. _ . 

Seeing that it was impossible to shake His Highness’^ determination, or to obtain 
from him an immediate answer, M. Tricou brought the interview, which had been a 
very painful one, and during the whole of which the Khedive behaved with great 
dignity, to a close by again reading to His nighness the statement which we had been 
instructed to make; and on taking leave of His Highness lie told him, as a friend of 
fifteen years’ standing, that the course he was pursuing was a most dangerous one for 
himself, for his family, and for the country. .

Her Majesty’s Government and the Erench Government, I said, having arrived at 
the conviction, the result of many years of negotiation, that there was no hope for 
good government or prosperity in Egypt so long as the present Khedive remained on 
the throne, had directed their respective Consuls to urge officially upon the Khedive 
that he will do wisely to abdicate in favour of his son Tewfik, representing to him that 
by following this course he will secure a handsome Civil List for himself, and Will 
keep the succession for his son; but if, on the contrary, he should not adopt this 
advice, and should thus oblige the Powers to communicate with Constantinople with a 
view to procuring his deposition, he will lose both these advantages. 

I informed M. Depretis that I had been instructed by your Lordship to acquaint 
his Excellency quite confidentially with what had been done, and to express the earnest 
hope of Her Majesty’s Government that the Government of Italy will instruct their 
Consul at Cairo to support the above recommendation. 

M. Depretis stated in reply that a Memorandum in the sense of what I had just 
said to him had been delivered late yesterday afternoon by the Erench Ambassador at 
the Ministry for Eoreign Affairs, that it had been brought this morning before the 
Council of Ministers, presided by the King, and that telegraphic instructions had 
already been sent to the Italian Consul at Cairo to advise the Khedive, with a view to 
his own interests, and in order to secure the succession for his son, to accept the 
friendly recommendations of England and Erance, in which the Italian Government 
joined (“ s’associait ”). 

M. Depretis merely added that, under existing circumstances, the abdication of 
the Khedive appeared to him the only course open. A month earlier, if he had 
thought fit to follow the advice which had been given him of placing his financial 
affairs in the hands of the Powers most interested, he might, perhaps, have saved hid 
throne.

M. WADDINGTON told me this afternoon that he had received a telegram 
from M. Tricou, the French Agent at Cairo, saying that, in spite of the repeated 
efforts made by liimself and Mr. Lascelles, the Khedive positively refused to abdicate, 
and that, in consequence, the assurances given to him respecting the succession and 
the Civil List had been withdrawn by them. 

M. Waddington also informed me that he had heard from M. Fournier, the 
French Ambassador at Constantinople, that the Grand Vizier had proposed that the 
Sultan should at once depose Ismail Pasha and declare Tewfik Pasha Khedive. 

I told M. Waddington that your Lordship had received similar information both 
from Cairo and Constantinople; and in obedience to your Lordship’s orders, I made 
him acquainted with the essential part of the intelligence you had received from Sir 
Henry Layard, and said that the news from Cairo had led you to think it might be 
expedient for the two Governments to close with the Grand Vizier’s offer. 

M. Waddington said that he should have entirely agreed with you, but that he 
had just received a fresh telegram from Cairo which indicated a considerable change 
in the situation. In fact, it appeared from it that the Sultan had already deposed the 
Khedive. 

After some further conversation, his Excellency told me that lie should send in 
the course of the afternoon a telegram to the French Ambassador at Constantinople in 
the following terms :— 

“ A telegram from Cairo has this instant informed me that Prince Tewfik has 
received a telegram from the Sultan, appointing him Khedive and inviting him to 
proclaim it.

FRENCH Ambassador informed me yesterday that he would communicate to-day 
to Grand Vizier instructions from his Government referred to in your telegram 
No. 117. I have told Grand Vizier that I have been made acquainted with those 
instructions, and that I recommended him not to publish for the present Porte’s revoca¬ 
tion of the Firman of 1873. Ilis Higlmoss stated that the revocation was an accom¬ 
plished fact, and had been officially announced. It was, therefore, impossible to annul 
decision on the subject, or to advise Khedive to abdicate. His Highness said that real 
charter of Egypt was the Firman of 1857; that the Firman of 1873 ought to be viewed 
in the light of a private transaction between Ismail Pasha and the late Sultan; that 
its recall does not in any way annul engagements which affect or concern Egypt, but 
merely alters succession; that Europe, having taken no objection to the Firman of 1873, 
could not find fault with the Porte’s decision, which establishes previous state of 
things; that while deposition of Khedive was at once a satisfaction offered to Europe, 
and a popular measure in the eyes of the Egyptian people, it also enabled the Porte to 
assume the position which properly belonged to the Suzerain Power. His Highness 
added that, in face of these accomplished facts, it was impossible to return to the 
policy advocated hy the French Ambassador, and that, if the Sultan should resolve to 
come to some fresh decision in this question, lie must find fresh Ministers to carry it 
out. His Highness begged me to place these views before Her Majesty’s Government 
in hope that they will be justly appreciated. 
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Khedive has telegraphed submission to Sultan’s commands, and asks permission to 
retire into private life on the Bosphorus. I should regret his presence here, as he will 
no doubt he constantly intriguing, probably against us and in favour of Russian 
interests. 

I understand French Ambassador has been saying that I have been acting against 
him in supporting Halim. Tliis is altogether contrary to the facts, and I beg that you 
will contradict it if necessary. He tells me that he has proof that the Russians 
advised Sultan not to depose Khedive, and Khedive not to abdicate.

French Ambassador suggests that the position of Tewfik will be very much 
weakened in the eyes of the Egyptians if his accession is followed by the loss of his 
and their privileges. 

French Minister for Foreign Affairs thinks it will be practically impossible to 
introduce the Control and other reforms into Egypt, if, in consequence of the with¬ 
drawal of her autonomy, they must be first negotiated with the Porte. 

He thinks it more prudent, at all events for the present, to maintain the old 
Firman than to try for a new one. 

He is anxious for your opinion of the Turkish communication.

He adheres resolutely to this measure, and apparently 
looks at matters from the point of view of an African Moslem, and has thus seized 
with avidity the opportunity of confirming the power of the Caliph over Egypt. He 
would be glad to carry out a similar policy with regard to Tunis, and has remonstrated 
with me on the increase of French influence in the Regency. 

_ An attempt to dispute the validity of the Firman would, in my opinion, lead Her 
Majesty’s Government into difficulties, as there is no legal ground on which to ba&e 
such a proposal, and such an effort would merely have the effect of shaking the 
authority of Prince Tewfik by impugning the Act upon which it rests. 

I should be glad if the French Minister for Foreign Affairs would be willing to 
leave on one side the question of form, and would simply formulate the questions of 
substance as to which he thinks the revocation of the Firman of 1873 has had an 
injurious effect. 

I am inclined to believe that the Sultan cares more for show than for substance, 
and that by duly recognizing his nominal authority we shall obtain such fresh legisla¬ 
tion as may be required.

The Sultan, it appears, spoke of the Khedive as his most faithful vassal, who had 
punctually and loyally fulfilled all his engagements towards his Suzerain, complained that 
the French and English Governments had dealt with him as they had done without 
previous consultation with the Porte, and said that he had reason to know that there 
were intrigues to bring about the fall of His Highness. M. Fournier tells me that he 
observed to His Majesty in answer, that there were certainly intrigues, but that they 
were not against the Khedive. He hinted that these intrigues were between His 
Highness and Russia against His Majesty himself, and that there was every reason 
to suspect that there had for some time existed a secret understanding that Russia 
should recognize the Khedive’s independence if he refrained from assisting His Majesty 
in a war with her. M. Fournier added that the manner in which the Egyptian troops 
had behaved in Bulgaria afforded a proof that such a secret engagement really existed, 
as they were never in action, and on one well-known occasion were withdrawn from the 
field when, had they taken part in the battle, the Turks would have gained a 
victory of the greatest importance, which might have given a very different result 
to the campaign. 

His Majesty, M. Fournier said, appeared much struck with his statements and 
Arguments, which he answered with much ability and intelligence. My French colleague 
is perfectly satisfied that the Khedive has received encouragement and promises of 
support from Russia in the course which he has pursued, as, unless backed by a strong 
Power, His Highness would not have ventured to defy France and England. 

Khaireddin Pasha appears to have held nearly the same language to M. Fournier as 
to myself.

I have been informed this afternoon by Baron Calice that the Turkish Ambas¬ 
sador had just read to him a communication from the Porte on the subject of the 
deposition of the Khedive, which, it was intimated, was a matter depending entirely 
on the Sultan; and the language of the Ambassador seemed to imply that the action 
of the British and French Governments had trenched upon His Majesty’s rights. 

Baron Calice had, he said, replied that this was altogether a mistake, as the two 
Powers had confined themselves to intimating to the Viceroy that unless he voluntarily 
abdicated in favour of his eldest son an appeal would be made to the Sultan that 
tvould probably lead to his deposition under conditions far less favourable to himself 
and his family than those which he might obtain by following their advice. The 
Austro-Hungarian Government considered that there was nothing in this that touched 
the rights of the Sultan, and had consequently directed their Consul-General to support 
his English and French colleagues.

M. WADDINGTON told me this afternoon that he expected to receive, a little 
later in the day, a visit from Safvct Pasha, the Turkish Ambassador, who had asked him 
for an interview for the purpose, no doubt, of communicating to him a telegram from 
the Porte on the subject of the revocation of the Firman of 1873 respecting Egypt. 

M. Waddington said that, as the telegram had been sent en clair lie was, 
in fact, already in possession of the text of it; and he proceeded to point out to 
me that it announced the abrogation of tbe Firman, though in terms which perhaps 
gave a loophole for remonstrances, or, at all events, for observations, from the French 
Government. 

The date given to the Firman in the telegram was, M. Waddington remarked, the 
date according to the Mahommedan Calendar, but he had, he said, ascertained that it 
corresponded to the year 1873 of the Christian era. 

His Excellency proceeded to inform me that M. Fournier, the French Ambassador 
at Constantinople, in order to guard against the Porte’s treating the revocation of the 
Firman as an accomplished fact beyond discussion, had communicated to them the 
telegram remonstrating against it, with the substance of which I w r as already acquainted. 

The telegram in question is recited in my telegram to your Lordship No. 105 of 
the 25th instant, and in my despatches Nos. 667 and 668 of the same date. 

M. Waddington mentioned that M. Fournier stated that Sir Henry Layard was 
about to communicate with the Sultan on the subject of the revocation. 

His Excellency added that he thought there was force in a suggestion made by 
M. Fournier that Tewfik Pasha would be placed in a very unfavourable position in the 
eyes of the Egyptians if his accession were the signal for the loss of the privileges 
enjoyed by his predecessor, and by Egypt under his predecessor’s rule. 

M. Waddington went on to say that it had moreover occurred to him that it would 
be next to impossible to introduce into Egypt the system of control and the administrative 
reforms which were necessary, if, in consequence of the withdrawal of the rights conferred 
by the Firman, it became necessary to enter into detailed negotiations on the subject 
with the Porte. 

In answer to observations from me, his Excellency maintained that, for the present 
at all events, it would be more prudent to adhere to the old Firman than to try to 
procure the issue of a new one. 

His Excellency wound up his observations by saying that, all things considered, he 
had determined, when he received the communication he was expecting from Safvet 
Pasha, to make no endeavour to conceal his dissatisfaction, and to say plainly that, 
whatever might be the strict right of the Sultan, the French Government could not admit 
that a Firman, of which the European Powers had received official communication, of 
which they had taken act, and on which all their transactions with Egypt had of late 
years been based, could, with propriety, be abruptly revoked by the Porte without any 
previous concert with them.

Your Excellency will observe that Musurus Pasha is instructed by his Government 
in announcing to Her Majesty's Government this important resolution on the part of the 
Sultan to intimate that all the provisions of the Firman of 1841 remain in full force, but 
that His Majesty has thought fit to annul the Firman of 1873. 

In acknowledging the receipt of this communication I requested the Turkish 
Ambassador to convey to his Government the cordial thanks of that of Her Majesty for 
the support they have given to the views of policy which led Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment to recommend the abdication of the Khedive. 

I stated that the action of the Turkish Minister in this matter had been of great 
value to the well-being of Egypt, which this country has so much at heart. 

With regard to the revocation of the Firman of 1873, I have informed his Excel¬ 
lency that for the present I must reserve any expression of opinion upon the decision of 
the Sultan in this respect, though it seemed to me probable that it will necessitate 
further legislation.

THE Italian Ambassador called upon me on the 27th ultimo,by appointment, to convey 
to me a message from M. Depretis; with reference to the Firman issued on the 26th ultimo 
by the Sultan. M. Depretis had understood that separate steps had been taken by the 
French and English Ambassadors at Constantinople to procure not only the deposition 
of the Khedive, but also the revocation of the Firman of 1873. He expressed his 
painful surprise at this proceeding on their part, having concluded that when Italy was 
asked to give, and gave, her support to the request of the two Western Powers for the 
abdication of the Khedive, that the matter would thenceforth be looked upon as having 
entered into the European concert, and would be dealt with collectively. 1 replied that 
M. Depretis was entirely mistaken in supposing that any steps had been taken, as far 
as I knew, by the English or French Ambassador, to procure the revocation of the 
Firman of 1873. It was a spontaneous act on the part of the Sultan, who had not even 
waited to know our opinion upon it before performing it. 

He then asked me to repeat the undertaking which I had given to him on last 
Wednesday, that any action concerning the Public Debt of Egypt would be taken by the 
Powers as a whole. I said that this was undoubtedly our view, that all the Powers who had 
joined in the Commission of Inquiry should also join in any Commission of Liquidation 
for the purpose of dealing with the debt; but I carefully distinguished between 
powers touching the arrangement of the Egyptian debt, and more general powers of 
government.

ON the afternoon of the 21st instant, M. Tricou sent word to me that Cherif Pasha 
was at his house, and that they would both be glad if I would join them. I went at 
once, and on my entering the room where they were, M. Tricou told me that Chdrit 
Pasha wished to know' whether we could give him an official assurance that, in the event 
of the Khedive’s abdication. Prince Tcwfyk would succeed him. I replied at once that 
we could have no hesitation in giving that assurance, as it was with that very object that 
we had been instructed to advise the Khedive to abdicate. I said that the position 
appeared to me to be simple. The Porte had offered to depose the Khedive, but this 
offer was coupled with the condition that Halim Pasha and not Prince Tewfyk should be 
His Highness’ successor. The Governments of England and France thought it more 
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desirable that Prince Tcwfyk should succeed his father, and, therefore, had suggested a 
means of securing his accession. 

M. Tricou said that he had used similar language to his Excellency before my arrival, 
and told him officially that he might be assured that Prince Tewfyk would succeed the 
Khedive, if His Highness abdicated voluntarily. 

Chciif Pasha told us that, armed with that assurance, he was convinced that he 
could induce the Khedive to yield, and that we might look forward to His Highness 
giving us an assurance to that effect that evening. 

R waa therefore with considerable surprise that, at the interview w r e had with the 
Khedive, we received the answer that I had the honour to report in my telegram 
No. 79. 

His Highness said that he derived all his authority from the Sultan, and that he 
had been, therefore, obliged to refer the matter to His Majesty, and could not give us an 
official answer until he had heard from His Majesty. 

M. Tricou observed that this answer was in reality a refusal, and on His Highness 
protesting against this view of the case, he said that we could only leave His Highness’ 
answer to the appreciation of our Governments, but that he considered it ivas the most 
unfortunate answer that His Highness could have given. He also expressed his astonish¬ 
ment that His Hignness, after having spent so much money in obtaining his indepen¬ 
dence of the Porte, should now seek to put himself under her power, and contrasted his 
conduct with that of his celebrated grandfather, Mohamed Aly. 

On leaving, M. Tricou referred to the action of Shaheen Pasha—of which he had 
certain information—in obtaining signatures to a petition in His Highness’ favour from 
the Sheikhs of Lower Egypt, under threats of sending them to the White Nile. His 
Highness denied this, and said that the Sheikhs had been summoned to Cairo on business 
connected with the sale of land. 

The interview, during which the Khedive behaved with great dignity and M. Tricou 
with considerable vehemence, lasted a very short time. 

I am informed that, shortly before our interview, the Khedive received a long 
telegram from Constantinople, which may have induced him to change his mind, as 
Cherif Pasha had most certainly given both M. Tricou and myself to understand that the 
Khedive Avould yield. 

I have also been informed that a telegram was received yesterday by the Khedive 
from the Porte to the effect that, if His Highness abdicated, the Porte would consider 
his action null and void; that the Porte was in negotiation with foreign Powers on the 
subject; and that His Highness should answer the foreign Representatives in that sense. 

Baron Saurma and J\I. Franceschi, the German and Austrian Representatives, have 
received instructions to support the action taken by M. Tricou and me, and are to be 
received by the Khedive this evening at half-past 6. I will not fail to report to your 
Lordship by telegraph the result of their interview.

England and France, in consideration of their large interest in the debt, are fairly 
entitled to two Representatives each on the Commission; Italy, Austria, and Germany 
might each have one, and Egypt two Representatives. I would recommend that Major 
Baring should be one of our nominees, and, as the interests of the bondholders may be 
seriously affected by the award of the Commission, I would suggest that Mr. Goschcn 
might be consulted about the choice of the other. 

The Commission ought to meet as early as possible in October, seeing that the 
next coupon of the Unified Debt falls due on the 1st November, and that there arc 
many creditors of the Floating Debt in a very precarious financial position, owing to thc 
delay in the payment of their claims. 

I take this opportunity to say a word about the Sultan’s revocation of the Firman of 
1873, which, in my opinion, may have very important consequences. 

This Firman consolidates and replaces ( remplace) all the various Firmans granted 
to the Viceroys of Egypt since the Firman of 1841, given to Mehemet Ali—at least, 
I so read the meaning of the first and concluding paragraphs of the Firman of 1873. 

If this be so, the Ottoman Law of Succession, in favour of the eldest male, is 
reverted to, and Egypt loses her rights of legislative autonomy, and of contracting 
loans without the sanction of thc Porte, as well as her power of concluding Commercial 
Conventions and other arrangements not having a political character with foreign Powers. 
Her army would have to be reduced to the limit of 18,000 men, fixed by the Firman of 
1841, and the tribute to 80,000 purses (about 400,000/.). 

The resumption by the Porte of its right to interfere in the internal administration 
of Egypt, and to control her legislation and her commercial and financial contracts with 
foreign countries, must seriously affect any arrangement that may be made for the satis¬ 
faction of her creditors and for the better administration of the country, in which the 
Porte would claim to have a voice ; while any change in the present Law of Succession 
from father to son is, I think, much to be deprecated in the interests of the country. 

Egypt paid a very heavy price for her privileges, which the Porte now seeks to 
revoke. They were recorded in Firmans which, I believe, were officially communicated 
to the Powers as modifications of the original Firman of 1841, which was framed in 
concert with them. They thus became international acts, which can hardly be altered or 
cancelled without the consent of the Powers.

My Lord. Cairo, June 25, 1879. 

M. TRICOU communicated to me last night a telegram marked “ Private and Most 
Confidential,” which he had received from M. Fournier, the French Ambassador at Con¬ 
stantinople. His Excellency informed M. Trieou that it had been decided upon to 
depose the Khedive and to appoint Halim Pasha as his successor, and that this decision, 
about which there could not be the slightest doubt, would receive its sanction at the 
Council which was to be held in the afternoon. The Khedive should therefore be induced 
to abdicate at once, as he would otherwise lose all the advantages promised by France 
and England. 

The Khedive’s Private Secretary, through whom M. Trieou sent this telegram to 
His Highness, brought back the answer, at an advanced hour of the night, to the effect 
that His Highness refused to abdicate, saying that he would await the arrival of Halim 
Pasha. 

Seeing that there was no time to be lost in making a last effort to save the Khedive 
and his family from the ruin which was impending, M. Trieou and I, accompanied by our 
German colleague (although it was past midnight), went to Clierif Pasha, who, after 
some consultation, went with us to the Palace. 

We found that the Khedive had already retired, but, after keeping us waiting for 
some time, he received us. His Highness, who gave me the impression of not quite 
knowing what he said, persistently refused to yield, notwithstanding all the arguments 
which we brought to bear on him, and it was past 3 o’clock when we left the Palace. 

Upon receiving your Lordship’s telegram No. 27 this morning, M. Trieou and I 
again went to see the Khedive. We reiterated all the assurances we had already made, 
and, moreover, offered to record them in writing; but when His Highness told us that, if 
he should abdicate at all, he must place his abdication in the Sultan’s hands, we at once 
replied that that condition completely changed the aspect of the question, and we 
therefore saw ourselves obliged to withdraw all the assurances we had offered, and we 
concluded by saying that we now could only inform our respective Governments that His 
Highness refused to abdicate except to the Sultan himself. 

The Khedive, who has doubtless been misled by his agents at Constantinople, in 
spite of all the warnings (official and otherwise) which he has received, will not believe 
that the Porte really has the intention of deposing him.

LATE in the evening of the 24th instant Mr. Borg, Acting British Vice-Consul 
here, came to tell me that there was a person at his house whom he thought it of great 
importance that I should see at once. . 

The person in question was an artillery officer who had come to Mr. Borg by night, 
in an assumed dress, to tell him that the officers had been compelled to sign a petition 
setting forth their satisfaction with the paternal rule of the Khedive, and their determi¬ 
nation to stand by His Highness if any attempt should be made to dethrone him. 
Although they had taken the oath submitted to them, they had only done so under com¬ 
pulsion! the feeling of the army was very strong against the Khedive, and there would 
be a general feeling of satisfaction if it were known that His Highness had been 
dethroned by the Sultan. His army would, however, stand by him if any European 
force were sent against him, which the officers had been led to believe was likely to be 
tllG caSG. 

In answer to my questions, the officer stated that, it the Khedive abdicated volun¬ 
tarily in favour of Prince Tewfik, there would no doubt be a certain amount ot satisfaction^ 
felt by the people, but the country would not be really contented until every member of 
the Khedive’s family had gone away.

THE telegrams which I have had the honour to address to your Lordship will have 
kept you informed of the progress oi events during the last four days. 

On the evening of the 23rd instant the Representatives of Germany and Austna- 
Hungary, having received instructions from their Governments to support the action ot 
England and France, officially recommended the Khedive to abdicate in favour o± his 
son, Prince Tewfik, and their statement was made in terms similar to that already made 

to His Highness by M. Tricon and me. . . . 

The Italian Agent and Consul-General had already made a similar communication 
to the Khedive, who had replied that he had received instructions from Constantinople 
not to make any definitive declaration without consulting the Poite. 

Although the Khedive made a similar reply to Baron. Saurma and M. Franceschi, 
His Highness spoke as though he would be prepared to go if the concessions offered by 
England and France should be formally defined and guaranteed, and during the evening 
of that day there was a general impression that His Highness was about to yield. 

The following morning M. Tricou communicated to me a telegram which he was 
about to send to M. Waddington, to suggest that we might be authorized to fix the 
amount of the civil list to be granted to His Highness and his family, and I had the 

honour to address to your Lordship my telegram No. 81. 

On the night of the 24th, however, M. Tricou received information from Constanti¬ 
nople to the effect that the Porte had already decided upon the deposition ot the Khedive 
and the appointment of Halim Pasha as his successor. M. Tricou at once communicated 
this intelligence to the Khedive through His Highness Private Secretary, who hi ought 
back an answer that His Highness was determined not to abdicate and was prepared to 

await the arrival of Halim Pasha. . . . 

Although it was past midnight when M. Tricou brought me this information, we 
thought it our duty to make immediate efforts to induce the Khedive to abdicate, m 
order to save His Highness, his familv, and the country from the effects of such action on

My Lord, Cairo, June 28, 1879. 

CHERIF PASHA called upon me yesterday morning to tell me that a telegram 
had been received from Constantinople to the effect that the answer to Ismail Pasha s 
application for permission to go there would be sent in a few days. His Excellency said 
that it would be very hard if His Highness’ request were to be refused. It was 
impossible for him to live in Europe unless he separated himself from his wives and 
family, and considering the position he had held, it would be a great humiliation if he 
were not allowed to live at Constantinople. 

I replied that I could quite understand that the presence of Ismail Pasha would 
not be desired at Constantinople, where he would certainly be suspected of intriguing, 
but that whatever the answer of the Sultan might be, 1 was strongly of opinion that 
His Highness ought to leave Egypt without delay, and I suggested to his Excellency 
that we should both go to M. Tricou to consult with him on the subject. 

M. Tricou was convinced that Ismail Pasha would not be allow'ed to go to Constanti¬ 
nople for the present. He thought, however, that permission might be granted to him 
later to do so, and in the meantime he would suggest that His Highness should send 
his wives to Constantinople and go himself to Europe. There was also the alternative 
of His Highness going with his family to Broussa, where he had a large property, but it 
he did so, he would, no doubt, be closely watched by the Porte. He did not regard a 
temporary absence from his family as a great hardship for His Highness, and, in^answer 
to Chtfrif Pasha’s observations that besides being most unpleasant tor the new Khedive 
it would produce a very bad impression if he began his reign by an act of cruelty 
towards his father, M. Tricou observed that it was absolutely necessary that Ismail 
Pasha should leave the countrv in order to put a stop to the intrigues which had already 
commenced against the new Khedive, whose position would be greatly strengthened by 
an act of authority. 

M. Tricou was so much impressed with the necessity of this step that he suggested 
that he and I should go to the Khedive and advise him strongly to put an end to 
intrigues, which might become very dangerous, by insisting upon his father leaving the 

country. . . 

Baron Saurma, whom we consulted, and who was on the point ot leaving tor 
Alexandria, fully approved of the course we proposed to take, and authorized us to speak 
on the subject to the Khedive in his name.

Count Bismarck that he considered it would be quite sufficient if the Sultan’s act was 
accepted, subject to reserves as to the other effects of the Irade, according to the 
expression in your telegram of the 26th ultimo. 

lie does not think it desirable just now to put undue pressure on the Porte, 
v\ hich has engaged that existing interests of foreigners in Egypt shall not suffer by 
the revocation of the Firman. . 

Count Andrassy showed some surprise that a communication should have been 
made by France to Germany, and not to Austria, as a matter in which the interests of 
the latter were the greater of the two, and he had learnt with much satisfaction from 
Count Karolyi that your Loidship had the intention of concerting on these questions 
with all the Governments, and not with that of France alone.

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I expressed to his Excellency the earnest hope of Her Majesty’s Government that 
the Russian Government would instruct their Consul-General to support the advice 
given to the Khedive by the British and French Agents, viz., that His Highness should 
abdicate in favour of his son Prince Tewfik. 

On arriving at the Foreign Office I found the French Ambassador, who had come 
to make a similar request for the co-operation of Russia, and also the Italian and Turkish 
Ambassadors, who, M. de Giers afterwards told me, had likewise spoken to him on 
Egyptian affairs. 

I had drawn up a confidential Memorandum (copy of which is herewith inclosed) to 
read to M. do Giers, not intending to leave it with him ; hut I finally acceded to his 
request that he might he allowed to keep it, not as an official communication, but in 
order that he might place the wishes of Her Majesty’s Government before the Emperor 
in the form in which I had submitted them. 

M. de Giers having premised his remarks by saying he would take the orders of the 
Emperor, and let me know the result the day after to-morrow, proceeded to discuss the 
question unofficially with Baron Jomini, who happened to be present, and myself. 

His Excellency said that the French Ambassador had just made a communication of 
almost similar import to mine, and it seemed to him that our proposal—for practically 
the two only formed one—raised a question of great importance, not only to the Khedive 
but also to Europe in general. Egypt was a vassal to Turkey, and it would be an 
infringement of the suzerain rights of the Porte to force the Khedive to abdicate in 
favour of his son Prince Tewfik. The Turkish Ambassador, who had just left the room, 
had expressed the surprise which he felt at the direct nature of the negotiations being 
carried on by the Western Powers with Egypt, and had maintained to him that such 
communications ought properly to be carried on through the Porte. Chakir Pasha had 
further reminded him that the right of Prince Tewfik to succeed his father is an inter¬ 
ference with the law of succession habitual in Mussulman countries, justified only by the 
direct permission of the Porte. 

M. de Giers went on to say that he did not see with sufficient distinctness where he 
might be led by a consent to the Anglo-French proposal. If the Khedive refuses to 
accept the advice now tendered, it would seem he will be forced to abdicate, and, 
supposing His Highness were to oppose force to force, the result might be serious in its 
ultimate consequences to Europe generally. 

I observed that I had not hinted at any employment of force, and did not clearly 
understand to what his Excellency alluded. 

M de Giers said that in the Pro-memoriu left by General Chanzy, of which he then 
so good as to show me a portion, there was a distinct threat to resort to force if persuasion 
tailed. 

The French Ambassador, after explaining, in language similar to that which I had 
used, the advantages which the Khedive would obtain by a voluntary abdication, viz., 
a large Civil List and the succession of his son Prince Tewfik, adds, “ but if it is necessary 
to have iccourse to force or to refer to Constantinople, the Khedive might probably lose 
both these advantages.” 

I said I had not had the opportunity of previously seeing the note of the French 
Ambassador. Your Lordship had instructed me simply to express the earnest hope that 
the Imperial Government would instruct their Agent to support the advice tendered to 
the Khedive by Great Britain and France. As the Khedive had an undoubted right to 
abdicate if he thought fit to do so, l failed to see how the exercise of such a power could 
prejudice the suzerain rights of the Sultan. 

To this M. de Giers objected that, although the Khedive had the power of resigning 
the Throne, the new occupant could not ascend it without the authorization of the Porte, 
and thereferc he considered the consent of the Sultan was requisite to legalize such an 
arrangement as was now contemplated. 

M. de Giers, who again reminded me that he was only discussing the question 
academically, and, considering it from the different points in which it might be viewed, 
said he must reserve his official answer till he had taken the orders of the Emperor. 

,, l deem it unnecessary to trouble your Lordship with the details of a long conversa¬ 
tion, carried on principally between M. de Giers and Baron .Jomini, in which 1 only took 
part so far as to keep before them the point which I had been instructed to obtain. 

The gist, however, of their language conveyed clearly three points to my mind :— 

1. Russia would rather keep heiself clear of the business altogether. 

2. If she does join, she will propose that the question be treated as an European 
one, and be decided in a conference of the Ambassadors at Constantinople in concert 
with the Porte.

The Sultan said 
that he was entirely of this opinion, that if Ismail Pasha were living here he would he 
in a constant state of “nervousness,” and that his brothers and other members of his 
family had earnestly represented to him the danger of permitting the ex-Khedive to 
settle on the Bosphorus.

My 
Erencli colleague now tells me that what occurred Avas this: M. Giers, in a conversa¬ 
tion with the Turkish Ambassador, observed that the Russian Government Avas 
disposed to act Avith Turkey in the Egyptian question, and to support tlie Khedive. 
Prince Labanoff having been informed of M. Giers’ language went at once to Haireddin 
Pasha to urge his Highness not to depose Ismail Pasha, but the advice came too late, 
as it was given on tlie morning after the Sultan bad signed thc Decree for the Khedive’s 
removal.

I remarked, therefore, that I did 
not feel by am means certain that the English and Erencli Governments would readily 
acquiesce m the levocation of the Eirman; for, having been at Constantinople at a 
time when there was much discussion upon the privileges of the Viceroy I 
remembcied that the 1 rench Government then contended that His Highness ivas 
under previous arrangements, entitled to conclude foreign loans without any authori¬ 
zation from the Porte.

I AM directed by the Marquis ol Salisbury to inform you that he has given his 
best consideration to the request contained in your letter of the 27th ultimo that Her 
Majesty’s Acting Agent and Consul-General in Egypt may receive instructions to 
advocate the issue ot a Decree by the Egyptian Government declaring the Da'ira lands 
mortgaged as security for the new loan to be free from seizure on account of other 
debts contracted by the Khedive or his Government. 

Lord Salisbury regrets to state that the difficulties which, on a lormer occasion, 
prevented Her Majesty’s Government from taking the initiative with the Khedive in 
regard to this question have not, as yet, been entirely removed. 

His Lordship has, however, learned with much satisfaction that the matter is likely to 
be settled by a spontaneous proposal on the part of the Khedive, to which the Powers will 
probably be able to assent.

ISMAIL PASHA, the late Khedive of Egypt, left Cairo at 11-30 a.m. this 
morning for Alexandria, his Highness having given it to be understood that he did 
not wish to be accompanied. None of the foreign Representatives were at the station. 
There was, however, a largo crowd collected to take leave of him. The ladies of the 
Harem, all dressed in black, were assembled in carriages outside the station, and 
indulged in loud lamentations. 

Before entering his carriage his Highness addressed a few words to the people 
who were present, telling them that on leaving Egypt he confided his son, the 
Khedive, to their care. His sons Prince Hussein, Prince Hassan, and Prince Mahmood 
leave Egypt with their father. 

The Khedive took leave of his father and his brothers at the station, and I am 
informed by a gentleman who was present that the scene was such an affecting one 
that there were but few among the spectators who were able to refrain from tears. 

I have instructed the Acting British Consul at Alexandria to concert with his 
colleagues to take leave of Ismail Pasha, and to request the captain of Her Majesty’s 
ship “ Rupert” to pay to his Highness, on his departure from Egypt, all the honours 
due to his exalted rank.

Confidential Memorandum communicated to the Marquis of Salisbury by Count Kdrolyi, 

July 10. 

PRINCE REUSS has asked Count Andrassy, in the name of the German 
Government, wliat position we intended taking up in face of the present situation in 
Egypt, and whether we were prepared to join in an eventual protest of the Western 
Powers against the revocation of the Eirman of 1873. 

Count Andrassy told the German Ambassador that he was not without misgivings 
on the subject. Tlie Western Powers have succeeded together with Germany and us 
in dethroning Ismail Pasha. It was only unwillingly that tlie Sultan yielded to the 
pressure put upon him by tlie Powers and by his own Ministers. The Porte' lias 
declared that the revocation of the Eirman leaves intact all tlie rights and interests of 
the foreigners in Egypt. Now if, in spite of this declaration, and without leaving tlie 
Sultan’s Government any time to appreciate the consequences and dangers created by 
their own action in this matter, the attempt were made to force the immediate 
withdrawal of the step it has hut just taken on the Porte, a situation might result 
which w r ould put it in tlie impossibility of withdrawing with grace from the position 
taken up. The Sultan might then he easily induced to throw himself into the arms 
of that Power which would encourage resistance. The return of Mahmoud Neddin to 
Constantinople is an ominous symptom. It conveys a warning not to bring matters 
to a head by any sudden step which might endanger the concert of the Powers. 

Count Andrassy believes that England also would not like the Porte to ho driven 
into the channel of Russian policy, and that therefore the British Government would 
agree with us that there is no necessity for undue haste. lie is of opinion that it 
would suffice at present to formulate reservations about tlie revocation of the Pirman 
of 1873, intimating, at the same time, that wo intended to come back on these 
revocations whenever an agreement about regulating the financial question in Egypt 
had been arrived at. 

Count Andrassy thinks it urgent to come to such an agreement. In order to 
provoke, without further delay, an exchange ol‘ ideas, lie desires to state liis OAvn ideas 
on the subject; at tlie same time, he wishes it expressly to he understood that it is no 
fixed plan he proposes; lie only desires to start the topic for discussion. 

According to the Count’s opinion, a Commission should he nominated, composed 
of men cognizant with finance, and in wliom the different Powers could put tlioir 
trust. The Commission w ould have to decide upon measures calculated to regulate 
the financial position of Egypt and the claims of the foreign creditors. The Commis¬ 
sion should have tho authorization of the Powers to decide without appeal on such 
measures, and should he invested with the necessary legislative power to introduce 

these measures. % ... 

The Italian Government has made us a somewluit similar proposition to create, 
for the above purpose, an “ International Commission.” Count Andrassy thinks that 
the latter appellation might he fraught with difficulties. The members of such an 
“ International ” Commission Avould, in that case, he dependent on the instructions of 
their Governments, and their decisions, in order to he binding, would have to he 
unanimous. In Count Andrassy’s opinion, tho Commission ought to he quite 
independent, in a similar w'ay as the reformed Tribunals; its members should he 
designated by the Powers, hut nominated by tho Khedive. In this manner tlie 
difficulties mentioned above might he avoided. Were it to he insisted upon, avg 
should have no objection to Powers avIio, like England and Prance, lia\ r e preponderant 
interests in Egypt, being represented hv tAvo members each on the Commission. 

We communicate our ideas on the subject also to Germany, hut Ave shall not take

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any* further steps in the matter before we are assured of the concurrence of the 
British Cabinet.

M. Waddington proposed that the two Governments should at once, through their 
Agents at Cairo, close with the oiler of the Khedive in principle, the precise nature of 
their functions to stand over for future consideration; 

3. The appointment of a “ Commission do Liquidation.” 

In regard to the second of the above points, 1 have this day telegraphed to 
Mr. Lascelles informing him that in principle ller Majesty’s Government accept the 
offer of the Khedive to restore the Commission of Control in accordance with the 
arrangements agreed upon last year; and that they reserve the details as to the powers 
and functions of those Commissioners for a further communication. 

I have at the same time instructed Mr. Lascelles, as soon as his French colleague 
receives similar instructions, to convey the above decision to the Khedive conjointly 
with him. 

I have to request that your Excellency will inform M. Waddington of the step 
which Her Majesty’s Government have thus taken; and you will at the same time 
express to his Excellency the gratification felt by Her Majesty’s Government that their 
views in regard to the matters in question are generally in accord with those ol' the 
French Government.

TURKISH Minister for Foreign Affairs brought to me this morning the rough 
draft in Turkish of the new Firman proposed to he given to Tewfik Pasha, and 
translated it to me orally. 

I told him that I could not discuss matter without my French colleague, and until 
French translation was communicated to both of us, if not officially, at least for the 
present pro memorid. French Ambassador, to whom his Excellency afterwards went, 
tells me that he gave precisely the same answer. We are promised this translation for 
to-morrow. 

French Ambassador is of opinion that we ought to insist that the new Firman 
should confirm order of succession as provided for in that of 1873 : what is your 
opinion upon this point ? He agrees with me in thinking that modifications might he 
made in the terms of the Firman of 1873, A r iz., the number of troops might be limited, 
and power to raise loans might be subjected to the approval of the three Powers who 
are chiefly interested in Egyptian foreign debt, until, if necessary, the concurrence of 
the Porte. 

In other respects French Ambassador thinks that no essential departure should 
be permitted from that Firman. I asked Minister for Foreign Affairs whether the 
revocation of Firman of 1873 inferred the revocation of all the Firmans antecedent to 
it except that of 1841. 

His Excellency could not answer the question satisfactorily. The Firman of 
I860 changes the succession, having only been altered in this respect by that of 1873, 
but at the same time it augments the tribute of Egypt, and assigns certain territories 
in the Red Sea to the Khedive. The revocation of these provisions is at any rate not 
contemplated ; but the mazbata or report of the Council of Ministers which received 
the Sultan’s Irade advises the abrogation of the Firmans—in the plural—given to 
Ismail Pasha and his predecessors.

these Powers having taken act of them, a state of things had been created under 
European sanction which, in the opinion of the Italian Government, could not be 
altered without the consent of the Powers to whom the Eirmans had been com¬ 
municated. 

I lie 1 oi'te, Count Pornielli said, had disputed the doctrine thus laid down, and he 
was not aware of any other Power having at that time made a representation in a 
similar sense; but the Italian Government, he added, on the appearance of the recent 
Iiade deposing Ismail Pasha, had at once directed Count Corti to address a further 
communication to the Porte in accordance with that which lie had previously made. 

I moiely stated to Count Tornielli, in reply, that lie would have seen by my note 
to M.'Depvetis (copy of which was inclosed in my despatch No. 291 of the 27th ultimo) 
that Her Majesty s Government, while accepting what had been done by the Sultan in 
regard to the Khedive’s deposition, had made their reserves as to the other effects of 
the Irade.

IN an interview which I have had to-day with M. Doprotis, I took an opportunity 
of referring to the information given me by Count Tornielli, as reported in my despatch 
No. 314 of yesterday’s date, relative to the representations of the Italian Government 
at Constantinople at the time the deposition of the Khedive Avas originally spoken of. 

I observed that, although, under present circumstances, the matter was not, 
perhaps, of very much importance, I could not help pointing out to his Excellency that 
this isolated action on the part of Italy, at the moment in question, might have been 
open to very grave objections. Supposing, for instance, I said, that at that time Her 
Majesty’s Government and the Ercneh Government had been urging the Porte to 
depose the Khedive, and tlmt the Porte had been disinclined to do so, Avliat the Italian 
Government had done might have been quite sufikvent to strengthen the resistance of 
the Turkish Government, and thus the Italian Government, which ahvays professed a 
desire to act with Her Majesty’s Government in Eastern matters, would have very 
naturally laid itself open to the charge of thwarting the policy of England and Erance 
upon a most important question. 

I could not help thinking, I said, that, before taking the step Avliich Count 
Tornielli had informed me of, the Italian Government Avould have done better to have 
communicated Avith the English and Ercneh Governments. 

M. Depretis did not dispute the justice of my observation, but said ho Avas under 
the impression that a communication upon this subject had been made to your Lord- 
ship ; at all events, such, he asserted, had been his intention, though lie acknoAvlcdged 
that, in the multiplicity of affairs Avith Avliich he had been recently overwhelmed,^lie 
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might have omitted to give the necessary instructions. Nothing, however, could have 
been further from his wish than to do anything which might have even the appearance 
of placing himself in opposition to the policy of Her Majesty’s Government. 

His Excellency added that he had been much gratified by the reports recently 
received from General Menabrea of his conversation with your Lordship upon the 
affairs of Egypt.

However, the French Government was willing to overlook wliat had been, in its 
opinion, most irregularly done, on condition that the new Jarman about to be delivered 
to Tewfik Pasha were, previous to its promulgation, submitted to it tor its approval. 
Nevertheless, M. Fournier went on to say lie could not conceal from 1ns Highness 
that the proceedings of the Porte had given rise to the suspicion that it had an 
arriere-pensee in acting as it had done, and had an intention ot availing itself o 
the opportunity to extend the direct authority and influence of the Multan m 
Egypt, in opposition to the views and policy of France, llis Excellency further 
pointed out to Ilaireddm Pasha that the Firman of 1873 did not alone deal with 
the order of succession in Egypt. It conferred certain privileges upon Ismail iaslia 
which it might be in the interest of France and of Europe to socure to Ins successor, 
lie would not, however, he observed, enter into details on this subject until the 
Porte had submitted the draft of the new Firman to the two Governments, and they 
had had an opportunity of examining its details. . . . , . 

1 stated to the Grand Vizier that I was authorized by your Lordship to make a 
similar declaration to that of M. Fournier, and that they would only consent to the 
revocation of the Firman of 1873 on condition that the new Firman were submitted 
to them for their approval before its issue. 

The Grand Vizier replied that he could not return an answer to the demand ot 
the two Governments, that the Firman to bo given to Tewfik Pasha should be 
communicated to them for their approval, until he had consulted the bultan and lus 
colleagues. This he promised to do without loss of time. His Highness then went 
into a long explanation as to the motives which had induced the Sultan and the 1 orte 
to depose the Khedive and not to advise him to abdicate. He explicitly denied that 
there had been any intention whatever on his part to olfend the English and French 
Governments; the course that had been taken had been forced upon him by the 
attitude of the Sultan, and if he had delayed even a few hours in adopting it, those 
who were supporting the Khedive in his opposition to England and France would, m 
all probability, have obtained the upper hand, and very serious complications might 
have ensued. llis Highness denied emphatically that lie had any arriere-pensee, 
or the slightest intention of altering the position of Egypt with regard to the J oite, 
or of increasing the authority of the Sultan in that country. _ . , 

His Highness further said that, although lie could not give us an official undcr- 
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taking to submit the new Firman to our Governments for their approval before its 
promulgation, lie would tel us, unofficially and “as Ilaireddm Pasha,” that if he 
sueceeded m retaining the direction of affairs upon the conditions he had proposed to 
the Sultan, we might rest assured that it would not be issued until it had been 
communicated to them and received their sanction.

I believe that the power thus granted was never exercised by the late Khedive, 
for the obvious reason, that the Powers were not likely to accept a reduction of the 
commercial advantages which they enjoy in Egypt under their treaties with the 
Porte, while the Egyptian Government had no motive for according them greater 
advantages. It is, however, conceivable that circumstances might arise in which it 
would be desirable to make commercial arrangements with Egypt- without incurring 
the necessity of raising similar questions at Constantinople, or of entering into nego¬ 
tiations with the Porte.

Under this Decree there Avere tAvo Controllers, one for the receipts and the other 
for the expenses, avIio had both nominally a large share in the financial administra¬ 
tion, while the Controller of Iteceipts had, moreover, a not very well defined right to 
propose employes to fill the principal posts connected Avith the collection ot the 
revenue.

HEE Majesty’s Government have carefully considered your Lordship’s despatch 
No. 742 and the proposals of M. Waddingtion which are recorded therein. 

AYe entirely concur with the Erench Government in the opinion that the existing 
order of succession in Egypt should he maintained. The custom of assigning the 
succession to the eldest living male of the family, which appears to he peculiar to the 
house of Othman, possesses no advantages except the traditions with which, in the 
minds of many Maliommedans, it appears to he associated. 

It produces a jealousy between the occupant of the Throne and his Heir-Apparent 
which again and again have practically resulted in tyranny on the. one side, and 
disloyal intrigues on the other. Wo shall gladly co-operate, therefore, with the Erench 
Government in resisting any change in the dispositions of the existing Eirmans in that 
respect. 

To the other provisions involved in them we do not attach similar importance. 
The limitation of armaments would not only he no injury hut a positive benefit to 
Egypt. The withdrawal of the liberty to make Commercial Treaties has been shown 
by past experience to have no practical importance. With respect to the power ol' 
contracting loans, we entirely share M. Waddington’s point of view: that the necessity 
for obtaining the consent of the Porto to any Egyptian loan would merely ho a pretext 
for exaction. 

But it is well worth consideration whether the opportunity might not he taken 
to put a stop permanently to the imposition of any further burdens upon Egyptian 
credit. This need not necessarily he done through the instrumentality of the Porte. 
A declaration by the Powers, or the most important of them, that they would not 
recognize any further loans that might he effected by the Egyptian Government, and 
that they would discourage the Egyptian Government from admitting their validity, 
would practically close the money markets of the world against the Euler of Egypt. 
It might happen that occasional practical inconvenience would result from such an 
arrangement, hut this evil would he entirely countervailed by the advantage of 
removing a temptation which has proved so often perilous to Oriental Eulers. 

The facility of contracting loans has probably done more than anything else to 
bring the Turkish Empire to its present desperate condition; and if any further use 
of it he permitted to the Egyptian Government a similar result will inevitably 
ensue.

IN forwarding to your Lordship the papers respecting the establishment of 
Inspectors in Egypt, which are inclosed in my immediately preceding despatch No. 756 
of to-day, it is perhaps right that I should say that they have confirmed me in the 
views stated in my Secret despatch No. 745 of the 12th instant. 

I believe that M. Waddington’s plan is put forward by him in perfect good faith, 
But I do not think that he himself has much confidence in its being either effective or 
durable. He has, as your Lordship is *ware, more than once said to me that he is 
convinced that wc shall have to return to the system of English and French Ministers 
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in Egypt, and in his present Memorandum he is very careful to reserve the right of 
France and England to re-establish that system. 

I have, however, reason to think that some of the advisers who have suggested 
the details of M. Waddington’s proposals go much further than he does. I conceive 
that these men see with pleasure that if the proposals in question are accepted, England 
will lose*the superior position which she held under the old Control; but I do not 
believe that they are disposed to be satisfied with mere equality between the two 
countries. They appear neither to expect the system of inspection to succeed nor to 
desire that it should do so. They feel sure that, in conformity with his behaviour 
towards the Commission of Inquiry, Cherif Pasha, so long as he is in power, will 
throw every obstacle in the way of any efficient inspection by Europeans. They 
believe that the Einances of Egypt will become more and more embarrassed. They do 
not look to the Inspectors to prevent this deplorable state of things; they wish them 
simply to expose it, and thus to lead up to the reappointment of French and English 
Ministers, and to the attainment of the great object of placing the Finance Depart¬ 
ment in the hands of the French instead of the English Minister.

THE distinct promise given to French Ambassador and myself by Turkish 
Minister for Foreign Affairs that the translation of Firman proposed to be sent to 
Tewfik Pasha should be communicated to us has not been hitherto kept. We reminded 
his Excellency of this yesterday in an identic letter. We now learn that the draft has 
been submitted to Sultan for his approval, and there arc grounds for suspecting that 
Porte may pretend that the Firman lias been communicated to us, and that, draft 
having been approved by the Sultan, the Firman drawn up without our concurrence is 
a fait accompli. In order to give Porte clearly to understand that such a solution 
will not be accepted by our Governments, we think it would be well that instructions 
should be sent to us at once to call on Porte to communicate officially translation of 
draft of Firman to us, for the approval of our Governments, within specific time, say 
two days, and to state that our Governments will accept no Firman which has not been 
so approved, and that if any attempt be made to put it into execution, or to promulgate 
it, Porte will be responsible for the consequences.

Munster and I spoke concerning Egypt. I sketched out to him the plan of an 
independent Commission of Liquidation drawing its authority from the Powers, which 
had found favour with several of the Cabinets, but I said it would he very desirable 
that its composition should not differ from that of the Commission of Inquiry appointed 
last year. IVe should have no objection to the admission of a German member; but 
there would bo very grave inconveniences in the admission of a Russian member. 
By their own account, the Russians had not the slightest financial interest in Egypt, 
and their action at Constantinople during the recent crisis showed that their policy 
was in diametrical opposition to that of the rest of Europe. Count Munster did not 
dilfcr with me as to the course which the Russians were likely to pursue, but he 
seemed to entertain the opinion that the Representative of Russia would be less 
mischievous inside the Commission than out of it; that in any case the Russians would 
intrigue, and intrigue adversely to the Western Powers, but that if they were repre¬ 
sented on the Commission their intrigues would be watched.

IN alluding yesterday to the Egyptian question, and to the steps now being 
taken by England and Prance at Constantinople to obtain a satisfactory solution of 
the difficulties created by the act of the Sultan in revoking the Pirman of 1873 on 
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the occasion of the desposition of the late Khedive, Herr von Radowitz assured me 
that the German Government considered it perfectly natural that the two Powers 
should act independently of the others and assume the lead in the management of 
this part of the question at issue, nor was the slightest jealousy felt on account of 
their having done so. It is true the German Government would not willingly see 
Egypt reduced again to the position of a mere outlying Turkish province, but as 
regards the amount of autonomy to be given to her in future, they felt they would 
unhesitatingly accept the minimum which would satisfy England and Prance. All 
they would ask was that the result of the united efforts of the two Powers, whatever 
it might be, shall at once be communicated to Germany. Herr von Radowitz laid 
some stress on these words. 

In the arrangements that might have to be made with respect to questions 
relating to the indebtedness of Egypt, his Excellency said that Germany, in common 
with the Powers generally, would consider she had a right to be consulted.

I HAVE just time, before the departure of the messenger, to inform your 
Lordship that M. Waddington has been to tell me that he received, the night before 
last, a telegram from M. Fournier, the French Ambassador at Constantinople, stating 
that Caratheodory Pasha had brought to liim and to Sir Henry Layard separately 
translations of the Eirman which the Porte purposed to issue to the new Khedive, and 
had requested them to withdraw the identic letters in which they had demanded 
that this draft should be communicated to them within a specified time, and that the 
Eirman should not be issued until it had been approved by their Governments. 

M. Fournier appears to have reported also that it seemed to him that the 
proposed Eirman would reduce Egypt to the condition of a mere Turkish vilayet, and 
to have added that Sir Henry Layard was of the same opinion. 

M. Waddington told me that ho should send immediately by telegraph to 
M. Fournier orders to adhere strictly to his previous instructions to insist that the 
Eirman should not be issued until it had been approved by England and France, that 
it should not make any change in the order of succession, that it should not subject 
the power of the Khedive to make loans or other financial arrangements to the sanction 
of the Porte, in short, that the new Firman should differ from the old one in the one 
single respect only that it might limit the amount of the military and naval force 

to be maintained in Egypt. _ 

M. Waddington observed that M. Fournier stated that he had at once refused to 
withdraw the iclcntie letter, at all events until it had been seen by the Sultan, and 
until the terms of the Firman had been satisfactorily settled. < 

Finally, M. Fournier appeared to have reported that Sir Henry Layard had not 
yet received from your Lordship explicit instructions as to the maintenance of the 

direct succession. . 

M. Waddington spoke in strong terms of the impolicy of the conduct ot the 
Porto, and observed that the only practical result of its persisting in this policy would 
be that the Powers would be forced to deal with Egypt as if it were wholly severed 
from the jurisdiction of the Sultan.

There is another matter which was a good deal discussed among us, but which it 
is not necessary, perhaps, to refer to explicitly in the Decree. It is that a lien of a 
strictly defined character shall be reserved to all the creditors whose claims are not 
discharged in full, upon the surpluses, if any, which may arise in future years over 
and above the sums required for administration and for payment of interest. I should 
suggest that only half of any such surplus should be claimable by the public creditors, 
the other half being expended for the benefit of the country; and it appears to me 
essential that no claim of any kind should be allowed to accumulate in respect to years 
in which no surplus is declared. 

The public creditor would every year receive the sum assigned to him by the 
Commission of Liquidation. In years when there was no surplus lie would receive 
no more; in years when there was a surplus he would receive one-lialf of that surplus, 
which would be distributed in proportions to be laid down beforehand by the Com¬ 
mission. This arrangement seems to me necessary in order to procure acceptance for 
the necessary reductions in interest, which will appear very hard to the holder of 
Egyptian stock, and to prevent their resisting too pertinaciously the reservation of a 
fixed sum for the public administration. It is also desirable in order that the deter¬ 
minations of the Commission may have a character of finality. When their final 
decree is issued, they will leave behind them a self-acting machine which will adapt 
itself to the future financial destinies of Egypt, whether they be prosperous or the 
reverse. 

Upon the constitution of the Commission the draft docs not enter. I entirely 
concur with the French Minister for Foreign Affairs in thinking that the best arrange¬ 
ment will be one which retains the double vote for England and France, and excludes 
.Russia. With him, I doubt whether the treble vote could be secured ; but, on the 
other hand, an arrangement which would leave the two Western Powers in a possible 
minority on fiscal questions would be wholly inadmissible.

I should lay great stress. I think it is better in every way as far as possible to 
connect these two Controllers with the functionaries appointed under the Goschen- 
Joubert scheme. More than one important result will be secured by observing this 
precaution. The two Powers may be acting strictly within their acquired rights.

Thus no 
opening will be given for any claim on the part of the Sultan to be oonsulted before 
the proposed Decree is issued, and the delays and the attempts at bargaining which 
accompany every reference to the Porte will be avoided. Again, no pretext will be 
offered to other Powers, either to take objection to what is being done, or to demand 
a share in it for themselves. I have feit the value of this argumentative position 
already in conversation with the Italian Minister, and I feel confident that if it be 
abandoned considerable diplomatic difficulties will have to be surmounted in other 
quarters. 

In conformity with the principle upon which I desired to insist, it would be 
necessary to make two modifications in the project of M. Waddington’s Decree. In the 
first place, the title of “ Inspectors-General ” should bo dropped, or at least only added 
to that of “ Controller.” In the second place, the division between the Powers of the 
two officers should be nominally maintained, that is to say, the English Controller 
should still be Controller of the receipts, and the French Controller should still be 
Controller of the expenditure; but a provision should be made that it shall be open 
for them, by agreement between themselves, to modify, in any way they think fit, the 
distribution of the powers confided to them. In other respects, I would maintain the 
Decree much as M. Waddington has drafted it. The practical results, of course, under 
my proposal would not differ from those which would follow upon his. There is 
very little doubt that Mr. Baring and M. de Bligni6res would be able to work perfectly 
together, and that no question of distribution of powers would in the least degree 
affect their efficiency. On the other hand, all ambiguity would have been removed 
from the title under which they act, in the view both of the Sultan and of the other 
Signatory Powers. 

I should be glad to know from your Excellency whether M. W addmgton sees 
any objection to this modification.

M. WADDINGTON read to me this afternoon a telegram which lie had received 
the day before from M. Eourmer, the Erencli Ambassador at Constantinople, respecting 
the proceedings of the Porte with regard to the Eirman for the new Khedive. 

M. Eournicr began by giving an account of the interview which lie had had on 
the subject with Caratlidodory Pacha on the 21st instant, in company with Sir Henry 
Layard. The account corresponded generally with that given by Sir Henry Layard in 
his telegram to your Lordship, No. 567, of the same day. * 

M. Eournicr went on, however, to argue that the whole conduct of the Porte from 
the beginning of its recent interference in the Egyptian question had been a snare, and 
that Erance and England would be caught in this snare if they did not make a very 
firm stand at the present moment. Consequently, he recommended, if I recollect 
right, that orders should bo sent to Sir Henry Layard, and to him to decline all further 
discussion of the draft Eirman proposed by Caratheodory Pasha, and to summon the 
Porto to confirm the Eirman of 1873, wholly and unreservedly, within a short specified 
time. 

M. Eournicr mentioned, moreover, that IEalim Pasha went about affirming that 
Erance was a Power of which it was no longer necessary to take account, that England 
would stand by and let the Porto do as it pleased, that the appointment of Tewfik was 
a mere temporary expedient which would be almost immediately set aside, and that he 
himself (Halim) should very soon become Khedive in virtue of ,the restored rule of 
succession. 

M. Waddington did not seem to intend to send immediately orders of quite so 
peremptory a nature as those suggested by M. Eournicr. 

He said, however, that he should maintain absolutely his previous instructions, 
which were that M. Eournicr should object uncompromisingly to any change in the 
direct succession in Egypt, and to any attempt on the part of the Porto to arrogate 
to itself any control over the power of the Khedive to conclude commercial Treaties, 
to contract loans, or to make any other financial arrangements. In short, M. Wadding¬ 
ton said his orders to M. Eournicr were to admit no change in the Eirman of 1873 
except a limitation of the armaments of Egypt. 

M. Waddington added that he quite agreed with M. Eournier in thinking that the 
[63S] 7 B 
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clause in the Ported draft Finnan restraining tlie Khedive from alienating any of liis 
powers to third persons, was simply an insidious attempt to preclude His Highness 

from availing himself of the assistance of Europeans. 

I perceive that in Sir Henry Layard’s telegram it is stated that the Ambassadors 
required that the right to contract loans should not be solely subject to the authorization 
of the Porte. I did not mention this to M. Waddington, but he said, of his own accord, 
that he most strongly objected to the Porte’s having any pretext whatever for inter¬ 
fering w r ith the loan-making powers of Egypt. He thought that it would be imprudent 
even to allow the Porte to insert in the Eirman a positive prohibition to the Khedive 
to make loans. If the Porte could prohibit, it could also waive the prohibition, and 

exact its price for doing so. . 

M. Waddington begged me to impress upon your Lordship that it was his very 
decided opinion that it was necessary that France and England should be extremely 
resolute with the Porte in this matter. 

Finally, his Excellency said that if the Porte acted in defiance of the remonstrances 
of France and England, the course to be taken by those Powers appeared to him to be 
plain. They must, he conceived, on the one hand advise the young Khedive to pay 
his tribute regularly to his Sovereign, but, on the other hand, recommend him to 
exercise unhesitatingly all the privileges possessed by his father, and assure him that 
France and England would bear him harmless, if the Porte should attempt to interfere 

with his doing so. _, .

Memorandum.

THE proposals set forth in the Memorandum and draft Decree confidentially 
communicated by M. Waddington on the 15tli July are very important. 

In the substance of M. Waddington’s proposai Lord Salisbury concurs; that is to 
say, he agrees with M. Waddington in the opinion that the function of the Controllers 
shall be a function rather of inspection than control, and that it shall extend to all 
branches of the Government of Egypt. It is evident that the influence of the two 
Western Powers must for some time to come be exercised in the last resort through 
the ordinary diplomatic channel. A great change must have come over the ruling 
class before they will submit themselves to the avowed and formal domination of 
Europeans; and the ruling class alone in Egypt appears to form any opinion or to 
exercise any volition in reference to public affairs. 

Material coercion would undoubtedly overcome their reluctance to bo governed by 
Europeans; but this result can be affected by no motive of a less cogent character. 

It must therefore be regarded as an object entirely outside of the view of the 
Governments of England and France. 

Reduced by the force of circumstances to the employment of diplomatic means 
alone, the principle aim of the two Poweis must be that the diplomatic agency should 
be thoroughly well informed. This is the most important function which the two 
Controllers will fulfil. Undoubtedly there will be much in the ordinary current of 
business which they can do without having recourse to the Agents and Consuls- 
General. When it is found that they are supported, and that their counsels, urged 
cither directly or indirectly, are received by the Khedive with respect, they will acquire 
an effective power over the inferior officials, and the steady operation qf their autho¬ 
ritative advice may be expected in itself to accomplish reforms of an extensive scope. 
But it is only by remaining formally and ostensibly within the limits of this consultative 
character that they can hope to exercise a salutary influence. 

Thoroughly concurring in the general aim of M. Waddington*s suggestions, there 
is a point of form which appears to Lord Salisbury of considerable importance, and on 
which he would lay great stress, lie thinks it is better in every way, as far as possible, 
to connect these two Controllers with the functionaries appointed under the Gosclien- 
Joubcrt scheme.

THE Italian Ambassador mentioned to me to-day the Decree which, at the 
instance of Messrs. Rothschild, the Khedive proposes to issue with reference to the 
Daira lands. His Excellency seemed to be under the impression that they were part 
of the general assets of the Government, and that therefore it would not be just to 
reserve them exclusively, as the Decree proposed to do, for the payment of the interest 
upon the Rothschild Loan. 

I pointed out to his Excellency that these lands had only been ceded by the 
members of tlie Khedive’s family, to whom they belonged, for the purpose of forming 
a security for the interest of the Rothschild Loan, and that therefore it would be 
highly inequitable to divert them from that destination, and employ them in satisfying 
the debts of other creditors. 

At the same time, I observed that the Italian Government was specially interested 
in accepting the proposal of the Khedive. It was generally understood that the use 
chiefly made of the Rothschild Loan would be to pay off the floating debt, and it was 
with the floating debt that the Italian Government was particularly concerned. If 
this security which Messrs. Rothschild demanded were not conceded to them, the 
balance of the loan which was still in their hands would not be paid over; and the 
chances of any considerable satisfaction being offered to the creditors of the floating 
debt would be very seriously diminished.

M. WADDINGTON told mo this afternoon that, having considered the Memo¬ 
randum expressing your views respecting the Control in Egypt, which I had given him 
the day before yesterday, he was anxious to make observations on two points. 

The first concerned the title of the Controllers. He thought it important to give 
them the title of Inspectors-General instead of, or at all events in addition to, that of 
Controllers., no considered that it was desirable that the title itself should show the 
change which was to take place in their functions, and should make it apparent that 
they were not to take a direct part in the Administration. 

The second point on which M. Waddington wished to remark was the division, 
real or nominal, in their functions which would be implied by terming the one 
Controller of Receipts, and the other Controller of Expenditure. Under the old 
arrangement these denominations corresponded to a real and very decided difference in 
their functions. The office of Controller of the Receipts was all-important; he was 
charged with presiding over the collection of the revenue; ho nominated the revenue 
officers, and in fact was charged with the most considerable of all the duties in the 
Administration of Egypt. On the other hand, the functions of the Controller of 
Expenditure were chiefly of a routine character, he had simply to see that the credits 
duly allotted to the several services were not exceeded or misapplied. 

Now, with the cessation of their administrative functions, all difference in the 
importance of the Controllers would cease. There could be no object in giving them 
different names; and M. Waddington would very much prefer that tlicir titles, as well 
as their functions, should be identical. 

M. Waddington said that, except on these two points, he entirely concurred in 
your Lordship’s views respecting the proposed Control.

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Recruiting. The system of recruiting does not seem to have undergone any 
change; the men are not drawn fairly ot in turn, hut selected at will by the Sheikhs 
of villages, who, according to Mr. Eelice, through favour or corruption, make unfair 
exemptions, hut these cases are, it appears, difficult to prove. No dearth of labour, 
or perhaps little, has been caused by recruitment. 

Irrigation of Lands. The distribution of water in the Garbiyali seems to he 
conducted with fairness, hut in the Sharkiyah it appears to he attended with favour 
and injustice,. and Mr. Police states that Ahmed 11 ey Abousir, Amer Effendy, and 
several other rich landholders at Erbhjec arrest the water on their lands to the detri¬ 
ment of those very peasants who contribute the material, &c., for a bridge over which 
it is made to pass for the benefit of all. And he also mentions that a watercourse, 
which some two years ago was ordered to he made from Gaugara to Bahar-Bimduk, has 
not been continued beyond Malames, and that thus only the lands of the Chief 
Engineer of tho Moudiriah, one Hassan Effendy, reap advantage therefrom. 

“ Cadastre .”— The Cadastral Survey had been begun in the Sharkiyah district, hut 
the work was stopped after the fall of the Wilson Cabinet. 


Upper Egypt.—Ghizah, Assiont, Kenneh , Esneh (Loxor). 

Condition of Fellaheen.—The reports furnished by the Consular Agents at Kenneh 
and Luxor do not agree with other information that I have received as"to the condition 
of the fellaheen in Upper Egypt. The Report from Kenneh specially represents it as 
“ flourishing, on account of the crops they now have had,” while it appears that in 
general it could not hut be represented as had for the majority of the peasantry. It is 
true that there are some who may he regarded as enjoying comparative ease, but their 
number being very limited, it forms only a very small proportion of the peasant 
class. 

. 0ur Consular Agents in Upper Egypt, unhappily, are both illiterate, and being* 
entirely at the mercy of the scribes they employ for carrying on their correspondence, 
their Reports, I think, should be received with caution. 

In Ghizah the harvest lias yielded a middling-fair return—on an average about 
6 ardebs of cereals per feddan; in Assiout the average has been of about 3f ardebs 
only. This may he due, perhaps, to the lateness in sowing, as the waters, owing to 
last year’s high Nile, receded at a later period. The report from Kenneh states that 
this year’s harvest is abundant, while at Luxor “ it is generally thought it will not be 
a good one.” 

Collection of Taxes. —It appears that at Kenneh and Esneh the taxes have been 
recovered by instalments, hut it is not said for which period they have been levied. 
In other parts, and especially Assiout, two-thirds of the total land-tax and Moukabalali 
for the year had to be paid by the end of June. 

In some parts Government receive produce in payment of taxes at about the 
usual market price. This transaction, apparently fair to tho fellah, is, in reality, most 
advantageous to the Government, as the storekeepers insist upon having the stuff 
cleaner, and this brings a difference of 10 to 12 per cent, in price, while the difference 
in measurement is again to the advantage of the Government by 8 to 10 per cent. 

No extraordinary taxes have been collected in the shape of forced loans or 
voluntary contributions. 

Treatment of the Fellaheen. —The reports from Kenneh and Luxor agree in that the 
rich and poor receive an equal treatment in this respect, and that the taxes have been 
paid with ease, the peasantry not being obliged to sell standing crops in advance, or to 
borrow money for the payment thereof. Information that I have obtained respecting 
other provinces in Upper Egypt demonstrates that favour is shown to rich proprietors, 
and that the poor arc treated with much rigour, and oven cruelty; standing crops sold 
in advance, money borrowed at high rates, lands leased at low rates for cash, 
imprisonment, bastinado, &e. 

Interest paid by Fellaheen. —It does not appear that moneys have been borrowed at 
Kenneh or Esneh, hut in other parts of Upper Egypt, where the usurer has been 
applied to, interest varying from 3 to 5 and up to 10 per cent, per month has been 
paid. 

But interest in a different form is paid, which has a more tolling effect upon the 
peasantry—interest in kind, that is to say, the returning of the seed obtained on credit 
at a certain rate above market price. 

The Report from Luxor mentions this class of transaction’s and information

obtained with reference to other parts of Upper Egypt show that this is one of the 
most ruinous transactions that could he entered into by the fellaheen, "he seed is 
procured on credit generally at about 30 per cent, above market-price, the cultivator 
hein" obliged to return in kind from the next crop, and at the price of the day, a 
quantity that will make up the price agreed upon. According to the mention made by 
Moustapha Aga, wheat is now being delivered at 70 to 75 piastres per ardeh, as against 
180 piastres, at which it was procured last winter, that is to say, 2| ardehs for every 

ardeh of seed received. . v . , 

Moulcabalah. —This tax seems to he paid m full m addition to the ordinary land- 
tax, and in several provinces it is done with difficulty. At Kennch, 45,000/. have 
been collected under this head during the last quarter. , 

Expropriation of Fellaheen. —My information is to the effect that seldom recourse is 
had to the Mixed Tribunals to compel the peasantry to part with their lands m settle¬ 
ment of their debts. A shorter course is usually adopted, namely, by application to 
Moudirs when the debtors do not, from fear, accede to the transfers. It would not be 
possible for me to state what extent of laud has thus changed hands. 

Extortion or Corruption. —The Reports from Kennch and Luxor deny that extortion 
and corruption are resorted to. Other information, however, shows that they cannot 
but exist in Upper Egypt, when the principal offices arc sold to the highest bidder, and 
generally at the following rates :-Eor Moudir, 1,000/.; M akecl ot Moudirieli, 400/. 
to 500/.; Principal Tax-Collector, 400/.; Inspector of a District (INazir-Kccsm), 100/. 
to 150/.; District ^Tax-Collector, 100/. . ,. . 

As can easily be imagined, cases of extortion or corruption are difficult ot pioot, 
because of the reluctance of parties to give evidence from a sense of personal danger

European Landholders.— The Consular Agent at Kennch states that the Moukabalali 
is not claimed from Europeans, under instructions from the late Minister of finance, 
Mr. "Wilson, and all accounts agree in that, in this respect at least, they arc more 

advantageously treated than the fellaheen. ... ,, , . , •, 

I have reason to believe that some European subjects or proteges have not paid 
even the land-tax proper, on the ground that they have claims against the Government, 
and no steps have been taken to obtain the rccovciy theicof. . 

Corvee. —I learn from private sources that the old system prevails, and that m 
many provinces the Moudirs have no notion of the regulations laid down by the late 
Ministry. It appears, however, from Moustapha Aga’s Report, that those regulations 

are bcin" carried out this year in his district. , . . . . , 

It does not seem that money payments have been made by the landed proprietors

Report by Mr. Felice. 

(Translation.) Zagaziy, June 13, 1879. 

Collection of Taxes .—Last season’s cotton crop has been very poor, and has caused 
distress in the population. In this district only about 180,000 cantars have been 
ginned against about 350,000 in previous years. The grain harvest promised well 
until last month, but it has been much damaged by light rain, followed by intense 
heat, which burnt a large number of cars of corn. 

In general, the taxes for 1879 have been almost paid in full, as there remains 
only one-twelfth due, which is about to be claimed, so that the taxes for this year 
shall be paid entirely, and sums shall be demanded on account of the taxes for 1880. 

Partiality and favour do not cease to be shown to rich proprietors, of whom some 
have paid only one-third or one-lialf of the total amount of taxes for the current 
year. 

Oppression and cruelty to fellaheen has always existed, but of late, and under 
the present regime, it has assumed a worse form. A few months since the peasants 
were seen running about in despair, asking every European they met with 1o lend 
them money at any rate of interest he chose, or offering their lands for sale, and 
complaining that of the bastinadoes they would have to bear if they were unable to pay, 
by anticipation, the taxes that were not then due. 

The rate of interest that the peasants of these localities pay is nothing less than 
from 3 to 8 per cent, per month. Another custom prevails, under which 1/. sterling 
is paid to the fellaheen at 150 Tariff piastres for a term of four months, thus bringing 
the interest to the rate of 13 per cent, per month. 

No extraordinary taxes or contributions have been levied of late, but in former 
years quite enough had been collected under this head. 

The collection of taxes has always been accompanied by bastinadoes as above- 
mentioned, many have been imprisoned and kept in irons day and night, till they 
succeeded by means of sacrifices in paying the Government and freeing themselves 
from the horrible sufferings of these prisons. 

The Mixed Tribunals, since their institution, are an instrument of ruin of the 
fellaheen ; weighed down by the exorbitant interest which they are obliged to pay to 
money-lenders, they arc often compelled to sell, either willingly or by process, their 
lands, cattle, and all their belongings at any price, thus reducing themselves to the 
greatest distress. It is thus that a large number of Europeans (Greeks) or local 
subjects holding Consular appointments, by lending money at most exorbitant rates 
of interest, have become possessed in a very short space of time of considerable landed 
property at the lowest prices possible. 

Owing to oppression and to the demand for taxes before they fall due, the 
peasants are always obliged to sell their standing crops in advance at prices varying 
from 75 to 150 per cent, under market value; for instance, they have sold and are 
now selling cotton at 2/. per eantar, delivery next October, which at that season will 
fetch from 3/. to 3/. lO.s-. per eantar. 

Wheat sold in advance at T T. 60 to 65 per ardeh is now worth V T. 100 to 105, 
with a likelihood to increase. The peasant is obliged to deliver at the due dates, and 
in case of insufficiency of the crop, or owing to any other cause, the purchaser 
sequesters the lands, and interest continues to run on his bill, so that the fellah is 
pressed on all sides; bastinadoed by the Government for his taxes, condemned by the 
Mixed Tribunal to pay the amount of his bill, ho is unable to meet either, and ceding 
his lands to the creditor at any price, he is ejected, and has nothing to live upon. 

The owners of Kharadji lands have paid the Moukabalali, together with the usual 
taxes, without showing much difficulty. 

Elagrant instances of extortion or corruption on the part of provincial authorities 
art 4 not to my knowledge and rather difficult to hear of; but it happens occasionally 
that tax collectors receive from the peasants more than is due from them and pocket 
the difference. Similar doings were recently discovered at a village named 
“ Kannajet ” and other places where the collector had not paid to the Treasury all

tlie encashments he had made for taxes on date trees. It should he remarked that 
a collector is appointed to every village to receive the taxes on cattle, but lie is 
subject to no control; once a year he submits a statement of accounts to the Moudiriah, 
and pays to the Treasury the amount he thinks fit. 

Many (or nearly all) European landowners and protected subjects have objected 
to tlie payment of the Moukabalah, and no step has been taken for the recovery of the 
same except that the local authorities informed their respective Consulates that their 
subjects refused to pay their taxes. No correspondence has been addressed to me by 
the local authorities on the subject.

Corvee. —I do not know what regulations were made by the late Ministry, as I 
received no communication thereof; bnt whatever their nature, I can say that the men 
on the Corvee are subjected to violent treatment, and, while no recompense is allowed 
them, they havo to supply at their own cost the necessary tools, &c. 

Some landholders or rather poor people pay in lieu of forced labour 60 piastres 

Tariff for every man. < , 

No forced unpaid labour has been employed this year, asm previous years, tor tlie 
cultivation of ** Daira ” or of private estates. It should be remarked, howevei, that 
these administrations do not send men to tlie Corvde, and notwithstanding the con¬ 
tinued demands of the Government, they refuse to pay tlie amount fixed in lieu of 
each man; grounding tlieir contention on that X) air as are privileged and exempt 
from supplying men and from paying such sums in lieu thereof as are paid by other 
landholders; hence constant though useless complaints, because the men on the Corvee 
are compelled to work also at the canals on Daira lands and other private estates, 
and as these do not furnish men, it often happens that a peasant is kept away from 
his village and from liis own lands for and over two months instead of one month. 
Not only the Dairas but also rich landholders (Zawats) do not send a single man, 
neither *do they pay anything in lieu thereof, as is the case with the poor ; on the 
contrary, through favour and partiality or through presents to the engineers or over¬ 
seers of Corvfie, they always succeed in obtaining that the canals in the neighbour - 
hood of their lands are cleansed first and deepened as much as possible. 

The sums paid in redemption of liability to the Corvee have been paid (of late) 
into the Public Works Eund, to be applied exclusively to works of public utility, such 
as bridges’ repairs and building of several Government offices, &c. 

Law of Military Service. —Is carried out with much injustice and partiality; tor 
instance, if a requisition is sent to the Moudirieli for 1,000 men, of whom every 
village should supply twenty, the Sheikh of a village who may have five sons will 
send none, nor will he send any relative nor if possible a friend, but without any feeling 
or consideration, in order to make up the number, he will send the head ol a family 
or a yoilin'- man who supports a mother and some young sisters; so that they are com¬ 
pelled to abandon and leave untilled the small plot of ground whence they derive.

There is no doubt that Sheikhs of villages receive sums of money for exemption 
from military service, and I havo come to learn several times of such cases, but they 
cannot be easily proved, nor would it be possible to obtain clear details of such 

abuses^arth of } a p our p as no t been produced through recruiting, as, thus far, no con¬ 
tingent has been supplied from this province, but only the men who had obtained leave 
after the Abyssinian and Russo-Turkish campaigns have been ordered to return to then* 

COlOXX Irrhjation of Lands .—The distribution of water is attended by favour and injustice 

It is a well-known fact that, from the Bassousiah Canal, near Cairo, the water 
flows into another canal as far as Mitradi, whence it passes into the Moses Canal, the 
prillcipa leanal of Zagazig. When the waters are low at Mitradi, it is customary to 
construct a bridge across the Moses Canal to carry the water from Mitradi to a village 
named Erbhiu. This bridge is of wood, and built every year, the material, work, &c., 
being furnished by the peasants of several villages; but just after the water crosses the 
bridge it is arrested on the lands of Ahmed Bey Abousir, Amer Eftendi Abousir, and 
several other rich landholders at Erbliju, while the lands of the peasants who contri¬ 
bute to construct the bridge remain dry till the following high Nile. 1 he latter, of 
course, complain, but, through fear, they do not insist, and they obtain no redress. 

About two years ago Government ordered that a now canal should bo made, by 


Corvee, from Gangara to Bahar-Bunduk, for the use of distant lands that could not 
easBy bo irrigated by Moses Canal or others; but the present Chief Engineer of the 
i' oudiriali, Ilassan Effendi, had the water carried only to his lands situate at Malames, 
anc stopped the work. The peasants, who had made repeated application for this 
cana, and had worked on it, complained, but to no purpose, and of late some have 
renewed their complaints on the subject. 

In the distribution of water at the beginning of the season, or whenever there is a 
scarcity, it is certain that the poor are sacrificed, as the rich, through favour or by 
force, stop the water till their lands are flooded. 

. Mhat can the peasants do ? It is certain that the authorities pay no heed to the 
just complaint of a peasant against a rich person or one of some rank.*

I DuLY received your despatch of the 4 tli instant, and have now the honour 
to append the information requested by Her Majesty’s Agent and Consul-General. 

lhcre is no material change in the condition of the peasantry. The grain crop is 
a fair average, except in the inundated districts, where the crop is extremely poor, 
owing principally to the necessitated delay in putting in the seed. Tlie cotton looks 
particularly well up to the present, and promises a specially good crop. 

Taxes. Up to the end of last March the taxes were collected regularly and with¬ 
out much pressure, and money-lenders were unable to advance much money, even at 
the easy interest of from If to 2 per cent, per month, but during April and May great 
pressure was put upon the taxpayers, and, as a natural consequence, the rate of 
interest rose at once as high as 6 per cent, per month, and large sums were advanced; 
also much of both grain and cotton crop was sold in advance at a price approximating 
with the above high rate of interest. ’ " ° 

Rich and poor are treated pretty much alike in the recovery of taxes, and little, 
if any, favour is shown to the rich. 1 have heard many rumours of proposed forced 
loans, but know ot no instance where money has lately been so obtained, and fanev 
that project has for the present been abandoned. 

The collection of taxes during the past three months has been carried on in the 
usual manner, and attended with rather more than the customary severity and cruelty. 
Comparatively few persons are imprisoned for failing to pay their taxes, the use of the 
whip being found more expeditious and effective. 

I have not lately heard of many cases of cultivators being forced to part Av v h 
their lands to pay debts to money-lenders. The great expense, trouble, and delay 
attending such cases in the Mixed Tribunals deters most money-lenders from taking 
this course. " ° 

I am not aware of any flagrant instances of extortion or corruption on the part 
of tax-collectors. So long as no extraordinary taxes are demanded the smallest land¬ 
holder knows the exact sum lie has to pay, and it is only when extra taxes are 
demanded that the Sheikhs and local officials have it in their power to collect more than, 
is demanded. European landholder-., in common with natives, pay the regular land 
taxes, consisting of “ Mai ” and “ Moukalmlah.” This year these two taxes have been 
collected separately. Many of the villages in the Garbieh and Menoufieh have already 
paid the whole of the Mai for the current year, and at the present time the Mouka¬ 
balah is being collected. 

Corvee.—L have no copy of the regulations respecting the Corvee, as laid down by 
tho late Ministry, and have noticed no difference lately in the working of the system. 

I am not aware of any money payment being made to Government by landed 
proprietors in lieu of forced labour.

"jy b°n Mr. Wilson was Minister of the Ei nance he had given orders not to recover 
the Moukabalah tax on the lands possessed by Europeans or proteges. These orders are 
now maintained by the local authorities. Rut land taxes arc recovered from them in 
a _ proper manner through the Government collectors, who deal with them according to 
the rules. ° 

Corvee. The public works undertaken being of general utility, the natives all 
labour with alacrity to ffuidi them without delay. No money payment is made by 
landed proprietors in lieu oi lorccd labour. There arc no Dairas or private estates at 
keneh, and ioreed unpaid labour does not exist. 

Law of Military Service .—No recruiting did lake place at this Moudiriah for the 
last six years, but the local'Government ordered the soldiers who were absent on leave 
to return to their duty, and they returned accordingly. Eormerly, whenever the 
Government required troops, a list was made out, without partiality, of the men that 
were required, who were not, however, drawn in turn. No sums have been exacted 
from the natives for exemption from military service. 

The Irrigation of Lands .—Last year’s high Nile, which I duly reported, has irrigated 
all the lands, and there has been therefore no injustice in the distribution of water over 
the lands whereby the poor were sacrificed to the rich proprietors. 

Cadastral Survey .—The proprietors of those lands, the crops of which have been 
destroyed by worms, had petitioned the Ministry of finance through the Moudiriah. 
Mr. Wilson, then Minister of that Department, had ordered the measurement of those 
lands, and it was executed in a straightforward manner without fraud or corruption. 
No taxes are now called for on the lands the produce of which lias been so destroyed 
by worms; but a petition has been presented to the Ministry of finance, and it is 
expected that an order will be given for the exemption of those lands from taxation.

Answers given by the British Consular Agent at Luxor. 

(Translation.) 

Collection of Taxes .—The condition of the peasantry depends upon the harvest 
they make. This year several plantations were destroyed, and their owners are in a 
miserable condition. But those who had a good harvest are well off’. 'This being 
harvest time, one could not yet say for certain what yield will be obtained, but it is 
generally thought it will not be a good one. Probably nothing will he left to the 
fellah after payment, of his taxes. 

Land taxes are levied from rich and poor indiscriminately. No land tax was 
levied this year in advance, but only by instalments from the 1st January, 1879, and 
in this way the farmers have not been compelled to sol l their standing crops in advance. 
Last winter, some avIio were in needy circumstances borrowed corn from European or 
native merchants at the rate of 180 Tariff piastres per ardob, while its market rate was 
from 138 to 150 piastres. They are now paying the said merchants in corn at 
70 to 75 piastres Tariff per ardob, its present price. 

No extraordinary taxes in the shape of forced loans or voluntary contributions 
have been levied this year. 

The taxes paid till now, which is the harvest season, amount to one half of the 
sums due. The collection of taxes is not attended with torture or cruelty, and the 
fellaheen are delivering wheat to the Government stores, while some pay cash for the 
Moukabalah, &c. 

No proceedings are generally taken by money-lenders against tho fellaheen to 
compel them, through the Mixed Tribunals, to part witli their lands till after the 
gathering of the crop, but some have mortgaged their lands to other natives. 

The Moukabalah tax is paid in cash by instalments, in addition to the ordinary 
land tax. The amount paid till now is equal lo the half. It is certainly paid with 
great difficulty by the landholders, on account of its being an additional tax. 

In this place no llagrant instances of extortion or corruption on the part of the 
tax collectors or provincial authorities have occurred. 

The European landholders and protected subjects are paying the land taxes, but 
some of them are not paying the Moukabalah, though it is asked from them. 

Corvee .—The regulations laid down by the late .Ministry respecting the Corvee are 
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carried out tliis year. Landed proprietors who wish to pay money in lieu of forced 

labour are allowed to do so. . . 0 , . 

The men employed for the cultivation of the Daira lands are receiving Sergius, 
and it is said that the amount thereof is either paid to them or deducted from what 
thev owe; hut anyhow, the wages mentioned in those Sergius are not a sufficient 
reward for their labour. But the Corvee for works of public utility is equitably 
distributed in the various districts according to the number of the inhabitants of each 

If any money is paid in redemption of liability to the Corvee, it is the Moudiriah 
that receives it, and consequently, on reference to the account hooks of that Department, 
it might he ascertained how it was applied. _ 

Works of public utility are executed under the direction of the Moudir ot eaclt

Law of Military Service .— No recruiting has taken place this year, hut the disbanded 
soldiers have been ordered to return to Cairo. In former years whoever wished 
exemption from military service was accorded on payment of 100 Egyptian guineas, 
and this was done with the knowledge of the Ministry ot TV ar. . 

Irrigation of Lands .—To avoid damage to the crops of Dairas the lands m

Collection of Taxes —'The greater proportion of the peasantry in this district arc 
sunk in povertv, their incomes barely sufficing for their own economical wants and the 
demands of the tax collector. Many of them sell a part of their produce for forward 
delivery at a heavy sacrifice. Prices, too, being low this season, m eompauson wi i 
last, all tend to make the peasant’s lot the harder to hear. . . . 

The crops in this district, with the exception of those of wheat and barley, are 

good and plentiful this season. „ , , 

The wheat has suffered, partly owing to the length of time the land was under 
water last autumn, consequently delaying the sowing, and partly owing to the o 
winds which prevailed a couple of months ago, shrivelling up the plant, in tins 
district avc look to the wheat crop being fully 30 per cent, below the average. 

The taxes are not being taken in advance, but arc collected up to date, and are 
being encashed month by month.

. , J am awar ° ° f no ^stances in this district in which the Mixed Tribunals are 
interfering with the peasantry and their lands. Almost all monevs advanced to the 
peasan ry aie cone so by the native merchants, many of whom have small capitals 
thus employed, which, so to speak, become consolidated, for often barely the equivalent 
to the interest is forthcoming during the summer, and so the debt increases from year 
to year. J 

The Moukabalah tax is being collected in full in addition to the ordinary land tax, 
and I understand it is being levied upon all indiscriminately. The portion of this tax 
due last month had to be paid in cash; at present, however, it is at the option of the 
peasant whether he pays in cash or in kind. 

Iam not aware of any flagrant instances of extortion or corruption on the part 
of the tax collectors and other authorities, though most of them get credit for being 
open to bribery, and it is a well-known fact that many of the pettv officials whose 
salaries barely suffice for their maintenance are men of wealth, which is often accu¬ 
mulated within very few years. 

. * n ^ 1 ' s neighbourhood is held entirely by natives, nothing being in the 

hands of Europeans or protected subjects. 

Corvee. I am ignorant of the regulations laid down by the late Ministry, and I 
cannot hear of any rules or regulations being strictly followed. The entire tax seems 
to fall upon the poor. Each village, according to its population, is ordered to furnish 
a ceitain number of hands, for whom the Sheikli-el-B ded is responsible, but the 
number he actually supplies depends greatly upon the amount of bribe he pays his 
superior. 1 J 

I he landed proprietors do not provide forced labour. 

I cannot cite any instances in which forced unpaid labour is employed for the 
cultivation of the Dairas or private estate's, but from what I gather from my various 
informants, I conclude that only about three-fourths or four-fifths of the number 
demanded by the Government arc actually employed on works of public utility, the 
remaindei being forced to work on the lands of the ” Zawats,” or rich proprietors in 
the neighbourhood of the villages in which the Corvee is levied. 

I do not believe sums paid in redemption of liability to the Corvee are paid into 
the general revenues of the Government; all such sums, as a rule, are bribes which 
are appropriated by the various officials. 

Beyond repairing the Nile banks, roads, widening and deepening canals, for which 
Corvee is levied, there are no works of public utility in progress in this district. 

Law of Military Service .—The recruitment does not appear to he producing much 
dearth of labour. There are no special rules by which it is applied to the peasantry. 
The War Office demands a certain number of men, and it rests entirely with the 
Sheikhs of the villages to provide them; and here again the service all falls upon the 
poor, for if a rich man is called upon he can always be temporarily exempted by 
bribing his Sheikh. There is no fixed sum for such exemption, all depending upon the 
position of the man about to be exempted. Eroiu my information I also understand 
that the Government Local Medical Stall, for a small douceur, are always ready to 
certify that the conscript is nodily unfit for military service, which certificate invariably 
enables him to escape the conscription for the time being. 

Ly paying 100/. purchase money to the Government the fellah can escape ever 
serving. 

Irrigation of Lands .—The same rule which is applicable to the levying of the Corvde 
and the military service is also applicable hero, viz., the poor are sacrificed to the 
benefit ol the rich. It is not at all unusual for the poor man to have the water cut 
off from his land (no matter in what urgent necessity he may bo of it) at the mere 
whim of his rich neighbour. 

Cadastral Survey .—I have been unable to obtain any information concerning this 
work, and conclude, therefore, it cannot be making any progress in this district.

Report by Consular Agent at Assiout. 

Collection of Taxes.— The peasantry seem to be in a pretty good condition, owing 
to tlie crop being above the average this season and the taxes being demanded. The 
bean crop is about an average one, and wheat is better than it has been for some 
years; maize promises well. 

There arc some fellahs who have paid all their taxes for this year, but this was 
done voluntarily. When the Government were receiving at the Sliunahs beans 75 
and lentils 80, the fellahs, seeing the merchants were only paying 03-04 for beans, 
toolc advantage of the Government price, and those who could took to the Shunaks a 
quantity of beans and lentils equivalent to their year’s taxes, lor which they got 
receipts, and were duly credited for the amount; others again have only paid the 
taxes demanded, say, about 1G kerats, or two-tliirds, up to the end of June. Rich and 
poor pay the same, with the exception of rich copts, who are Consular Agents or 
under foreign protection, who do not pay the Moukabalalu r This, however, has lately 
been demanded from them, and is still in suspense. The fellahs—rich and poor are 
treated alike; both are put under the Kourbach if they don’t pay up their taxes. 

This year the taxes are paid more easily than in former years, and the fellahs are 
more independent, owing, in the first place, to their having the Government Shunah 
to take their grain to, and, in the second, they are advised at the beginning of each 
month what amount they have to pay during the month, which is collected in two or 
three instalments. Some fellahs borrowed money to pay their taxes in March and 
April without interest, on the conditions that they would sell their grain at P T. 5 
below the market price in 40 to 50 days’ date. Others sold their crop in the winter 
at about 50 per cent, below market prices. 

Rate of interest average's from 3 to 7 per cent, per month. 

There are no extraordinary taxes being collected at present, but later on the 
fellahs expect to have to pay the interest on the cash borrowed inr Cairo; also the losses 

on the grain. _ . 

It cannot be said there is much torture or cruelty in collecting the taxes; u there 
is anv it is the fellahs’ own fault, as they have plenty of advice given them two or 
three days before the 'Uahmour goes around to collect, and the Kourbach is only used 
in extreme eases. This year almost all are in a condition to pay their taxes. 

I have heard of no cases in which the fellahs have had to .sell their lands to 
repay the money-lenders this year; the crop being good, they have been able to satisfy 
their creditors/ at all events for this year. The Moukabalah is being paid propor¬ 
tionately with the other taxes, that is to say, two-thirds have been paid of each. 

' Kharadji lands do not pay it. T believe that this year there has been little unjust- 
extortion on the part of the tax collectors, and am not. aware, and have been unable 
to ascertain, any flagrant instance of corruption. Europeans pay the land taxes, but 
not the Moukabalah. I hear that it was demanded from some who refused to pay it, 
so it has been left in suspense. 

Corvee. —I am unable to answer this question, not knowing what the regulations 
of the 1 late Ministry were respecting the Corvee. 

No money is paid in lieu of forced labour. 

I am not aware of any cases in which unpaid labour is employed on Gaira or 
private estates. On tlu* sugar estates the labourers are paid a small sum, and also on 

private properties. , , 

The Corvee is equally distributed. Every village has to contribute 2 ,j per cent, 
of its male population over a certain age for the work necessary on the N ile banks and 
other work connected with keeping the water under control. The only exceptions arc 
the Moudiriahs, such as Assiout, Minin, &<*., but these have to provide for works con¬ 
nected with their own village. There are no works ol public utility in progress except 
repairing and strengthening the Nile banks, which is unpaid labour as mentioned 
above. °I know of no money appropriated for public work®.. 

Law of Military Service. —The recruitment is by a species of press-gang , it they 
require soldiers, they just take any strong men they see by force. 

There is no dearth of labour in this district. 

The peasantry are seized indiscriminately, il they are healthy and strong. # 

Occasionally,* those that can afford it'and are friends ot any ol the high officials 
get off by paying a sum of money, in some cases as much as *20/., which goes into the 
official’s pocket, and then another man is seized in his place. 
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Irrigation of Lands .—This year the Nile being high there is plenty of water for all, 
rich and poor alike, but last year some of the people were sacrificed for the Daira 
lands. 

Cadastral Survey .—This has not commenced yet in this district.

M. TRICOU and I having yesterday called upon the Khedive on his arrival at 
Alexandria, His Highness informed us that he had been much distressed at receiving 
a telegram from Abraham Paslia, bis Agent at Constantinople, to the effect that the 
Eirman of Investiture would maintain all the privileges granted to Egypt with the 
exception of the succession of the direct line. Abraham Pasha added that, although 
the Grand Vizier seemed determined not to yield upon this point, he thought that if 
Ilis Highness would authorize him to expend the sum of 10,000/., ho might he able to 
get the matter satisfactorily settled. 

The Khedive said that he was very much annoyed that Abraham Pasha should 
have moved in this question at all. lie had already telegraphed to him to hold 
aloof, and had now informed him that he was astonished that lie should have spoken 
to the Grand Vizier on the subject. 












M. Tricou observed that, after the information which, even up to tlie last moment, 
Abraham Pasha had sent to Ismail Pasha with regard to the question of his abdication, 
it was difficult to have much confidence in what he said, and that it appeared to him 
that the request for 10,000/. was very suspicious. lie told the Khedive that he had 
every reason to believe that the Governments of Prance and England would insist upon 
all the privileges granted to Egypt being maintained. 

The Khedive replied that lie trusted this was the case. He was determined not 
to send any money to Constantinople, and even if he wished to do so, he had not the 
means. He pointed out that the succession in the direct line was one of the most 
important privileges obtained by Egypt, and that if it were to be withdrawn, the 
natural consequences would be that each successive Ruler of Egypt would attempt to 
enrich himself in order to provide for the various members of his family without 
considering the interests of the country.

Project by M. Kremer on the Egyptian Finance Difficulty. 

(Translation.) 

Ils order to put an end to the disorders of the Egyptian finances two points above 
all should be kept in vicAv :— 

1. Security for the present and the future by the immediate introduction of an 
independent and efficient Control over finance and administration. 

2. Settlement of the outstanding burthens by a final liquidation. 

With this view, I first examine the system of the Control. 

1. Control. 

The legitimate claim of the European creditors to an absolute and independent 
control is doubly founded, and could not be affected even by the revocation of the 
Birman of 1873, as even previously the Egyptian Government had taken binding 
engagements with respect to the Control in matters of finance. 

By the Decree of the Khedive of the 2nd May, 1870, Article 2, the right of the 
State Debt Commission Avas recognized to claim a monthly return of the revenues of 
the provinces and administrations pledged for the regular service of the State debt, 
and a judgment of the Tribunal of Pirst Instance in Cairo formally recognized this 
right. * 

A still further obligation is contained in the Decree of the 18th November, 1876, 
which, in Article 7, lays doAvn that tAVo Control lers-General shall be nominated, and in 
Article 8 defines the manner and nature of the Control. 

The right of the creditors to claim an independent, control over the management 
of Egyptian finance, and, on the other side, the obligation of the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment to accord such a control, can, therefore, under no circumstances be subject to 
doubt. 

But a simple return to the former system is not advisable for the reason that 
experience has giA r en proof of its imperfections. 

Prom the fact of the Controllers-General possessing certain administrative poAvers, 
and being thus compelled to mix up in the Executive, and from their position Avitli 
regard to the State Debt Commission not being regularly fixed, friction occurred, Avhich, 
for the future, must be overcome, as, in order to obtain an effectual working of the 
European Control, the greatest stress must be laid on the importance of a steady co¬ 
operation of all the elements called together. 

The best Avay of attaining this end, to my mind, Avould be to appoint a Superior 
Commission of Control for matters of finance and administration, and to use for this 
purpose tho already existing institution of the European State Debt Commission. 

The Commission of Control in question should collectively exercise the superior 
control, and might thus be constructed : — 

1. The four Commissioners for the State Debt. 

2. Tavo members, one delegated by the English, the other by the Prencli Govern¬ 
ment. instead of the two former Controllers-General. 

3. A German member. 
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Witli respect to tliis Commission of Control, it would be important to keep the 

f0ll0 'Tf de commission should only bo appointed for a certain time, as, tor instance 
the Mixed Tribunals, for five years.

My Lord, Foreign Office, July 28,1879. 

I HAVE carefully considered M. Waddington’s suggestion, hut I continue to feel 
the groat importance, on diplomatic grounds, of the continuity of our title to the 
appointment of a Controller in Egypt. As long as avc continue substantially what 
was granted in 1850, without objection by any other of the Powers, we run no danger 
of provoking their remonstrances now; and, if the "Decree which we ask for the 
existing Controllers merely adds to thorn an additional title and certain additional 
powers of inspection, there is no danger of any question being raised as to our right 
to maintain them. But I cannot resist the fear that if we break the continuity of our 
right, and demand something new to which the consent of the Powers has not been 
implicitly given, we run the risk of awakening the jealousy of other Powers. They 
may raise the question why and how far England and France alone should have title 
to exercise official supervision over the Administration of Egypt. 

1 would therefore press upon M. Waddington not to abolish anything in the old 
Control, hut simply to add to it Avhatevcr he wishes to have added. I quite admit that 
it would probably be prudent to allow some of llio functions assigned to the old 
Controllers to fall into abeyance, but on this matter it is not necessary to obtain a 
formal Decree from the Khedive of Egypt. The two Powers can themselves, by 
instructions to their Agents, provide for the nou-excreiso of those privileges or functions 
which no longer serve a useful purpose. 

The course, therefore, that I should prefer to pursue would he to assume that 
the Controllers, as a matter ol‘ course, revived in accordance with the agreement 
made last autumn, as a necessary consequence ot the disappearance of the European 
Ministers: to base their revived existence, in the lirst place, on the Decree 
of November 1S7G, and the promises given on the formation of the European 
Ministry ; hut to induce the Khedive, at our request, to add the name of “ Inspector- 
General ” and certain functions of inspection to the present attributi ms of the 
Controllers. Wc might at the same time let him know unofficially that avc should 
instruct them to abstain for the present from any administrative interference. Standing 
on this ground, we should have the support of a legal title which could not he 
gainsaid. 

With respect to the Commission of Liquidation, has Al Waddington sufficiently 
considered that, unless the mass of the debt can ho dealt with by the Commissioners, 
it may ho impossible for them to reserve a sufficient revenue for the Egyptian 
expenditure; and, consequently, they will not he able to leave the fiscal arrangement of 
Egypt in a solid and self-supporting condition ? I can hardly imagine that those 
Powers which sustain the iloating debt will consent to submit it to the operations of 
the Commission, unless the bonded debt is submitted at the same time. But if neither 
debt is so submitted, Egypt cannot fulfil her engagements and pay her way. The 
result Avould he a rencAved insoh eney next year, Avhich would cast very serious discredit 
upon the labours of the Commission of Liquidation. If it is desired to make a 
particular reservation in behalf of small portions of debts specially secured, I should

not raise any objection. The only question is whether the assent of the other Powers 
could be procured for such au exemption. 

I would draw again the attention of M. Waddiugton to the proposal that 1 made, 
that the residue of the interest which it may turn out to be now necessary to withhold, 
should be payable in each year if there be a surplus applicable for that purpose ; and 
that half the surplus in every year, over and above the sum total reserved by the 
Commission for expenditure upon administration and upon debt, should be assigned, 
whatever it may be, to the creditors, in proportions to be fixed beforehand by the 
Commission of* Liquidation. Such a provision may make them more content to 
submit their obligations to the operation of the Commission. If they do not do so, a 
liquidation can hardly be held, and as Egypt certainly cannot pay the cost both of her 
Government and the full interest of her debt, the only result must be a chronic con¬ 
dition of insolvency very unfavourable to the interests ot the creditors. I should be 
disposed, therefore, as far as possible, to bring the bonded debt within the operation oi 
the Commission.

into Conventions and international engagements not having a political character,

granted to him should be so worded as not to imply that he was prohibited from 
employing foreigners in his service. The new Firman, in other respects, should not 
differ from that of 1873, and it should declare that such parts of previous Firmans as 
had not been altered by if should remain in force. 

I further suggested that if the Council of Ministers objected to all, or any, of 
our suggestions, Caratheodory Pasha should state the arguments in support of such 
objections in writing, in order that M. Fournier and myself might submit them to 
our Governments and obtain their definitive instructions upon the matter. 

After some further discussion, these proposals were accepted by AI. Fournier, 
and Caratheodory Pasha undertook to submit them at once to the Council of 
Ministers, and to communicate to us the result. 

As Caratheodory Pasha has undertaken to submit to us in writing the arguments 
of the Porte in favour of the course it intends to adopt in the matter of the new 
Firman, it is scarcely necessary for me to recapitulate those that lie advanced during 
the discussion of this morning. I will only mention that he suggested that if England 
and France desired to have a control over the future issue of loans by Hie Khedive, 
they might insist, when arranging his present financial difficulties, which they would 
be able to do under the terms of the proposed Firman without any interference what¬ 
ever on the part of the Porte, upon His 11 ighness entering into an engagement that 
he would not contract any loans in future without their assent. This would be 
establishing, his Excellency contended, all the control that the two Powers required. 
As regards the necessity of the Khedive obtaining the authorization of the Porte 
before entering into any Conventions or engagements, and the prohibition to alienate 
any of the privileges accorded to him to a third party (“ tiers his Excellency con¬ 
tended that these restrictions were very necessary, as on more than one occasion the 
late Khedive was about to make over a large portion of his territory, and even the 
management of his army, to a foreign company without consulting the Porte. 
Subsequently, when I was alone with his Excellency, he told me that that restriction 
was especially intended to prevent such transactions as that by which Ismail Pasha 
had given AI. Lesseps a very large portion of the land of Upper Egypt, which, chiefly 
on the remonstrances of England, he was compelled to repurchase for many millions, 
thus saddling the country with a fresh debt, llis Excellency, however, admitted that 
the restriction was further intended to prevent foreigners being imposed upon the 
Khedive as Alinisters.

WHEN I called to-day on Earon Calice he said he was disturbed by finding that 
the French, and he believed Her Majesty's Government also, were inclined to support 
the issuing of the Decree which Earon Rothschild had proposed to the Egyptian 
Government as the condition of the payment of the remainder of the loan. 

It appeared to him that it was proposed to decide what was strictly a legal fiction 
by means oi a declaratory Decree which would deprive a certain category of creditors 
of their legal rights, for there was, he believed, no more admitted principle than that 
any one having a mortgage on a property, and not, receiving the covenanted interest, 
might foreclose, and have it sold, even fhough it might be mortgaged to its full value 
to earlier creditors. 

In any case this was, he said, a case for the Courts of Law, and rights possessed 
by creditors could not be disposed of by a summary Decree having a retroactive 
force. 

On the question of principle, therefore, the proposed declaration of the inalien¬ 
ability of the Daira property seemed to him objectionable, and he did not think it less 
so as a matter of policy, for it could not he advisable to enable the Khedive at once to 
enter into the possession of a largo sum of money from the Rothschild Loan before a 
Control was established for ensuring its being properly expended. 

I told Baron Calico that 1 could not follow him into these arguments, as I was 
neither acquainted with the precise terms of the proposed Decree nor competent to 
discuss it, but the fact of its being approved by Her Majesty’s Government should be 
a sufficient guarantee that no injustice -was contemplated to any class of creditors. 
Moreover, as regarded the objection to allowing the Khedive to come into possession 
of a large sum before an efficient Control was established, I had no reason for supposing 
it to be contemplated.

I BEG to inclose you a summary of the draft of Eirman on the Egyptian question, 
to which I yesterday expressed the willingness of Her Majesty’s Government to 
assent. 

It is substantially what we have been recommending 
for the last month.

Summary of Firman. 

THE Khedivate is conferred upon Tewfik Pasha in accordance with the Eirman 
of 1866, by which it is transmitted from eldest son to eldest son. 

Ancient privileges are confirmed with the following modifications :— 

The Khedive will have the right of concluding Conventions as by the Eirman of 
1873, so long as they do not affect the Political Treaties of Turkey. 

They arc to he communicated to the Porte before their promulgation by the 
Khedive. 

He will have the entire disposal of financial affairs, hut he will not have the right 
of contracting loans other than those necessary for the regulation of the present 
financial situation, and in concert with his creditors or the delegates officially charged 
with their interests. 

He is prohibited from alienating to others, even temporarily, any of the privileges 
accorded to Egypt, or any portion of territory. 

The army is limited to 18,000 men, the number fixed in the Eirman of 1841,
